Torrey  Introduced  a  bill  to  authorize 
the  Increased  production  of  l>indinK 
twine  in  the  state  prison  twine  factory, 
at  an  expense  of  li'O.tMW  for  maihinery 
and  $50,000  for  additional  raw  materials. 

The  house  then  went  into  conimittei' 
of  the  whole.  Mr.  .Staples  presldinij.  to 
Ci>nsider  bills  on  general  orders. 

The  Tor.sen  bill  for  election  of  rail- 
r>;ad  and  wari'house  commissioners 
Wiis  discu.ssed  at  some  length.  It  pro- 
vides for  two-year  terms,  jind  an 
aninndment  for  six-year  terms  was 
proposed  l>y  West,  wnne  Orondahl 
wanted  it  made  four  years.  Both 
amendments  were  defeated.  Roberts 
wanted  to  amend  to  retain  the  present 
'timmissioners  in  ofHce  until  the  elected 
commissioners  took  office,  stating  that 
he  did  not  want  to  legislate  them  out 
of  otn.^e  and  thereby  give  Governor  land 
a  chance  at  some  additional  app>>int- 
r.ients.  Fosnes,  as  a  Democralic  mem- 
ber, fibjected  to  s<»  partisan  a  proposi- 
tion, asserting  that  the  amendment 
would  legislate  into  offlce  a  Republican 
whose  teim  would  ordinarily  end  next 
January.  Roberts  disavowed  any  such 
intention.  Jacobson  announced  thai 
he  Republicans  had  no  desire  to  talte 
.iiiy  plums  away  from  the  governor,  and 
the  l;ill  was  laid  aside  to  allow  (.he 
preparation  of  an  unobjectionable 
amendment  covering  the  point  raised 
by  Roberts. 

The  Wetehrn  bill  providing  for  »>rgan- 
Ization  of  school  districts  in  unorgan- 
ized counties,  and  the  Gutte-.son  bill 
amending  the  law  relating  to  school 
meetings  in  common  scho()l  districts 
were  recommended  to  pass. 

The  committee  reported  to  the  house, 
which  then  adjourned.

Rev.  Leadingham  Says  There 

Is  Much  Heathenism 

There  Yet. 

Boston.  Jan.  23.— The  American  board 
r.f  commissioners  for  foreign  missions 
has  just  received  an  interesting  report 
■  n  the  present  condition  of  the  Ha- 
waiian islands.  The  report  is  from 
Rev.  J.  Leadingham.  After  statlnt; 
iliat  intoxication  is  ruining  s.-ores  and 
hundreds  of  the  natives.  Mr.  Leading- 
ham  -says: 

■'Heatheni.sm  also  is  a  foe  which 
Christianity  must  still  encounter  here. 
Hesides  the  lingering  remnants  .  f  Ha- 
waiian heathenism  is  that  which  is  im- 
ported from  China  and  Japan.  Shinto 
and  Buddhist  prit.^ts  are  active  in  th, 
support  of  th;ir  faiili  among  the  Jai*- 
anese  laborei  <  in  some  places  in  ttie 
islands." 

On  a  recent  trip  to  the  island  of  Ha- 
waii. Mr.  Leadingham  saw  on  one  side 
of  the  road  a  building,  in  front  if  which 
were  some  peculiarly  shaped  banners 
attached  to  tall  poles.  A  pathway  lead- 
ing up  to  the  building  had  been  cut 
through  the  ste»p  bank  by  the  roadside, 
and  the  l)anks  on  either  side  of  this 
pathway  were  stuck  full  of  short  pieces 
of  bamboo,  attached  to  which  were 
strips  of  paper  covered  with  Japanese 
(  haracters. 

The  building  was  a  Shinto  shrine,  and 
the  strips  of  paper  on  the  sides  of  thi- 
pathway  were  prayers.  Here  was  real 
heathenism  from  Japan. 

It  is  no  uncommon  sight  to  see  a  hack 
loaded  with  Chinamen,  and  having  with 
them  a  nicely  roasted  pig  on  the  '.vay  to 
the  cemetery  to  pay  their  homage  to 
their  dead  ancestors.

THRILLING  ESCAPE. 


Great  Ice  Bridge  In  the  Nia- 
gara River  Gorge  Breaks 
Loose. 

Niagara  Falls,  Jan.  2:*..— While  nearly 

100  per.sons  were  on  the  great  ice  bridge 

in  the  gorge  of  the  Niagara  river,     the 

ley    mass    was    broken    loose   from    the 

banks  at  either  end.    There  were  thou- 

.sauds  of  Sunday  sightseers  in  :he  parks 

and  upon  the  upper  steel  arch  enjoying 
the  beauty  of  the  c-rystal-like  structure. 
They  heard  the  crackling  of  the  ice  and 
saw  the  great  mass  as  it  was  moved 
liy  the  swift  current  of  the  river,  and 
hundreds  shouted  warning  to  those  on 
the  bridge. 

Some  of  those  venturesome  persons 
had  only  «one  a  short  distance  from 
the  river  bank,  while  others  were  out 
in  the  center  of  the  bridge  and  were 
crossing  the  river.  Those  near  the  end 
sv,on  found  safety,  but  further  out  to- 
ward the  center  were  a  number  of 
small  boys.  Before  they  were  fairly 
started  for  the  shore  the  great  bridge 
was  loosened  from  its  fastenings.  Then 
it  became  a  race  for  life.  but  th-.? 
ycungsters.  amid  wild  shouts,  finally 
reached  the  shore. 

It  was  then  seen  that  all  except  three 
persons  had  reached  places  of  safety. 
One  was  a  man,  not  far  out  fn»m  the 
New  York  side.  The  others  were  a 
nan  and  a  woman,  who  were  fieeing 
across  the  ice  toward  the  Canadian 
side.  The  man  near  the  New  York 
shore  kept  his  courage  well.  His  eyes 
were  directed  toward  the  steel  arcn 
under  which  he  would  pass  if  the  Ice 
continued  to  move  down  the  river.  On- 
ward it  went,  and  just  as  he  reached 
the  ijridge  he  leaped  from  the  ice  and 
caught  the  arch  as  it  rises  not  far  out 
from  the  abutment.  The  man  and  wo- 
man made  reci>rd  time  meanwhile,  and 
safely  reached  the  Canadian  shore. 

The  Ice  is  piled  in  a  great  mass  about 
the  abutments  of  the  upper  steel  arch, 
and  it  is  rumf»red  that  the  structur-^ 
has  bet-ri  injured,  hut  this  cannot  be 
verified.  The  steamer  do<ks  on  each 
side  of  the  river  have  been  wrecked, 
and  the  ice  has  i>lled  uji  close  t  >  the  in- 
clined railway  huilding  In  the  gorge,  so 
that  it  is  in  danger.

New  York,  Jan.  23.— The  Tribune's 
I^ondon  coresp«)nden't  writes:  The  Nic- 
aragua canal  <iuestion  has  been  taken 
up  by  Secretary  Hay  and  Lord  Salis- 
bury In  a  practical  rather  than  a  con- 
troversial spirit.  It  is  not  probable  that 
either  of  these  statesmen  is  anxious  to 
attempt  to  unravel  the  tangled  skein 
of  diplomacy  with  which  the  Clayton- 
liulwer  treaty  has  been  enmeshed  in 
the  course  of  ilfty  years.  They  will 
prefer  to  make  a  fresa  start  in  a  spirit 
of  mutual  accommodation  and  good 
feeling.  The  practical  busine^.s  now  in 
hand  is  that  of  adapting  the  riaylon- 
lUilwer  treaty  to  ik'w  conditions  affect- 
ing the  Interests  of  both  countries. 

The  commercial  intt-rests  of  the  world 
and  the  highest  ends  of  civilizatitm  will 
be  promole<l  by  the  construction  of  a 
waterway  through  Central  America. 
One  country  may  be  more  directly  In- 
terested than  the  other  in  the  comple- 
tion and  control  of  the  Inter-oceaiiic 
canal,  but  both  England  and  America 
will  benefit  commercially  by  the  open^ 
Ing  of  the  waterway,  and  neither  can 
have  any  adequate  motive  for  hamper- 
ing or  retarding  a  great  work  wnich 
win  contribute  to  the  progress  and  civi- 
lization of  the  world.  On  this  high 
ground  the  two  governments  can  meet 
and  devisee  practical  measiyes  for  fa- 
cilitating the  construction  of  the  canal 
and  for  providing  for  Its  control  and 
maintenance  as  a  neutral  waterway 
open  at  all  time*  to  the  shipping  and 
navies  of  all  couni-ies.  This  is  a  policy 
which  we  are  now  enc'eavoring  to  carry 
out  in  an  enlightened  and  progressive 
spirit  worthy  of  the  genius  of  the  Anglo- 
Saxon  race. 

The  relative  interests  of  the  two  coun- 
tries, both  in  the  construction  and  in 
the  control  of  the  inter-o<?eanlc  water- 
way, have  changed  materially  .since  the 
Clayton-Bulwer  treaty  was  negotiated 
fifty  years  ago.  Tiiis  is  a  point  which 
English  statesmen  of  the  highest  rank 
frankly  concede.  Since  1850  the  Suez 
canal  has  been  open  and  it  is  now  prac- 
tically under  English  control.  It  pro- 
vides direct  communicati»>n  witli  India 
and  Australia  and  is  the  chief  link  in  the 
chain  of  imperial  possessions  dependent 
upon  sea  power. 

Inlluential  Englishmen  do  not  hesitate 
to  say  that  from  a  strictly  British  or 
imperial  point  of  view  the  projected 
Nicaragua  canal  is  le.ss  importartt  now 
than  it  was  in  ISJO.  England's  intero.'^t 
in  it  is  mainly  commeivial,  since  it  will 
supply  shorter  and  more  direct  com- 
munications with  China  and  the  west 
coast  of  North  and  South  America.  On 
the  other  hand,  the  truth  Is  recognized 
In  England  that  America's  Interests  in 
the  Nicaragua  canal  have  materially 
Increased  since  the  negotiation  of  the 
Clayton-Bulwer  treaty.  It  is  now  essen- 
tial as  a  military  work  for  uniting  the 
Atlantic,  gulf  and  Pacific  coasts,  and 
for  concentrating  the  naval  forces.  As 
a  power  with  po.ssePsions  in  the  East 
and  West  Indies,  it  will  be  an  essentia! 
link  in  the  American  imperial  system 
as  the  Suez  canal  is  in  the  British  em- 
pire. 

This  change  of  balance  in  the  Intei]- 
ests  of  the  two  countries  in  the  Ni- 
caragua canal  has  a  direct  bearing  upon 
the  two  questions  of  constructiim  and 
control,  which  are  affected  \>y  the 
treaty  of  185tt.  It  justifies  the  substitu- 
tion of  single  in  place  of  jidnt  control, 
as  the  necessary  condition  of  the  con- 
struction of  the  work  by  the  American 
government.  English  statesmen  frank- 
ly concede  that  if  the  American  govern- 
n-.ent  supplle.s  the  capital  required  for 
the  enterpri.«e  the  treaty  of  IS.V)  ought, 
in  justice,  to  be  revised  so  as  to  allow 
ihe  I'nited  Stat.s  to  control  its  own 
work.  Under  the  Clayton-Bulwer  con- 
vention the  Americans  would  Ite  ile- 
l)arred  from  landing  even  a  cori-oial's 
guard  of  marines  for  the  proteeil.in  of 
its  property  at  either  end  of  the  canal. 

The  attitude  .)f  the  British  sovern- 
ment.  when  properly  approached  and 
asked  to  revise  the  treaty  4»f  ISf.O  In  a 
spirit  of  accommodation  and  t- miity, 
may  be  forecast  with  confiden  •.\  That 
government  has  no  desire  to  obstruc: 
the  construction  of  the  Nicaragua 
canal.

It  prefers  to  have  the 
I'nited  States  government  undertake 
the  work,  because  this  Is  the  only  meth- 
od of  econt)mical  construction  by  whi.^h 
t'.e  tost  can  be  kept  down  and  low  tolls 
.secured. 

The  Panama  enterprise  has  warned 
British  ministers  that  a  private  com- 
pany cannot  undertake  so  great  a  work 
without  a  vast  Increase  of  financial  out- 
lay. They  are  convinced  that  the  suc- 
cess of  the  Nicaragua  canal  as  an  en- 
gineering and  financial  undertaking 
will  be  impracticable  under  the  man- 
agement of  a  private  company,  whereas 
with  the  credit  of  the  ITnltod  States 
government  V>ehlnd  it  the  bonds  will  b^- 
floated  above  par.  and  the  enterprise  b  ■ 
released  from  the  burdens  of  high 
rates  of  interest.  On  this  account  the 
British  government  will  readily  consent 
to  alter  the  treaty  so  as  to  allow  the 
I'nited  States  to  construct  the  canal, 
and  to  be  responsible  for  its  regulation 
and  control.

The  deed,  with 
the  history  of  the  transf?r  from  Naw- 
danissie  Indians  is  a  matter  of  record 
at  Chillicothe.  It  is  recorded  on  page

New  York  Stock  Trading  Has 

Scarcely  a  Parallel  In 

History.  ^ 

New  York.  Jan.  23.— The  stock  market 
trading  this  forenoon  has  scarcely  a 
parallel  in  the  history  of  the  exchangv". 
Shares  which  until  recently  were  attend- 
ed with  conservative  Huctuations  be- 
caime  spwulative  footballs,  and  were 
bandied  around  five  to  ten  points  on 
enormous  dealings.  The  tremendous 
bull  movement  under  way  in  the  stock 
market,  indicating,  as  it  does,  the  .oulse 
f>f  the  flnanciiil  and  commercial  situa- 
thin,  has  brought  the  public  into  the 
market  to  an  exceptional  extent,  ren- 
dering it  impo.ssible  for  the  recognized 
market  leaders  to  influence  trading  as 
in  the  past.  The  crowds  were  enormous 
In  the  brokers'  ofllces  and  in  the  gal- 
leries of  the  exchange. 

A  large  stock  exchange  hou«ie  posted 
a  notice  that  it  would  not  be  responsible 
for  trades  in  odd  lots  owing  to  enor- 
mous business  in  10»)-.share  lots.  Break- 
ers generally  refused  stop-loss  orders, 
as  they  were  impossible  of  execution. 
The  trading  was  unpreceilented  in 
volume  and  rapidity  of  fluctuations. 
Enonntius  purchasing  orders  had  ac- 
cumulated over  Sunday,  the  favorable 
bank  statement  assuring  easy  money, 
and  the  rumor  of  a  Vanderbilt  de.ai 
with  the  Chicago  &  Northwestern  be- 
ing the  incentives.  Flmtuatlons  in  the 
first  half  were  the  highest  and  the 
market  soon  broke  on  liquidation  and 
short  Selling,  but  again  wju*  going'  up 
strongly  at  noon,  led   by  the  Coalers. 

The  volume  of  trading  was  so  great 
as  to  make  it  impossible  to  get  much  ot 
an  idea  as  to  the  size  of  orders.  It  was 
certain,  however,  that  the  buying  was 
by  the  public.  In  many  cases  orders 
were  refused  on  account  of  the  impossi- 
bility of  giving  them  proper  attention. 
The  prices  attained  this  morning  were 
generally  the  highest  of  this  the  large.st 
uninterrupted  movement  in  recent 
years.

TRUSTS  AMD   XRW  JERSEY. 

A  few  days  ago  The  Herald  -omment- 
ed  on  the  great  number  of  trusts  that 
have  been  incorporated  under  the  la^^■s 
of  New  Jersey,  and  referred  partica- 
larly  to  their  ^eat  growth  during  the 
past  year.  As  was  then  stated,  these 
gigantic  corpora tions  are  established  In 
New  Jersey  because  that  state  offers 
special  inducements.  The  following 
will  explain  some  of  the  special  induce- 
ments: 

The  general  statistics  relating  to  cor- 
porations in  Xew  Jersey  provide  th.it 
companies  may  become  lncDrporat»!d 
with  unlimited  authorized  capital.  The 
companies  so  incorporated  are  fr^e 
fiom  any  state  supervision  an  to  their 
bu.siness,  and  herein  is  the  main  reason 
for  trusty  coming  to  New  Jerf^ey  to  be- 
come incorporated.  West  Virginia  l.s 
Just  as  generous  in  not  inquiring  into 
the  business  of  companies  incorporat<>d 
under  the  laws  of  that  state,  but  the 
authorized  capital  is  limited  to  $5,00(>,- 
OCO.  The  companies  incorpc-rated  in 
New  Jersey  are  only  required  to  fur- 
nish annually  the  offlcers  and  directors 
elected.  In  some  states  companies 
must  make  a  statement  of  the  business 
done  by  them. 

In  New  Jersey  stockholders  of  incor- 
porated companies  are  not  liable  f3r 
the  debts  of  the  corporation  b-^yond  the 
amount  of  the  capital  stock  subscribed. 
In  some  states  stockholders,  .ire  liable 
to  the  extent  of  double  the  capital 
stock  subscribed,  the  same  a.s  the  law 
regulating  the  liability  of  stockholders 
in  national  hanks. 

Under  the  law  passed  in  189S  the  re«!- 
dences  of  incorporators  need  not  be 
given  in  the  article.s  of  incorporation, 
but  it  is  neces.«»ary  to  name  some  one  In 
the  state  upon  whom  papers  can  br- 
served  and  in  whose  custody  must  be 
kept  for  ln'<r"^'*'"n  a  list  of  >.|..;  kh"1i- 
ers. 

The  fee  for  incorporating  <:unipunies 
in  New  Jersey  is  20  cents  on  each  thou- 
sand dollars  of  authorized  capital 
stock,  or  $200  on  each  million.  The  an- 
nual franchise  tax  paid  to  the  state  is 
based  not  on  the  authorized  but  ♦ht 
i.^sued  capital  stock. 

The  tax  Is  one-tenth  of  1  por  cent  ap 
to  and  including  $3,000,000  of  issued 
Block;  one-twentieth  of  1  pet  cent  «n 
the  capital  between  $.3,000,000  and  $n.00j.- 
000.  Above  $5,000,000  the  tax  is  $50  a 
million.  Companies  having  .'w)  per  cent 
of  their  capital  stock  invested  In  manu- 
facturing or  mining  are  free  from  a 
franchise  tax. 


AMTI-PASS  BILL   KILLED. 

There  was  no  demonstration  of  np- 
proval  when  the  legislators  listened  to 
the  portion  of  Governor  Und's  Inaug- 
ural message  urging  that  a  law  oc 
passed  against  members  of  t.ie  legisla- 
ture and  state  officials  accepting  r«ll- 
r'>ad  passes.  Thert-  were  too  many 
{ta.'^ses  already  stowed  safely  away  in 
tiie  pockets  of  th»-  -'rs   who  were 

rejoicing  in  the  po.--  n  of  the  paste- 

boards that  would  permit  thera  to  tra/el 


to  and  tumi  their  hotues  each  week  dur- 
ing the  s«'8i»ion.  Therefore  It  was  not 
surprising  that  on  Saturday  the  house 
adopti-d  the  report  of  the  committee  on 
gepeml  legislation  reporting  adversely 
the  Peterson  anti-pass  bill. 

Public  sontlment  ha.««  ntd  been  sutll- 
i  i.-ntly  worked  up  on  this  question  to 
cause  any  m«*niber  of  the  Minnes<»ta 
legislature  to  fear  any  serious  results 
from  ToUng  against  an  anti-pass  hill. 
yet  In  Wicsonsin  It  Is  u  live  issuo  and 
will  be  the  text  of  a  lively  discussion 
in  the  legislature.  Some  day  It  will  be- 
come equally  prominent  In  thl.n  state, 
and  perhaps  a  legislature  will  be  elect- 
ed that  will  enact  a  law  abolishing 
passes  and  imposing  heavy  penalties 
on  state  «>tncials  for  acce:iting  sin-h 
favors  from  the  railroads. 


BLACKLIST  AMD  BOYCOTT. 

An  impt^rtant  measure  was  introduced 
In  tile  Minnesota  legislature  last  Fri- 
day. Mr.  Heinierdinger  prest-nted  in 
the  house  a  bill  to  prohibit  the  practice 
of  blacklisting,  by  making  it  unlawful 
for  any  in-rson  or  corporation  to  fur- 
nish privately  or  publicly  the  name  of 
any  j^erson  discharged,  whether  the 
ftvison  for  the  dL-^charge  is  of  political, 
social  or  private  nature.  Any  person 
violating  the  act  is  guilty  of  a  felony 
and  punishable  by  imprisonment  for 
not  less  than  six  months  nor  more  than 
a  year,  or  by  a  fine  of  fn»ni  $ji00  to  $1000. 
It  is  made  the  duty  of  the  labor  com- 
missioner to  render  assistance  in  secur- 
ing the  effective  enforcement  of  the 
act. 

This  is  a  good  measure  as  far  as  it 
goes,  but  it  is  manifestly  incomplete. 
The  bill  should  prt>hlbit  the  practice  ot 
boycotting  as  well  as  blacklisting.  Both 
the  boycott  and  the  blacklist  should  be 
strictly  -irohlblted  and  heavy  penalties 
should  be  provided  for  violations  of  the 
law.  There  should  be  no  room  in  the 
state  of  Minnesota  or  in  any  other  state 
for  blacklisting  and  boycotting.  Liet 
the  bill  against  blacklisting,  now  before 
the  legislature,  be  amended  so  as  to  in- 
clude boycotting,  and  no  member  can 
offer  a  sound  reason  for  opposing  it. 


A   STRONG  TICKET. 

The  Democrats  and  Populists  have 
nominated  a  strong  city  ticket.  The 
renomlnatlon  of  City  Treasurer  Voss 
and  City  Comptroller  Lovett  was  a 
foregone  conclusion,  as  is  their  elec- 
tion. There  is  some  talk  among  the 
Republican  leaders  of  not  opposing 
them,  and  this  would  be  a  sensible 
move.  Both  have  filled  their  respon- 
sible positions  with  marked  ability,  and 
the  people  seem  well  satisfied  that  such 
faithful  public  servants  should  be  kept 
in  office.  It  is  particularly  desirable 
that  at  this  time,  when  the  conduct  of 
the  city's  finances  requires  careful 
management  by  experienced  hands,  no 
change  should  be  made  in  these  offices. 

The  aldermanic  ticket  possesses  many 
elements  of  strength,  regarded  as  a 
whole.  How  strong  as  vote  getters  the 
candidates  are  individually  in  their  re- 
spective wards  is  a  subje<'t  on  which 
the  people  in  the  wards  are  better  in- 
formed than  is  The  Herald.  One  thing 
is  certain:  If  the  Republicans  offer 
as  good  timber  for  aldermen,  the  next 
council  should  be  an  exceptionally  good 
one,  no  matter  who  may  be  elected. 


A  little  classic  in  political  literature 
of  the  modern  mastery  of  the  tropics  la 
John  Morley's  description  of  England's 
work  in  carrying  civilization  to  the  vari- 
ous dark  places  of  the  world.     Said   ho: 

"First,  you  push  on  into  territories 
where  you  have  no  business  to  be,  and 
where  you  had  promised  not  to  go;  sec- 
ondly, your  Intrusion  provokes  resent- 
ment, and.  In  these  wild  countries,  re- 
sentment means  resistance;  thirdly,  you 
instantly  cry  out  that  the  people  are  re- 
bellious and  that  their  act  is  rebellion 
(this  in  spite  of  your  own  assurance  that 
you  have  no  intention  of  setting  up  a 
permanent  sovereignty  over  them): 
fourthly,  you  send  a  force  to  stamp  out 
the  rebellion;  and.  fifthly,  having  spread 
bloodshed,  confusion  and  anarchy,  you 
declare,  with  hands  uplifted  to  the 
heavens,  that  moral  reasons  force  you  to 
stay,  for  if  you  were  to  leave,  this  terri- 
tory would  be  left  in  a  condition  which 
no  civilized  power  could  contemplate  with 
equanimity  or  with  composure.  These 
are  the  five  stages  in  the  forward  rake's 
progress." 


The  New  York  World  Almanac  and  En- 
cyclopedia for  1S99  has  been  published, 
and  as  usual  it  leads  all  other  publioutluns 
of  the  kind.

NORMAL  AND  HIGH  SCHOOLS. 

Mr.   Phelps  Makes  Answer  to   Some 
Erroneous  Statements. 

T»»  the  Kdll.ir  of  The  Herald: 

There  has  been  conslderab.c  discus- 
sion *)f  late  lu)th  in  ofticial  and  non- 
official  quarters  toui-hliig  the  relations 
of  the  normal  ami  high  schools  of  the 
state. 

The  gist  of  the  talk  is  that  the  pre- 
paratory departments  or  cla.sses  of  the 
normal  schools  shouUI  l>e  discontinued, 
and  only  high  .school  graduates  should 
be  admitted  In  the  places  of  those  who 
fiirni  the  classes  to  lie  thus  excluded. 
This  contentiou  is  made  in  the  face  «»f 
the  fact  that  during  the  paat  thirty- 
tive  years  nearly  all  the  vast  results 
that  have  accrued  to  the  cause  of  com- 
mon school  education  from  the  estab- 
lishment of  the  normal  schools  have 
been  produced  by  those  who  have  been 
taught  and  trained  in  these  same  pre- 
paratory departments  from  which 
many  have  gone  directly  out  to  teach 
in  the  country  schools,  while  others 
have  advanced  to  the  higher  studies 
and  perfected  their  qualifications  for 
leaching  in  the  higher  grades.  The  high 
school  graduate  is.  comparatively 
speaking,  a  recent  product  in  this 
state.  Until  within  a  few  years  he  has 
been  an  almost  unknown  quantity. 
And  yet  our  state  normal  schools  have 
grown  and  nourished  beyond  the  high- 
est expectations  of  their  advocates  and 
founders.  They  have  been  not  only 
the  prime  l>ut  the  principal  facUirs  in 
the  phenomenal  Improvement  which 
has  taken  place  in  the  cause  of  popu- 
lar education  in  the  state  of  Minnesota 
during  the  last  thirty-five  yeans,  thus 
placing  her  in  the  front  rank  of  the 
foremost  states  In  the  Union.  Most  of 
this  talk,  therefore,  about  abolishing 
the  normal  preparatory  classes  and  ad- 
mitting only  high  school  graduates  is 
mere  theory,  and  the  logic  of  facts  is 
ail  against  it.  Let  a  few  figures  be 
summoned  to  speak  for  themselves. 

There  are  100  high  schools  in  the 
state  of  Minnesota  not  a  few  of  which 
are  not  as  high  as  they  might  be. 
From  these  schools  1285  students  grad- 
uated in  1898.  During  the  same 
year  there  were  only  a  few  more  than 
one-third  of  the  number  of  thair  class 
in  the  four  normal  schools  of  the  state, 
or  to  speak  more  exactly  there  were  an 
even  500  high  school  graduates  in  th* 
four  normal  schools,  with  an  aggregate 
of  more.than  2500  pupils.  That  is  to 
say,  one-fifth  of  the  pupils  in  ihe  nor- 
mal schools  were  high  school  matricu- 
lates. The  remaining  785  high  school 
graduates,  of  course,  entered  the  col- 
leges and  universities,  or  the  study  oZ 
law  and  medicine,  or  went  into  business 
pursuits.  From  this  ftatement  it  will 
be  easy  to  see  how  much  shadow  and 
how  much  substance  there  really  is  in 
this  absurd  contention  that  the  prepar- 
atory classes  should  be  abolished,  and 
that  our  high  school  graduates  shall 
furnish  the  substratum  of  clas.-^es  in  our 
teachers'  training  schools.  This  ar- 
rangement would  give  about  125  stu- 
dents to  each  normal  school,  whereas 
now  there  Is  an  average  of  about  450  in 
each,  exclusive  of  the  pupils  in  the 
model  or  practice  departments,  The.se 
facts  ought  to  dispose  of  the  theory 
that  for  the  sake  of  the  so-called 
economy  of  the  thing  "the  preparatory 
departments  of  the  normal  schools 
should  give  way  for  a  supply  of  stu- 
dents that  the  high  schools  cannot  fur- 
nish! 

Once  more  let  me  allude  to  the  fact 
that  our  state  normal  schools  in  Min- 
nesota must  be  to  a  great  extent  local- 
ized. They  must  go  to  the  people,  to 
the  sons  and  daughters  of  the  po  )r,  and 
those  whose  means  are  limited.  The 
great  mass  of  these  studen.s  come 
from  the  farmers,  the  mechanics  an«l 
the  working  classes  generall.v,  who 
cannot  pay  heavy  traveling  expenses 
and  tuition  fees,  in  addition  to  the 
other  burdens  incident  to  acquiring  a 
professional  education.  That  the.>?e 
schools  are  to  a  great  extent  local,  let 
facts  be  submitted  to  prove  this  asser- 
tion. 

In  the  several  normal  schools  of  this 
state  the  total  enrollments  in  the  nor- 
mal departments,  and  the  local  at- 
tendance, -were  as  follows  during  the 
past  year:  Winona,  508.  Of  these  there 
were  from  the  county  of  Winona,  as  re- 
ported, 180,  with  a  large  additional 
number  from  adjacent  counties,  that 
would  Increase  the  local  attendance  to 
at  least  one-half  of  the  school.  Man- 
kato,  677,  with  218  from  that  city,  and 
from  adjacent  counties  enough  more  to 
make  up  one-half  of  the  total  at  least. 
St.  Cloud.  40,'.,  with  106  from  the  city, 
and  from  adjacent  counties  the  same 
proportions  as  al>ove,  Moorhead,  378; 
from  Clay  county  78,  with  91  from 
nearby  counties.  Now,  the  same  facts 
hold  good  substantially  In  all  the 
states,  verifying  the  proposition  that 
the  normal  .schools.  In  order  adequately 
to  meet  the  wants  of  the  people,  must  go 
to  the  people.  They  are.  to  a  large  ex- 
tent, limited  In  their  Influence  to  the 
districts  In  which  they  exist. 

And  now,  Mr.  Editor,  here  Is  another 
fact  bearing  strongly  upon  this  whole 
subject.  There  are  In  the  state  of  Min- 
nesota schools  enough  to  require,  in 
round  numbers,  8000  teachers  annually 
for  their  instruction  and  management, 
and  when  it  is  remembered  that  these 
teachers  continue  in  the  work  on  an 
average  of  about  four  years  only,  when 
they  drop  out  of  it  for  other  pursuits, 
noialily  that  of  matrimony,  it  will 
readily  be  seen  that  the  preparation  of 
these  teachers  for  the  proper  discharge 
of  their  duties  is  a  great  undertaking, 
and  must  be  persevered  In  till  every 
school  house  within  the  limits  of  our 
83,000  s.iuare  miles  of  territory  Is  sup- 
plied with  an  "able  master  worthy  of 
the  high  vixatlrin  of  Instructing  the 
people."  And  what  shall  we  say  of 
those  who  raise  the  false  cry  of 
"economy"  In  such  a  work  as  this?

The  Restoration  to  Life  of 

Another  Abandoned  Mine 

In  Michigan. 

Houghlon,  Jan.  2:;.-  (."^i.ecial  to  The 
Herald.)— Yet  another  old  mine  of  the 
copper  district  is  to  be  restored  to  life. 
This  time  It  Is  the  Hancock,  located  in 
the  western  portion  of  the  thriving  city 
fixim  which  the  mine  takes  Its  name. 
An  option  has  been  taken  on  the  proper- 
ty by  John  D.  Cuddlhy,  of  Calumet,  who 
Is  favorably  known  as  a  banker  and 
business  man  of  more  tiian  ordinary  sa- 
gacity, not  only  in  the  coppt-r  district 
but  in  all  the  larger  cities  of  the  coun- 
try. Mr.  Cuddihy  will  leave  for  Boston 
in  a  few  days  and  has  assurances  whicn 
lead  to  the  belief  that  the  mine  will  soon 
be  running  again,  backed  by  all  the 
capital  required  to  carry  it  to  a  success- 
ful working  point, 

T.^e  Hancock  was  originally  known  as 
the  Sumner  and  was  one  of  the  first 
mines  opened  In  the  Portage  Lake  dla- 
trlct. 

Lake  people  are  grumbling  greatly  be- 
cause their  sub.scrlpllons  to  Wyandotte 
have  been  cut  to  the  bone,  f)ne  Calumet 
brokerage  house  which  sub.s<-ribed  for 
12,000  shares  was  allotted  1000  otiiy. 
Pawnee  allotments  are  due  to  be  known 
today,  aftd  the  subscribers  await  the  re- 
turns with   fear  and  trembling. 

It  is  rumored  locally  that  Dr.  L.  L. 
Hubbard,  the  able  director  of  the  Michi- 
gan geological  survey,  is  to  accept  the 
position  of  superintendent  of  the  Tri- 
mountain.  The  position  was  also  ten- 
dered to  James  Chynoweth,  superin- 
tendent of  the  Centennial,  Old  Colony, 
Tecumseh  and  Washington  mines. 

Reports  from  the  Michigan  mine  are 
very  favorable.  It  is  stated  that  the 
surface  work  is  even  as  rich  as  that  of 
the  Mohawk,  and  that  the  deeper  the 
miners  go*  the  greater  the  impro\e^ 
ment. 

At  the  Old  Colony  two  shafts  are 
being  sunk.  The  mine  is  equipped  with 
all  necessary  machinery,  has  a  black- 
smith and  machine  shop,  and  every- 
thing is  in  shape  to  carry  oir  the  work 
with  vigor.  No.  1  shaft  particularly  is 
looking  well  and  contains  considerable 
mass  copper. 

Dube  &  Baudln,  the  Houghton  reaJ 
estate  dealers,  have  completed  a  sale  to 
Eastern  parties  of  some  of  their  lands 
and  timber  adjoining  the  Winona  prop- 
erty. The  deeds  give  the  consideration 
as  $13,200. 

The  shaft  at  the  Washington  mine  has 
attained  a  depth  of  sixty-five  feet  and 
at  the  bottom  a  very  good  grade  of  cop- 
per rock  is  being  encountered. 

The  first  aprilicant  for  .«tock  in  the 
Onondaga  Land  &  Copper  company  was 
William  Moyle,  of  Hancock,  This  is 
gratifying  to  the  people  who  are  reor- 
ganizing the  property,  for  the  reason 
that  the  subscription  was  entirely  un- 
solicited, no  formal  subscription  books 
.'^ving  been  opened  yet,  and  Mr.  Moyle 
was  working  as  a  miner  in  the  bottom 
level  of  the  mine  when  the  Shelden  & 
Columbian  was  closed  down  Just  thirty 
years  ago.

CHOSE  TO  BE  A  RECLUSE. 


The  Pathetic  Story  of  a   Rich  New 
York  Giri. 

A  stone's  throw  from  Union  square 
lives  a  woman  hermit;  reared  in  lux- 
ury, brought  up  with  the  Vanderbilts. 
the  Duers,  the  Stuyvesants  and  Living- 
stons; now  alone,  overlooked,  forgotten, 
says  the  New  York  World.  Her  family 
was  on  the  Blue  book  of  the  Four  Hun- 
dred; her  name  included  in  every  in- 
vitation, either  at  St,  John's  square, 
Saratoga  or  New  Brighton.  No  maiden 
descendant  of  the  richest  and  most 
aristocratic  family  of  New  York  has 
today  a  better  outlook  than  had  Ellen 
Anne  Griffin  half  a  century  ago. 

Then  she  was  fair,  with  big,  brown 
eyes  and  rounded  features;  a  favorite. 
Today  she  is  an  old  woman,  a  recluse. 
Her  eyes  are  still  brown,  but  years  of 
sorrow  have  traced  wrinkles  where  be- 
fore were  only  dimples.  Instead  of  long, 
brown  hair,  her  short,  gray  locks  be- 
speak the  change  which  has  come  over 
her  life.  Then,  attired  in  daintiest 
gowns,  she  romped  with  Ellie  Vander- 
bilt,  the  commodore's  favored  niece. 
Now,  dressed  in  calico,  she  goes  early 
to  a  dairy  restaurant,  where  she  takes 
her  one  20-cent  meal  a  day— goes  early 
so  that  the  other  boarders  may  not  see 
her,  for  she  has  the  Instinct  of  the  hurt 
creature  that  hides  from  her  kind. 

Then  she  was  surrounded  by  friends. 
Now  she  has  only  her  pets.  First  in 
her  esteem  comes  Dandy,  a  little 
black-and-tan.  He  wears  a  jeweled 
blanket  when  he  goes  out  to  walk,  she 
the  calico  gown  and  an  old  straw  hat. 
Next  to  Dandy  come  the  canary 
birds,  Bob'and  Dick,  chipmunks,  squir- 
rels, mud  turtles,  one  of  them  named 
Dewey,  and  some  goldfish.  She  has 
other  friends.  She  does  not  kno.v  their 
names,  nor  they  hers.  When  in  the 
early  morning  hours  she  sees  upon  the 
street  some  poor  creature  looking  al- 
most as  friendless  as  her.self.  she 
presses  a  crisp  bill  into  the  unexpectant 
hand.  She  is  not  a  miser.  She  is  a  re- 
cluse. 

Ellen  Anne  Griffin  was  born  65  years 
ago  in  this  city.  Her  grandfather, 
George  Griflin,  had  for  years  l.»een  the 
leading  criminal  lawyer  of  New  York, 
as  well  as  a  writer  of  promise.  His 
best  know  n  books  were  '•Griffins  Re- 
mains" and  his  "Life  of  Je.«5us."" 

Elien"s  baby  days  were  happy.  Sha 
had  the  finest  wardrobe  an  indulgent 
grandfather  could  provide.  Her  father, 
Charles  Alexander  Griffin,  was  a  prom- 
ising young  lawyer. 

George  Griffin,  George  Griswold  and 
George  Green  started  the  New  Brighton 
Improvement  company,  and  beautiful 
country  places  sprang  from  the  forests. 
Here  came  the  elite  of  society. 

Next  to  the  Vanderbilt  house  was 
Bay  View,  In  which  George  Griffin  re- 
sided. Beside  them  lived  the  Stuyve- 
sants. Pierre  Irving,  nephew  of  Wash- 
ington Irving,  was  their  minister,  and 
In  the  little  church  on  Sunday  William 
Duer,  Beverly  Robinson,  Robert  Shaw, 
Carroll  Livingston.  Robert  and  Peter 
Stuyvesant,  Theodore  Parkman,  John 
Ellbdt  and  others  whose  names  every 
one  knows  today  knelt  side  by  side. 

Magnolia  cottage  was  a  little  place 
compared  with  Bay  View,  but  lai"ge 
enough  for  Charles  Griffin's  family.  It 
adjoined  the  parental  estate,  and  com- 
manded a  fine  view  of  the  sound.  Here 
Ellen  enterta'niHl  her  little  friends. 
Here,  later,  she  met  Erastus  Lyman  De 
Forest,  He  was  tall  and  dark  and  a 
manly  fellow. 
It  was  on  Nellie's  Slst  birthday  that 


De  Forest  came  to  a  party  at  the  Park- 
mans. 

They  were  Introduced,  and  Cupid 
winged  that  night  his  fatal  arrow. 

But  it  turned  out  that  they  were 
cousins;  their  parents  would  not  per- 
mit their  marriage.  Friends  hovered 
around  Ellen  Griffin  in  the  desperate 
days  that  followed. 

Ellen's  grief  was  insurmountable. 
Suitors  l>egan  to  press  their  claims. 
George  Griffin,  who  was  worth  $luO,000 
tried  to  lure  back  to  health  his  "Baby 
Nell,"  as  he  called  her.  Friends  were 
beginning  to  marry  and  move  away. 
A  trip  abroad  was  suggested,  and  the 
resumption  of  studies.  While  they 
were  away  De  Forest  died;  died  true 
to  her. 

Then  Grandfather  Griffin  died,  and 
then  Charles.  George,  the  grandson, 
inherited  $20,000,  went  to  South 
-\merica.  married  the  daughter  of  the 
governor  of  Medaline.  in  Colombia, 
was  ruined  in  a  revolution  and  died  in 
Santa  Barbara,  Cal.  Charles,  the 
youngest  son.  died  in  1864  in  his  Junior 
year  at  Yale,  and  mother  and  daugh- 
ter were  left  alone. 

Worst  of  all,  perhaps,  Ellle  Vander- 
bilt, favorite  niece  of  the  old  commo- 
dore, was  dead,  also — the  strongest 
link  that  had  bound  Miss  Griffin  to  the 
world. 

The  lonely  women — the  mother  and 
daughter — saw  the  Paris  exposition, 
they  tried  Southern  California,  San 
Diego.  Santa  Barbara.  Los  Angeles. 

But  death  had  set  his  eyes  upon  the 
mother,  and  five  years  afterward  shi 
passed  away.  Then  the  daughter  was 
indeed  alone.  Friends — the  Vander- 
bilts, the  Stuyvesants,  the  Duers— 
what  were  they?  Ther?  was  no  balm 
in  society  for  the  broken  woman  wh.i 
came  East  that  year  and  settled  down 
in  her  tiny  room  near  Union  square. 

Fortune  she  had;  she  never  took  the 
pains  to  knaw  how  much.  It  has  now- 
shrunk  by  bad  Investments,  hut  she 
stii:  has  $150  a  month  to  spend — far 
more  than  her  simple  life  requires,  and 
enough  to  shed  sunshine  into  the  lives 
of  others.  She  took  a  little  room,  laid 
aside  her  fine  gowns,  donned  a  calicj 
dress  and.  with  her  pets,  she  lives  a 
recluse  life.  With  her  squirrels,  chip- 
munks, turtles,  canaries  and  Dandy, 
the  dog,  she  is  a  hermit. 

She  is  65  years  old.  She  is  waiting. 
Once  more,  before  she  dies,  she  wishes 
to  revisit  the  scenes  so  dear. 

She  in  her  calico,  and  Dandy  in  his 
bejeweled  blanket,  will  visit  the  loved 
places  in  1900.  and  will  travel  around 
the  world,  taking  a  year  for  the  trip.

Democrat,  with  a  few  remark-s 
expressive  of  the  high  esteem  in  which 
.Mr.  Voss  is  held  by  reason  of  his  in- 
t:Krity  and  ability,  which  were  received 
with  vigorous  applause.  There  were  no 
other  nomination.^,  and  Mr.  Voss  was 
nominated  by  acclamation. 

C.  H.  Lovt'tt  was  nominated  for  comp- 
troller by  W.  R.  Spencer,  chairman  <■( 
the  Democratic  city  committee.  Mr. 
Spencer  exoressed  the  pleasure  he  f"lt 
in  so  doing,  um  account  of  the  ability 
and  efficiency  demonstrated  by  Mr. 
Lovett  in  the  discharge  of  the  duties  of 
the  (iffice.  The  nomination  was  Sec- 
onded by  a  Populist.  There  were  no^ 
other  nominees,  and  Mr.  Lovett  was' 
made  the  candidate  by  acclamation. 

Mr.  Voss  accepted  the  mmiination  in  a 
few  well-chosen  words,  thanking  the 
deleg:itea  and  pledging  hi.*)  best  efforts 
to  tht   discharge  of  his  duties  if  elected. 

Mr.  Lovett  spoke  a.s  follows: 

"Mr.  Chairman  and  Gentlemen  of  the 
Convention:  I  would  be  insensible  to 
kindness  and  wholly  unappredatlve  of 
good  treatment  if  I  failed  to  thank  you 
in  fitting  terms  for  this  unanimous 
nomination.  It  is  the  more  appreciatt  d 
hrcause  it  is  an  endorsement  of  my  ad- 
ministration of  the  office  of  comptroller 
for  the  past  two  years.  Any  man  who  Is 
indifr(?rent  to  the  commendation  or  crit- 
icism of  his  fellowmen  concerning  the 
discharge  of  his  duties  as  a  public  ser- 
vant ha.s  either  an  unbalanced  mind  or 
a  vicious  di.«position. 

".Mrny  good  men  seem  to  think  that 
if  they  get  «)Ut  once  in  four  years  and 
vote  lor  a  president  and  governor,  they 
have  fully  discharged  their  duties  as 
citizens.  While  presidential  election." 
are  of  great  importance.  Inasmuch  as 
they  determine.  In  a  broad  and  general 
way.  the  policy  of  the  national  govern- 
ment, yet  our  local  elections  are  vastly 
important  to  everyone  who  has  any  in- 
terest in  the  good  government  of  his 
county  and  city.  After  all,  local  gov- 
ernment comes  nearest  to  th?  people, 
for  it  is  our  municipal  government  that 
furniJ^hes  water  and  light,  fire  prote^*- 
tlon  and  police  protection:  that  build=< 
sidewalks  for  us  to  walk  upon  and 
stre;>t3  to  drive  upon:  that  guards  the 
health  of  the  community  and  prescribes 
sanitary  regulations,  and  has  the  power 
to  grant  franchi.«es  to  corporations 
which  usually  extend  over  long  periods 
of  lime,  and  thereby  directly  affect  not 
only  ourselves  but  those  who  are  to 
follow  us.  Then.  too.  the  assessed  valu- 
ation of  our  personal  and  real  property 
is  fixed,  and  the  bulk  of  taxes  levied, 
by  our  local  government.^.  It  is  there- 
fore the  duty  of  every  citizen  who  wants 
good  sYjvemment  to  get  out  and  regi''- 
ter  and  vote,  and  urge  others  to  do  so. 

"I  congratulate  you  on  the  renom- 
inatlon  of  Mr.  Voss  for  city  treas- 
urer. His  long,  faithful  and  most  effi- 
cient services  rendered  during  a  period 
of  financial  denresslon,  and  at  a  time 
when  good  management  meant  tiie 
protection  of  the  cltj-'s  credit,  with  all 
that  that  implies,  entitle*  him  to  a 
unanimous  re-election.  F<)r  equally 
valuaole  services  rendered  to  a  private 
roriioration  he  would  have  received 
thrje  times  the  compensation  paid  him 
by  th<>  city.  At  this  time  Duluth  can- 
not afford  to  do  without  his  services." 

He  then  spoke  of  the  Chicago  plat- 
form and  declared  that  while  It  was 
considered  radical  bv  many,  yet  within 
ten  yrars  events  will  demonstrate  that 
It  was  a  conservative  declaration  of 
correct  political  principles. 

"When  tbe  Declaration  of  Indepen- 
dence was  proclaimed  the  neonle  of  the 
old  world  considered  it  the  height  of 
anarchistic  and  revolutionary  doctrine. 
Today  we  revere  It  as  the  great  charter 
of  our  liberties,  and  the  principles  which 
it  -DnK-laimed  furnish  the  broadest  and 
best  foundation  for  a  republican  gov- 
ernm  nt  ever  devised  by  man.  With- 
out it  as  a  chart  and  guide,  a  govern- 
ment of  the  people,  by  the  people  and  for 
the  people  would  be  Impossible." 

He  urged  harmonious  action  and  the 
nominating  of  a  strong  ticket  and  united 
action  in  electing  it. 

The  delegations  from  the  various 
wards  then  went  into  Joint  caucus  for 
the    nomination    of    aldermanic    candi-

of  the  Eighth,  Fourth  and  Third.  In 
the  Eighth  there  were  thirteen  dele- 
gates present,  ten  Democrats  and  three 
Populists.  The  Democrats  finally  lined 
up  eight  for  Murphy  and  two  for  Brad- 
ley. The  Populists  were  all  for  Brad- 
ley, giving  him  five  votes.  The  Popu- 
lists claimed  the  right  to  cast  as  man.v 
votes  as  they  were  given  delegates  in 
the  call,  which  was  ten,  and  to  cast 
them  solid  for  Bradley.  The  Democrats- 
objected  on  the  ground  that  primaries 
were  not  held  in  all  the  precincts  by  the 
Populists  and  further  that  it  could 
not  be  assumed  that  Bradley  would  gvl 
all  the  delegates  from  the  precincts  not 
repre.-.enit»<l.  In  the  joint  convention, 
E.  G.  Wallinder,  for  the  Populi.*<t  dele- 
gates. repi>rted  thai  the  Democrats  ha»l 
4lisplayed  a  desire  to  add  to  the  Demo- 
cratic majority  in  the  council  to  the  ex- 
tent of  Ignoring  the  rights  of  the  Popu- 
lists. The  latter,  he  slate<l,  would  not 
abide  b.v  the  re.><ult  if  the  claims  of  the 
Democrats  should  be  sustained  by  the 
convention.  John  O'Brien  reported  the 
vote  and  the  contention  of  the  Demo- 
crats as  stated. 

The  proposition  to  hold  a  mass  meet- 
ing to  nominate  a  candidate  was  ac- 
ie»led  to  by  both  sides.  The  nominee 
of  the  meeting  will  be  reporttnl  to  the 
chairman  of  the  committee  by  the  ward 
delegations  jointly. 

In  the  Fourth  ward  caucus,  things 
sizzled  for  awhile.  For  a  long  time  the 
vote  was  evenly  divided  between  Q.  J. 
Bunting  and  P.  J.  Neff,  six  and  one- 
half  for  each.  A  vote  would  be  taken 
and  then  there  would  follow  an  interval 
of  excited  discussion,  in  which  all 
talked  at  once  and  none  listened.  It 
began  to  look  as  if  it  was  to  be  a  con- 
test of  endurance.  In  order  to  settle 
disputed  points  as  to  the  standing  of 
both  candidates  they  were  both  called 
in  and  raked  over  the  coals.  Finally. 
Neff  won  a  half  vote.  The  result  was 
not  satisfactory  to  some  Populists  from 
the  ward,  and  they  made  no  bones  of 
stating  their  feelings  in  plain  terms  to 
the  Populist  delegation.  John  Boyer  was 
"jumped  on"  pretty  hard,  especially, 
and  he  finally  turned  at  bay  and  struck 
a  Richard  III  "come  on,  ye  foe"  atti- 
tude. It  looked  for  a  few  minutes  as  if 
there  would  be  trouble,  but  all  hands 
finally  calmed  down. 

In  the  Third  ward  caucus  there  were 
four  candidates  for  the  first,  second  and 
third  ballots.  Jefferson  cut  a  figure. 
Brigham  bobbed  up  and  dropped  out, 
and  Gordon  and  O'Rourke's  friends 
Were  grappled  In  a  deadlock  hold. 
After  a  long  stiuggle  there  was  a 
break  to  Watterworth.  O'Rourke's 
friends  were  the  most  determined  and 
stayed  by  him  to  the  end. 

The  joint  conference  dissolved  after 
the  reports  of  the  caucuses  had  been  re- 
ceived and  the  nominations  were  rati- 
fied by  the  conventions. 

The  chairmen  of  the  conventions  were 
instructed  to  appoint  the  city  com- 
mittees. 

The  resolutions  adopted  by  the  Popu- 
list convention  are  as  follows:- 

We.  the  People's  party  of  the  city  of 
Duluth.  reaffirm  our  allegiance  to  the 
prin.'lples  of  the  party  as  enunciated  in 
the  Omaha  platform  of  IStC  and  the  St. 
Louis  platform  of  1896: 

Resolved,  that  we  favor  the  municipal 
ownership  of  all  means  of  public  .ser- 
vice, such  as  furnishing  pure  water, 
gas  and  electric  light,  street  railways, 
telephones,  etc. 

Resolved,  that  the  city  should  not 
grant  any  more  franchises  to  any  per- 
sons or  corpiirations,  and  that  those  al- 
ready granted  should  be  recovered  as 
soon  as  possible. 

Resolved,  that  we  favor  conducting 
all  city  work  as  far  as  possible  by  day 
lat)or  instead  of  by  contract,  such  work 
to  be  performed  under  the  supervision 
of  practical  foremen. 

Resolved,  that  we  believe  in  fair 
wages  for  a  fair  days  labor,  and  favor 
the  adoption  by  the  city  of  the  S-hour 
day,  the  same  as  is  now  in  operation  by 
the   Tnited  States   government. 

Resolved,  that  we  pledge  our  united 
efforts  towards  the  use  and  consump- 
tion of  union  labeled  articles  and  prod- 
ucts of  home  manufacture. 

Resolved,  however,  that  In  case  the 
legislature  of  this  state  shall  neglect  to 
pass  an  act  by  which  this  city  would 
l)e  empowered  to  construct  a  telephone 
plant  of  her  own  we  would.  In  view  of 
the  fact  that  the  present  charter  of  the 
Bell  Telephone  company  will  expire  on 
March  1,  1X99,  be  in  favor  of  the  city  re- 
ceiving bids  and  granting  a  telephone 
franchise  for  a  p-^rtod  of  not  more  than 
ten  years  to  some  company  that  would 
grant  to  furnish  us  with  a  first-class 
plant,  with  all  the  latest  Improvements, 
and  at  a  price  to  subscribers  as  low  as 
the  lowest  furnished  any  other  city  In 
the  country. 

The  report  of  the  resolutions  commit- 
tee of  the  Democratic  convention  was 
not  heard  owing  to  the  lateness  of  the 
hour,  and  It  was  directed,  on  motion, 
that  It  be  submitted  to  the  city  <  ommit- 
tee.    The  resolutions  are  as  follows: 

■Resolved,  that  we  favor  the  mun- 
icipal ownership  uf  all  the  means  of 
public  service,  such  as  furnishing  pure 
water,  gas  and  electric  lights,  street 
railways,  telephones,  and  all  other 
means  of  communication  and  transpor- 
tation. 

"Resolved,  that  the  city  ahould  not 
grant  any  more  franchises  for  publl- 
utilities.  In  any  case  where  it  has 
power  under  the  law  to  furni.Mh  such 
utility,  to  any  person,  persons  or  cor- 
porations whatsoever,  and  that  those 
already  granted  shall  be  restored  to  thf: 
pHdiilc  at  the  earliest  moment  possible. 
"Resolved,  that  the  nominees  of  this 
convention.  If  elected,  hereby  expressly 
pledge  themselves  not  to  accept  or  use, 
directly  or  Indirectly,  by  themselves  or 
for  any  other  person,  any  pass  or  ticket 
over  or  on  any  street  railroad,  or  any 
railroad.  In  the  city  of  Duluth,  without 
paying  the  same  fare  for  the  same,  and 
for  all  transportation,  as  all  persons  In 
private  life  would  have  to  pay  for  the 
same  transportation,  and  will  refuse  to 
accept,  directly  or  Indirectly,  any  gift 
or  gratuity,  of  whatever  kind  or  nature, 
from  any  person  or  corporation  what-. 
soever,  where  said  corporation  has  any 
contract  with  or  franchise  from,  or  Is 


seeking  to  obtain  the  same,  from  the 
city  of  Duluth. 

"Re.m)lved,  that  we  favor  conduct InK 
all  city  works,  as  far  as  possible,  by 
day  lulHir  Instead  of  by  contract,  such 
work  lo  be  peri'orined  under  the  super- 
vision of  comp«  tent  and  practical  fore- 
men. 

"Resolved,  that  we  favor  adopting  by 
the  city  the  X-hour  workday  for  all 
employes  of  this  city,  the  same  us  is 
now  in  operation  by  the  United  Stated 
government. 

"Resolved,  that  we  favor  absolute 
Self-government,  the  right  to  Initiate 
legislation  by  petition,  and  to  have  all 
laws  pertaining  to  municipal  franchise.^ 
leferred  to  the  people,  on  petition,  for 
their  approval  or  disapproval.  udv»>cat- 
Ing  the  extensl<m  of  this  right  to  laws 
of  the  state  or  nation. 

"Resolved,  that  the  nominees  of  thla 
convention  pledge  theniselves  to  the 
best  of  their  ability  to  carry  out  the 
above  and  f<ireg»>lng  resolutions,  an  1 
the  prln«'iples  of  the  Democratic  party. 
If  ele>ned. 

"Further  resolved,  that  there  have  ex- 
isted In  this  city  labor  bureaus  and 
employment  agencies  that  have  Im- 
posed on  men  In  pursuit  of  labor  by  ac- 
cepting their  money  and  sending  "them 
to  places  under  representations  that 
employment  could  be  had  when,  in 
fact,  such  opportunity  for  employment 
did  not  exist,  and  by  other  fraudulent 
practices;  we,  therefore,  recompiend 
that  such  agencies  be  put  under  good 
and  sufficient  lumds  for  the  protection 
of  said  persons  .so  Impo.sed  on,  and  that 
such  laws  be  pas.>*ed  by  the  common 
council  and  the  state  legislature  as  shall 
be  fully  adequate  to  correct  said  abuses 
and  fraudulent  practices,  and  .so  as  to

COAL  RATE  REDUCTIONS. 

Railroad    Commission   Comes   Down 
on  the  Duluth  Roads. 

The  state  railroad  and  warehouse  com- 
mission has  ordered  reduced  rates  on 
li.trd  coal  from  Duluth  to  New  I'lm  and 
intermediate  points  in  this  state.  The 
retluctlons  are  nuite  heavy  all  along  the 
line,  and  they  will  undoubtedly  result  In 
bringing  additional  business  to  Duhilh 
coal  merchants.  The  railroads,  however, 
are  preparing  to  tight  them,  and  the 
courts  may  have  to  pass  upon  them  be- 
fore ihey  go  Into  effect.  The  new  rate.s 
were  oruered  after  a  hearing  whlcii  has 
been  in  jirogress  since  last  September.  U 
the  railroads  refuse  to  comply  with  them 
the  commission  will  iirobably  brlnjr  ri:an- 
damus  i>roceecllngs  against  the  roads  to 
compel  them  to  obey  the  order,  and  tlu 
matter  will  thus  come  up  in  the  courts  for 
dtcisloii.

The  interurban  street  railway  service 
between  Duluth  and  West  Superior  i.s 
something  awful,  and  every  outsider 
who  comes  here  unqualifiedly  pronoun- 
ces it  a  disgrace  to  the  two  cities  at 
the  head  of  the  lakes,  and  It  cannot  be 
denied  that  this  severe  condemnation 
is  justified.  It  was  announced  at  the 
time  the  Duluth-Superlor  bridge  was  ia 
course  of  construction  that  the  Superior 
Rapid  Transit  company  would  have  a 
standard  gauge  track  built  as  far  as 
from  the  bridge  to  the  West  Superior 
hotel,  at  least,  and  that  cars  would 
then  run  from  city  to  city  without 
transferring.  Something  interfered  and 
prevented  the  building  of  the  track  at 
that  time,  but  a  couple  of  months  ago 
it  was  completed  Everybody 

looked  lor  the  operation  of  a  through 
interurban  service  then,  but  they  have 
looked  in  vain.  The  .service  is  vrors.j 
than  formerly,  because  then  the  Su- 
perior car  always  connected  with  th<i 
Duluth  car  at  the  end  of  the  J)rldge. 
Now  it  does  not,  and  frequently  a;; 
night  passengers  are  obliged  to  wait  at 
the  end  of  the  bridge  for  nearly  twenty 
minutes,  and  in  the  open  air,  too,  for 
there  is  no  waiting  room.  It  v.'as  re- 
cently rumored  that  the  operation  of 
the  through  service  is  prevented  be- 
cause the  Duluth  street  railway  men 
will  not  let  the  Superior  men,  who  arc- 
not  organized,  run  over  here,  and  will 
not  run  over  there  themselves.  A  Her- 
ald man  asked  G.  G.  Hartley  today 
what  the  real  trouble  Is. 

"All  I  know,"  said  he,  "Is  that  the 
fault  is  not  v.ith  the  Duluth  company. 
About  two  months  ago,  when  the  Su- 
perior track  had  been  nearly  laid,  tho 
receivers  of  the  Duluth  and  Superio.- 
systems  got  together  and  fixed  up  a 
contract  for  the  operation  of  the  in- 
terurban service.  Each  was  to  get  the 
contract  approved  by  the  court  by 
which  he  was  appointed.  The  receiver 
of  the  Superior  system  took  the  con- 
tract over  there  with  him  to  get  It  ap- 
proved, and  we  have  neither  ."-een  nor 
heard  of  him  or  the  contract  since. 
Why  is  more  than  I  can  tell  you. 

"No,  I  have  heard  nothing  but  a 
rumor  as  to  organized  labor  objecting 
to  the  operation  of  the  Interurban  line, 
and  I  do  not  believe  it.  However,  if 
the  receiver  of  the  Superior  company 
were  to  arrange  matters  with  us  we 
would  expect  to  operate  the  line. 

"In  connection  with  this  matter,  I 
might  call  attention  to  another.  When 
we  built  the  Duluth-Superlor  bridge 
the  city  of  Superior  promised  that  they 
would  have  a  street  opened  to  It  down 
Connor's  Point.  They  delayed  con- 
demning Che  street  until  the  briage  Wfts 
located,  so  as  to  have  it  run  straight  to 
It.  Well,  the  bridge  Is  completed,  but 
there  is  no  street  to  It,  and  the  Su- 
perior council  Is  doing  nothing  toward 
opening  one.  There  Is  nothing  to  pre- 
vent the  fencing  off  of  the  bridge  aj)- 
proach  by  property  owners  if  they  see 
fit.  The  policy  of  the  Superior  city  offi- 
cials has  always  been  so  narrow  and 
mean  that  It  has  succeeded  In  makln.c; 
a  1-horse  village  where  a  live  city 
ought  to  Ije,  and  there  does  not  n-em  lo 
be  an.v  disposition  on  their  part  to  act 
differently." 

The  Superior  company  tried  recently 
to  provide  a  waiting  house,  and  was 
building  one  cm  the  Northern  Pacific: 
right-of-way.  The  railroad  was  forced 
t')  stop  It  by  the  property  owners,  who 
had  deeded  the  right-of-way  to  It. 
These  property  owners  have  a  strong 
feeling  against  the  receiver  of  the  Su- 
peiior  company,  and  threatened  to  can- 
cel the  deed  granting  the  light-of-way 
If  the  Northern  Pacific  did  not  stop  the 
receiver  from  building.

The  contract  for  making  the  excava» 
tion.  putting  in  the  piling  and  timber 
work  on  the  new  dry  dock  was  let  Sat- 
urday   by    the    American    Steel    Barge 

company  to  the  Barnett -Record  com- 
pany, of  Minneapolis.  There  were  sev- 
eral other  firms  bidding  on  the  work,  I 
among  them  being  Cowdln  &  Burke,  of 
Superior;  Campbell.  MacLeod  &  Smith 
and  P.  R.  McDonnell,  of  Duluth,  and  the 
Butler-Ryan  company,  of  St.  Paul.  The 
figures  for  the  work  were  not  given  out, 
everything  being  confidential.

Texas,  from 
the  western  to  the  northern  <lisiriot  of 
that  state;  special  urgency  lieliciency 
bill,  carrying  $;)0.(K)0. 

Mr.  White,  .if  California,  in  a.xord- 
ance  with  previous  n*»tice.  addressed 
the  senate  on  the  anti-expansion  reso- 
lution oflered  by  Mr.  Vest,  of  MIssituri.

White  spoke  not  only  on  the  Vest  reso- 
lution, but  also  to  that  offered  by  Mr.

A  <JOOD  MAN  GONE. 

Col.  Waring's  report  on  the  sanitary 
condition  of  Havana,  and  his  plans  for 
making  it  a  healthy  city,  add  another 
substantial  proof  to  the  worth  of  the 
late  chief  of  New  York's  street  clean- 
ing department,  and  indicate  how  seri- 
ous a  loss  his  untimely  death  was  to 
the  country,  says  the  St.  Louis  Republi- 
can. 

After  enumerating  the  multitude  of 
dlsea.«<e-breeding  sources  In  the  Cuban 
capital,  he  presents  the  menace  of  the 
situation  In  vigorous  fashion.  "Would 
it  not  lie  wise."  he  asks,  "to  accept  at 
once  the  fact  that  we  are  confnmted 
with  a  danger  mmpared  with  which 
war  is  insignificant,  and  proceed  to 
meet  it  and  conquer  it  while  we  may? 
We  cannot  afford  to  wait  until  .ve  have 
led  it  and  strengthened  it  with  the 
lives  of  our  people.  The  neces.sary  re- 
forms will  call  for  costly  works  evtn 
now.  But  every  month's  delay  will 
make  them  more  costly  and  more  im- 
perative. We  can  set  about  these  re- 
forms now  calmly  and  Judicially.  I>iiter. 
under  the  impulse  of  panic,  we  sh  >uM 
work   at   far  greater  disadvantage." 

Col.  Warlng's  scheme  of  thoroughly 
cleansing  Havana  and  giving  it  a  sys- 
tem of  sanitation  equal  to  that  of  the 
model  cities  of  the  world  is  outlined  in 
his  report  with  particularity  and  clear- 
ness. His  total  estimated  cost  of  all 
the  Improvements  is  $10,000,000. 

Confirmation  of  the  late  sanitary  ex- 
pert's warning  words  is  given  with  co- 
incident force  in  recent  official  state- 
ments of  Sanitary  Inspector  Brunner, 
stationed  at  Havana,  to  the  surgeon 
general.  He  calls  attention  to  the  fact 
that  winter  has  already  somewhat  ad- 
vanced without  any  practical  sanitary 
work  having  been  performed.  He  urges 
that  work  of  this  sort,  as  already 
planned.  l>e  begun  immediately.  A  city, 
he  insists,  which  has  in  its  streets  and 
some  of  its  older  liuildings.  the  filth  of 
centuries,  and  in  which  yellow  fever 
has  been  epidemic  for  168  years,  pre- 
sents no  easy  task,  even  to  the  alert  and 
progressive  American. 

It  Is  incumbent  upiin  the  American 
government  to  deserve  its  title  to  the 
possession  of  alertness  and  progress  Ity 
promtnly  taking  hold  of  the  filthiest 
city  in  the  western  hemisphere  and 
making  it  the  cleanest  and  one  of  the 
healthiest.  Science,  backed  by  Ameri- 
can pluck  and  practical  methods,  can 
acNimt)llsh  the  task.  The  beneficial 
and  broad  results  sure  to  flow  there- 
from will  be  worth  the  estimated  ( o.^t, 
$10,00O,0f»O,  many  times  over.

HYPNOTISM  BY  JOCKEYS. 

Theory  to  Account   for  Success  of 
Some  Riders. 

During  the  racing  season  just  closed 
there  have  been  many  tjccaslons  where 
the  good  understanding  between  horse 
and  rider  has  led  to  excellent  results  to 
their  owner,  and  there  have  also  been 
cases  where  luek  of  sym|>athy  l>etw-een 
man  and  horse  has  lost  the  race  to  a 
well-ridden  favorite,  says  the  New- 
York  Sun.  About  the  mctst  notable 
<use  of  the  elTect  of  kindness  was  that 
of  the  .H-year-old  tleorge  Keene.  At 
the  beginning  <»f  the  season  Keene  was 
regarded  as  one  of  the  most  promising 
hor.ses  in  his  elass,  but  he  very  soim 
brought  grief  to  his  backers,  and  u 
large  disgust  to  his  owners  by  his  111- 
temptred  performances  at  the  post.  He 
gained  the  reputation  of  being  the  ug- 
llest-dlspositloned  horse  on  the  turf, 
and  the  bettors  fought  shy  of  him.  but 
then  Keene  was  claimed  in  a  selling 
race  by  Sam  Illldreth.  and  immediate- 
ly his  reformation  began. 

The  next  time  this  ill-tempered 
youngster  appeared  on  the  track  he 
sported  the  Mildreth  colors  and  had 
Claw-son.  one  of  the  best  lightweight 
Jockeys  on  the  turf,  riding  him.  To 
the  suiprlse  of  all  and  the  delight  of 
n  favored  few-,  he  behaved  handsomely 
at  tht?  post,  got  off  with  the  fiag  and 
won  easily.  From  that  time  »»n  George 
Keene  was  a  favorite  in  about  every 
race  he  entered,  and  won  enough  money 
f«»r  his  followers  to  redeem  his  losses 
of  the  early  season.  From  being  on< 
of  thi'  worst  behaved  and  worst-tem- 
pered horses  on  turf  he  became  thor- 
oughly tractable. 

Some  people  contend  that  the  reason 
of  tht  reformation  of  Keene  was  that 
his  training  had  Ijeen  changed.  The 
railbirds  who  study  such  things  nnd 
can  always  tell  why  this  or  that  hor.se 
did  or  didn't  win.  say  that  it  is  hypno- 
tism pure  anj  simple,  and  that  Claw-- 
s«m  Is  the  hypnotist.  This  jockey  is  al- 
ways kind  to  his  mounts,  but  with 
George  Keene  he  was  particularly  care- 
ful. Ten  minutes  before  it  was  time 
to  leave  the  paddock  for  the  post  Claw- 
son  would  stand  beside  his  horse  talk- 
ing to  him  and  patting  him  in  the  way 
all  properly-conditioned  horses  like, 
and  when  post  time  came  he  would 
mount  and  ride  out  to  the  post  strok- 
inf  his  horses  neck  and  talking  to  him 
as  though  to  a  human  being.  The  horse, 
on  his  part,  seemed  to  like  this  and,  in- 
stead of  tryins:  to  .scrape  his  rider  off 
against  the  rail,  he  would  prance  down 
the  middle  of  the  track,  shaking  his 
head  back  at  his  rider,  and  when  the 
race  jitarted.  lie  certainly  proved  that 
the  chat  and  kindness  had  agreed  with 
him.  On  <me  occasion  another  boy  was 
tried  on  the  big  horse,  but  the  result 
was  dlsastrou.s.  Keene  finishing  some- 
where behind  a  quartet  of  horses  great- 
ly Inferior  to  him.self  In  form  and  speed. 

It  i.s  almost  Impossible  to  get  any- 
thing out  of  a  high-strung,  sensitive 
horse  with  a  whip  and  a  tight  rein.  A 
few  words  and  a  stroke  of  the  hand  at 
the  proper  time  will  do  more  to  quiet  a 
.■sensitive  thoroughbred  than  all  of  the 
thongs  and  spurs  ever  made.  Tod 
Sloan  owes  a  great  deal  of  his  success 
on  the  track  to  his  personal  popularity 
with  the  horses,  and  It  is  remarkable 
to  observe  how  the  horses  remembei- 
the  little  fellow.  When  Sloan  entered 
the  paddock  at  Morris  Park  or  Sheeps- 
head  and  spoke  aloud  the  horses  that 
he  had  ridden  would  often  recognize 
his  voice  and  turn  to  look  in  his  direc- 
tion. The  diminutive  rider  is  re- 
markf.ble  for  the  fact  that  he  never 
uses  a  whip,  except  when  the  struggle 
in  the  stretch  is  of  the  toughest  char- 
actor,  and  most  of  his  important  races 
have  won  without  whip  or  spur.  Tod 
can  endear  himself  to  any  horse  in  a 
few  minutes  by  the  use  of  blarney,  and 
there  are  only  a  couple  of  cases  on  rec- 
ord where  his  mounts  have  behaved 
very  badly  at  the  post  for  any  length 
of  time. 

Another  equestrian  hypnotist  is 
Maher,  and  his  record  of  winnings 
would  certainly  go  to  prove  that  his 
habit  of  having  confidential  conversa- 
tions with  his  horses  while  dashing 
around  the  course  is  highly  beneficial. 
The  little  Irish  boy  stands  at  the  top 
of  th«'  winning  jockeys  for  the  season 
of  1898,  and.  though  at  various  times 
he  has  been  placed  on  some  very  nasty 
tempered  horses,  he  has  very  few  "left 
at  the  post"  marks  on  his  record  and 
has  almost  invariably  been  in  good  po- 
sition when  the  flag  fell. 

Doggett  and  Taral,  who  are  both  ex- 
cellent horsemen,  never  have  any- 
thing to  say  to  their  mounts,  and  it  is 
noticeable  that,  though  they  have  had 
a  number  of  good  horses  in  the  .sea- 
son just  passed,  their  records  of  win- 
ning mounts  have  been  small.  This 
may.  of  course,  be  due  to  the  fact  that 
they  have  grown  too  heavy  for  the  2- 
year-cld  races  which  were  so  much  in 
vogue  In  the  season  of  1898.  but  the 
psychological  railbird  contends  that 
they  lack  animal  magnetism  or  the 
hypnotic  faculty,  and  that  when  they 
speak  to  their  mounts  it  Is  only  to  cast 
doubt.s  upon  the  purity  of  their  ances- 
tors or  to  call  them  names  not  In  the 
racing  guide.  Anyway,  it  is  a  self- 
evidert  fact  shown  by  the  records,  that 
the  jockeys  wh<i  take,  or  pretend  to 
take  personal  interest  in  their  mounts, 
have  been  the  winners  in  the  season  of 
1898,  wh/re  the  names  of  the  men  who 
simplj   ride  are  away  down  on  the  list. 

Riding  race  horses  has  become  more 
of  a  science  than  ever  in  the  last  two 
years,  and  there  are  a  number  of  jock- 
eys on  this  year's  list  who  could  give 
points  to  the  old-time  w-rmders,  Mc- 
Laughlin, Garrison  and  Hayward.  The 
styles  of  riding  have  not  changed  very 
much,  so  perhaps  the  railbird  is  right 
and  the  jockey  of  the  future  will  have 
to  furnish  credentials  as  a  first-class 
all-around  mesmerist  as  well  as  certi- 
ficates of  horsemanship. 

LORD  ROSEBERY'S  TACT. 
Lord  Rosebery  is  said  to  be  a  delight- 
ful host,  and  has  a  knack  of  putting 
people  at  their  ease  with  a  tact  that  is 
as  keen  as  it  is  natural.  The  Scots 
Pictorial  says  that  upon  one  occasion 
Lord  Itosebry  was  entertaining  a  large 
party,  and  had  among  other  rural 
guests  a  farmer  who  had  tasted  the 
ice  f  ream  for  the  first  time.  Thinking 
that  something  had  gone  wrong  in  the 
kitchen  and  desiring  to  .save  his  fello.v- 
guests  the  pain  of  his  own  experience, 
he  whispered  to  his  host  that  the  pud- 
ding had  by  some  mischance  got 
frozen.

That  is  the  common  dictum  of 
the  officers  of  the  Fourth  regiment  of 
Ohio  volunteers,  which  but  rec-ently  re- 
turned from  a  tour  of  garrison  duty  in 
that  island.  But  the  fact  that  labor, 
be  it  skilled  or  unskilled,  is  not  needed 
in  the  newest  and  most  desirable  of  our 
recent  acquisitions,  in  the  opinion  of  the 
officers  quoted,  does  not  mean  that  they 
regard  the  island  as  a  bad  place  for 
other  men  to  go  to,  relates  a  dispatch 
from  Columbus.  Ohio,  to  the  Cinoinnaii 
Enquirer.  Cin  the  contrary.  Col.  Coit, 
commanding  the  regiment,  and  Lieui. 
Col.  Adams,  his  second  in  command, 
down  to  the  mascot  of  the  Fourth,  every 
man  Jack  of  them  is  an  ai*dent  admirer 
of  Porto  Rico  and  her  natural  advan- 
tages, and  join  in  the  most  enthusla.stic 
predictions  of  the  future  greatness  of 
the  island. 

Everyone  knows  where  Porto  Rico*  la 
located,  but  few  know  just  what  the 
character  of  the  island  and  its  inhab- 
itants is.  Lieut.  Col.  Adams  possibly 
u-ave  the  most  easily  understood  de- 
scription of  the  size  of  the  island.  Ac- 
cording to  Col.  Adams.  Porto  Rico  is 
alxjut  the  size  of  the  Eighth  Ohio  con- 
gressional district,  which  comprises  the 
counties  of  Delaware.  Logan.  Hardin. 
Hancock.  I'nion  and  Champaign,  and  is 
of  much  the  same  shape  as  is  that  dis- 
trict. The  Eighth  district  contains  ap- 
proximately l.SOO.OOO  acres  of  land,  but 
where  the  Eighth  district  supports  one 
person  Porto  Rico  supports  two  or  three, 
at  the  least  estimate.  Most  of  these,  ot 
course,  are  of  the  jieon  class,  commori 
laborers,  paid  low  wages  in  the  depre- 
ciated currency  of  the  island.  Never- 
theless the  fact  remains  that  Porto  Rico 
is  overcrowded,  right  now.  and  that 
.American  settlers  must  needs  revi.-<e  any 
idoas  of  conquering  a  desert,  if  they  go 
there. 

A  willing  a  heart  and  a  pair  of  strong 
hands  will  not  do  much  alone  for  the 
.\merlcan  Invader.  There  are  too  many 
thousand  more  or  less  willing  hearfi 
and  hands  now  out  of  a  job  in  the  is- 
land. Nevertheless,  educated  Ameri- 
cans or  Englishmen,  possessed  of  .a 
knowledge  of  business,  or  of  a  good 
i)rofc88ion,  especially  if  the  start  be 
aided  bv  a  bit  of  capital,  may  find  good 
picking  in  Porto  Rico.  The  manana 
habit  has  firm  hold  upon  the  native 
population,  and  the  energy  of  the  speak- 
ers of  English  is  appreciated  and  raid 
for.  Many  of  the  best  men  of  the  Fourth 
regiment  remained  behind  when  their 
comrades  .sailed  for  home,  as  they  had 
found  good  situations  nnd  fat  salaries 
ill  the  land  they  had  help.-d  to  con- 
<iuer. 

Farming,  as  farming  Is  understood  In 
this  country.  Is  not  carried  on  theie. 
Col.  Adams  made  a  few  inquiries  in  this 
line,  and  discovered  that  a  capital  of 
$.')0.000,  at  the  least,  is  needed  to  under- 
take ranching.  A  hacienda  nnisl  be 
worked  by  native  help,  and  must  n^eds 
be  on  a  large  scale  t..  Iv  profitable. 
Most  ranchers  engage  in  sugar  planting, 
and  .IS  a  side  issue  run  a  distillery,  the 
refuse  sugar  j-ane  being  worked  up  into 
a  kln<l  of  brandy,  which  gained  the  rep- 
utation among  the  unused  Atnerican 
.soldit'rv  of  producing  the  most  virulent 
jag  on  the  slightest  possible  notice. 
Practically  every  foot  of  the  island  is 
under  cultivation,  and  good  land  sells  at 
$100  to  $200  per  acre.  Even  on  the  tops 
«)f  the  niounlains,  where  a  goat  has  to 
hold  on  with  his  t.eth  to  keep  fnmi  fall- 
ing, the  land  is  worked.  Strangely 
enough,  the  frightfully  heavy  rains  dur- 
ing the  rainy  sea.son  do  not  seem  to 
wash  this  land  or  impair  its  fertility. 
The  natives  do  not  try  to  plow  It,  but 
dig  it  tip  with  a  hoe.  and  get  wonderful 

crf)ps  from  it.  .      .,     ^   .  . 

According  to  well-authenticated  tra- 
dition, the  mountains  which  occupy  the 


center  of  the  island  are  riih  with  gold. 
Capt.  Donavin.  quartermaster  of  the 
regiment,  still  tells  of  a  gold  watch 
chain  one  of  the  sen<»ras  wore,  made 
from  native  gold. 

•It  was  the  heaviest  chain,  for  its  size. 
1  ever  saw,"  declared  the  captain. 

However,  gold  miniag  has  not  been 
carried  on  for  years  in  the  island,  owing 
to  the  decree  of  the  Spanish  govern- 
ment, which  forty  year?  ago  made  it  a 
capital  offense  to  hunt  for  or  mine  gold. 
Though  a  man  might  know  the  exact 
location  of  a  hunk  of  gold  in  his  back 
yard,  by  digging  it  up  he  exposed  him- 
self to  the  rigors  of  the  Spanish  crim- 
inal law.  The  government  reserved  the 
island  as  a  natural  treasure  house,  from 
which,  when  time  and  necessity  were 
ripe,  they  could  draw  such  supplies  of 
the  yellow  metal  as  were  demanded  by 
the  needs  of  the  government  or  the 
avarice  of  the  governors.  Inasmuch  as 
the  gold  is  all  in  quartz,  and  the  im- 
portation of  mining  and  quartz-crush- 
ing machinery  was  prohibited,  gold 
mining  was  not  attempted,  however. 

Up  to  the  very  moment  of  the  Ameri- 
can occupation  the  law  restraining  gold 
mining  was  still  in  force.  Capt.  Don- 
avin tells  with  effect  of  the  fate  of  ar. 
American  mining  engineer  who  visited 
the  island  a  few  years  ago  to  prospect 
for  gold.  He  thought  that  a  liberal  use 
of  coin  and  a  strict  secrecy  of  his  pur- 
pose would  insure  his  protection.  But 
(  r.e  morning  he  was  found  by  a  trail, 
with  half  a  dozen  bullet  holes  through 
his  back.  An  official  investigation  was 
made,  and  it  was  reported  that  he  had 
come  to  his  death  by  hands  unknown, 
because  he  had  been  t.jo  friendly  with 
a  voung  woman  of  the  island.  But 
under  the  breath  it  wa.s  whispered  that 
his  death  had  been  by  order  of  the 
Spanish  government,  which  dared  not 
go  through  the  form  of  trying  an  Amer- 
ican for  violating  the  law  against  pros- 
pecting for  gold.  The  execution  was  an 
offlciai  one.  though  by  the  left  hand. 

The  people  of  the  island  were  studied 
by  Col.  Coit.  who  was  placed  in  charge 
of  the  west  half  of  the  i.sland  by  Gen. 
Fred  Grant,  because  of  his  confidence 
In  the  discretion  of  the  commander  and 
in  the  personnel  of  the  command.  Col. 
Colt  reports  that  three  different  types 
are  to  be  found.  First  is  the  Castllian. 
the  land-holding  and  wealthy  classes 
I'f  the  island.  EA'cry  man  and  woman 
of  them  is  as  prcud  as  Lucifer  and  vain 
of  his  Spanish  blood.  All.  or  practi- 
cally all.  however,  are  native  born,  for 
Col.  Coit  makes  a  distinction  betw^een 
the  Spaniard  by  ancestry  but  Port:> 
Klcan  by  birth,  and  the  Spanish  office- 
holder cr  speculator  who  came  to  th' 
island  l>ut  to  make  money  and  hopes  to 
return  to  the  soil  of  old  Castile  when 
his  pockets  shall  have  been  lined.  Be- 
tween the  two  classes  of  Spar.ish  ther- 
is  but  little  real  sympathy,  and  that 
founded  on  a  common  origin. 

Then  there  are  the  peons,  light  mu- 
latto in  color,  and  showing  their  .Afri- 
can origin  more  t)r  less  plainly.  Third 
comes  the  pure-blo.:^ed  African,  blaok 
as  the  ace  of  spades,  and  ordinarily  of 
magnificent  physi-iue.  Few  of  these 
people  ar<'  to  be  seen,  though  there  is  a 
colony  at  one  end  of  the  island.  Among 
the  higher  cla.s.ses  the  people  are  re- 
fined and  cultivated,  able  to  talk  on 
the  topics  of  the  day.  as  such  topics 
are  understood  by  the  Spanish  In  blood. 
They  are  honorable.  honeSt.  and.  in  the 
Spanish  way.  t5od-fearing.  As  a  class 
they  are  a  welcome  addition  to  the  sub- 
jects of  the  lepublic  across  the  sea. 
Their  home  feeling  is  especially  strong, 
and  family  ties  seem  to  t)e  regarded 
with  a  saciedness  unknown  among  the 
colder-blooded  races. 

In  the  lower  classes,  however,  mor- 
nlitv  is  at  a  low  ebb.  .^s  a  priest  onc<» 
said  to  Col.  Colt  there  is  not  a  good 
t^atholl.:'  on  the  island,  and.  inasmuch 
as  till'  Catholic  church  I!^  there  the 
church,  that  means  more  than  at  first 
appears.  This  is  accounted  for  by  the 
admitted  corruption  atnvmg  the  island 
I>riesthood.  Their  parishioners  have 
long  ago  lost  respect  for  them,  and  pa> 
not  the  slightest  attention  to  their  be- 
hests, except  at  the  last  resort. 

Marriage  ties  are  lightly  held,  for  It 
costs  a  poor  devil  $30  or  more  to  get  a 
priest  to  marry  him.  No  other  marrlagr 
is  legal.  Therefore  "common-law 
marriages"  are  frequent,  and  c»>mmon- 
law  divorces  and  remarriages  are  of 
like  frequency. 

Generally  speaking,  the  best  order  Is- 
maintained  In  the  Island.  Bandltt' 
ravage  the  Inner  portion,  though  they 
are  kept  in  check  by  a  system  o! 
mounted  guardla  civil,  for  which  th<: 
American  soldiers  express  the  most  un- 
bounded admiration.  These  mounted 
guards  patrol  the  country  roads  da.v 
and  night,  and  wve  betide  the  bandit 
they  catch.     \  long  rope  and  a  short 


shrifi  is  the  best  he  gets.  As  a  pro- 
tection against  the  V>andlt8  the  haci- 
enda houses  are  furnished  with  heavy 
outside  doors  and  shutters,  which  ren- 
der an  attempt  to  break  through  fu- 
tile. I'nder  the  eaves  runs  a  line  or 
portholes,  which  are  liarred.  but  not 
closed  by  glass  or  shutters.  These  port- 
holes serve  the  double  purpose  of  ven- 
tilation and  of  defense.  From  them 
hot  v.-ater  and  bullets  can  be  rained 
upon  a  foe.  During  the  day  the  win- 
dows are  left  open,  allowing  the  air 
to  circulate  freely.  There  is  said  not 
to  be  a  glass  window  in  the  island. 

As  a  general  rule  the  Americans  did 
not  interfere  with  the  municipal  gov- 
ernment cf  the  Island,  making  but 
the  few  necessary  changes  to  conform 
them  to  the  American  idea.  Thes- 
were  fewer  than  would  be  supposed, 
as  Porto  Rico  has  been  the  least  gov- 
erned, and  therefore  the  T)e8t  governed, 
of  the  Spanish  possessions.  The  edu- 
cated people  of  the  community  wevf^ 
permitted  to  choose  their  own  officers 
and  elect  them,  as  in  this  country.  In- 
cidentally, while  it  is  admitted  that 
the  franchise  must  be  extended  to  th.i 
peon  class  in  time,  the  American  offi- 
cers are  all  in  favor  of  an  educational 
qualification.  With  this  safeguard 
they  do  not  anticipate  a  jar  with  th- 
native  residents.  All  seem  to  be  anx- 
ious to  be  free  from  Spain,  and  under 
the  protection  of  the  Stars  and  Stripes.

When  he  "was  arraigned 
before  Capt.  Prtssiifll  Saturdav  night 
Kverton  showed  .i  receipt  tor  the  full 
amount  and  pleaded  not  guilty.  Cnltcd 
States  District  Att»irney  Robert  G.  Evans 
wired  a  motion  from  Minneapolis  that 
the  case  be  set  over  to  3  o'clock  this 
afternoon,  and  the  motion  was  granted.

Hy  his  will  the  late  Alfred  No'oel,  the 
Swedish  dynamite  manufacturer,  left 
almost  the  whole  of  his  fortune  to  be 
converted  into  an  international  fund 
for  the  advancement  of  scientlflc  re- 
search. The  btviuest.  however,  was 
disputed  by  the  relatives  of  the  de- 
« eased,  and  litigation  ensued.  It  is 
now  announv^ed  that  a  compromi.se 
has  been  reached  whereby  the  relatives 
receive  alHtut  $1,000,000,  of  the  prr)perty, 
the  balance  amounting  t.i  about  J7.000.-

His  horse  jerked 
Horn  under  him  and  usuallv  draggoti  to 
I  eath  unless  the  lariat  fortunately  broke, 
lhe  cowboy  bumped  the  ground  pretty 
hard  and  in  mmxf  cases  came  to  in  time 
to  witness  the  end  of  his  horse,  w  pos- 
sibly see  the  bruised  animal  Ivlng  on  ttie 
Mind  and  the  .saddle  following  the  c.inul 
into  the  dlstanc*.  A  cow  pony  could  no 
more  :i(dd  one  of  the  Comstock  aidiuals 
Ihan  a  steam  .'ngine.  and  the  cowbov 
who  found  this  out  by  experience  Icainell 
a  lesson  that   he  never  forgot. 

As  the  years  went  by  the  camels  de- 
creased in  numbers,  and  in  spite  of  the 
fact  that  they  were  running  wild  the  re- 
maining ones  alwa.vs  hail  a  longing  for 
liun.an  companionship.  They  would  wan- 
der into  tlu  villages  and  frei(Uentlv  wouhl 
let  the  children  be  lifted  on  thtir  backs 
for  a  ride.  Any  village  would  gladlv  have 
taken  care  of  one  or  two  of  the  camels, 
but  they  made  It  troublesome  for  the 
horses.  For  .somi»  reason  a  horse  dislikes 
the  smell  of  a  camel,  and  so,  after  u  few 
days,  to  the  lnten.se  grief  of  the  children, 
the  animals  had  to  be  driven  out  on  the 
desert  again.  Should  a  prospector  with- 
out a  horse  happen  to  be  camping  In  a 
ioi>el.\  spot  and  one  of  the  camels  came 
along  it  wouid  exhibit  all  the  signs  of 
perfect  friendliness.  I^nless  the  man  drove 
the  camel  away  it  would  remain  around 
the  camp  for  w<?eks.  It  always  foraj;ed 
its  own  foo«J  and  water,  but  slniplv 
yearned  to  be  rear  some  human  belli"". 
I'amels  and  dogs  are  nearly  always  good 
friends. 

Six  .years  ago  the  original  herd  of  thiriv 
camels  had  dwindled  down  to  two  as 
near  as  could  be  Judged  from  the  peonle 
who  lived  in  the  countr.v  where  the  ai.i- 
mals  made  their  home.  That  year  one  of 
the  pair  died  and  the  other  was  left  aione. 
He  was  very  old  even  then,  becau.se  he 
was  at  least  10  years  old  when  he  worked 
on  the  Comstock.  An  old  ex-showman  who 
saw  him  when  last  he  visited  Phoenix 
jilaced  his  age  at    least  TO  \ears. 


left  her  eggs,  refusing  to  return,  and 
the  male  did  all  the  sitting.  It  is  cu.s- 
tomary  for  the  birds  to  arrange  a  di- 
vision of  labor,  the  mother  resigning 
her  charge  when  she  hears  the  4  o'clock 
train  whistle  in  the  afternoon,  and 
her  spouse  relieving  her  until  9  o'clock 
next  morning. 

The  sitting  lasts  forty  days,  and  then 
the  chicks  may  be  heard  opening  up 
conversation.  Their  next  proceeding  is 
an  attempt  to  break  through  the  shell, 
and  if  this  proves  too  hard  the  mother 
comes  to  the  rescue  by  pressing  th- 
shell  with  her  breastbone.  Ostrich 
mothers  have  been  known  to  take  a 
chick  by  its  head,  shaking  off  the  shell 
from  its  body. 

This  Is  the  conventional  way  of 
hatching,  and  it  is  no  doubt  as  good  a 
way  as  can  be  devised.  But  If  th', 
domestic  instinct  proves  to  be  lacking 
In  some  cases  what  is  one  to  do  about 
it?  Mr.  Cawston  has  found  a  satisfac- 
tory answer.

OSTRICHES    BY    INCUBATION. 

Edwin  :  Cawston,  the  owner  of  the 
South  Pasadena  ostrich  farm,  has  been 
in  trouble,  says  the  San  Franciscj 
Chionicle.  And  he  has  found  a  way 
out.  It  happened  like  this:  The  latter 
part  of  the  summer  Is  a  lively  one  In 
the  ostrich  business,  and  he  had  a  fine 
number  of  eggs  this  year  all  ready  for 
the  August  hat(  hing  when,  what  did 
some  of  those  long  legged,  refractory 
birds  do  but  refuse  to  sit:  This  was  a 
wet  blanket.  But  the  man  wh)  om  e 
upon  a  time  chartered  a  sailing  ship 
and  embarked  from  South  Africa  with 
half  a  hundred  ostriches  bound  for 
California  to  experiment  In  ostrich 
farming  Is  not  the  man  to  be  wei- 
blenketed  long.  So  he  bethought  hlin 
of  an  incubator. 

Various  devices  were  tried  with  n.i 
success.  At  last  a  Los  Angeles  Inven- 
tor ofll'ered  Cawston  a  machine  for  trial. 
Eight  eggs  were  put  in  at  first;  of  thes. 
one  proved  Infertile  and  six  of  the  re- 
mainder hatched  vigorous  young  birds. 
The  Incubator  Is  now  In  constant  use. 
The  ostrich  chicks  already  hatched  by 
this  foster  mothf  r  are  as  sturdy  as  any 
others,  and  are  to  be  seen  In  the  green 
alfalfa  field  which  Is  the  nursery  of 
Mr.  Cawston's  farm.  It  seems  a  mai- 
ler of  small  moment  to  them  how  they 
came  into  this  Jolly  world,  so' long  an 
they  are  here  to  stay. 

The  last  summer  hn.s  found  thirty- 
eight  birds  palrel  on  the  farm,  and  the 
most  of  these  were  sitting  In  July  and 
August.  One  curious  little  Incidenc 
occurred,  when    the  female  deliberately 


MOT  BORN  BUCK. 

Negro  Babies  Take  on   That   Hue  a 
Few  Days  After. 

The  man  who  wrote  the  song  about 
his     high-born     lady     being     "cullud. 
she  was  born  that  way."  was  a  tuneful 
individual,    but   he    was  shy    on   facts 
or  else  indulged   in   that   license   w;-,icli 
is  allowed   to   poets   and  song   writers. 
As   a   matter   of   fact    nobody   is    born 
"cullud,"    says    the   Chicago   Chronicle. 
They   get    that    way    only    after     their 
chromoblasts  pass  the  embryotlc  stage 
Caucasian  babies,  upgro  babies,  Indian 
babies  and  Mongolian   babies  all   ha\e 
the  same   hue   in   the   earlier  hours   of 
their  lives.    Observing  doctors  say  they 
vary  from  a  reddish  pink  to  a  nut-brown 
red,   the  latter  being  noticeable  in   the 
newly  arrived  Infant  whom  nature  has 
ventually  Intended  to  be  black.or  in  rn/ 
way  darker  than  white  folks.     Albinoes 
are  the  only  exception.     They  are  born 
with    the   same    pasty,    milky    hue,    the 
same    colorless    eyes    that    distinguish 
them  through   life,   but   their  condition 
Is   a  form   of  degeneracy,   as   the   sub- 
stance   or   pigment    which    gives    man- 
kind color  is  either  defective  or  absent 
altogether    in    the    albino.      The    negro 
child  begins  to  take  on  some  of  its  true 
color    within    a    few    days    after    biiLh, 
pas.^ing  first  from  its  original  tint   to  a 
slaty-gray   hue,   after  which   the  black 
begins  to  develo;\     The  color  does  not 
become  a  fast  one  for  some  time,  <li- 
mate   and    various    other   factors    con- 
tributing  to   th?  change.     Darwin   said 
that    the    black    develops    fully    in    the 
Soudan  within  a  j^ear,  while  It  take.«  ii 
three  years  in  Egypt.     The  .same  con- 
ditions have  been  observed  in  Amerlc.T. 
It  Is  the  pigment  that  gives  color,  and 
that  substance  is  capable  of  many  phen- 
omena.    It  Is  contained  in  cells  in  tiie 
skin  Itself,  the  cells  being  called  chromo- 
blasts.    At  the   tiine  of  birth   the  cells 
are  in   embryo,   and    it   is   only   in    the 
stages   of     primary    development     that 
they  become  capable  of  exercising  their 
functions. 

All  Caucasians  are  not  the  same  color, 
a  fact  which  is  due  to  the  excessive  de- 
velopment of  the  pigment  cells  in  some 
and  their  meager  development  In  others. 
Individuals   change    their   complexions, 
too,  changes  which  may  be  more  fre- 
quently noticed  in   the  eyes  than  else- 
where.    Indeed,   man  has  some  of   the 
attributes    of      the    chameleon,    and    a 
number  of  conditions  and  circumstances 
may  contribute   to   variations     in     his 
color  during  his  sjian  of  life.     Age.  cli- 
mate, fright  and  disease  may  any  or  all 
bring  about  a  change  in  the  color  with 
which  a  person  starts  out  in  life,  after 
his  first  pigmentation  had  been  accom- 
plished.   The  leopard  boy  one  sees  in  the 
museum  sometimes,   the  negro  turning 
white  and  the  albino  are  .ill  freaks  only 
through  the  failure  of  an  over  or  under 
supply  of  pigment  in  their  chromoblasts 
or  the  failure  of  the  latter  to  properly 
perform    their    functions.        Sometimes 
desquamation   is   responsible  for   these 
changes  of  comjilexion.  either  as  to  the 
whole  or  a  part  of  the  body.    That  pro- 
cess   Is   the   peeling   off  of   the    skin    in 
flakes    at    different    i>arts  of   the   body, 
and   the  failure   of   the   new   skin   that 
takes  the  place  of  the  old  to  be  properly 
supplied  with  pigment,  or  eKse  with  pig- 
ment of  a   misfit   hue.     In  old  age   the 
Caucasian  fades  away,  just  as  a  long- 
used    piece   of  fabric   does.     The   negro 
also  becomes  of  a  lighter  shade  as  the 
years  go  on  after  he  has  passed  a  cer- 
tain limit  of  age. 

Animals  are  al.so  affected  by  pigment- 
ary conditions.  A  cat  has  no  right  to 
be  white,  according  to  scientists,  that 
Is.  the  ordinary  everyday  (and  every- 
nighO  sort  of  cat  that  Is  known  as  a 
household  beast.  Of  couTT^e  there  arc 
other  species  that  are  entitled  to  he 
white,  but  that  white  cat  that  hangs 
f  round  cities  and  homes  will  genei-all.v 
be  found  to  be  hard  of  hearing.  Some- 
times they  are  dumb,  but,  alas,  not 
often.  The  "yaller"  dog  is  another  pig- 
mentary degenerate,  while  the  white 
mule  Is  In  the  same  class.

So  great  is  his  executive  fitness  and 
business  ability  that  in  spite  of  his  com- 
parative youth  Mr.  Brice.  it  is  expected, 
will  succeed  his  father  as  president  of 
the  Lake  Erie  &  Western  railroad  ami 
continue  the  plans  for  the  Trans-Chin- 
ese railroad  .so  suddenly  broken  i>ff 
through  the  late  financier's  demise.

Charge  of  Burglary  Against  Him  Now 
Being  Heard. 

Judge  Cant  In  district  court  this  morn- 
ing tooJk'up  the  case  against  George  F. 
Stacy  In  which  he  is  charged  with  bur- 
glary In  the  third  degree.  A  jury  was 
drawn  before  11  o'clock,  and  the  state 
had  be«un  to  Introduce  testimony  this 
noon.  The  jurors  who  were  not  drawn 
were  excused  for  the  term,  as  this  Is  the 
last  jury  case  of  the  term.  Stacy  was  In- 
dicted with  John  Polom  for  breaking  into 
Ole  Nelson's  barn  at  Hermantown  and 
stealing  a  cow.  Polom  pleaded  guilty  to 
a  charge  of  grand  larceny  In  the  second 
degree,  and  Stacy  was  acquitted  of  the 
charge  of  larceny  by  a  jury  last  Friday. 
He  is  now  being  tried  for  burglary  in 
connection  with  tiie  same  offense,  w  nen 
the  state  started  to  Introduce  Its  testi- 
mony this  morning  the  defense  objected 
to  the  introduction  of  any  testimony  on 
the  ground  that  the  Indictment  does  not 
state  facts  sufficient  to  constitute  a  pub- 
lic offense.  This  objection  was  overruled, 
and  when  the  witness  on  the  stand  began 
to  testify  about  the  barn  from  which  the 
cow  was  stolen  the  defense  again  ob- 
jected to  the  introduction  of  any  testi- 
mony about  the  barn  because  the  indict- 
ment does  not  state  that  the  barn  belongs 
to  anyone.  Judge  Cant  glanced  at  the  in- 
dictment and  overruled  this  objection 
also,  after  which  the  trial  proceeded.  "The 
rirst  witness  was  W.  H.  Hoyt.  a  civil 
engineer  who  has  charge  of  the  building 
of  the  new  canal  piers,  who  had  made  a 
map  of  the  Nelson  premises  and  the  scene 
of  the  alleged  burglary.  The  case  will 
probably  take  several  days.  Assistant 
County  Attorney  McCllntock  is  prosecut- 
ing the  case  and  Alexander  Marshall  is 
defending  Stacy.

IVIeet    In    Denver    and 
Listen    to    Their    Pres- 
ident's Address. 

Denver,  Jan.  24.— The  s^econd  annual 
convention  of  the  National  Live  Stock 
association  was  called  to  order  at  the 
Tabor  Crrand  (JptTa  house  by  President 
John  W.  -Springer  at  9: SO  oVIock  this 
mominr.  There  are  nearly  1000  dele- 
gate in  attendance  from  all  the  great 
stocrk -growing  states  of  the  AVest  and 
Middle  West. 

After  prayer  by  the  Rev.  H.  M.  Mar- 
tyn  Hart,  dean  of  St.  John's  cathedral, 
addresses  of  welcome  were  delivered 
by  «oVerm»r  Charles  S.  Thomas  and 
Mayor  Thomas  S.  McMurray.  to  which 
a  re.'^pon.se  was  made  by  Hon.  A.  P. 
Bush,  of  Texas.  This  Avas  followed  by 
roll  call,  after  which  President  Springer 
delivt-re<l  his  annual  address,  which  was 
in  part  us  follows: 

"The  cl.i.se  of  the  nineteenth  cen- 
tury cornpietf-.--  a  record  second  in  in- 
terest tri  none  in  the  world's  history. 
Other  centuri.'s  preceding  pale  into  in- 
signifi.  we  behold  the  match- 

less  ai  ;  in  eve.y  department 

of  humai!  ►!i.,i;.  A  wonderful  advance 
has  betn  made  throughout  the  world, 
but  nowhere  and  in  no  country,  can  we 
find  a  parallel  with  the  restle.ss,  pro- 
gressive <-rier^y  expended  in  the 
United  States  of  America.  I  shall  not 
recount  here  our  marvelous  strides  in 
learning,  in  manufactures,  in  religious, 
in  charitable  work,  in  development  of 
all  kinds  and  characters  of  enterprises. 
My  theme  shall  be  the  animal  kingdom 
— the  cattle,  hor.ses,  sheep  and  hogs, 
owned  from  o^ean  to  ocean,  from  the 
lakes  to  the  gulf.  A  century  ago  this 
day  John  .\dams  occupied  the  presi- 
dent's chair.  Our  population  was  only 
4,0<j0,"00  and  thirteen  states  formed  the 
galaxy. 

"Where  we  meet  today,  in  the  Queen 
City  of  the  Rocky  Mountains.  was 
naught  but  a  vast  stretch  of  grassy 
plains,  with  herds  of  buffalo,  wolves, 
wild  beasts  and  Irtdians,  alone  m  their 
glory.  A  hundred  years,  and  what  a 
shifting  of  primeval  scenes:  Buffalo 
gone,  Indians  moved  back  to  the  fast- 
nesses, the  reptiles  and  beasts  con- 
quered— church  steeples,  gilded  domes, 
paved  streets,  the  chained  electric  cur- 
rent from  the  clouds  turning  night  to 
day,  the  ring  of  a  bell  and  we  talk  to 
the  confines  of  the  state,  the  click  of  the 
instrument  and  we  send  our  wishes 
over  mountains,  under  seas  and  over 
continents. 

The  ck..^.'  of  the  nineteenth  century 
witnesses  liic  union  of  the  live  stock  in- 
•  "Sts  of  the  fnited  States.  Local  ef- 
•  IS  and  branch  influences  have  at  last 
ir^'-ed  to  enrol!  under  one  great,  pow- 
'irul   and   eff.'ctive  organization. 

•A  regular  bureau  of  the  assot;iation 
should  work  in  cr)nJunctlon  with  the 
department  at  Washingtrm.  and  g!vo 
the  stock  men  of  liie  country  every 
point  which  would  aid  him  either  in 
holding  his  stock,  forwarding  them  to 
narket.  putting  them  on  feed  or  mati- 
ng the  best  dtKposition  of  thi-m,  as 
prospects  would  seem  to  Indicate.  This 
^ould  be  made  to  be  of  incalculable 
/alue  to  the  dealer,  to  the  breeder  and 
jO  the  feeder.       It  would  keep  all  'big 


uns'  ofl'  the  markets  and  secure  a 
more  uniform  and  fairer  average  price 
to  all  alike.  I  am  of  the  opinion  that 
it  Would  'oe  money  well  spent  to  issue 
a  regula;-  bulletin  under  the  direct  con- 
trol of  the  secretary  of  the  National 
Live  Stock  association. 

'This  brings  us  to  the  necessity  for 
uniform  state  laws,  a  subject  of  brands, 
bounties  and  punishment  for  stealing, 
for  inspection,  and  for  the  stamping 
out  of  all  contagious  diseases. 

"We  shall  urge  upon  the  executive  de- 
partment of  the  government  that  the 
principle  of  reciprocity  shall  be  made 
njore  prominent,  and  tliat  our  foreign 
consuls  and  representatives  introduce 
antf  push  the  sale  of  our  inspected  food 
produce  all  certified  as  to  purity  and 
freedom  from  adulteration,  and  stand 
by  them  until  every  government  shall 
open,  their  doors  to  us,  and  for  persist- 
ent exclusion  to  use  every  effort  of  our 
g>vernmt;nt  to  retaliate  by  closing 
American  markets  to  the  goods  of  such 
ci>untry  ,so  offending.  Let  us  put  our 
great  organization  on  record  as  favor- 
ing the  fulle.st.  broadest  and  most  far- 
n-aching  reciprocity." 

President  Springer  closeii  his  address 
at  11:20  o'clock,  after  which  an  infor- 
n-al  reception  was  tendered  liy  th<' 
Colorado  Stock  Growers'  assot-iation  at 
their  headtiuartt^rs.

copy  of  the  bill  has  been  sent  to  Judge 
Dillon,  of  New  Y<»rk,  who.se  opinion  has 
l)een  obtatn«'d  on  all  Duluth  bond  Is- 
.sues,  for  his  judgment  <m  it.  In  the 
meantime  the  bill  still  re<mains  in  tht 
hands  of  the  committee,  to  be  acted  on 
whenever  the  St.  Louis  county  delega- 
tion requests  it. 

The  mayttr  stated  that  the  city  ana

Jan.  24.— Mr.  Clay,  of 
Ge<»rgla,  one  of  the  Democratic  senators 
w  ho  expects  to  vote  for  the  ratlflcailon

.'•senate  today  cm  the  question  of  terri- 
torial expansion.  He  made  it  very  clear 
that  nothing  should  be  allowed  to  stand 
in  the  way  of  prompt  ratification,  but 
ibat  l.hls  government  should  make  to  the 
Filipinos  the  same  prcmiises  of  ultimate 
independence  that  are  held  out  to  the 
Cubans. 

Mr.  Clay  expressed  the  opinion  that 
had  It  been  declared  at  the  beginning 
of  the  war  that  it  was  the  purpose  of 
this  country  to  conquer,  acquire  and 
annex  the  Philippires.  the  proposition 
would  not  have  had  a  half  dozen  votes 
in  the  senate.  He  believed  that  the 
suggestion  of  possible  acquisition  and 
annexation  of  the  Philippine  islands  as 
a  natural  result  of  the  war  would  have 
prevented  the  passage  of  the  war  reso- 
lution by  congress. 

Dl.scu.ssing  further  the  purpo.ses  of  the 
war,  he  quoted  President  McKinleV.s 
message  to  congre,ss  declaring  it  ta:^ 
duty  of  this  government  to  a.ssist  the 
people  of  Cuba  to  build  up  a  govern 
ment  that  is  free  and  independent,  and 
asked  why  should  not  the  same  deolar- 
athms  be  made  with  regard  to  the  Phil- 
ippines.

Herald.)- In  the  house  today  Mr.  Don- 
ohue  Introduced  a  resolution  for  a  com- 
mission of  fifteen,  Ave  appointed  by  tht 
speaker,  five  by  the  president  of  the 
senate  and  five  by  the  governor^  to 
make  arrangements  for  a  Northwestern 
exposition  in  Minnesota  in  1902.  It 
went  over  under  notice  of  debate. 
Among  the  new  bills  were  the  follow- 
ing:

Madison,  Wis.,  Jan.  24.— Assembly- 
man A.  R.  Hall,  of  Dunn  county,  intro- 
duced his  expected  anti-pass  measure 
i  1  the  assembly  this  morning.  There  is 
one  bill  along  the  same  lines  already  In 
the  senate  fathered  by  Senator  Eaton, 
but  Mr.  Hall  says  his  is  the  "real  thing." 
It  Is  much  the  same  as  Introduced  two 
years  ago.  except  that  the  one  in  18DV 
provided  for  a  constitutional  amend- 
ment, while  this  will  be  enacted  as  a 
law.  It  provides  that  a  public  official 
who  accepts  a  pass  may  lose  his  ofllce 
through  suit  brought  by  the  attorney 
general,  and  there  Is  also  a  penalty  of 
$200  to  $500  fine.  The  penalty  for  the 
railroad  officials  who  violate  the  law  is 
$500  to  $1000  fine.  One  difficulty  urg.'d 
against  such  law  has  been  that  of  se- 
curing evidence,  and  the  bill  aims  to 
compel  the  railroad  officials  to  testify 
when  they  are  brought  to  the  stand  as 
wItne.Hses,  whom  It  exempts  from  the 
penalty  of  the  law.  Altogether  Mr. 
Hall's  bill  Is  much  like  the  New  York 
law.

In  the  house. 


would  be  unwise  and  against  the  best 
interests  of  the  people  of  the  Ignited 
States. 

He  contended  that  we  had  not  the 
right  to  acquire  those  islands  or  anv 
other  territory,  either  mainland  or  l.s- 
lands  in  the  sea,  and  govern  the  people 
of  such  territory  without  constitutional 
limitations.    He  said: 

"If  we  acquire  this  foreign  territory 
we  must  deal  with  the  population  In  the 
same  manner  and  in  the  .same  c-onsti- 
tutionul  way  we  have  dealt  with  the 
territorial  forms  of  government  hereto- 
fore. We  cannot  have  and  msyntaln  one 
form  of  government  for  citizens  in  the 
rnlted  States  and  another  form  of  gov- 
ernment for  the  subjugated  islands. 
Subjects  are  unknown  to  our  form  of 
government.  The  inhabitants  of  these 
islands  were  the  subjects  of  Spain  until 
they  were  ceded  to  us.  When  we  as- 
sume sovereignty  over  those  islands  we 
expect  allegiance  at  their  hands.  Then 
why  are  they  not  entitled  to  all  the 
rights  and 'privileges  of  citizens  of  the 
United  States?" 

Mr.  Clay  described  the  Islands  and 
their  inhabitants,  contending  that  there 
can  be  no  hope  of  American  communi- 
ties being  built  in  that  territory  capable 
of  statehood.  About  the  only  sure  result 
of  an  attempt  to  maintain  government 
in  the  Philippines  which  he  could  see 
was  that  it  would  involve  us  in  future 
wars  with  foreign  governments.  He 
.said: 

"We  want  to  continue  our  friendly 
commercial  relations  with  all  of  thei.i. 
We  want  no  territorial  orphan  popula- 
tion liable  and  likely  to  Involve  us  In 
complications  that  may  lead  to  war  with 
any  of  these  powers." 

Mr.  Clay  maintained  that  free  nations 
cannot  govern  subjects  profitably.  Even 
monarchies  in  the  colonial  business 
have  not  found  profit  In  extending  theli 
colonial  possessions,  which  have  almost 
constantly  Involved  them  in  cruel  and 
expensive  wars.  The  Inevitable  result 
of  our  entering  upon  such  a  policy  must 
b:'  a  large  Increase  in  the  standing 
army.  ^ 

"A  happy  solution  of  the  present  com- 
•  Heated  situation,"  he  saici,  "would  be 
a  just,  benevolent  and  humane  govern- 
ment, created  by  the  people  of  the  Phil- 
l!)pines  under  the  temporary  direction 
and  with  the  temporary  assistance  of 
this  government — a  Philippine  go^'prn- 
ment  whose  Independence  should  be  rec- 
ognized just  as  soon  as  It  Is  found 
capable  of  performing  all  International 
obligations.  If  It  be  wl.se  and  states- 
manlike to  outline  our  policy  as  to 
Cuba  before  the  adoption  of  the  peace 
treaty,  what  reason  or  logic  can  the 
friends  of  expansion  give  for  silence  as 
to  the  policy  of  our  government  in  deal- 
ing with  our  other  territorial  acquisi- 
tions?" 

Mr.  Clay  concluded  by  calling  atten- 
tion to  Gen.  Leonard  Wood's  statement 
before  the  militai-y  committee  that  it 
would  require  .50.000  soldiers  for  Cuba, 
and  said:  "In  my  judgment,  the  acqui- 
sition and  retention  of  the  Philippine 
islands  means  an  army  of  150,000  sol- 
diers. It  means  the  annual  expenses 
of  the  army  will  Increase  from  $20,000.- 
000  to  $200,000,000.  A  large  standing 
army  means  also  that  the  pension  list 
will  be  increa.sed  from  $5,000,000  to  $10,- 
000,000  annually."

'Hesolved,  that  the  annexation  of 
the  Philippine  islands  would  be  at- 
tended by  great  physical  and  moral 
evils  to  our  j>eople.  would  result  In  the 
waste  of  the  national  r»-Hources  and 
would  tend  to  International  entangle- 
ments liable  to  result  in  the  demand 
for  a  burdensome  army  ami  navy. 
which  would  be  fraught  with  gren^^ 
dans?er  to  Ihe  republic.  Therefore,  the 
islands  ought  not  to  be  annexed  to  the 
I'nited  States,  but  allowed  t<»  set  up  a 
government  tifr  them.selves  under  such 
f'nlted  States  or  Internal  supervision 
as  may  be  necessary  Ut  secure  the 
islands  wise  and  stable  g(»vernment."

unusual    interest    in    his    address, 
spoke  in  part  as  follows: 

"Mr.     President,    in    connection 
these  rest)lulions  and  others  that 
been    introduced,    two    ciuesti«ms 
been    raised,   one  of   constitutional 
and  one  of  public  policy.     It   is  not   my 
purpose  to  enter  at  any  length  Into  the 
former    di.>>"(Us.sion.     Tlie    constitutional 
questions  are  many,  and   the  hypothet- 
ical   situations    which     have     been    im- 
agined with  much  ingenuity  as  tests  of 
the   constitution   are   almost   countle:-s. 
it  is  an  inviting  fiold.  rich  in  s«ibtle  dis- 
tinctions,   btit    I    do    not    think    that    I 
could  add  to  the  sum  of  human  infor- 
matltm  or  mi-'^information  by  attempting 
its  elaborate  cultivation. 

"My  own  views  as  to  our  con.'ititu- 
tional  rights  and  i»owers  are  simple  and 
well  defined,  and  have  not  been  f«>rmed 
without  some  study,  both  of  our  consti- 
tution and  our  history.  I  shall  con- 
tent myself  with  stating  them.  I  be- 
lieve that  the  Cnited  States  has  the  un- 
doubted power,  which  it  has  frequently 
exercised,  to  acquire  territory  and  to 
hold  and  govern  it.  I  am  ready  to 
admit,  if  necessary,  that  action  ia  the.-se 
direction.*  must  be  taken  for  constitu- 
tional purposes,  but  the  con.-^titutlonal- 
Ity  of  the  tiurposos  which  congi*os«i  l? 
about  to  exercise,  these  or  any  other 
powers  must  be  determined  by  congress 
itself  through  its  majority. 

"I  believe  that  the  power  of  the  T'nlt.nl 
States  In  any  territory  or  no.^session 
outside  the  limits  of  the  Cnlted  States, 
or  in  any  territory  or  possession  oui- 
side  the  limits  of  the  states  themselves, 
is  absolute,  with  the  single  exception  of 
the  limitation  pla<ed  upon  such  outside 
pos.^essions  bv  the  thirteenth  amend- 
ment. Such,  at  all  events,  has  been  the 
policy  of  the  United  States  and  its 
course  of  action  in  practice. 

"I  will  not  enter  into  any  discussion 
of  the  Dred  Scott  decision  which  ha? 
been  so  admirably  dealt  with  by  the 
.senator  from  f>hio.  I  was  brought  up 
to  believe  that  no  greater  Injury  was 
ever  attempted  against  the  supreme 
court  than  when,  for  political  reasons, 
that  decision  was  forced  upon  it.  I 
was  also  brought  up  to  bellev,^  that  the 
fam(»i»s  obiter  dictum  of  Chief  Justice 
Taney  was  as  bad  in  law  as  it  was 
wnmg  in  politics  and  in  human  doc- 
trine. 1  am  not  very  old.  but  that  is 
a  belief  which  T  am  too  old  to  unlearn 
now.  I  am  content  to  stand  on  the 
broad  proposition  laid  down  by  Webster 
in  debate  in  1S49.  that  the  territories 
are  not  pait  of  the  United  States,  but 
belong  to  the  United  States,  as  Eng- 
land's colonies  belong  to.England. 

"Constitutions  do  not  make  neople: 
people  make  constitutions.  Our  consti- 
tution is  great  and  admirable  because 
the  men  who  made  it  were  so.  and  the 
peof.le  who  ratified  It  and  hav?  lived 
under  it  were  and  are  brave,  intelligent 
and  lover."  of  liberty.  There  is  a  high 
sanction  and  a  surer  protection  to 
and  llbertv.  to  the  right  of  free  sneech 
and  trial  bv  .iury.  to  justice  and  nn- 
manity  in  the  traditions,  the  belief?.  tn,o 
habits  of  mind  and  the  character  of  the 
American  iieoplo  than  any  which  can 
be  afforded  bv  any  ccmstitutlon.  no 
matter  how  vvlselv  drawn.  If  the  Ameri- 
can people  were  dlst>o.«ed  to  tyranny.  In- 
jtistlce  and  oppression,  a  constitution 
would  offer  but  a  temt>orary  barrifr  to 
their  ambitions,  and  the  reverence  for 
the  constitution  and  for  law  and  Ju.=- 
tice  prows  out  of  the  fact  that  lie 
American  people  believe  in  freedom  and 
humanitv.  in  eoual  justice  to  all  men. 
an<l  in  equal  rights  before  the  law.  and 
while  thev  so  b.lieve  th^  great  doctrine' 
of  the  Declaration  of  Independence  and 
of    the    constitution    will    never    be    in 

peril. 

"Holding  these  views  as  to  our  con- 
stitutional powers,  the  great  quest.oa 
now  before  the  American  people  re- 
solves itself,  in  my  mind,  to  one  of  pol- 
icy purely.  There  is  only  one  ques- 
tion flemanding  actual  and  Immediate 
decision  now  before  congress  and  the 
people,  and  that  is  whether  the  treaty 
with  Spain  .'shall  be  ratified  or  not. 

"I  desire  to  state  very  briefly  what, 
as  I  understand  it.  that  question  is.  I 
have  heard  no  opposition  expressed  to 
anv  part  of  the  treaty,  except  such  por- 
tion of  it  as  relates  to  the  Philippine.^, 
and  that,  therefore,  is  the  sole  point 
upon  which  1  desire  to  touch.  In  our 
war  with  Spain  we  conquered  the 
Philippine  islands,  or  to  put  it  more  ex- 
actly, we  destroyed  the  power  of  Spam 
in  tho.se  Islands  and  took  possession 
their  capital.  The  treaty  cedes 
F'hillppines  to  us.  The  treaty 
and  skillfully  drawn.  It  compels  to  no 
policy,  to  ni>  course  of  action  whatever 
in  regard  to  the  Philippines.  When 
that  treaty  is  ratified  we  have  lull 
power  and  arc  free  to  do  with  those 
islands  as  we  please,  and  the  opposi- 
tion to  its  ratification  may  be  summed 
up  in  a  single  sentence— that  the  Amer- 
ican people  and  the  American  congress 
are  not  to  be  trusted  with  that  pow -r 
and  with  that  freedom  of  action  in  re- 
irard  to  the  inhabitants  of  these  dis- 
tant Islands.  .      .        .        .. 

"We  must  either  ratify  -the  treaty  oi 
reject  It  for  I  cannot  suppose  that  any 
<me  would  seriously  advance  the  propo- 
sition that  we  should  amend  the  treaty 
in  such  a  way  as  to  make  pledges  to 
.Spain,  and  to  Spain  aUme,  and  give 
Ix.nds  to  Spain,  and  to  Spam  alone,  for 
our  gooil  conduct  In  a  Tiuitter  which  will 
be  wholly  our  own  ti>  de<'lde.  Let  us 
look.  then,  at  the  two  alternatives.  Sup- 
pose we  ratify  the  treaty.  The  islands 
j.ass  fnnn  the  possession  of  Spain  Into 
our  posses.-»ion  without  committing  us 
to  any  policy.  I  believe  we  can  b- 
trusted  as  a  people  to  deal  honestly  and 
justly  with  the  islands  and  their  in  ■ 
iiaiiilants  thus  given  to  our  care.  What 
.>ur  pr.-ci.-se  policy  shall  be  1  do  not 
know  becaus<-  T  for  one  am  not  sulTl- 
elently  Informed  as  to  the  conditions 
111.  re  to  be  able  to  say  what  it  will  be 
b.-st  to  do.  nor.  I  may  add.  do  I  think 
any  one  Is.  Hut  I  bt^Heve  that  we  shall 
have  the  wisdom  not  to  attempt  to 
incorporate  those  islands  with  o"'" 
body  politic,  make  their  inhabitants 
part  oi  our  cUUenshIp,  or  set      their

shall  have  the  courage  not  to  depart 
from  those  islands  fearfully.  timidly 
and  urworthily  and  leave  them  to 
anarchy  among  themselves,  to  the  brief 
and  bloody  domination  of  some  seif- 
ccmstltutetl  dictator  and  to  the  quick 
c-oiutuest  of  other  powers,  who  will 
have  no  such  hesitation  as  we  should 
feel  in  crushing  them  Into  subjection 
by  harsh  and  repressive  methods. 

"It  is  for  us  to  decide  the  destiny  of 
the  Philippines,  not  for  Europe,  and  .ve 
can  di>  it  alone  and  without  as.«?istance. 
I  believe  that  we  shall  have  the  wis- 
dom, the  self-restraint  and  the  ability 
to  restore  peace  and  order  in  those 
islands  atid  give  to  their  people  an  op- 
portunity for  self-government  and  for 
freedom  under  the  proi*'cting  shield  ol 
the  I'nited  States  until  the  time  shall 
come  when  they  shall  be  able  to  stan  I 
alone  if  tiiey  do  not  themselves  desire 
to  remain  under  our  protection.  This 
is  a  great  and  a  noble  task.  I  believe 
that  American  c-ivilizatlon  Is  entirol> 
c-apable  of  fulfilling  it  and  I  should  not 
have  that  profound  faith  which  I  .low 
cherish  in  American  civllizatiim  and 
American  manhood  if  I  did  not  think 
so." 

"During  the  campaign   of  last   autumn 
I  said  in  mv  speeches  to  th<'  people  of  my 
state     that"     I      could      never     assent      to 
hand  the.>;e  islands  back  to  Spain;  that   I 
wanted    111'   subje<-t    races   and    nc»   va.ssal 
stales;   but   that   we  had   by   the   fortunes 
of  war  ussunied  a  great  responsibility  in 
the   Philippines;    that   we   ought    to   meet 
it.  and  wt    tinght  to  give  those  people  an 
oppottunliv   for    freedom,    for   peace,    and 
lor    self-government;    that    we    ought    to 
protect  them  from  the  rauaclty  of  other 
nations   and    .seek    to    uplift    those   whom 
we  h.id  freed.     From  those  views  1  have 
not    swerved    and    I    believed    then,    as    1 
believe  now.   that  they  met  with  the  ap- 
probtlon  of  an  overwhelming  majority  ot 
the    people    of    Massachusetts.      1    believe 
those  results  can  be  and  will  be  obtained. 
"Take  now  the  other  alternative:     Suj)- 
pose  we   reject    the   treaty   or   strike   out 
the    clause    relating    to    the     Philippines. 
That  will  hanil  the  islands  back  to  Spain 
and  I  cannot  conceive  that  any  American 
should    be    willing    to   do    that.      Sui>pose 
we  reject    the   tr.  ats  what  follows?     J>et 
us    look   at    it    practically.      We    continue 
the  state  uf  war  and  every  sensible  man 
in   the   countrv.   every   business   interest, 
desires   the   re-establishment   of  peace  in 
law  as  Well  as  in  fad.    At  the  same  time 
we    repudiate    the    president   and    his    ac- 
tion  Ijefore   the  whole   world   and    the   re- 
pudiation of  the-  president  In  such  a  mat- 
ter as   this,   to  my  mind,   is   the  humilia- 
tion of  Ihe   i'nited  States  in   the  eyes   of 
clvlllzecl   mankind     and     brand-       os     as 
a  pcv>ple  Incapable  of  great  affairs,  or  of 
taking  rank  where  we  belong,  as  one  of 
the   greatest   of   the  great    world    powers. 
"The    president     cannot     be    sent    back 
across  thc>  Atlantic  in  the  persons  of  his 
commissioners,    hat    in    hand,    to    say    to 
Si)alii   with    bated    breath.    M    am    here    in 
obedience  pi   the  mandate  of  a   minority 
t.f  ore-third  of  the  senate  to  tell  you  thai 
we  have  been  too  vlctorlcjus  and  that  you 
have  vlelded  us  too  much,  and  that  I  am 
sorry"  that    I    took    the    I'hllipplnos    from 
you." 

"I  do  not  think  that  any  American 
president  wouM  do  that  or  that  any  Am- 
erican would  wisli  him  to.  Still  less  do  I 
think  that  any  American  would  with- 
draw (leu.  Otis  and  his  scddlers  and  re- 
call .\dmiral  Dewey  from  the'  scene  of 
his  ^reat  victory,  leaving  It  to  be  said 
of  us  that  we  had  deserted  our  post 
without  an  effort  to  repair  the  ruin  we 
have  made  or  to  save  the  islands  and  the 
jieople  we  have  freed.  When  the  treaty 
falls  It  ccnild  be  torn  in  pieces;  bat 
whether  it  Is  thrown  aside  or  not  still 
we  are  in  a  state  of  war,  and  the  sub- 
jects of  Spain,  among  whom  numberv  d 
todav  the  Filipinos,  would  be  the  public 
enemies  of  the  I'nited  States  by  all  the 
laws  of  nations.  There  then  would  be 
the  president  with  the  country  at  war 
with  Sitain.  armed  with  the  war  power, 
which  he  can  use  unchecked  as  the  com- 
mander In  chief  of  the  army  and  navy. 
The  treatv  commits  the  oisnosltlon  of  the 
Philippine-  islanils  to  congre^ss  and  to  the 
ways  und  practices  of  peace.  Its  rejec- 
tiem  leaves  them  in  the  sole  power  of  the 
in-esldent.  subject  to  the  usiiges  and  prac- 
tices of  war  alone. 

"Nobodv  loves  better  than  1  the  ideals 
set  forth  In  the  Declaration  of  Indepen- 
dence; but  mv  Ideals  do  not  s^ton  there. 
I  have  beheld  with  amaze>ment  the  stiec- 
ters  of  wrong-doing  which  have  been 
conjured  up  here  and  ch.-irged  as  possi- 
ble U)  the  American  peoide.  I  have  been 
astonished  to  hear  outside  this  chamber 
men  who  for  three  years  watche^d  un- 
moved the  torture  of  Cuba,  plt-adlng  with 
fervid  eloquence  for  the  Filipinos,  just 
rescued  by  us  from  Spain,  against  the 
pos.-lble  cruelty  whic-h  AmerlcMus  ml 
Inflict  upon  them.

New  York.  Jan.  21.— A  special  from 
Washington  says:  There  is  re.isim  to 
believe  that  the  vacancy  in  the  Anglo- 
Ame-riean  joint  higheominlssion,  cnusel 
by  the  death  of  Mr.  Dingiey.  will  .soon 
be  filled.  It  is  umlerslood  that  the 
pre-siilent  desires,  if  practicable,  to  find 
a  man  who  is  willing  as  well  us  quali- 
fied to  follow  the  lines  laid  down  by 
Mr.  DIngley,  and  the  policy  and  prin- 
ciples so  ably  and  sturdily  advocated 
and  defended  by  him  as  a  mem!ier  of 
the  commission.  Among  the  names 
which  have  been  most  prominently  asso- 
ciated with  the  forthcoming  appoint- 
ment is  that  of  Kepresentative  Tawney 
of  Minnesota,  in  whose  behalf  a  strong 
case  is  said  to  have  lieen  made  by  the 
lei.resentatives  of  the  Amerh^an  lumber 
Industry.  Mr.  Tawney  is  a  member  of 
the  committee  on  ways  and  means,  and 
is  probably  as  familiar  with  the  facts 
relating  to  that  important  industry  a.s 
any  other  member  cd'  the  house  of  leii- 
resentatlves  or  anyiiody  to  be  found 
outside-  of  congress.  The  subje-t  is  on" 
to  whie-h  he>  has  devoted  earnest  atten- 
tion and  thorough  study,  and  ihe  lum- 
ber schedule  of  the  existing  tariff  was 
largely   his   handiwork.

.San  Francisco,  Jan.  24.— The  attor- 
neys for  Mrs.  Cordelia  Botkin,  convict- 
ed of  the  murder  of  Mrs.  John  P.  Dun- 
ning, at  Dover,  Del.,  and  re{-e>mmended 
for  life  imju-lsonment.  appeared  before 
Judge  Cook  and  asked  for  a  continu- 
ance on  the  ground  that  Mrs.  Botkin 
had  been  convicted  of  the  crime  in  a 
state  which  lacked  jurisdiction  in  the 
matter.

Judge  Cook  granted  a  continuance 
until  next  Saturday,  when  Mrs.  Bot- 
kin's  attorneys  will  present  their  rea- 
sons for  seeking  a  new  trial  for  their 
client.

New  York,  Jan.  24.— There  was  little  or 
no  abatement  In  speculation  on  the  cot- 
ton exchange  today.  Opening  firm  at  un- 
changed j>rlces  to  four  points  higher  the 
market  stiffened  on  local  covering.  New 
Orleans  buying  and  extensive  purchases 
for  investment  account,  to  a  net  gain  of 
four  to  six  points.  Realizing  and  Liver- 
riool  selling  sent  prices  off  several  points 
after  which  a  feverish  feeling  prevailed 
with  the  general  course  of  the  market, 
however,  upward.  Initial  English  cables 
were  bullish,  but  subse*|uent  advices  re- 
Mecti'd  a  .see-saw  to  lluctuations  abroad 
which  private  reports  stated  was  due  In 
a  great  measure  to  the  realization  of 
pron:s  by  small  investors.

Article 
7  says:  "We  believe  in  the  gift  uf 
tongues,  prophecy,  revelations,  visions, 
healing,  inleiprelations  of  tongue.s, 
etc."  Article  8  says:  "We  lielieve  the 
Bible  to  be  the  word  of  God,  as  far  as  it 
is  translated  correctly;  we  also  believe 
the  Book  of  Mormon  to  be  the  word  of 
God."  Article  10  says:  "We  believe  in 
being  subject  to  kings,"  etc.,  which  is 
very  undemocratic  to  say  the  least. 
This  card  and  some  little  tracts  serve 
as  a  r^eans  of  introduction,  and  when 
that  is  secured  the  visitor  proceeds  10 
get  better  acquainted  more  through 
political  than  religiuu.s  discussion. 

Franklin  Smith  is  one  of  these  elders 
and  missionaries.  The  address  given 
on  his  card  is  CJenterville,  Utah.  He  is 
one  of  a  family  of  twenty-live  cliildren, 
his  father  having  had  four  wives.  He 
is  also  a  brother-in-law  of  Congress- 
man-elect Roberts  of  Utah,  his  sister 
being  Roberts'  first  wife.  Mr.  Smith  is 
a  large,  jovial,  good-looking  man,  and 
makes  friends  easily.  Intentionally  o; 
not,  he  has  sought  and  securetl 
acquaintanceship  with  many  people  in 
all  parts  of  the  city,  who  have  con- 
siderable infiuence  socially  and  poliii- 
•ally,  especially  among  the  toilers.  Hi.s 
talk  begins  in  a  general  way.  ana 
adroitly  leads  up  to  the  political  situa- 
tion in  Utah.  He  tells  of  Mr.  Roljerts" 
many  good  qualities,  how  he  married 
his  three  wives  before  the  anti- 
polygamy  law  went  Into  effect;  how  he 
has  disavowed  poly.gamy;  so  also  has 
the  Mormon  church.  He  gains  the  in- 
terest and  sympathy  of  the  hearer  by 
saying  that  Roberts  refuses  to  throw 
over  any  of  his  wives;  that  he  has  six 
children  by  the  first  and  five  by  thi 
second,  and  that  he  proposes  to  keep  hit 
family  intact.

Ohio  Supreme  Court  Sides  With

GOOD  INVESTMKNTS. 

Tteferring  to  the  claim  of  «ome  of  the 
finaitclal  journals*  that  there  is  a 
dearth  of  jrixul  investment'*  in  this 
country,  the  American  I.An»l  and  Title 
HeKister  says  that  this  is  tnie,  but  it 
should  not  be.  The  residence  and  ba.-^i- 
ness  j.roix-rty  in  Western  cities  Is  a 
safer  risk  for  reasonable  l«>ans  to  Jay 
than  it  ever  was:  the  inrtali«'n  has  been 
.squeezed  out  *»f  it  and  the  valuations 
are  more  conservative  than  ever  t^oy 
were.  It  is  an  actual  fact  that  many 
aptdlcations  for  loans  may  be  had  in 
the  West,  where  the  owner  voluntarily 
places  his  valuation  at  the  amouiu 
that  would  have  been  hmned  upon  it 
ten  years  ago.  In  other  words,  taught 
by  expeiieme.  values  have  b^-en  reduce»l 
to  40  per  cent  of  the  btHum  prices.  It  is 
also  a  fact  that  the  intrinsic  value  (if 
such  a  value  there  be>  is  more  than  it 
was  ten  years  agro:  the  surroundings 
have  charged:  city  improvements, 
school  houses,  electric  car  Hnes  and  an 
increasing  population  have  Inereased 
the  value  of  the  property. 

The  capitalists  who  loaned  their 
money  on  TVestem  town  lots  ten  years 
ago.  at  8  per  cent,  and  wh)  were  ob- 
'  llged  to  foreclose  and  sell  the  prop.-rty 
at  a  net  loss,  may  now.  if  they  are 
wise,  says  the  Register,  recover  It  In  the 
same  vicinity:  fc.  instance:  In  188S.  a 
loan  was  made  on  ten  lots,  unimproved, 
in  a  suburb,  of  $3000,  on  a  valuation  of 
JIO.OOO:  at  that  time  the  lot?  were  i>art 
of  an  unbroken  prairie,  and  had  nei- 
ther gas.  sidewalks,  sewer,  car  lines, 
nor  buildings  in  their  vicinity:  the  l'>an 
was  paid  at  maturity:  now  lota  in  the 
same  block  are  being  sold  to  actual 
residents  at  $500  apiece,  and  have  all 
modem  municipal  conveniences:  the 
owner  has  recently  made  an  applica'iion 
for  a  loan  of  $1000.  at  7  per  cent  on  these 
same  lots,  placing  the  valuaUon  at 
$4500.  This  application  was  refiised 
because  the  lots  were  unimproved.  This 
was  a  mistake:  a  safer  investment  at  7 
per  cent  does  not  exist:  the  lots  could 
be  disposed  of  in  thirty  days  at  $200 
apiece,  and  nothing  short  of  an  earth- 
quake can  disturb  the  actual  settle- 
ment of  that  vicinity  by  persons  .vho 
are  buying  their  own  homes. 

"If,"  says  the  Regrister,  "the  capital- 
ists of  the  East  would  investigate  the 
changed  conditions  of  the  West  before 
putting  their  surplus  money  into  for- 
eign offerings  that  seldom  yield  more 
than  24  per  cent  we  would  have  a  bet- 
ter condition  of  affairs  all  over  this  big 
country  of  ours. 


THE  TiaiK  CHKCK  ETIL. 

The  legislature  should  pass  the  bill 
introduced  ty  Senator  McCarthy,  which 
is  aimed  at  the  practice  of  issuing  time 
checks  by  the  loggers  in  Northern  ]Min- 
nesota.  The  Herald  has  fre^iuently  ad- 
vocated a  reform  of  this  abuse,  so  that 
the  men  who  work  in  the  woods  may 
Ije  protected  and  insured  llie  fall  and 
prompt  payment  of  the  wages  they 
have  earned.  Senator  McCarthy  has 
seen  the  evils  of  the  existing  system 
during  his  residence  in  Itasca  county, 
and  he  will  make  a  determined  effort 
to  secure  the  passage  of  the  just  mea- 
sure that  he  has  Introduced.  There  is 
no  doubt  that  if  it  becomes  a  law  it 
will  work  a  desirable  reform  and  do  in- 
justice to  no  one. 

At  present  a  man  employed  in  the 
woods  in  Itasca  county,  where  moat  of 
the  logging  is  done  by  Minneapolis 
firms,  at  the  time  of  his  discharge  is 
given  a  time  check  payable  In  Minne- 
apolis one.  two  or  three  months  hence. 
He  may  have  only  $20  or  $2.5  due  him. 
To  get  the  money  he  must  go  t.>  Min- 
neapolis and  wait  patiently  until  hi^ 
time  check  is  due,  or  sell  it  at  a  dis- 
count to  the  nearest  bank  or  dealer  in 
that  class  of  paper.  If  payment  Is  re- 
fused he  has  a  lien  on  the  logs,  but 
cannot  foreclose  his  lien  save  in  Henne- 
pin county.  An  Inadequate  sum  is 
allowed  him  far  the  payment  of  at- 
torneys' fees,  and  he  cannot  recover  for 
his  own  time  si»ent  In  the  prosecution 
of  his  claim.  Of  course  this  is  a  gross 
injustice  to  the  man  who  works  hard 
in  the  woods,  and  it  also  Injures  the 
merchants  of  Grand  Rapi«ls.  Hibbing 
and  other  places  as  well  as  Duluth,  be- 
cause many  of  the  men.  when  they  are 
discharged,  go  to  Minneapolis  and  wait 
there  until  payment  is  due  on  t.hcir 
time  checks  in  order  that  they  may  get 
the  full  amount.  If  paid  in  cash,  they 
would  remain  here,  and  the  money 
would  go  Into  circulation  among  the 
local  merchants.  It  has  also  happened 
some  times  that  loggers  gave  time 
checks,  which  were  cashed  by  mer- 
chants In  Orand  Rapids  and  Duluth. 
antl  that  these  time  checks  subse- 
quently turned  out  to  be  valueless  the 
Arms  that  gave  them  being  financially 
irresponsible. 

Senator  McCarthy's  bill  provides  that 
employers  shall  pay  their  men  in  cash 
at  the  time  of  quitting,  ami  If  tney  an- 
not  paid  they  c-in  file  a  Ijen  on  the  logs 
in  the  county  where  the  work  was  p^-r- 
frrmed.  On  all  claims  of  less  than  $10^1 
they  are  allowed  an  attorney's  fe<!  of 
$25.  which  will  permit  of  their  employ- 
ing good  lawyers.    In  addition  to  this 


they  can  r«fcover  SLM  per  day  frt>m  ihe 
time  the  lien  Is  flletl  until  the  \  erdl>  t  is 
rendered.  This  w>>uld  put  an  end  to 
the  time  che»-k  business.  It  would 
make  secure  the  wages  of  the  men.  be- 
lause  they  would  be  able  to  enforce  a 
lUn  on  the  logs  they  had  cut.  Of  course 
some  of  the  baggers  will  try  to  defeat 
the  bill,  but  the  justice  t»f  its  provisions 
and  a  knowledge  of  the  evils  of  th»' 
time  chei'k  system  should  ciuninend  it 
to  the  favorable  consideratii>:t  of  th  ■ 
le-rislalure. 


BEN  A  TBK  PKOrEU  PI^ACE. 

Whenever  an  effort  is  made  t«»  do 
something  for  the  benefit  «>f  the  In- 
dians in  this  state,  some  people  with 
personal  interests  that  wmihl  be  iif- 
fecteil  thereby  raise  an  objection.  The 
latest  instance  «>f  this  fact  is  the  roar 
that  has  iiii.'»en  from  certain  i)et>ple  at 
Brainerd.  Walker  and  Minneaptdls  over 
the  Very  wise  and  sensible  proposition 
i>f  removing  the  I^nnh  L.ake  Indian 
agency  from  its  present  location  near 
Walker  to  a  more  central  part  »)f  the 
re.servation.  preferably  Hena.  whicii 
has  peculiar  advantages  over  any  other 
point  mentWined  because  It  Is  on  a  line 
of  railroad  crossing  the  reservati«>n 
from  east  to  west  and  Is  also  on  a  fine 
wagon  road  running  north  and  south 
and  is  coiintH-ted  by  telei>hone 
with  the  WinnilH-goshish  dam.  while  it 
is  but  a  short  distance  from  the  waters 
of  Leech  lake. 

The  opposition  to  the  change  of  k>ca- 
tion  comes  from  people  who  are  Inter- 
ested in  the  towns  of  Walker  and  P.e- 
mldji  and  the  Brainerd  &  Northern 
railroad  and  is  a  purely  selfish  opposi- 
tion. There  are  very  few  Indians  liv- 
ing on  the  southern  portion  of  the  reser- 
vation where  the  agency  is  now  located, 
and  the  result  is  that  the  Indian  agent 
sees  but  few  of  the  Indians.  except 
when  they  come  after  the  annuity  pay- 
ments. If  located  at  Bena,  he  would 
be  close  to  nearly  all  the  tribes,  and 
could  quickly  reach  any  pai^  of  the 
reservation  where  his  presence  was 
needed.  There  can  be  no  doubt  that 
the  effect  of  his  presence  at  such  a  cen- 
tral location  where  the  Indians  could 
easily  find  him  and  present  any  fancied 
grievances  would  do  much  to  prevent 
acts  of  violence  and  serious  uprisings. 

It  has  been  asserted  by  those  opposed 
to  it  that  the  plan  of  removing  the 
agency  to  Bena  is  proposed  by  persons 
interested  in  the  townsite.but  the  fact  is 
that  Bena  is  located  on  the  Indian  res- 
ervation and  there  is  no  townsite  in 
which  any  person  can  have  a  financial 
interest.  The  removal  of  the  agency  to 
Bena  Is  advocated  solely  because  It 
would  be  In  the  interest  of  the  Indians 
and  of  the  government. 


The  only  difference  between  Senator 
I.,odge  and  the  anti-expansionists  Is  that 
the  latter  wants  a  declaration  of  policy 
immediately  disavowing  any  Intention  to 
forcibly  govern  the  Philippines  against 
the  will  of  the  people,  while  the  former 
wants  the  treaty  ratified  flrst  and  then  to 
decide  afterward  what  shall  be  the  policy 
of  the  nation  toward  tue  new  territory. 
But  what  objection  Mr.  Lodge  can  have 
to  a  declaration  of  policy  now  can  only  be 
explained  by  the  supposition  that  he  is 
in  reality  an  imperialist  and  Is  simply 
singing  a  smooth  and  oily  song  at  present 
In  order  to  lull  the  people  into  a  state  of 
fancied  security  until  the  treaty  is  rati- 
fied and  the  policy  of  expansion  and  an 
increased  military  establishment  are 
firmly  fastened  upon  the  country.  His 
reference  to  the  fairness  and  intelligence 
of  the  American  people  Is  all  right,  but 
the  people  should  be  given  free  and  fair 
expression  of  individual  opinion  before 
the  question  is  settled. 

A  prize  of  $1000  offered  by  a  New  York 
newspaper  at  the  beginning  of  1S9S  for  the 
most  correct  prophecies  of  what  would 
happen  during  the  ensuing  year  was 
taken  by  a  man  who  said  there  would  be 
a  successful  war  with  Spain,  a  Republi- 
can governor  elected  in  New  York  and  a 
bill  passed  to  annex  Hawaii.  But  he  also 
predicted  the  abdication  of  Queen  Vic- 
toria, the  death  of  the  pope  and  a  war 
between  Russia  and  Japan,  so  that  his 
prophecy  was  not  very  accurate.  He  cer- 
tainly earned  the  prize  very  easily. 

The  Mlnneai>olls  Journal  says:  "Our 
militia  resources  make  the  nation  a  slum- 
bering giant  In  peaceful  tlme.s,  and  the 
strength  of  the  giant  Is  in  the  militia, 
which  should  be  made  as  effective  as  lib- 
eral appropriations  can  make  It.  Awake 
this  giant  to  show  his  strength  and  there 
is  not  a  European  power  which  would 
not  hesitate  to  measure  strength  with 
him."  And  as  long  as  we  have  such  a 
valuable  militia  there  is  no  reason  for 
creating  a  large  standing  army. 

The  railroads  centering  at  Detroit  are 
making  anf>ther  effort  to  induce  con- 
gress to  grant  authority  for  constructing 
a  bridge  over  the  Detroit  river.  The 
authority  should  not  l>e  granted,  because 
it  would  create  a  serious  obstacle  to  navi- 
gation In  the  river  and  endanger  a  VJist 
amount  of  vessel  property.  Let  the  rail- 
roads put  a  tunnel  under  the  river  us  the 
Orand  Trunk  did  at  Port  Huron. 


A  Michigan  attorney  who  was  locked 
up  In  Jail  for  alleged  contempt  of  court 
has  commenced  suit  against  the  impris- 
oning judge  for  false  Imprisonment  and 
malicious  prosecution.  The  outcome  of 
this  action  will  be  awaited  with  Interest, 
because  It  will  depend  up<m  the  verdict 
of  a  jury  and  Imprisonment  for  contempt 
of  court  Is  not  popular. 


Secretary  Alger  may  hi-  lnten<llnK  to 
resign  from  the  war  department,  but  It 
Is  hardly  prfdwible  that  President  McKln- 
ley  will  select  Mr.  Merrlam  as  his  suc- 
cessor because-  he  knows  as  little  as  Al- 
ger did  or  does  about  conducting  a  war 


department  In  time  of  war.    The  war  sec- 
retary  should  be  a  milllary  man. 

Secretary  Algi-r  might  have  rtlitvfd 
hlniseir  of  thf  necessity  of  working  ovi-r- 
tlme  by  letting  th.-  i>«i.ple  ot  I'uba,  Portt> 
Ulco  and  th<-  Philippines  tllspose  of  their 
own  pro|H>rty  In  the  way  of  franchises 
and  concessions.  But  such  a  |Mili<'y  never 
oceiu's  to  your  true  imperialist.

FIBER  PUNT  FAILS. 


The  Hickory  Broom    Fiber   Company 
Goes  to  the  Wall. 

New  York.  Jan.  24.— A  petition  in  in- 
voluntary bankruptcy  has  been  filed 
against  the  Hickory  Brovm  Fiber  com- 
pany. The  company  was  incorporated 
In  November.  I.sy4.  and  had  a  factory 
at  Huntsville.  ,Ma.  H.  M.  Liver  was 
president  and  J.  I).  Miles  treasur^'r.  The 
company  was  engaged  in  extensive 
manufacture  of  broom.s.  woodware  and 
wood  fiber  materials.  It  was  organized 
for  the  purpose  of  supplying  large  cities 
with  street  cleaning  apparatus  made 
from  hickory  wood  and  fiber,  and  the 
ci>mpany's  trouble  was  caused  by  var- 
ious state  pri.sons  engaging  in  the  man- 
ufacture of  the  same  kind  of  goods 
and  putting  them  on  the  market  under 
the  convict  labor  system  at  prices  much 
lower  than  the  goods  could  be  manu- 
factured by  outside  ctmcerns.  The 
liabilities  are  large.  The  assets  consi>t 
of  patents  and  machinery  for  manufac- 
turing purposes,  but  no  definite  value  of 
the  assets  can  be  given  at  present.

Postofflce  Inspectors  John  C.  F.  Gor- 
don, of  St.  Paul,  and  George  W.  Hol- 
loway^  of  Chicago,  testified  that  on 
Jan.  17.  when  they  took  possesion  of  the 
L'»er  Uiver  postofflce  they  found  the 
cash  short  $2764. 

Ev-rton  exhibited  a  receipt  from 
P<.stmaster  K.  L.  Fisher  of  Duluth  for 
the  amount,  the  Duluth  offtce  lieitig  the 
de.-ignaied  depository  of  the  Deer  Iliv-r 
oiljce.  Inspector  Gordon  admitted  that 
the  ie:eipt  was  for  the  money  alleged 
to  have  been  appropriated,  and  paid  to 
Postmaster  Fisher  as  so<»n  as  the  mis- 
appropriation was  charged.  The  de- 
tend£.nt  offered  no  further  evidence, 
and  *vas  held  as  stated. 

Janies  Kverton,  father  of  the  accused, 
and  Chester  W.  Koblnson,  of  Deer 
Uiver,  signed  the  bond. 


The  coum'il  last  evening  approved  a 
bill  amendln.g  the  state  law  to  prohibit 
telenrapli  and  telephone  companies 
from  the  u.se  of  streets  in.  or  doing 
business  within  the  limits  of,  munici- 
palities without  a  franchise  th  -refrom. 
The  state  law  sought  tt>  be  amended  is 
.similar  to  the  act  of  congress  of  1866, 
giving  such  companies  the  rlght-t>f-way 
on  post  roads. 

The  bill  was  presented  by  Alderman 
Krumsleg,  who  submitted  with  it  a 
resolutlim,  which  was  pa.s.sed.  express- 
ing the  desire  of  the  council  that  the 
bill  be  Introdu.^ed  at  the  preesnt  ses- 
sion of  the  legislature.  The  resolution 
directs  the  city  clerk  to  notify  the  other 
eities  in  the  state  with  the  view  of  ob- 
taining  their  c»»-of>eration. 

The  council  tableil  a  resolution  pro- 
viding for  a  committee  to  confer  witii 
th«  officials  of  the  Duluth  Water  and 
Light  company  on  the  question  of  the 
sale  of  the  West  Duluth  water  plant  to 
the  city,  and  res(»lutlons  approving  a 
bill  empowering  municipalities  to  fur- 
nish water  and  li.ijht  to  other  mu- 
nicipalities within  or  without  the  state, 
atul  the  bill.  already  pre|)ared  an<l 
plared  iti  the  hands  of  the  legislative 
delegation,  empowering  cities  of  over 
oO.tKut  population  to  own  and  operate 
telephone  plants,  and  to  issue  bonds  for 
the  (.onstruction  or  purchase  thereof. 

The  opposition  to  the  resolution  look- 
ing to  o|>enlng  negotiations  for  the 
purchase  of  the  West  Duluth  water 
plant,  and  that  approving  the  1)111  au- 
thorizing lities  to  buy  or  l)uild  tele- 
phone plants,  was  ba.sed  mainly  on  tl>e 
fact  that  the  door  would  be  opened  for 
the  i.«4suan<e  of  more  bonds.  The  act 
empowering  municipalities  to  furnish 
water  and  li.ght  to  other  municipalitits 
was  tabled  in  suspicion,  as  it  were. 

Alderman  Jefferson  offered  an  amend- 
ment to  the  resolution  providing  for  a 
committee  to  negotiate  for  the  West 
Duluth  water  plant,  the  amendment 
providing  that  the  city  notify  the  com- 
pany that  it  is  willing  to  negotiate  for 
the  plant.  He  said  that  he  did  not  want 
any  more  "outside  deals'  such  as  the 
"Chicago  deal."  Let  the  company  sub- 
mit Its  terms  and  then  it  would  lie  time 
enough  to  appoint  a  committee. 

Alderman  Cochrane  wanted  ro  know 
what  was  to  be  ajompllshed  by  buying 
the  plant;  It  would  saddle  on  the  city 
the  maintenance  of  a  system  that  is 
none  too  good,  and  it  means  an  addi- 
tion to  the  bonded  Indebtedness.  The 
rates  would  be  no  better,  the  .ompanv 
had  alwajs  given  go.xl  Bervlce,  and  it 
could  not  help  giving  good  water.  Ii 
would  be  better  to  spend  money  for  a 
middle  system,  which,  perhaps,  people 
on  the  hill  were  really  suffering  for. 

Alderman  Sang  averred  that  it  would 
be  an  Injustice  to  the  people  on  the 
hill  to  buy  the  plant  and  neglect  them. 
Alderman  Jefferson  told  the  council 
that  one  of  the  strongest  lobbies  that 
had  ever  existed  at  the  head  of  the 
lakes  had  been  formed  to  crowd  the 
oity  into  a  contract  to  furnish  water  to 
Superior,  and  the  purchase  of  ilit?  West 
Duluth  |)iant  was  part  of  tile  scheme. 
1  he  lol)by  wanted  to  get  the  plant  out 
of  the  way  to  leave  its  hands  free. 

The  motion  to  table  carried  by  a  vole 
of  11  to  3. 

The  act  empowering  municipalities  to 
furnish  water  and  light  to  other  mu- 
nicipalities, and  the  resolution  approv- 
ing it.  were  introduced  by  Alderman 
Kiumsieg,  who  stated  that  he  did  .-so 
i)y  request,  and  that  he  did  not  know 
as  he  would  favor  the  mea.sure.  Al.ler- 
man  Crowley  remarked  that  he  object- 
ed to  furnishin.g  outsiders  any  of  the 
advantages  f.;r  which  Duluth  had  pabl. 
The  matter  was  tabled  on  motion  of 
Alderman  Jefferson. 

The  act  giving  cities  the  power  to  buv 
or  build  and  operate  telephone  plant.s. 
and  the  resolution  apr>rovlng  it,  were 
also  introduced  by  Alderman  Krumsleg, 
and  this  measure  he  warmly  chani- 
pbmed.  It  wruld  give  the  city  an  ad- 
vantage In  dealing  with  telephone  com- 
panies, he  averred,  that  would  enable  it 
to  get  fair  rates. 
Alderman  Cromwell  objected     to     the

provision  thut  a  majority  of~the  votes 
cast  on  the  proposition  to  Is.^ue  bonds 
should  be  sutflcient  to  carry  it.  It 
should  be  nqulred  that  no  less  than 
four-sevenths  of  the  vote  should  lie  in 
favor  of  it.  Thus  only  could  it  be  in- 
sured that  an  expression  from  the  tax- 
payers would   be  obtained. 

Alderman  Cochrane  raised  the  ob- 
jection that  it  meant  more  bonds.  He 
hoped  that  the  city  would  get  the  right 
to  buy  or  build  its  own  plant,  provided 
that  it  l»e  conditionetl  that  the  city 
have  the  money  at  hand  to  pav  for  it. 
The  majority  of  the  legislative" delega- 
tion would  oppose  the  bill.  He  hoped 
and  thought  ihat  legislatl»m  would  be 
procured  that  would  force  the  present 
company  to  bid  and  pat  for  the  fran- 
chtt?e  if  it  wanted  to  continue  to  do 
busines.s.  but  no  more  bonds. 

Alderman  Krumsleg  replied  that  the 
present  indebtedness  was  not  Incurred 
In  acquiring  public  facilities,  except  In 
the  case  of  the  gas  and  water  plant.  He 
a.sserted  that  Senator  Daughcriy  was 
the  only  one  of  the  delegation  that  was 
opposed  to  the  bill,  to  which  Alderman 
Cochrane  replied  that  two  of  the  mem- 
bers had  stated  that  they  were. 

Alderman  Simpson  wanted  to  know  of 
Alderman  Cochrane  how  the  city  was 
to  get  money  unless  by  bonding  or  tax- 
ing. The  latter  replied  that  the  latter 
plan  was  just  his  idea— if  that  were  fol- 
lowed there  would  be  less  spent.  The 
matter  was  tabled  on  motion  of  Alder- 
man Cochrane. 

A  resolution  was  passed  for  the  ap- 
pointment of  a  committee  of  three,  of 
which  the  city  engineer  is  to  be  ofve',  to 
ascertain  the  cost  of  constructing  a 
telephone  plant  by  the  city  and  to  re- 
l>ort  at  the  earliest  possible  date.

Superior  Takes  Step  to  Prevent  Their 
Employment  Over  There. 

West  Superior  is  making  an  en- 
deavor to  see  that  none  but  Supcnoi 
laboringmen  are  employed  on  any 
work  within  Its  borders,  and  a  com- 
mittee appointed  for  the  purpose  is  oven 
going  to  the  length  of  endeavoring  to 
have  outsiders  employed  on  some  work 
there  discharge.l  to  give  place  to  local 
men.  The  joint  committee  on  labor  is 
composed  of  members  of  the  council, 
the  Commercial  club  and  the  Trades 
and  Labor  assembly.  At  a  recent  meet- 
ing a  committee  appointed  to  see  coal 
dock  men  and  other  employers  found  a 
few  outsiders  working,  and  It  believed 
that  it  would  be  an  easy  matter  to  put 
Superior  men  In  their  places.  It  was 
decided  to  interview  the  members  of 
the  firm  of  Barnett  &  Record  to  see  thev 
employ  none  but  Superior  men  on  the 
new  dry  dock.  .\n  ordinance  was  pre- 
sented to  the  committee  providing  for  a 
city  labor  commission  to  carry  out 
these  plans.  The  commission  Is  to  be 
composed  of  one  man  each  from  the 
council,  the  Commercial  club  and  the 
Trades  assemblj .  with  a  fourth  chosen 
by  these  th  roe.  Lhi  borers  out  of  work  are 
to  be  registered  and  employers  want- 
ing men  could  get  them  through  the 
commission.

Medicraft,  representative  In  the  lower 
house  of  the  state  legislature  from  Ro- 
seau county.  Is  authoritv  for  the  .state- 
metit  that  engineers  have  been  working 
for  several  months  In  the  eastern  part  of 
Koseau  county,  this  state,  selecting  a 
route  for  the  extension  of  the  road  to 
Winnipeg.  A  large  party  of  them  have 
been  engaged  on  the  work,  and  they  will 
have  It  linished  up  so  that  in  the  spring 
construction  can  be  pushed  so  as  to  open 
communication  with  Winnipeg  in  the 
fall  or  before.  The  roaa  will  lake  in  the 
northern  part  of  the  counties  along  the 
Canadian  border,  going  as  far  west  as 
Ro.seau  county,  before  it  takes  a  shoot  up 
into  Canada. 

Hy  doing  this  the  road  will  make  busi- 
ness  for  Itself  by  opening  up  a  lot  of  new 
countr.v,  some  of  It  very  valuable  and  rich 
m  timber  and  mineral  resources.  l*he 
people  of  Roseau  county  are  delighted  at 
the  prospect,  as  there  is  now  no  railroad 
within  seventy-five  miles  of  the  county 
seat  at  Roseau.  The  new  line  is  i>ro- 
Jected  to  pass  about  fourteen  miles  tast 
ot  the  town  of  Roseau.  The  eastern  por- 
tion of  the  county,  which  is  rich  in  timber 
and  minerals,  will  be  opened  up  bv  the 
road  for  the  first  time.  There  are*  also 
many  acres  of  valuable  farming  land 
which  the  road  will  open  to  settlement, 
thus  ftjrther  extending  the  empire  of 
which  Duluth  Is  the  capital  and  deiwt  of 
supplies. 

The  road  Is  also  exiiected,  besides  open- 
ing eommunications  with  the  Seine  ri\er 
gold  countr.v,  to  exert  considerable  inllu- 
ence  on  the  l^ake  of  the  Woods  lishing 
Industry.  The  industry  is  iiicrea.-:ing  every 
.vear.  In  spite  of  the  poor  shipping  facili- 
ties offered  the  tishermen.  especiallv  i>n 
the  American  shores  of  the  lake.  The"  new 
road  will  give  them  an  outlet  and  enab;e 
them  to  reach  a  market  on  equal  terms 
with  any  other  lishing  district 

While  Duluth  figures  in  the  title  of  the 
road,  the  line  will  not  touch  here  except 
through  possible  cciunections  with  one  of 
the  numerous  roads  in  this  countv.  Jf  the 
country  opene<l  up  l.y  the  new  road 
equals  anticipations  it  mav  prove  an  ex- 
cellent connection  for  some  of  the  St 
Louis  county  roads,  as  it  will  bring  most 
of  the  stuff  handled  by  the  road  through 
Duluth  to  Its  market.  Winnipeg  will  get 
some  of  it.  but  Duluth.  if  communica- 
tion is  opened,  must  inevltablv  be  the 
outlet  for  the  riehes  of  the  border  ct>un- 
lles.

TO  DEVELOP  OUR  RESOURCES. 

Necessity   of  Aiding   Development  of 
Mineral  Resources. 

To  the  Editor  Of  The  Herald: 

Ther-e  Is  a  persistent  movement  existing 
in  this  city  to.  influence  the  legislature  at 
this  se-sslon,  to  grant  a  bounty  on  the 
manufacture  of  pig  iron.  In  this  day  of 
"enlightened  selHshnes.s  '  it  is  folly  to  an- 
tagonize an  overpowering  sentiment, 
hence  1  will  "follow  suit."  with  the  hope 
thereby  of  accomplishing  the  mo.st  good. 
I  am  constrained  to  .sav.  however,  tliai 
with  the  hard  struggle  on  for  an  appro- 
priation for  the  state  normal  school,  and 
other  important  matters  which  must  be 
dispo.sed  of  at  this  session,  the  legislature 
will  have  enough  to  do  for  us,  and  the 
members  from  this  localitv  may  be  un- 
necessarll.v  handicapped  bv  these  pig-iron 
bounty  advocates,  but  there  is  such  a 
thing  as  "aiming  at  the  moon  and  hitting 
one  of  the  stars.  "  and  possibly  did  we  not 
ask  for  so  much  we  might  not  get  any- 
thing. 

I    learn    from    The    Herald    of   Saturdav 
that  Senator  Baldwin  is  seriously  consid- 
ering the  question  of  granting  a  bountv  on 
the  manufacture  of  pig  iron.     It  seems  to 
me  that  legislation   which  will   encourage 
the  development  f)f  the  natural  resources 
and    advantages    is    paramount    to    cverv- 
thing   else.     The   early   days   of   the    Iron 
development    in    St.     r.>ouIs    countv    were 
fraught  with  great  suffering  and  (ii.scour- 
agements  to  the  pioneer.s.  and  there  is  not 
one   of  the   hardy,    self-sacrificing   men   of 
those  days,    who  contributed   so   much    to 
the  present   great  wealth  of  this  section, 
who  is  not  struggling  with  poverty  todav. 
This  is  not  right  and   more  attention  and 
encouragement    should     be    given    to    the 
i-arl.v   human  effort.       If  our   present    de- 
veloped iron  ore  bodies  are  likely,  as  their 
owners  .sa.v.   to  be  exhausted   ill   the  near 
riilure.    then    it    i.s    best    to    first    consider 
some  means  to  encourage  the  further  de- 
velopment tif  the  natural  resources  in  iron 
ore.     It  is  true  tJiat   the  dollars  of  more 
recent  times  are  entitled   to  careful   con- 
sideration, and  we  .should  foster  the  great 
interests    which    have    been    built    on    the 
result  of  the  hardships  and   privations  of 
the  hardy  prospectors  of  earlv  davs  in  the 
iron   industry,    but    along   with    the   efforts 
to  benefit  the  investment  of  the  "aimightv 
dollar."    i    urge   that    something   be   done 
for   the    encouragement    of   human    effort 
which  alwa.vs  precedes  the  investment  of 
money. 

Cook  and  Lake  counties  have  sought  in 
vain  for  .vears  to  have  the  legisTaiure 
grant  them  an  appronriation  for  roads, 
to  open  and  develop  the  great  resources 
within  their  borders.  The  most  of  us  are 
aware  that  Minnesota  is  not  mining  any 
of  the  f(dlowing  minerals:  Copper.  ni;-kei. 
silver,  gold.  coal,  asbestos  and  nian.v 
other  Important  minerals  known  to  ex- 
ist here.  I  submit  that  the  encouragement 
of  the  develo|)ment  of  these  natural  rc- 
.sources  shouKI  at  least  receive  equal  con- 
.sideratlon  (if  not  morel  at  this  time,  with 
the  (|uestion  of  bounties  to  manufacturers 
of  pig  iron.  Our  attention  is  being  con- 
stantly directed  to  the  .south  shore  of 
I>ake  Superior  by  the  wonderful  develop- 
ments and  activity  in  copper.  It  is  a  fact 
thai  owing  .solely  to  the  copper  industrv 
such  a  thing  as  hard  times  have  not  been 
known  on  the  peninsula  of  Michigan.  We 
can  not  conceive  what  such  a  condition 
might  have  done  for  Duluth  and  the  north 
shore.  The  north  shore  possesses  copjter 
prospects  fully  as  important  ;ind  as  prom- 
ising as  were  on  the  south  shore  previous 
to  development.  Many  important  locu- 
tions where  cojipcr  exists  arc  known  bv 
men  who  have  not  the  means  to  develop 
them,  and  we  have  the  spectacle  now  be- 
fore lis  of  a  St.  Paul  compan.v  strugglin,? 
unaided  for  years  to  develop  its  nickel 
properties  In  Cook  county.  Notwithstand- 
ing, both  of  these  Important  minerals  are 
believed  by  experlen<ed  men  to  be  on  the 
north  shore  in  paying  quantities,  vet 
nothing  has  been  done  by  the  state  to  en- 
courage their  development.  Since  the  leg- 
isl.iture  is  being  urged  to  consider  the 
question  of  granling  a  bounty  to  pig  iron 
manufacturer.s.  why  not  at  the  same  time 
consider  the  wisdom  of  doing  something 
for  the  develojiment  of  our  mineral  re- 
sources? 

The  encouragement  of  manufacturing 
industries  is  really  a  secondary  considera- 
tion while  our  vast  mineral  resources  are 
in  an  almost  primitive  condition,  but 
since  some  action  along  tliese  lines  is  to 
be  taken,  the  whole  field  should  be  con- 
sidered, and  let  us  have  the  aid  needed  all 
along  the  line  rather  than  to  discilnilnate 
In   favor  of  a  special  interest.

THE  TRIAL  OF  STACY. 

An   Effort  to  Dismiss  the  Case   Was 
Unsuccessful. 

The  burglary  .  ase  against  (George  F. 
Stacy  was  still  on  trial  in  Judge  Cant's 
rotmi  in  district  court  this  morning  .and 
the  state  rested  its  case  shortly  before 
noon.  At  that  point  the  defendant's 
attorney  moved  to  dismiss  the  case  on 
the  ground  that  no  evidence  had  been 
introduced  tending  to  show  burglary 
on  the  part  of  the  defendant.  The  only 
thing  that  could  be  said  for  the  testi- 
mony, it  was  alleged,  was  that  it 
showed  Stacy  to  be  accessory  before 
the  fact.  The  Indictment  charged  him 
with  actual  commission  of  the  crime, 
yet  the  evidence  tended  to  make  him 
out  merely  an  accessory.  The  motion 
was  denied  after  arguiment.  and  this 
afternoon  the  defendant's  case  began. 
The  siate  showed  through  John  Polom. 
who  was  indicted  with  Stacy  for  lar- 
ceny and  burglary,  ana  who  pleaded 
guilty  to  grand  larceny  in  the  second 
degree,  a  lesser  offense  than  the  one  for 
which  he  was  indicted,  that  Stacy  ac- 
companied him  to  the  farm  of  Ole  Nel- 
son In  Hermantown  and  helped  him  get 
the  cow  away,  and  that  he  shared  the 
proceeds  of  the  sale  of  the  cow. 

On  cross-examination  the  defense  at- 
tempted to  get  Polom  to  admit  that  he 
testified  against  .Stacy  in  consideration 
of  a  permission  to  plead  guilty  to  the 
lesser  offense  and  the  quashing  of  the 
burglary  indictment,  but  Polom  said 
that  the  <mly  reason  he  pleaded  guilty 
was  because  he  could  not  swear  to  a 
lie.  If  he  was  tried  he  would  have  to 
-swear  that  he  was  not  the  man  that 
stole  the  row,  and  he  could  not  do  that 
because  he  was  the  man. 

The  theory  of  the  defense  is  that 
Stacy  was  home  all  of  the  night  the  cow 
was  stolen,  and  his  own  testimony  and 
that  of  his  wife  are  to  be  introduced  to 
prove  this.  The  case  will  not  go  to  the 
Jury  before   tomorrow.

Effort  Is  Made  to  Class  Tele- 
phone   Companies    as 
Common  Carriers. 


From  a  Staff  Kepresentattve. 

St.  Paul.  Jan.  23.— (Special  to  The 
Herald.) — The  senate  session  today 
was  brief.  It  was  announced  that  Sen- 
ator Young's  father  was  dead,  and  a 
resolution  of  condolence  was  passed. 

Interest  was  added  to  the  session  by 
a  visit  from  a  crowd  of  Indian  chiefs 
from  Leech  Lake.  Pembina,  Red  Lake, 
Mille  La^s  and  other  re.servations,  who 
leave  this  evening  for  Washington, 
where  they  will  present  to  the  interl.ir 
department  a  petition  to  allow  further 
cutting  of  dead  and  down  timber.  The 
party  is  under  the  chaperonage  of 
C'apt.  Charles  Keuulleu. 

Senator  Benedict  introduced  a  bill 
declaring  telephone  companies  comnim 
«airiers,  rt-riuirlng  them  to  serve  the 
public  without  discrimination,  and  to 
transmit  without  discrimination  mes- 
sages from  other  companies  at  the  rale 
charged  individuals.  The  bill  provides 
that  exchanges  must  furnish  connec- 
tion for  any  telephone  i^ompany  desir- 
ing them,  upon  the  latter  furnishing  a 
written  agreement  to  pay  the  cus- 
tomary tolls  charged  subscribers.  The 
object  Is  to  establish  a  complete  system 
over  the  state,  and  the  companies  are 
placed  under  the  Jurisdiction  of  the 
railroad  and  warehouse  commission 
and  the  law  of  1887  relating  to  common 
carriers. 

S.  F.  119,  introduced  by  Senator 
Homerville,  amends  the  law  of  1897  pro- 
\idlng  for^nancial  aid  to  rural  schools, 
ind  provides  that  applications  for  aid 
must  be  made  through  county  superin- 
tendents to  the  state  superintendent. 

Senator  Hortnn  introdu.ed  a  hll! 
.imendlng  the  new  capltol  act  by  strik- 
ing out  of  section  7  the  words  "not  ex- 
ceeding ten  years."  This  will  allow 
the  annual  levy  f«f  2-lOths  of  a  mill  tax 
to  continue  until  the  $2,000,(H»0  required 
for  the  completion  of  the  building  is 
raised.  The  amendment  expressly 
(  ontalns  the  provision  that  the  original

Washington,  Jan.  25.— The  Sv^-nate 
committee  on  foreign  relations  today 
discussed  the  situation  of  thr;  peace 
tieaty  In  an  informal  way,  giving  spe- 
cial attention  to  the  proposition  that  a 
vote  should  be  taken  immediately. 
There  was  apparently  a  division  jf 
opinion  as  to  whether  the  opposing 
senators  were  really  as  anxious  for  a 
vote  as  they  profeihsed  to  be,  but  the 
declaration  was  made  by  the  I'riends  of 
the  treaty  that  they  were  not  opposed 
to  an  early  vote  and,  while  no  formal 
liistruction  was  given,  the  opinion  was 
generally  expressed  that  an  early  vote 
should  be  sought. 

The  opinion  of  the  treaty  supporters 
on  the  committee  was,  however, 
unanimous  that  the  committee  should 
hold  the  matter  of  fixing  the  date  in  its 
own  hands.  Chairman  Davis  was  in- 
structed to  press  consideration,  and  to 
allow  no  time  to  be  lost.

Jan.  25.— (Special  to  The 
Herald.)— State  Auditor  Dunn  sent  a 
long  communication  to  the  house  to- 
day in  answer  to  the  Lynds"  resolution 
asking  for  information  as  to  attempts 
to  sell  the  lands  affected  by  the  Peter- 
son bill,  reducing  the  interest  and  ex- 
tending payment  of  the  principal  on 
public  school  lands,  and  covering  other 
points. 

The  house  Judiciary  committee  re- 
ported on  thirt-'en  bills,  favoring  and 
amending  ten.  killing  two  and  r.>ferrlng 
another.

the  railroad  lommission. 

The  Fosnes'  divorce  amendment  was 
recommended  for  indefinite  postpone- 
ment, and  a  minority  reported  in  favor 
of  the  bill.  Fosnes  explained  that  the 
.inly  change  proposed  was  to  restore 
the  three  years*  <lesertlon  provision, 
whir  h  had  l»een  made  iine  year  in  1895. 
It  was  placed  on  general  orders. 

Wheaton's  bill  protecting  all  citizens 
in  their  ilvll  rights  was  reommended 
by  the  general  legislation  committee 
for  passage.  It  aims  to  allow  colored 
men  the  right  to  buy  drinks  in  all 
saloons. 

The  house  then  took  up  the  special 
order,  thr-  Peterson  bill  to  reduce  the 
interest  and  extend  time  of  payments 
on  public  school  lands.

Washington,  Jan.  25.— The  board  of 
aimy  oflFlcers  designated  by  the  secre- 
tary of  war  to  sit  as  a  court-martial  in 
the  case  of  Brig.  Gen.  Charles  P.  Eagan 
met  In  the  Ebbitt  house  at  10  o'clock 
this  morning,  and  almost  Immediately 
proceeded  to  the  business  in  hand.  Col. 
Davis  called  the  roll  of  the  court,  all 
of  the  members  responding  to  their 
natties.  As  he  concluded  Gen.  Eagan 
appeared  with  his  counsel,  A.  S.  Worth- 
ington.  formerly  United  States  district 
attorney  for  the  District  of  Columbia, 
and  took  seats  near  the  judge  advocate, 

at  the  foot  of  the  table.  Gen.  Eagan 
also  wore  the  dress  uniform  of  his  rank. 
Almost  immediately  Col.  Davis  arose 
and  introduced  Gen. Eagan  and  his  coun- 
.sel,  and  then  proceeded  to  read  the  or- 
der convening  the  court.  The  judge 
advocate,  when  this  was  concluded, 
turned  to  Gen.  Eagan  and  inquired 
whether  he  objected  to  any  of  the  mem- 
bers of  the  court  as  designated  by  the 
order. 
Gen.  Eagan  replied:  "I  do  not." 
Th^  members  of  the  court  then  arose 
and  took  the  usual  oath,  which  was  ad- 
ministered by  Col.  Davis.  The  charges 
and  specifications  were  then  read. 

During  these  preliminary  proceedings 
Gen.  Eagan  exhibited  no  signs  of  ner- 
vousness, but  the  expression  of  his  face 
and  his  manner  clearly  indicated  that 
he  realized  that  the  trial  involved  con- 
sequences to  him  of  the  gravest  char- 
acter. While  he  stood  listening  to  the 
charges  and  specifications  his  face 
seemed  somewhat  paler  than  usual.  At 
the  conclusion  of  the  reading,  on  bein.^ 
requested  to  plead  to  the  specifications 
of  the  first  charge,  he  said  "not  guilty." 
not  denying,  however,  that  the  specifi-

Judge  Worthington  responded  briefly 
and  explained  why  the  qualifying  words 
had  been  used  upon  his  recommend- 
ation. The  specifications  did  the  ac- 
cused a  great  injustice  in  that  it  select- 
ed particular  expressions  without  giv- 
ing the  context  and  in  one  or  more  in- 
stances the  specifications  quoted  be- 
ginning in  the  middle  of  a  sentence. 
Continuing  Mr.  Worthington  said  that 
he  desired  to  state  briefly  to  the  court 
the  substance  of  Gen.  Elagan's  defense. 
Whatever,  said  he.  the  court  may  think 
of  the  propriety  of  the  language  used 
by  Gen.  Eagan  before  the  war  investi- 
gating commission,  there  was  no  doubt 
in  his  (Worthington's)  mind  that  he 
was  fully  protected  In  using  that  lan- 
guage by  the  laws  of  the  land.  In  no 
court,  civil  or  military,  he  said,  could 
the  accused  be  held  accountable  for 
his  language  even  if  it  could  be  shown 
that  the  speaker  was  actuated  by  mal- 
ice. In  addition  to  this  the  president 
of  the  United  States  had  instructed  the 
war  investigating  committee  to  an- 
nounce publicly  that  witnesses  before 
that  tribunal  would  be  given  iminunlty 
for  whatever  they  might  testify  to.  This 
was  a  solemn  promise  given  l>y  the 
president  of  the  United  States  and 
«<»unsel  had  no  doubt  that  the  court 
would  find  that  Gen.  Eagan  could  not 
under  these  circumstances  be  held  to 
answer  to  a  military  uotjrt-martial  for 
his  language. 

Gen.  Miles,  he  said,  had  appeared  be- 
fore the  commission  about  three  weeks 
before  Gen.  Eagan  had  made  his  state- 
ment, and  on  that  occasion  had  made 
serious  charges  against  many  of  his 
subordinates  and  particularly  against 
him  and  the  commissary  department  of 
the  army;  he  had  charged  Gen.  Eagan 
with  being  incompetent  and  neglectful 
of  his  duties  and  had  inferentially 
charged  him  (Gen.  Eagan)  with  Issuing 
poisoned  meat  to  the  .soldiers  of  the 
army  and  had  averred  that  many  had 
died  in  consequence.  He  had  also  im- 
plied that  Gen.  Eagan  was  acting  cor- 
ruptly in  the  matter. 

Immediately  upon  reading  the  testi- 
mony given  by  Gen.  Miles.  Gen.  Elagan 
went  to  the  secretary  of  war  and  asked 
leave  to  bring  charges  against  him.  Gen. 
Alger  had  replied  that,  under  the  presi- 
dent's order  of  immunity.  Gen.  Miles 
could  not  be  held  responsible  for  his 
language  before  the  commission.  The 
newspapers  then  took  it  up  and  goa<led 
Gen.  Eagan  almost  to  desperation.  He 
bad  come  to  believe  that  the  press  and 
the  country  at  large  had  accepted  the 
accusations  made  by  Gen.  Miles  as  true 
and  the  condition  <d'  his  mind.  In  conse- 
quence, grew  worse  and  wor.se  until  he 
was  in  a  slate  bordering  on  distr.ie- 
lion.  The  language  which  (Jen.  Eagan 
used  under  these  ciifumstances  was  the 
natural  outburst  of  an  honest  man  suf- 
fering under  an  unjust  accusation. 

in  closing  Judge  Worthington  said

NEW  CANAL  ROUTE. 


J.    Francis    Le    Baron    Has 

a  Word    to  Say  In 

Explanation. 

Cleveland,  Jan.  25. — J.  Francis  L.e 
Baron,  formerly  an  engineer  connected 
with  the  Nicaraguan  canal,  who  a  few 
days  ago  announced  he  had  discovered 
a  route  for  the  canal  which  would  cost 
$22,000,000  less  than  any  proposed.  an<l 
which,  he  claimed,  the  commission  re- 
fused to  consider,  has  written  a  state- 
ment in  which  he  says  in  part: 

"My  attention  has  been  called  to  a 
published  denial  from  a  member  of  the 
Nicaragua  canal  commission  of  my 
assertion  that  I  had  offered  to  go  to 
Washington  and  explain  my  proposed 
route  to  the  commission.  Such  denial, 
coming  from  a  member  of  the  commis- 
sion, is  unaccountable,  and  I  can  oni.v 
explain  it  by  supposing  that  the  mem- 
ber to  whom  I  wrote  failed  to  bring  the 
matter  to  the  attention  of  the  board. 

"When  the  commission  was  first  ai>- 
Dointed  I  wrote  to  Professor  Haupt. 
member  of  the  commission,  and  not  only 
offered  to  go  to  Washington  to  explain 
my  proposed  line,  but  to  go  to  Nicar- 
agua and  point  out  the  line  on  the 
ground. 

"Moreover.  I  have  a  letter  in  reply 
from  the  member  named  asking  me  to 
disclo.se  the  location  of  the  line  by  let- 
ter, to  whi<*h  I  replied  that  I  was  un- 
willing to  do  this,  as  I  looked  on  the 
matter  entirely  from  a  professional 
standpoint,  and  while  I  had  no  route  to 
sell,  and  did  not  ask  or  expect  the  gov- 
ernment to  pay  me  any  commission  or 
large  bonus.  I  considered  it  no  more 
than  fair  that  I  should  be  paid  for  my 
time  as  an  engineer,  and  if  the  commis- 
sion called  me  in  consultation  and  I 
was  able  to  indicate  a  line  straighter 
and  more  feasible  and  that  would  effect 
a  saving  in  the  cost  of  constructing  the 
canal  of  $22,000,000.  or  even  half  of  it.  I 
would  expect  to  receive  a  suitable  fee 
as  a  consulting  engineer."

Jan.  2.^.— Late  information 
from  the  Zuni  Pueblo,  in  Western  Val- 
encia county,  tells  of  a  sad  state  of 
affairs  among  those  Indians.  Smallpox 
is  raging  with  terrible  results,  and 
deaths  are  numerous.  Since  the  dis- 
ease broke  out  217  deaths  have  occurred, 
and  600  Indians  are  sijk.  of  whom  pos- 
sibly about  half  will  recover.

Lxpert  John  Stanton  Thinks 

the  Stories  of  General 

Consolidation  Absurd. 


CONSUMPTION  LARGE 


This  Is  the  Secret   of   the 

Advance   In  Copper 

Prices. 


New  York,  Jan.  25.— According  to  the 
<>fflcial  fiKures  of  ct»pper  production  in 
tho  United  States  last  yoir.  there  was 
an  output  from  the  Montana,  l^ke  Su- 
perior and  Arizona  mining  localities 
which  exceeded  that  of  1897  by  ovt-r 
IS.OOO  ton?.  The  close  of  the  year,  how- 
ever, notwithstanding  th?  larger  pro- 
duction, found  stocks  almost  exhausted 
both  in  this  country  and  Europe. 

John  Stanton,  the  statistician  of  the 
copper  manufacturing  Industries^  in  | 
discussing  the  situation  with  a  repre-  • 
sentatlve  of  the  New  York  Times,  took 
the  view  that  higher  prlc.>s  must  come 
and  that  still  greater  increases  of  pro- 
duction will  be  necessary  to  meet  grow- 
ing demands.      Mr.  Stanton  said 

"While  the  production  of  copper  for 
1S98  shows  considerable  inoreaae 
over  that  of  1S97.  and  is  by  far  the 
largest  production  ever  made  in  this 
country,  the  consumption  has  also  been 
Very  large,  especially  since  the  close  of 
hostilities  with  Spain.  St(Kks  In  ilurope 
as  well  as  in  the  United  States  .at  the 
close  of  the  year  were  unusually  low. 
there  being  practically  none  in  sight. 
As  a  consequence  c».>pper  has  been  mak- 
ing very  rapid  advances  and  it  has  been 
lather  hard  to  keep  track  of  It  for  the 
past  two  weeks  or  so.  I  should  sjiy 
that  16  cents  Is  a  fair  price  for  copper 
today  and  that  represents  the  highest 
rigure  reached  In  many  years.  Con- 
sumption is  so  large  that  it  looks,  too. 
as  if  a  higher  figure  will,  be  obtained. 

"The  iieiuliarity  of  copper's  position 
is  that  during  the  last  few  years  of  de- 
pressUm  the  production  has  constantly 
been  increasing  and  yet  consumption 
has  carried  it  all  off.  European  stocks 
have  been  steadily  declining  until  now 
they  have  reached  the  lowest  point  ever 
known.  The  electrical  industr.v  Is  a 
very  important  factor  in  the  eoppe.- 
business  and  its  need  of  copper  is  grow- 
ing greater.  Wherever  railway  or 
«>ther  construction  is  golisg  on  there  Is 
always  a  large  demand  for  copper  in 
the  form  of  brass  and  a  variety  of  other 
articles.  And  as  the  electrical  busi- 
ness advances  by  leaps  and  bounds  it  is 
no  easy  matter  to  tell  what  quantity  of 
topper  will  in  this  way  be  absorbed. 

"Now  that  a  betterment  in  business 
generally  is  being  felt  a  great  stimulus 
has  been  given  to  the  ojenlng  C'f  new 
mines  and  the  development  of  oopper 
properties.  It  Is  apparent  that  the  ex- 
isting mines  have  not  capacity  to  fur- 
nish the  quantity  that  will  be  netded  In 
the  iuture.  Companies  with  good 
prospects  of  becoming  producers  find 
that  their  shares  are  eagerly  ijought 
after,  and  It  is  the  general  belief  that 
for  some  time  to  come  copper  mining 
will  prove  profitable. 

"A  good  deal  has  been  said  on  the 
subject  of  a  copper  combination.  It  is 
quite  possible  that  a  combination  of 
c-ertain  interests  may  be  effected,  but 
as  to  a  general  combination  or  ono  be- 
tween the  very  largest  producers,  that 
is  simply  absurd.  I  don't  think  there 
is  any  foundation  for  it  at  all.  Some 
groups  of  mines  have  a  tendem  y  to 
consolidation,  being  owned  and  con- 
trolled by  practically  the  same  men, 
but  where  interests  are  very  distinct  it 
would  be  difficult  to  arrive  at  any  basis 
by  which  consolidatl«m  ct-uld  be  carried 
out  equitably.  In  my  judgment  there 
is  no  foundation  for  stories  of  a  general 
copper  trust  or  combination. 

"There  is  no  difRculty  in  selling  cop- 
per at  good  prices.  Everything  that  is 
offered  is  eagerly  taken  up.  Those  who 
have  it  to  sell  must  look  upon  the  out- 
look as  highly  encouni«ing."

San  Francisco,  Jan.  2T>. — Alaskan  mail 
facilities  will  be  greatly  extended  by  a 
contract  made  by  the  government  with 
the  Pacific  Steam  Whaling      company, 

which  provides  for  a  postal  service  to 
the  Aleutian  islands.  A  monthly  mail 
will  leave  Sitka  for  Yakuta.  MItchik. 
Orca.  Valdes,  Zlodovia.  Kodiak,  Kar- 
luk.  Sandpoint,  Unga,  Belkofsky  and 
I'nalas^ka.  In  addition  to  the  ports 
named  the  sersMce  will  be  extended  by 
star  routes  to  inland  towns  In  Alaska 
as  well  as  to  the  entire  Cook's  Inlet 
country. 

The  first  mall  to  these  places  will 
leave  Seattle  on  the  slenmer  Excelsior 
ab^jut  Feb.  15.

KILLED  IN  COLLISION. 


Three  Railroad  Men  Lose  Their  Lives 
In  Illinois. 

Dubuque,  Iowa,  Jan.  25.— By  a  collision 
on  the  Chicago  &  Great  Western  be- 
tween two  freight  trains  at  North 
Hanover.  111.,  three  men  were  killed 
and  a  large  amount  of  railroad  prop- 
erty was  destroyed.  An  extra  east- 
bound  double-header  freight  had  orders 
to  meet  an  extra  freight  at  Hanover. 
The  train  from  Dubuque  remained  on 
the  main  track,  and  the  extra.  Instead 
of  switching,  crashed  Into  the  other 
train.  The  crew  of  the  latter  saved 
themselves  by  jumping,  but  the  other 
crew  remained  aboard  and  were  caught 
in  the  wreck.

BATTLE  IN  BOLIVIA. 
Lima.  Peru.  Jan.  25. — According  to 
advices  received  here  from  the  Desagua- 
dero  district,  or  Inter-Alplne  valley.

Washington.  Jan.  2.'>.— Assistant  Sec- 
retary of  War  Melklejohn  gave  out  to- 
day a  synopsis  of  Gen.  F.  V.  Greene's 
report  concerning  the  duties  recently 
assigned  to  him  in  Cuba. 

Speaking  of  an  Inspection  which  he 
made  of  the  Cuban  troops,  tien.  Greene 
found  them  to  be  of  all  colors,  mulatto 
and  white.  They  were  an  ablebodled 
lot  of  men.  although  smaller  in  stature 
than  Americans.  They  had  been  Inured 
to  hardship  during  the  last  three  years, 
seemed  well  disciplined  and  so  fully 
controlled  by  their  ofilcers  that,  al- 
though their  sufferings  for  lack  of  food 
were  great,  no  cases  of  pillage  had  been 
reported.  Their  equipment  was 
wretched. 

The  otticers  Impressed  Gen.  Greene 
favorably.  For  tht-  most  part  they 
were  intelligent,  educated  men,  well 
mounted  and  well  dressed.  Gen.  Greene 
gives  It  as  his  opinion  that  this  force 
possesses  the  elements  of  a  fine  body 
of  native  troops,  provided  they  are 
properly  organized,  equipped,  and  their 
regimental.  and.  po.sslbly,  battalion 
commanders,  selected  from  American 
otficers. 

It  Is  his  opinion  that  the  organization 
of  these  troops  should  be  begun  at  the 
earliest  jMisslble  moment,  otherwise 
there  is  danger  that  the  force  may  dis- 
integrate and  turn  Into  brigands. 
Under  existing  conditions  of  lack  of 
food  and  clothing  It  will  be  difflcult  t  < 
hold  them  much  longer.  The  chief  of 
one  of  the  cavalry  regiments,  Col.  Del- 
gado,  was  in  his  youth  the  moat  noted- 
brigand  in  Ptnar  del  Rio  province. 

Gen.  Greene  believes  that  thfs  otficer 
and  his  men.  under  proper  discipline, 
would  be  very  efficient  as  a  part  of  a 
lural  constabulary.  The  roaming  life 
they  have  led  for  several  years  has  dis- 
qualified them  for  the  work  of  peaceful 
farmers.  It  would  be  possible  to  gel 
from  10,000  to  15,000  such  men  who  would 
be  suitable  for  military  service.  About 
5000  men  suitable  for  military  service 
could  probably  be  obtained  from  the 
discharged  Spanish  soldiers. 

The  remaining  half  of  the  Cuban 
forces,  about  10,000  to  15,000,  who  are 
not  especially  adapted  to  the  life  oT  a 
siJdler,  and  are  peaceful  laborers  and 
farm  hands,  seemed  anxious  to  return 
to  their  homes,  but  as  their  homes  have 
been  destroyed,  their  families  having 
perished  In  the  reconcentration.  their 
fields  grown  up  with  weeds,  and  as  they 
have  no  money  to  purchase  Implements 
for  farming  purposes,  for  the  time  be- 
ing this  is  impracticable.  It  Is  of  the 
utmost  urgency  to  provide  work  for 
these  men.  In  Gen.  Greene's  opinion 
money  could  be  put  immediately  Into 
the  hands  of  the  starving  laljoring  class 
by  employing  them  In  construction  and 
repair  of  roads,  the  rebuilding  of  hos- 
pitals,  a.sylums  and  public   buildings. 

In  a  few  month.s,  by  pursuing  this 
course,  they  would  be  enabled  to  return 
to  their  homes  and  start  life  over 
again.  Money  thus  disbursed  would 
find  Its  way  through  the  .irdinary 
channels  of  trade.  This  would  revive 
business,  money  would  accumulate  In 
the  banks,  from  whence  It  could  bt 
loaned  to  such  Spaniards  as  could  give 
reascmable  security.  This  would  enable 
them  to  repair  the  damage  done  to  their 
plantations,  and  enable  them  also  to 
purchase  cattle  and  farming  Imple- 
ments, and  to  begin  planting, 
prosecution  of  this  work  and 
prompt  payment  of  wages  will  ; 
gratitude  of  the  Cubans,  and 
same   time  enforce  respect   for

States. 

Nothing  would  more  sharply  indicate 
the  difference  between  the  Spanish  anJ 
American  methods  than  the  prompt 
payment  of  wages  In  good  coin,  the 
faithful  carrying  out  of  the  government 
obligations  and  the  prompt  suppression 
of  anything  tending  to  disorder. 

The  food  sent  by  the  Bratton  was 
distrll)uted  along  the  north  coast,  and 
that  sent  by  the  Comal  was  distributt-ii 
along  the  south  coast.  A  small  portion 
only  was  distributed  to  the  insurgent 
troops,  the  hulk  going  to  the  reconcen- 
trados.

Gen.  Greene  recommends  that 
If  further  supplies  are  sent  they  should 
consist  of  rice,  beans,  coffee,  sugar  and 
canned  meats.  There  are  many  thou- 
sands of  adults  In  the  hospitals  who  ar.; 
unable  at  present  to  do  any  work  and 
who  are  In  a  starving  condition.  Thest 
It  will  be  necessary  to  support  f<>r  some 
months  until  they  either  regain  their 
health  or  die. 

The  most  Important  question  affecting 
the  future  of  Cuba  is  the  care  and  edu- 
catbm  of  the  great  number  of  orphan? 
whose  parents  perished  In  the  ieconcen- 
tration.  The  estimates  of  mortality 
during  the  three  years  since  Weyler's 
recon«"entrailon  proclaiuHtlon  was  Is- 
sued vary  from  toO.OOO  to  6(M>,0()0  pt-r- 
sons,  or  from  :;0  to  40  per  cent  of  th'c 
population  of  the  Island.  The  numb.-r 
of  orphans  cnnnot  bt»  evnn  aj>proxi- 
mately  estimated,  but  ih^re  must  be  a 
great  many  thousands  of  them.  They 
are  found  in  every  t.iwn  and  villa;;e, 
and  In  a  siml-starving  condition,  and 
living  <»n  a  precarious  charity.  If  they 
arc  not  cared  for  they  are  liable  to  grow 
up  iis  vagabonds  and  prostitutes. 

By  reason  of  an  Investigation  made 
of  the  western  part  of  I'lnar  «lel  Ki  i 
province,  (ien.  Greene  states  that,  as 
the  climate  Is  entirely  «lifferent  from 
that  of  Havana,  being  dry  and  salu- 
brious at  h11  .»«cason8  of  the  year,  th" 
hills  three  miles  west  of  the  town, 
which  rise  to  an  altitude  of  aliout  200'} 
feet,  would  be  the  best  spot  for  the  lo- 
cation for  a  general  convalescent  hos- 
pital for  use  of  all  the  trooiis  on  the 
Island.  The  transportation  facilities 
are  good,  the  climate  healthy,  yellow 
fever  unknown,  and  an  altitude  from 
1200  to  1.500  fe<-t.  Thv'  heat  Is  said  to  be 
excessive  even  In  the  summer  months.

The   Filipino  Representative 
Claims  His  Republic  Is  En- 
titled to  Recognition. 

Washington.  Jan.  25.— In  a  communi- 
cation to  the  secretary  of  state  Senor 
Don  Felipe  Agonclllo  calls  attention  to 
the  fact  that  on  Jan.  1  he  addressed  a 
letter  to  hint  on  the  question  of  recog- 
nition, forwarding  with  it  a  memoran- 
dum demonstrating  that  according  to 
all  American  precedents  the  Philippine 
republic  was  entitled  to  recognition,  and 
In  the  same  letter  invited  the  attention 
of  the  secretary  to  the  present  stralneu 
relations  at  Manilla,  where  over-zeal  on 
either  side  might  create  a  condition  re- 
sulting In  grievous  loss  of  life,  and  urg- 
ing the  necessity  of  an  early  and  frank 
communication  between  the  representa- 
tives of  the  two  countries.  He  further 
calls  attention  to  the  fact  that  since 
his  letter  was  written  the  very  circum- 
stances he  feared  have  brought  the  two 
countries  to  the  edge  of  war.  and  says 
that  the  language  Ufeed  by  him  was  so 
prophetic  that  few  subsequent  facts 
have  amply  justified  Its  employment. 

He  now  desires  to  call  the  attention  of 
the  secretary  to  certain  conditions 
which.  In  his  opinion,  require  immediate 
allttvlatlon.  There  are,  he  says,  at  the 
present  time  20,000  American  troops  at 
Manilla  controlling  a  population  of 
about  300.000. 

"A  number  of  war  vessels  are  sta- 
tioned in  the  harbor  and  many  othei 
American  men*of-war  and  transports 
art-  to  be  found  In  the  archipelago,  al- 
though the  actual  possession  of  the 
American  troops  extends  over  not  to  ex- 
ceed 143  square  miles  out  of  200,000.' 

Despite  the  enormous  forces  now  in 
thl3  extremely  circumscribed  area,  "we 
are  Informed  through  the  public  prints 
that  other  vessels  of  war  have  been 
ordered  from  distant  parts  of  the  globe 
to  reinforce  those  now  among  the  in- 
lands In  question,  while  a  few  days  ago 
a  transport  sailed  from  New  York  city 
carrying  about  2000  soldiers  and  having 
Manilla  as  its  destination,  and.  as  we 
are  further  Informed,  regiments  ot 
troops  are  under  orders  to  proceed  by 
way  of  San  FYancisco  to  the  Phllippints. 
The  public  prints  inform  us  also  that  an 
attack  Is  contemplated  upon  the  Phil- 
ippine Islands;  the  islands  are  to  be 
taken  In  detail,  the  smaller  one.*!  first, 
the  larger  ones  blockaded  so  that  they 
may  not  a.«sist  those  first  attacked." 

He  says  that  it  is  naturally  the  im- 
pression of  his  government  and  people 
that  these  warlike  preparations  indi- 
cate existing  or  immediate  military 
operations  In  the  Orient,  and  thej 
readily  conceive  that  It  must  be  con- 
templated that  such  operations  are  to 
be, leveled  at  the  existing  government 
of  the  Philippines.  As  the  representa- 
tive of  the  Philippine  government,  he 
continues.  "I  hesitate  to  give  expression 
to  that  Idea,  for  I  cannot  believe  there 
Is  any  present  or  future  difficulty  be- 
tween the  American  and  Philippine  gov- 
ertmients  warranting  warlike  activity, 
and  as  a  believer  In  American  humanity 
I  cannot  conceive  that  America  desires 
war  upon  the  Filipinos." 

He  points  out  the  fact  that  but  lately 
the  United  States  and  Philipi^ine  gov- 
ernments have  been  associated  in  a  con- 
flict against  a  common  enemy,  the- 
United  States  accomplishing  its  pur- 
pose by  the  expulsion  of  Spain  from  tht- 
West  "indiis,  while  the  desire  of  the 
Philippine  republic  has  been  practically 
attained  by  the  almost  complete  expul- 
sion of  tile  Spanish  government  from 
th.»  Philippines,  the  Philippine  govern- 
ment now  holding  as  prisoners  of  war 
between  9000  and  10.000  Spanish  soldiers, 
and  the  Spanish  possessing  only  a  few 
small  garrisons  in  isolated  points  of 
minor  importance. 

He  Is  unable  to  conceive  any  reason 
why  the  armies  and  navies  of  the  Unite  i 
States,  lately  employed  against  a  com- 
mon enemy,  should  be  turned  against 
America's  recent  asso<late. 

He  points  out  that  the  Philippine 
Island.s  are  In  a  state  of  order,  possess- 
ing a  government  satisfactory  to  th'-ir 
nhabitants.  and  v»ilhout  an  enemy  w.t  ^- 
In  their  borders  offering  any  resistance 
to  Its  operations,  and  are  at  peace  wil.i 

all  the  world.  .    .   ^        .„ 

He  Is  sure  the  secretary  of  state  will 
appreciate.  In  view  of  the  clrcumstance.-- 
de«5crlbed.  the  quieting,  reassuring  effect 
upon  the  minds  of  his  countrymen  which 
would  r  suit  from  a  disclaimer  upon  the 
part  of  the  American  government  of  any 
Intention  to  attack  their  liberties  and 
Independence.

Congressman  Frank  G.  Newlands 
made  the  following  statement  last 
night-  'The  Issue  of  the  legislative 
contest  of  the  last  campaign  was 
cl-.-arly  Stewart  anti  unli-Slewarl.  ami 
the  antl-Stcwart  forces  won.  The.v 
were  composed  of  Independents  and 
Stewart  silver  party  men.  To  the 
Democrats  and  Uepubllcans  at  tne 
ele«-tion  it  was  suggested  that  a  union 
ol  the  anti-Stewart  forces  could  mon- 
cHsilv  l>e  efiicted  In  favor  of  my  candi- 
dacy than  that  of  any  other  man.  I 
offered  nn.-^clf  as  a  candidate.  but 
always  stated  that  I  would  wlthdravN 
In  favor  of  any  capable  blmetalllst 
whom  the  anti-Stewart  forces  could 
more  easllv  comlilne  on.

Texas 
men  are  holding  out  for  last  year's 
prices,  and  Northern  men  are  standing 
pat. 

Resolutions  recommending  a  uniform 
l>r.unty  law  for  the  extermin-iiion  of 
predatory  animals  in  all  <»f  the  Wesl- 
etnistates  and  territorlea  formed  tli.- 
siiliject  for  discussion  at  the  opening 
of  the  convention  of  the  National  Liv.-- 
slo.-k  association  today.  An  ;nteiesting 
feature  of  the  discussion  was  an  ex- 
hibit of  wolves.  the  chief  offender 
ag;ilnst  .attlenu-n.  The  display  includ- 
ed tanned  skins,  mounted  animals  am! 
live  wolves  In  their  savage  state,  and 
only  a  few  days  in  captivity. 

The  disi-ussion  was  opened  by  A.  J. 
Bothwell,  of  Wyoming.  Mr.  Bolhwc-ll 
statetl  that  Wyoming  had  Imh-u  prac- 
tically free  from  wolves  until  the  be- 
ginning of  the  last  decade,  when  th.-y 
begun  appearing  in  the  northern  (lot- 
tion  of  the  range  coantry.      .Said  h--: 

•Their  advance  southward  has  been 
gradual,  but  i-ertam,  until  now  the 
ranges  of  Central  Wyoming  hav«-  ne  ir- 
ly  as  many  vvidves  .is  i-attle  iM-cupyiuK 
them.  They  now  pretty  well  eov.-r 
F:ast«.-rn  Montana,  (he  Dukidas.  all  of 
Eastern  Wyoming,  and  are  beginning 
to  appear  on  the  i-.uiges  of  Northwest- 
ern Coloratlo.  In  <^'ntral  Wyoming 
my  experience  has  been  that  these 
wolves  kill  from  10  t  >  20  per  cent  of  the 
annual  Im-rease  of  the  herd."

THK  RISE  IM  COPPBR. 

There  Is  good  reason  for  tho  recent 
advance  in  copper  shares.  It  is  based 
upon  the  legitimate  rise  In  the  price  of 
copper,  due  to  the  steadily  growing 
df-mand  and  rapidly  decreasing  sup- 
plies. There  may  ite  some  stocks  that 
have  gone  toi  high,  but  unless  all  usual 
signs  fall,  they  will  not  fall  down  for 
s.jme  time  to  come.  Those  who  are 
best  posted  say  they  cannot  see  an}'- 
thing  in  sight  but  a  higher  market  for 
copper,  and  as  long  as  this  condition 
exists,  even  abnormal  prices  for  what 
may  he  regarded  as  poor  stocks  will 
continue.  Since  1893  the  American  cop- 
per market  has  been  sustained  by  the 
increasing  foreign  consumption:  and  for 
a  long  time  it  has  been  seen  that  ther-^ 
were  not  .supplies  en<.  ugh  in  sight  ii 
furnish  copper  for  the  world  at  a 
rf-asoiiable  figure  should  the  American 
demand  lomo  back  to  normal  propo- 
tions  based  u|>on  the  American  coii- 
sumplion  prweding  the  panic-  of  189:;. 
It  has  been  figurM  all  alon?.  however, 
that  this  foreign  demand  wuuld  fall  off 
by  reason  of  l»ad  crops,  high  mon»  y 
lates  and  pour  bu.<4incss  abroad,  bur  in- 
stead of  a  decrease  the  exports  have 
actually  increased  and  December  ex- 
perts were  above  the  average  for  the 
year  1898. 

In  the  past  five  years  American  pro- 
duction has  increased  from  16),fX)0  tons 
to  234,(KX)  ton.s,  while  foreign  production 
has  decreased  from  90,00<i  tons  in  1894  to 
>>».t)00  tons  last  year.  In  the  me«ntinie 
exports  of  American  copper  Have  rist  n 
from  77,000  tons*ln  1894  and  6'>.000  totis 
in  1895  to  14o,00«J  tons  in  1898.  There  wa.-i 
thus  left  for  American  consumption 
K.'.,imt  tons  in  1894  and  10«,00<i  tons  in 
ISO.'.,  while  in  1S98  there  was  It-rt  Imt 
89.  fJ*)©  tons. 

The  ligtires  are  quite  sJartlliis.  I»i;t 
they  do  not  tell  the  whcde  story.  Tli  • 
\v>rld  has  for  many  years  \teen  living 
off  a  larg<^  accumulat'-fl  visibU-  .supply, 
which  has  now  In-.-onte  •■xbau.stcd.  In 
the  spring  of  1889  the  famous  Fren«  h 
.syndicate  went  to  picies,  leHviug  17fi.- 
iKio  tons  of  copfM-r  in  the  hands  of  tli" 
bankers'  syndicate.  I^ake  cop|»er  fi-ll 
to  below  10  cent.'*,  and  the  bankers 
"•ailed  for  a  conference  with  the  leading 
American  producers.  The  Calumet  & 
Hecla  jjeople  cof>lIy  Informed  thi*  hank- 
ers that  If  they  wished  to  ma'kcl  their 
cf^pper  the  price  would  be  aboiit  5  cents 
per  pound,  and  the  Calumet  A  Hecia 
wculd  l>e  found  willing  to  meet  tlie 
market  at  that  figure,  with  the  An^i- 
conda  also  In  competition  fr)r  the  mar- 
kt  t.  The  result  was  an  agreement  un- 
like anything  ever  before  made  In 
I  tn  circles,  in  which  Ihere  was  no 

null  as  to  th«"  pih  e  »»f  copp«.r,  but 
the  Calumet  &  Heciu  and  thi>  An^- 
>  inda  agie»d  not  to  increase  their  out- 
put in  «-onsideratif»n  of  the  bankers 
agreeing     to     market     only     a     llmlt'.-d 


amount  per  annum  from  their  accumu- 
lated supply. 

That  visible  supply  of  copper  ha.s 
come  down  from  170.000  tons  In  the 
hards  of  the  bankers'  syndicate  to  a 
total  world's  visible  tiKlay  of  26,000 
t>ms.  and  the  world  through  a  dull  In- 
dustrial period  the  past  ten  years,  has 
been  absorbing  l.'l.tXH)  tons  of  copper  per 
annum  more  than  the  world  has  been 
producing.  Now  there  is  a  revival  not 
only  of  the  American  demand,  but  thei- 
is  likewise  a  great  revival  in  the  Euro- 
l»ean  electrical  field,  so  that  upon  both 
sides  of  the  Atlantic  there  is  Increased 
v-cnsumption.  the  smallest  visible 
supply  ever  known,  and  no  Immediat'- 
prospect  of  relief  as  tT»e  new  copper 
fields  now  being  opened  cannot,  for 
from  one  to  three  years,  become  factors 
In  production.  Arizona  Is  the  only 
point  at  which  increased  production 
can  be  looked  for  this  year.  The  Ana- 
conda has  reached  its  maximum  pro- 
duction, and  the  Calumet  &  Hecla  has 
no  present  plans  for  producing  copper 
beyond  UH),i>00,000  pounds  per  annum. 
Os.eola  is  the  only  mine  at  thi»  lakes 
that  will  make  any  considerable  In- 
itv:ise  in  production  this  year.  The 
Boston  i&  Montana  has  no  plans  for 
producing  more  than  Its  65,000,000 
I><  unds  of  copper  per  annum,  and  thi- 
Butte  &  Boston  Is  a  low  grade  propo- 
sition, requiring  millions  more  of  ex- 
penditure l)ef«»re  it  can  be  a  producer 
of  consequence. 

In  this  connection  a  review  of  what 
followed  the  agreement  of  18.8'J  when 
the  French  syndicate  supplies  were  ]js 
agreement  kept  off  the  market  may  be 
of  interest.  From  Indow  10  cents  per 
pound  for  lake  copper  Immediately 
following  the  French  syndicate  failure, 
copper  sold  in  November  of  that  year 
at  11V«  cents.  In  June  of  the  following 
year  it  was  up  to  17  cents,  and  for 
many  months  the  Ainerit-an  mines  sold 
lake  copper  by  the  million  pounds  at 
17  cents,  or  1  cent  higher  than  the  syn- 
dicate price.  In  fact,  the  price  of  cop- 
per did  not  go  back  to  11  cents  until 
li.93.  and  from  June  to  Xovemiser,  1890, 
cr  for  about  five  mtmths,  the  entire 
American  copper  production  w.is  taken 
on  the  basis  of  17  cents  for  lake  copper. 
The  rlso  from  15  cents  to  17  cepts  oc- 
curred In  the  two  weeks  of  June.  1890. 
After  remaining  at  17  cents  for  five 
months  the  price  slid  off  until  it  was 
14  cents  in  January.  1891.  The  present 
market  is  regarded  as  far  stnmger  than 
that  which  made  the  last  17-cent  copper 
market,  and  the  leading  copper  pro- 
ducens  of  this  country  therefore  l>elieve 
that  demand  cannot  be  met  or  checked 
until  the  price  Is  again  17  cents,  and 
there  are  some  who  believe  that  20  cents 
will  Ije  reached. 


POLITICAL   PHKNOMKNA. 

Some  recent  phenomenal  events  have 

caused  the  Des  Moines  News  to  inquire 
what  the  political  world  Is  coming  to. 

A  few  weeks  ago  an  Iowa  woman  re- 
signed a  good  position  in  Washington. 

Ex-Senator  Manderson  of  Nebraska 
has  been  pursued  by  several  good  va- 
cant political  positions  he  has  persist- 
ently refused  to  accept. 

A  Vermonter  was  offered  the  appoint- 
ment to  succeed  Senator  Morrill  and 
peremptorily  declined. 

Gen.  Rego,  a  native  Cuban,  refused  a 
position  in  the  Cuban  customs  service 
the  other  day. 

Here  are  four  well  authenticated  cases 
where  persons  prefer  private  to  public 
life.  Everyone  knows  that  In  the  long 
run  any  other  business  pays  better  than 
politics,  but  it  has  been  supposed  that 
there  were  compensations  in  the  honor 
attached  to  public  place.  Is  the  "honor' 
no  longer  an  enticement?

Minneapolis  Journal:  American  wheat 
is  too  cheap  in  primary  markets  at  ^  70 
cents  a  bushel.  A  year  ago.  May  wheal 
was  selling  in  Minneapolis  at  90  cents  a 
bushel,  and  it  had  bet  n  selling  there  for 
three  months.  It  atlvanced  to  90  cents  in 
August,  following  close  on  the  harvest  (»f 
is;>7,  and  before  the  public  knew  Joseph 
Letter  was  interested  In  wheat.  It  held 
throughout  the  heavy  marketing  season 
at  an  average  of  W  cents,  until  In  Novem- 
ber the  St.  Paul  I'ioneer  Press  predicted 
editorially  that  the  top  of  the  advance 
had  been  realized.  The  Journal  at  that 
time  predicted  $1.25.  based  largely  on  de- 
mand and  su|)ply,  but  not  ignoring  the 
helpfulness  or  the  speculative  sentiment. 

.V  few  weeks  ago,  after  careful  analysis 
of  the  statistical  situation,  the  Journal 
advised  those  who  are  influenced  to  some 
extent  by  what  It  says  on  commercial 
points  like  these,  to  hold  wheat  for  high- 
er price.  In  giving  advice  like  this  there 
is  a  responsibility  attaching  thereto  that 
is  fully  appreciated  by  this  i)aper.  It 
would  regret  the  giving  of  wrong  advice 
to  Northwest  producers.  It  Is  pleasant 
now  to  know  that  all  of  its  price  predic- 
tions in  the  past  have  been  realized,  and 
they  have  been  made  sufficiently  in  a<l- 
vance  of  general  sentiment  to  make  them 
of  service  to  wheat  growers. 

There  are  now  Indications  clearly  out- 
lined that  the  advice  given  early  In  the 
crop  year  to  hoid  wheat  was  warranted 
by  the  situ;ition.  The  Journal  believes 
In  materially  higher  prices  for  wheat 
from  the  supply  and  demand  standpoint. 
If  the  reports  from  Russia.  India  and 
Argentine  are  correct,  as  we  now  have 
them,  wheat  will  sell  at  90  cents  a  bush- 
el in  Chicago  before  the  next  crop,  and 
probably  at  $1.  This  is  taking  aiivance 
ground,  but  with  wheat  going  to  Europe 
at  the  rate  of  over  ,1.000.000  bushels  a 
week,  or  20.000,000  to  25.000,000  bushels  a 
month,  as  it  Is.  it  is  foolish  to  talk  In  less 
conservative  tone,  barring  unexpected 
nroduction  in  the  countries  named  above. 
There  is  little  reason  to  think  this  situa- 
tion has  been  wrongly  stated.  Argentine 
can  export  Ijo.ooo.ooo  bushels  without 
changing  the  above  result.  There  Is  no 
informati'>n  at  hand  to  warrant  the  be- 
lief that  she  will  ex|)ort  more.  Russia 
has  a  large  yield  of  grain,  but  she  also 
has  provinces  at  famine  point.  India  has 
probably  a  good  surplus  for  export,  but 
it  will  take  good  advance  to  bring  it  to 
Europe.  Leiter  drew  22.000.000  bushels  of 
wheat  out  of  Russia  and  India  when  he 
put  wheat  above  $1.25  that  would  not 
have  been  shipped  had  the  price  remained 
at  $1.25  or  under.  .\nd  that  amount  of 
wheat  changed  the  whole  course  of  the 
market  at  that  time.  Europe  did  not 
have  to  come  to  America  for  that  amount 
of  wheat. 

The  Liverpool  Corn  Trade  News 
CBroomhallt  understands  the  strength  of 
the  statistical  situation.  It  said  a  few 
days  ago:  "America  holds  the  field  and 
can  set  any  pace  she  likes  within  rea.son  " 
The  I'nlted  States  is  selling  wheat  too 
<heap.  Why  give  this  wheat  away  to 
Europe'^  Prfniarv  wheat  re<'eipts  from 
July  1  to  Jan.  l»i  were  11<{.44»;,0(MI  bu.shels. 
against  25.0(m».ihio  |,.ss  for  the  .s.ime  time 
on  the  jirevioiis  crop,  when  whe;ii  sold 
steadily  at  2ti  itiits  a  bushel  higher  than 
at  present.  And  this  heavy  niovenient 
hits  taken  idace  without  accumulation 
of  su|Jt)lies,  for  the  wheat  visible  Is  seve- 
ral  millions  less  now  than  a   year  ago. 

It  is  reas<)nable  to  ex|>e<-t  wheat  to  sell 
.It  So  cents  in  Minnea|>olis.  It  should  be 
selling  there  today  on  its  merit.  SfU'cu- 
lation  will  soon  be  a  factor,  and  then  it  is 
not  unreasonable  to  exi)ect  advance 
at>ove  85  cents. 

Why  give  this  wheat  away,  when  Eu- 
rope must  be  a  steady  buyer  for  weeks 
to  come?

Appointment  of  an  American 

Commission     Does    Not 

Suit  the  Filipinos. 

.Manilla,  Jan.  20,  via  Hong  Kong,  Jan. 
2'i.— The  Indejiendencia  has  is^ed  a 
supplement  containing  a  dispatch  pur- 
porting to  come  from  Malolos,  the  i>eat 
of  the  rebel  government.  It  comments 
upon  the  appointment  of  the  American 
comml.sslon,  and  saj's: 

"The  Filipinos  naturally  suspect  this 
Is  a  new  attempt  at  humbug.  Both 
Dewey  and  Spencer  Pratt  promised  us 
independence  if  the  Filipino  republic 
was  stable.  The  Filipinos  are  disillu- 
sionized. They  believe  the  commission 
is  a  ruse  to  gain  time  until  they  have 
accumulated  formidable  forces,  when 
America,  abusing  her  strength,  will 
begin  a  war  to  ratify  her  sovereignty." 

The  Indepcndencia  then  alleges  that 
all  the  commissioners  are  pronounced 
for  colonial  expansion,  and  incidentally 
asserts  that  the  archbishop  also  favors 
annexation,  "wlta  the  sole  object  of 
gaining  the  sympafnies  of  the  winning 
side,  immaterial  which,  in  the  interest 
of  the  religious  corporations." 

The  Filipinos  of  Calacon  and  Gega- 
landin,  mistaking  salutes  exchanged 
between  British  and  German  warships 
on  Jan.  18,  moved  3000  men  to  the  front 
in  order  of  battle,  covering  the  adjacent 
country,  but  they  did  not  attack  the 
American  lines. 

Reports  from  the  interior  indicate  that 
Agulnaldo's  authority  Is  now  generally 
recognized.  Every  available  male  is 
being  recruited  and  arms  depots  are 
being  estabti.«;i,>d  at  San  Bernardino, 
Union,  Trinidad  and  other  large  towns. 
The  surrounding  country  is  being  levied 
on  for  supplies,  and  the  Filipino  troo:)s 
are  living  on  the  fat  of  the  land,  while 
the  native  villagers  are  compelled  to 
subsist  on  rice. 

Then*  is  .some  friction  between  the 
Filipino  civil  and  military  authorities, 
but  tht»y  are  united  on  the  question  of 
independence. 

It  is  estitnaU-  that  there  ate  fully 
no.ooo  Filipinos  under  arms,  and  it  i» 
said  that  there  are  nearly  fifty  .Maxim 
guns  at  Malolos.  some  of  them  having 
been  recently  acquired. 

The  Filipino  military  authorities  are 
convinced,  they  say,  that  the  Americans 
will  be  unable  to  work  effectively  out- 
side of  Manilla  in  the  event  of  hostilities, 
hence  they  feed  confident  of  the  future. 

Many  of  the  F'ilipino  officers  com- 
plain of  alleged  discourteous  treatment 
upon  ttie  part  of  Americans  at  Manilla.

American  Syndicate  Headed 

By  A.  B.  Ipton  Buys  Rat 

Portage  Plant. 

The  Rat  Portage  Miner  says:  A  mining 
deal  ot  considerable  magnitude  took 
place  in  this  town  this  week,  whereby  an 
.\merl''an  syndicate,  headed  by  A.  B.  I'p- 
ton.  of  Duluth.  secured  the  Dominion  Re- 
duction works,  located  on  both  the  lake 
and  the  Canadian  Pacific  railway  tracks 
in  the  heart  of  the  cit.v.  the  purchase  b«-- 
ing  m  ide  through  <.'ol.  A.  M.  Hay  and 
Ills  associates  In  Kngland. 

The  works  are  ver.v  conveniently  locjit- 
e«l  for  receiving  and  milling  ore  traiis- 
p»>rte<l  either  by  b<Nit  or  car.  The  mill 
e.intaliis  twenty  stamps,  with  ample  room 
and  pewer  for  four  or  live  times  that  ca- 
pacity. The  outfit  Is  entirely  new  and  of 
the  latest  design.  The  only  addition  nec- 
essary to  make  It  complete  for  th*-  treal- 
ineni  of  all  ores  common  to  the  district 
is  the  addition  of  a  cyanide  plant,  such 
as  ha^  so  successfully  treated  the  con- 
centra. es  or  tailings  of  the  Mikado  mine, 
which  has  proved  its  adaptability  to  the 
ores  or;  this  region. 

Jt  is  the  intention  of  the  new  manage- 
ment i.o  lit  the  works  up  In  first  class 
shape,  both  for  doing  their  own  work  on 
numerous  properties,  but  also  to  do  cus- 
tom work  for  other  miners  and  prospec- 
tors, many  of  whom  own  properties,  th»' 
ore  of  which  can  be  shipped  to  the  mill 
for  treatment   at   but   little  expense. 

The  motive  i>ower  to  operate  the  mill 
will  probiibly  be  electricity  developed  bj 
the  magnificent  water  power  ot  Rat 
Portage,  provided  suitable  terms  can  be 
arranged  for  Its  use.  The  same  syndicate 
a  year  ago  opened  negotiations  for  the 
purchase  of  the  property,  and  at  that 
time  arrangements  were  made  for  secui- 
lug  eUctrical  power  to  operate  the  mill 
at  the  rate  of  $5  per  day.  It  is  clear  that 
this  figure  would  hardl.v  pay  wages  nec- 
essary to  handle  eighteen  or  twenty  cords 
of  wood,  to  say  nothing  of  the  cost  of  the 
woo«l,  wages  of  skilled  engineers,  etc. 
While  no  arrangements  have  as  yet  been 
made.  It  is  likely  that  there  will  be,  and 
for  th",'  first  time  In  Canada  electricity 
will  be  used  for  operating  a  stamp  mill. 

The  syndicate  also  jiiquired  the  mu<h 
talked-of  Gold  Hill  mine,  with  its  com- 
plete Pi-stamp  mill.  This  property  has 
thoiisaTds  of  tons  of  ore*  on  the  surface 
that  only  need  be  gathereii  up  to  be 
milled.  !%€•  mine  has  a  shaft  IMm  feet 
deep.  The  ore,  while  it  seems  to  be  con- 
tinuous, in  value  is  pockety,  and  while 
some  of  It  Is  very  lean  It  also  contains 
much  that  is  very  rich  In  gold.  Mr.  I'p- 
tnn,  however,  believes  that  its  value  will 
average  well,  and  for  that  reason  iloes 
not  feel  discouraged  over  the  outlook. 
He  seems  to  possess  a  faculty  for  seeing 
as  far,  or  farther,  into  the  ground  th;in 
most  rnen.  and  bec-auso  of  this  intuitive 
foresight  or  good  judgment  has  made  a 
success  of  the  Triumph,  the  Treasure  and 
the  Bl.ick  Sturgeon,  where  others  failed. 

The  <leal  also  embraces  the  Black  Jack, 
the  Sultana,  Jr.,  locaKnl  near  the  Gold 
Hill,  all  of  them  In  the  vicinity  of  the 
great  Sultana,  and  also  includes  Dl'17,  ad- 
joining the  marvelous  Mikado  mine. 
The.se  properties  have  shafts  from  forty 
to  a»)  jfeet  deep,  and  all  of  them  |>oss»-as 
value,  the  extent  of  which  will  be  deter- 
mined later  on  with  development.

Alleged  Real  Estate  Scheme. 

St.  Cloud,  Minn.,  Jan.  2.i.— Ex-Receiver 
McDonald  and  ex- Register  Bruener  of 
the  local  land  office  have  become  In- 
volved In  a  newspaper  dlscu.sslon  as 
to  the  credit  for  the  local  land  oflflce's 
decision  In  the  Archbishop  Ireland  land 
ca.«e  affirmed  by  the  secretary  of  the  in- 
terior.

Noes,  of  Louisville,  moved  the  adiption 
of  the  fiiesident's  recommendailon  on 
legislative  woilt.  He  wanted  reforms  in 
the  mails,  unlfoim  cdassiflcation  of 
freights,  and  other  reforms  for  ship- 
pers.

CURIOUS  YANKEE  SLAKG. 


The  Late  Volunteers  Introduced  Some 
Unique  Expressions. 

'•How  those  boys  have  managed  to 
pick  up  such  a  conglomeration  of  slang 
terms  in  the  few  short  months  that  they 
have  been  away  passes  my  under- 
r.tanding,"  said  an  army  e^fllcer  the 
other  day.  He  had  been  listening  to  a 
couple  of  returned  soldiers  who  were 
swapping  stories  of  the  war,  and  was 
much  amused  and  apparently  perplexed 
by  their  language,  says  the  New  York 
Commercial    Advertiser. 

•'It  is  certainly  not  Spanish,"  he  add- 
ed, •'but  whatever  it  is,  it  is  decidedly 
Dutch  to  me.  During  the  war  (the  civil 
war,  I  mean — we  have  to  distinguish 
our  wars  now — the  boys  added  a  great 
many  slang  words  to  their  vocabulary, 
but  these  young  'uns  beat  us  out  of 
sight.  It  is  a  si.gn  of  the  times,  I  sup- 
pose, but  if  they  had  stayed  in  Cuba 
much  longer  they  would  have  had  to 
bring  back  an  interpreter  with  them.  1 
can't  understand  half  they  say  as  it  is."' 

As  the  officer  walked  off  the  two  pri- 
vates looked  at  one  another,  winked 
and  commenced  to  laugh. 

'•What  was  the  'boss'— I  mean  the 
captain— saying  to  you?'  'asked  one  of 
the  soldiers. 

•'Said  you  were  talking  so  much 
slang  he  couldn't  understand  you." 

••Guess  he  wasn't  in  the  South,  then, 
but  we  were  pitching  it  rather  fierce, 
eh,  bunkie,"  to  his  companion. 

••Bunkie  "  didn't  say  anything,  only 
grinned. 

"But  say,"  continued  the  other, 
"you'd  a  died  to  see  bunkie  here  when 
he  came  down  to  Cuba  and  heard  the 
men  talk.  Say,  it  was  out  o'  sight. 
He's  no  sweetltempered  angle  at  the 
best  of  times,  and  he's  been  my  bunkie 
(that's  my  tent  mate)  an'  so  I  know. 
He  was  one  of  the  last  recruits  to  reach 
the  island.  W-e  call  the  recruits  rook- 
ies' now.  At  first  they  were  'new- 
boys.'  but  now  they're  rookies.  The 
grub  boss,  that's  the  quartermaster  ser- 
geant, comes  around  next  morning  an' 
sees  my  bunkie  sitting  in  fnmt  of  the 
tent.  "Here,  rookie.'  he  calls,  "tell  your 
bunkie  to  come  and  get  his  punk.'  Punk 
means  grub,  bread,  anything  to  eat. 
you  know.  Bunkie  looks  at  him,  an| 
savs.  'Aw,  what're  you  givin'  us?' 
•That's  all  right,  rookie,'  said  the  grul) 
l)oss.  "jest  you  tell  your  bunkie  That"? 
him  in  the  tent  there. 

••Then  bunkie  got  mad.  'Now  just 
you  look  here,  sergeant,'  says  he,  'just 
you  mind  who  you're  addrcssin'.  Pee? 
You  ain't  the  whole  push  'cause  you 
got  stripes  on  your  arm.  Don't  you 
call  me  out  o'  my  naime.  'cause  it 
don't  go  see?'  I  ain't  no  bird,  an'  I 
won't  stand  for  it.'  Gosh,  he  wa.* 
mad!  I  told  him  rookie  was  only  slang 
for  recruit,  but  he  said  he  didn't  want 
any  slang  in  his.  But  you  got  used  to 
it  'fore  long,  didn't  you  bunkie?" 

The  terms  '•rookie"  and  ••bunkie  "  and 
••slops"  for  clothes,  used  so  frequently 
by  the  soldiers,  are  all  expressions  in 
vogue  in  the  English  army,  and  are 
quoted  frequently  by  Kipling.  For  in- 
stance, in  "Back  to  the  Army  Again." 
he  says.  ••!  couldn't  'elp  "oldlng  strai.ght 
when  me  an'  the  other  rookies  come 
under  the  barrick  gate." 

The  derivation  of  other  expressions 
is  doubtful,  if  not  impossible  to  ascer- 
tain. Most  of  them  probably  had  then 
genesis  in  the  fertile  brain  of  semie  sol- 
dier who  described  a  fact  in  terms  that 
amused  his  companions.  Others 
"caught  on"  because  of  their  literal 
truthfulness.  .\s  an  example  of  the  lat- 
ter class  the  exprc\ssi.m  •shot  "  except 
when  referring  lo  intoxication,  has  been 
changed  to  •inausered."  If  a  man  was 
wounded  otIieM-wi.se  he  was  probaldv 
"macheted."  If  he  was  kilh^cl.  cause  .d 
injuries  unknown,  the  soldiers  wouiii 
tell  vou  he  was  "dagoed"  and  let  it  .g'> 
a  I  that.  The  reason  fc»r  calling  the  l  u- 
lians  "cubebs"  is  ned  hard  to  lind.  nor 
whv  the  Spanish  victems  of  their  butch- 
c.iy  were  "dagoed."  The  Spanish 
sharpshooters  wcic  not  lynched  by  the 
Vmerican  sol.liers.  they  were  "strap- 
ped. '  which  is  a  distinctiem  with  only  a 
slight  difference.  Ropes  were  not 
•'handv.  "  and  ride  straps  always  were. 

The  soldiers  in  Santiago  didn't  tak' 
a  walk  or  make  a  march:  he  did  a  hyke. 
Any  soldier  knows  what  a  hyke  is,  but 
very  few  seem  to  know  why  It  is.  A 
volunteer  in  the  Army  building  yester- 
dav  said  that  he  had  been  'hyking  r.U 
over  looking  for  transportation." 

•'What  does  hyking  mean?"  he  was 
asked. 

"Oh  you  know.  Just— ah— to  hyke," 
was  his  reply. 

Food  is.  of  c-oursc.  grub,  but  bread 
and  hardtack  are  often  known  a 
"punk."  while  the  word  rations  has 
be>en  ablueviated  to  "rats.  "  Hardtac-l- 
by  itself  is  coinnieuily  known  as  "aiipel 
foeid."  A  .seddier  who  was  aske>d  the 
reason  for  this  term  simply  laughed 
and  repllc>d.  "'Cause-  it  ain't." 

Aslodier  dof>sn't  lie  nowadays,  ai 
le<ast  those  who  have  btHMi  in  Cub  i 
donl.  Thev  only  "|»itc  h  you  a  ncree; 
one,  "    or   possibly   "iJJvc   you   u   pipe.  ' 


If  a  soldier  has  doubts  as  to  your  ver- 
acity he  may  insinuate  that  you  are 
"dreaming,"  or  that  your  "pil^e  is  out." 
If  he  wanted  you  to  infer  that  he  had 
been  locked  up  in  the  guard  house  by 
a  member  of  the  provost  guard,  he 
would  probably  say  that  he  had  been 
"cooped  in  the  booby  hatch  by  a  bull." 
Should  a  soldier  inform  a  civilian  that 
his  bunkie  was  "baked  by  a  bull  for 
jumpin'  a  gump,"  he  would  probably 
be  misunderstood.  His  meaning  would 
be  that  his  tent  mate  had  been  arrested 
by  the  provost  guard  for  stealing  a 
chicken,  which  is  not  quite  as  bad  as 
it  souncjs. 

Private  soldiers  are  known  as  either 
Jack  or  Pete  to  his  comrades.  Any  of 
them  will  answer  to  either  name. 
Lieutenants  are  ••luffs"  to  the  men. 
while  the  captain  is  "his  nibs"  or  "cap." 
Any  colonel,  with  the  exception  of  he  of 
the  Rough  Riders,  is  known  by  the 
appellation  of  ••the  boss."  Colonel 
Roosevelt  is  called  by  every  man  in  the 
army  simply  "Teddy"— that  is  when 
they  are  speaking  of  and  not  to  him. 
In  the  same  way  Gen.  Wheeler,  when 
he  is  not  called  "Fighting  Joe."  is 
affectionately  termed  "Joey"  by  the 
men.  Several  soldiers  who  were  asked 
what  they  called  Gen.  Shafter,  rang 
the  changes  on  the  word  "nothing." 
Some  said  "Nawthin'."  some  said 
"nothing"  and  others  said — nothing. 

The  soldiers  have  picked  up  one  word 
from  the  navy.  They'  say  they  "Hob- 
sonized"  the  Spaniards  at  San  Juan. 
Why  Hobsonize?  Well,  they  say  they 
filled  them  full  of  holes. 

These  are  only  a  few  of  the  new 
words  that  have  been  added  to  the 
dictionary  of  '•Military  Parlance." 
Others  are  being  added  every  day. 
Others  that  are  in  vogue  are  old  words 
in  new  dresses,  so  changed  that  their 
originators  in  the  Bowery  would  not 
recognize  them.

'Stirring  carefuliy  until  it  reaches 
the  l>oillng  i>oint.  Take  frcmi  tlie  fire: 
■idd  a  laldespoonful  oi  .«alt  and  a  quar- 
ter of  a  teaspoonful  of  white  pepper. 
Serve  with  squares  of  toasted  bread 
and    with    tiny   little  cheese   balls. 

Crc»ani  of  cauliU'^wtr  may  be  made  In 
the  same  way.  using  one  head  of  cauli- 
llowc'r  and  a  quart  of  water.  This  soup 
tnav  be  made  after  the  same  i-ule  as  th<^ 
cTcam  of  cabbage  soup.

The  forfeited  tax  law  committee,  at 
Its  meeting  yesterday  afternoon,  prac- 
tically decided  upon  its  report.  The  rec- 
ommedation  will,  substantially,  be  that 
section  5  of  the  present  laW  be  amend- 
ed to  provide  that  nothing  contained  in 
the  act  shall  be  construed  to  affect  the 
lien  of  any  municipality  for  assess- 
ments for  local  improvements,  whether 
in  judgment  or  not,  and  that  a  supple- 
mentry  act  be  passed  authorizing  the 
common  council  to  reduce  and  rebate 
assessments  where  in  its  Judgment  it  Is 
to  the  interest  of  the  city  to  do  so. 

This  leaves  all  city  assessments  un- 
affected by  the  forfeited  tax  sale  laAv, 
The  danger  of  discouraging  bids  when 
the  assessments  are  equal  to  or  greater 
than  the  value  of  the  property  is  ob- 
viated by  the  power  given  the  council  to 
reduce  them.  It  was  thought  better  to 
make  such  a  provision,  leaving  it  to  the 
council  to  decide  the  reduction  on  the 
merits  of  each  case,  than  to  provide  for 
reduction  according  to  a  flat  rate  of  a 
certain  percentage  of  the  assessment. 

The  committee  does  not  favor  giving 
the  city  power  to  bid  at  the  sale  for  the 
rea.son.  in  the  first  place,  that  it  is  un- 
derstood that  no  bill  can  be  passed  that 
does  not  provide  for  paying  the  state 
its  share  of  the  taxes  in  cash.  The 
amount  due  the  state  from  the  forfeited 
tax  list  is  $65,060,  and  it  is  estimated 
that  the  city  would  have  to  pay  the 
slate  at  lea.^t  $30,000  to  protect  the  as- 
sessments on  particular  lots.  There  is 
no  provision  for  the  appropriation  of 
any  money  for  this  purpose  by  the  city, 
and  the  committee  has  been  assured 
that  no  bill  could  pass  that  provided 
that  the  state  should  wait  for  its  share 
until  the  lands  had  been  disposed  of 
by  the  city.  Anoiher  consideration  that 
had  weight  with  the  committee  was 
that  bids  would  be  discouraged  be- 
cause of  the  advantage  that  the  city 
would  have  in  not  having  to  advance 
any  money.  The  result  would, 
it  was  feared,  be  that  the  lands  would 
be  removed  from  the  taxable  list  and 
further  efforts  be  necessitated  to  get 
rid  of  them. 

On  the  question  of  repeal,  aside  from 
the  great  difficulty,  if  not  impossibility 
of  accomplishing  it,  the  committee  was 
confronted  with  the  danger  that  the 
law  might  he  left  in  unsettled  state, 
thus  causing  litigation. 

It  will  be  decided  on  the  mayor's  re- 
turn from  St.  Paul  tomorrow  morning 
whether  a  special  meeting  of  the  coun- 
cil shall  be  called  in  order  to  consider 
the  report  this  week.

W.   G.    Bonham  of    Tower    Seeks   a 
State  Appropriation. 

St.  Paul,  Jan.  26.— (Special  to  The 
Herald.)— W.  G.  Bonham.  of  Tower,  1» 
In  St.  Paul  today  in  the  interest  of  legis- 
lative matters  of  Importance  to  Towcj- 
and  other  range  towns.  He  will  en- 
deavor to  secure  favorable  considera- 
tion of  a  bill  appropriating  $10,0(10  foi 
the  Improvement  of  the  Crane  Lak'. 
road,  in  order  that  the  means  of  con.- 
municatlon  between  Tower  and  tiie 
Italny  Lake  gold  fields  may  be  rtiadc 
easier.

It  namts 
the  commi.'^sioners  who  will  have  charge 
of  the  expenditure,  and  before  being  In- 
troduced it  will  probably  be  changed, 
placing  the  appointive  power  with  the 
governor. 

Mr.  Bonham  said  that  the  people  of 
Tower  objected  to  having  the  county 
commLssloners  superintend  the  work,  a.^ 
they  felt  they  had  not  got  the  best  pos- 
sible results  out  of  the  money  they  ha-t 
already  expended  on   the   road. 

The  measure  In  which  Mr.  Bonham 
and  the  business  men  of  the  ran?"  are 
particularly  interested  is  one  for  the 
regulation  of  peddling  In  townships  out- 
side of  cities  and  villages.  In  tlie  ma- 
jorit.v  of  the  iron  mining  districts  oji 
the  Slesaba  and  Vermilion  ranges  the 
mines  are  located  outside  of  the  village."-- 
and  the  miners  live  beyond  the  muni- 
cipal boundaries.  Peddlers  of  all  cla.^^sej.

Chairman  Laybourn  of  the  taxation 
committee  replied  to  the  suggtstlon  In 
Foss'  motion  that  his  1)111  had  not  been 
fairly  treated  by  explaining  that  the 
adverse  action  of  the  committee  was 
almost  unanimous,  and  argued  briefly 
and  emphatically  in  favor  of  .support- 
ing the  committee's  action.  McNeill 
spoke  for  the  committee,  and  Plowman 
tor.k  the  lloor  in  favor  of  the  bill.  Aii- 
boit  and  CJrondahl  wanteil  the  bill 
pUned  <)n  general  <)rdcrs  fr)r  furthti 
consideration.  The  Foss  plea  for  a 
furthPT  hearing  on  the  bill  was  success- 
ful, his  motion  being  adopted,  92  to  11. 

The  Pederson  antl-pa.ss  and  fare  re- 
duction bill  was  adversely  reported 
from  the  railroad  «ommlttee,  and 
pr-derson  tried  to  overcome  the  rep  >rt.

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WOMEN  WILL  FIGHT. 


Filipino  Matrons  Petition  For 

Privilege  of  Fighting  For 

independence. 

Manilla,  Jan.  21,  via  Hong  Kong,  Jan. 
26.— The  Republica,  the  official  organ  of 
the  Filipinos,  announces  that  the  con- 
gress at  Malolos  has  adopted  the  Philip- 
pine constitution,  pa.ssed  a  vote  of  con- 
fidence in  Aguinaldo,  anil  einpowered 
him  to  declare  war  on  the  Americans 
whenever  he  may  deem  it  advisable. 

At  a  mass  meeting  of  women  at 
Cavite  yesterday,  the  paper  adds.  It 
was  enthusiastically  resolved  to  petition 
Aguinaldo  for  permission  to  take  men's 
places  in  defense  of  independence,  and 
to  bear  arms  if  necessary. 

Paterno  has  t.8ked  for,  and  it  appears, 
has  been  granted  the  privilege  of  "tak- 
ing a  prominent  place  In  the  line  of 
battle  against  the  Americans." 

An  American  sentry  this  evening 
killed  a  captain  of  Filipino  artillery  at 
the  Tonto  outpost.  As  a  result  the 
native  press  is  intensely  excited,  and 
denounces  It  as  a  "cowardly  assassina- 
tion." 

On  Saturday  evening,  Jan.  21.  five 
Filipinos,  determined  to  have  revenge 
for  their  captain's  death,  attempted  to 
enter  our  lines.  An  American  sentry 
killed  one  of  them,  who  was  armed  with 
a  revolver.  After  an  exchange  of  shots 
the  others  were  arrested.  The  Incident 
has  Intensified  the  excitement  here. 

The  Mablna  cabinet  yesterday  Insist- 
ed upon  the  liberation  of  the  Spanish 
civil  prisoners.  In  commemoration  of 
the  proclamation  of  the  Filipino  re- 
public, and  als>  donated  money  to  the 
native  clergy.  A  decree  to  that  efTecl 
was  signed.  The  Spanish  cleigy,  how- 
ever, remain  prisoners. 

An  elaborate  program  has  been  ar- 
ranged for  thf  formal  ratification  of 
the  constitution  today. 

Nothing  was  accomplished  at  the 
conference  bene  yesterciay,  and  it  Is 
rumored  that  the  Filipinos,  with  their 
next  meeting,  will  give  the  Americans 
eight  days  In  which  to  aeeede  to  their 
demands  for  r*cognitlon.  The  rumot-  is 
discredited.

THE  ATTACK  FATAL 


He  Dies  Within  Ten  Minutes 

Notwithstanding  Efforts 

For  flis  Relief. 


Washington,  Jan.  26.— Former  Attor- 
ney General  Augustus  H.  Garland  wna 
stricken  with  apoplexy  while  addn^s.'^lng 
the  ITnlted  .States  supreme  court  at  12:l,"i 
o'clock  this  afternoim  and  died  within 
ten  minutes.  The  occurrence  came  with 
startling  and  tragic  unexpectednebs. 
changing  the  usual  calm  and  dignity  of 
the  court  Into  temporary  confusion, 
while  the  dying  man  was  carried  from 
the  chamber  in  a  futile  effort  to  alleviate 
his  condition. 

When  the  court  convened  at  ncx»n  Mr. 
Garland  resumed  an  argument  in  the 
case  of  Tovvson  vs.  Aloore.  which  hi-.d 
begun  yesterday.  There  was  a  full 
bench  with  the  excerition  of  Justices 
Brewer  and  White.  Mr.  (Jarland  spoke 
calmly  and  with  no  evidtmces  of  agita- 
tion or  effort.  He  had  read  from  a  law 
volume  and  had  followed  with  the  sen- 
tence: "This,  your  honors,  is  our  con- 
tention." 

As  the  last  word  was  uttered  Mr. 
flarland  was  seen  to  raise  his  hand  and 
then  gasp.  He  tottered  .and  fell  sidi  - 
wi.sv,  strikin.g  against  a  chair  and  ovei- 
turning  it  as  he  fell  heavily  to  t;ie  floor. 
A  suc;<-ession  of  loud.  dee|)  gas|>s  camo 
from  him  as  he  lay  cm  the  Moor.  His 
associate  In  the  case.  Franklin  Mackey, 
was  at  once  by  his  side,  and  with  olhei 
coun.-=el  and  ofllcials  the  head  of  the 
dying  man  was  raised,  his  shoes  re- 
moved and  a  draught  of  water  given 
l.im.  A  deathly  pallor  had  oversprejai 
his  face,  and  this  soon  gave  plac-e  to  a 
deep  purpli'.  which  foretold  the  gravity 
of  the  attack.  He  was  carried  from  the 
chamber  across  to  the  room  of  Chief 
Clerk  McKenney,  and  there  placed  on  a 
pofa. 

Senator  Gallinger.  who  is  a  physician, 
was  near  at  hanci.  A  single  glance  told 
him  that  the  attack  would  be  fatal. 
Within  ten  minute.s  from  the  time  of  the 
stroke  Mr.  (jarland  breathed  his  last. 

The  court  in  the  meantime  had  post- 
poned the  case  In  which  Mr.Garland  wa.-^ 
engaged,  and  until  the  serloupness  of 
the  attack  was  known  had  proceeded 
with  other  business.  Word  of  the  tra- 
gedy was  soon  noised  through  the  cap- 
itol, and  senators  and  representatives 
hurrlecl  to  the  court  room. 

The  two  .Arkansas  senators,  Mr.  Berry 
and  Mr.  Jone.s,  were  among  the  fir."t  to 
view  the  body,  and  following  them  vraa 
a  long  line  of  persons  high  in  legislative 
and  legal  -circles  who  had  been  asso- 
ciated with  Mr.  Garland  at  variou? 
times  In  his  long  and  notable  public 
service.

MYSTERY  CLEARING. 


The  Adams  Poisoning  Case 

Is  Likely  to  Be  Quickly 

Solved. 

New  York,  Jan.  26.— The  Evening 
Journal  says  today:  A  private  letter 
box,  in  the  name  of  H.  C.  Bamet.  was 
rented  at  No.  257  West  Forty-second 
street  under  circumstances  similar  to 
the  renting  of  a  private  letter  box  at 
No.  1620  Broadway  in  the  name  of  "H. 
Cornish." 

In  answer  to  a  letter  signed  "H.  C. 
Barnet"  to  Von  Mohl  &  Co..  of  Cincin- 
nati, a  sample  box  of  pills  was  sent  lo 
this, address.  These  pills  were  the  same 
kind  as  a  man  using  the  name  of  H. 
Cornish  ordered  from  the  same  firm. 

The  handwriUng  of  the  letter  ordering 
the  pills  signed  H.  C.  Barnet  is  the  "■^W: 
as  that  signed  H.  Cornish,  and  both 
were  written  by  the  same  person  wlao 
addressed  the  poison  package  to  Henry 
Cornish  at  the  Knickerbocker  Athletlo 
club.  The  deduction  is  Inevitable  that 
the  poisoner  In  each  case  used  the  name 
of  his  Intended  victim  to  shield  himself. 

The  most  sensational  featiHv  of  thlj* 
discovery  is  that  the  letter  signed  "H. 
C.  Barnet"  was  written  last  May  indi- 
cating that  the  plot  to  murder  Barnet 
and  Cornish  was  formed  months  ago, 
and  with  a  deliberation  that  is  appal- 
ling, perfected  bit  by  bit.  Months 
passed  before  Barnet  received  the  fatal 
package  of  poisoned  medicinal  powder 
at  the  Knickerbocker  Athletic  club.  In 
that  time  the  murderer  had  evidently 
changed  his  plan,  deciding  to  use  pow- 
ders Instead  of  pills.  Still,  It  Is  odd  that 
whtn.  after  having  removed  Barnet,  hr- 
was  arranging  to  poison  Cornish,  h.- 
ordered  the  same  kind  of  plUs.  It  Is 
plain  that  he  still  thought  that  the  pill, 
properly  poisoned,  would  make  an  effec- 
tive secret  weapon  of  death. 

The  central  Idea  of  the  murderer  Ift 
clearlv  revealed  by  this  new  discovery.. 
It  was  in  the  name  of  the  cho.sen  victim 
to  order  some  sample  of  proprietary 
medicine.  In  one  case  Kutnow's  powder, 
in  the  other  the  pills,  to  Intercept  the 
package,  put  poison  In  the  medicine  and 
then  mail  It  under  the  guise  of  a  sample 
box  sent  out  by  the  firm  to  the  person 
he  wanted  to  kill.

Great  Damage  to    Shipping 

and  Villages  In  the 

South  Sea. 

victoria,  Jan.  26.— The  steamer  Aorangl 
from  Australasia  brlng.s  the  details  of  the 
terrible  cyclones  which  swept  the  South 
.seas  about  the  middle  of  December, 
devastating  villages,  wrecking  shiindng 
and  causing  many  deaths.  At  Samara! 
in  New  Guinea,  on  Dec.  11.  the  gale  was 
terriiic.  Cocoa  oalms  went  down  by  hun- 
drc'ds  and  were  carried  to  sea.  Torrents 
of  rain  fell.  Twelve  vessels  were  wrecked. 
The  cutter  Mayflower  and  Nabua  were 
total  wrecks  at  Ba.slliaki.  The  Ketches 
Bebem  and  Baidan  were  lost  off  Good- 
enough  Island  and  Mr.  Kennedy,  manager 
of  the  New  (lulnea  Develoj)inent  com- 
pany, was  drowned,  together  with  his 
crew,  save  one  boy.  The  mission  steamer 
Albert  Mcl.aren.  went  ashore  and  the 
lugger  Lvsander  and  the  cutter  Fleetwlng 
were  totally  wrecked  at  Wedan.  The  cut- 
ter Portia  was  smashed  near  Port  Glas. 
gow.  The  schooner  Ellen  Gowan  and  the 
cutter  Ivy  were  lost  In  the  Kossman 
ijroup  and  Capt.  Godel  and  crew  were 
drowned. 

In  the  So'omons  the  hurricane  did  most 
damage,  whole  villages  being  destroyed. 
Hundreds  of  cocoa  plantations  were  up- 
rooted and  yam  patches  levelled.  Over  aOO 
natives  are  reported   to  have  been  killed. 

Capt.  Pentecost  of  the  yacht  St.  Aubin, 
who  brought  the  news  of  the  disaster  to 
Sydne.v,  says  he  saved  a  woman  who  was 
to  have  been  killed  as  a  sorceress,  she 
being  accused  of  having  caused  the  hurri- 
cane. He  bought  her,  the  purcha.se  price 
being  a  pig,  and  took  her  to  another 
island,  where  she  was  released.

The  youngest,  Elizabeth,  has  just 
turned  her  nineteenth  year,  while  Anna, 
the  eldest,  is  scarce  24.  They  are  good 
hou.sekeepers,  good  eaters,  good  eques- 
tiiennes.  and  even  good  laborers  in  the 
fields,  if  need  be. 

Their  husbands  are  the  four  sons  of 
John  Summers,  a  near-by  neighbor  to 
the  Hochstettler  family.  Their  names 
are  James,  George.  Conrad  and  Jesse, 
in  the  order  of  their  ages,  l)eginning 
with  the  youngest.  Their  years  vary 
only  slightly  from  those  of  their  wives. 
The  Summers  boys  are  specimens  of 
hardy  young  manhood,  who  boast  of 
strong  muscles  and  vie  with  one  an- 
other in  harvest  time  and  other  occa- 
sions which  call  for  feats  of  strength 
and  tireless  energy.  All  have  lived 
their  lives  on  their  father's  estate  and 
are  industrious  boys  of  good  habits. 

The  wedding  took  place  at  the  home 
on  New  Year's  day  at  the  noon  hour. 
Verbal  invitations  were  sent  out  to  all 
the  neighbors  of  the  country  side  for 
miles  in  every  direction.  There  were 
present  to  witness  the  ceremony  be- 
tween 150  and  200  persons,  but  cmly  half 
of  that  number  could  get  into  the  house, 
which  is  a  typical  Amish  residence  of 
Avhlte  with  the  old-fashioned  green 
shutters.

It  was  promptly  at  noon  that 
the  youngest  groom  led  his  bride  under 
the  decorations  of  cedar  in  the  little 
front  parlor.  Their  marriage  was  fol- 
lowed by  the  next  older  couple  and  so 
on  until  the  four  knots  had  been  tied. 
The  marrying  of  the  four  couples  occu- 
pied almost  an  hour. 

Immediately  following  the  ceremonies 
the  four  brides  and  four  grooms  were 
the  victims  of  an  avalanche  of  rice  and 
old  shoes  and  then  came  congratula- 
tions from  the  guests.

New  Y»>rk.  Jan.  26.— A  spwtal  from 
Havana  sajs:  Gen.  Ii<.'e  has  rftuin':ii 
to  camp  from  a  trip  to  ihe  gouiheast<;rii 
part  of  t.-.e  province,  ending  at  Guinos. 
which  is  the  noxt  largest  town  aftr?r 
Havana.  The  journey  to  Guines  was 
made  with  a  team  of  mule.>^  alouK  th? 
highway,  and  the  return  by  rail.  Til" 
battalion  of  the  Fourth  Illinois  [>reeede>l 
Gen.  Lee  and  was  enc.imi>ed  there  .  n 
his  arrival.  A  battalion  of  the  Second 
L.i>uisiana  reached  Guine.«  i>eforc»  hl.s  de- 
parture. The  American  troops  were 
weli-onied  everywhere,  and  thi>ir  pres- 
ence was  mad-,'  the  occasion  oi  demon 
?trations. 

Gen.  Lee  received  an  enthu.^ia.«*tic  re- 
ception at  Guines.  Insurgent  troops 
escort.'d  him  and  the  town  w«s  decor- 
ated with  American  and  Cuban  tlags.  A 
public  r:cepiion  was  plven  In  the  coun- 
cil chamber,  of  wh.ch  Oen.  1/ee  took 
advantage  to  explain  his  function.'*, 
which  m'  was  delighted  with,  as  mili- 
tary governor  of  the  rrovlnce.  He  naid 
he  "was  exercising  functions  wliich  per- 
tained to  a  temporary  military  occu- 
pancy: that  the  American  soldi. -rs  came 
as  friends;  that  there  was  no  disposi- 
tion on  the  part  of  the  fnited  Stat.-" 
government  to  interfere  with  the  Cu- 
bans in  the  management  of  the  affair.-* 
of  i;-e  island:  that  its  only  purpoi^e  wa^ 
to  carry  out  th.^  pledge  i»f  maintalnlr.; 
order  and  to  assist  in  the  adminisitrn- 
tion  until  the  lime  when  the  people  were 
ready  to  declare  for  themseUes  wnat 
their  wishes  were.  He  counseled  tolera- 
tion of  all  classes  toward  one  anothci. 
and  complimented  the  commimity  on 
the  good  order  which  had  been  pre- 
served. 

Gen.  Lee  als.i  explained  how  rations 
were  being  distributed  by  dinctlon  r.f 
the  president.  He  said  their  distress 
was  fuily  umler.'stood.  and  the  Amenei'n 
authorities  hoped  to  ad.>pt  measures  of 
permanent  relief.  He  liopfd  ultimaie!> 
to  see  the  establishment  of  agricuUurai 
banks.  Pei-sonally  he  favored  making 
a  loan  of  oxen  and  sefd  to  the  peor-l"'.

cmp.  , 

Ki^garding  l<x>al  affairs.  Gen.  Lee  sai. 
it  was  the  p«jUcy  of  the  American  an- 
thoritles  to  have  the  to\.ns  .select  as  fat 
as  possible'  taeir  own  officials  by  get- 
ting togr-iner  and  indicating  wjiom  they 
desired.  Then  he  woultl  make  apiwint- 
ments  in  conformity  wUh  theii-  wlshe". 
He  also  advi.^ed  that  they  change  their 
municipal  regulations  to  mfei  the  new 
conditions. 

(;en.  Lee'.*  speech  w^a.^  recelvi?d  in  ex- 
cellent spirit.  Variouf;  petitions  wer?- 
presented  to  him.  The  Spanish  colony 
in  a  formal  d.K-unu^nt  made  known  it.-< 
satis«faction  with  the  Insurgent  soldler.«* 
for  preserving  order. 

Gen.  Lee  will  make  trips  to  ot  ler  parls 
of  the  province.  He  received  many 
private  assurances  that  as  soon  as  ar- 
rangements are  made  for  their  payment 
the  Insurgent  troops  will  disband  with- 
out trouble. 

The  practice  marches  of  the  battalions 
have  been  nuite  bv^nefi'-ial  and  will  h.-- 
continued.  Gen.  Lee  has  praciically  de- 
cided to  move  a  full  brigade  from  lu^ 
present  camp  near  Havana  to  the  hills 
of  Candfla.  close  to  Guines.  The  loca- 
tion is  unui'ually  healthy. 

The  government  transport  Michigan 
arrived  last  night  with  fifty  tons  of 
refrigerator  beef  for  the  army.  Un- 
loading on  lighters  was  begun  In  a 
heavy  rain,  and  one-fourth  of  the  beef 
was  spoiled.  The  n'presentatlve  >>f 
Swift  &  Co.  refused  to  accept  It  for  de- 
livery to  the  troops,  and  the  beef  was 
thrown  back  on  the  goxernmer.t.

We  hear  a  gnat

»jur  pjiritan  fore- 
fathers, but  littU- 
concerning  the 
wives  and  moth- 
ers who  landed  at 
Fly  mouth  Kock 
and  founded  that 
colony  which  was 
destined  to  pluy 
such  a  large  part 
in  our  history. 

In  i62i  Klder 
Cash  man  wrote 
from  Plymouth 
that  he  would 
not  advise  any 
one  to  come  here 
who  were  not  con- 
tent to  speud  their 
time,  labors  and 
endeavors  for  the 
beneht  of  those 
who  shall  come 
after,  quitely  con- 
tenting  them- 
selves with  such 
hardships  and  difficul- 
ties us  shall  fall  upon  them." 
What  self-renunciation  and  heroic  purpose 
was  this!  They  drowned  witches  to  be  sure, 
but  that  was  no  p.irt  of  their  puritanism.  It 
is  to  the  puritan  women  we  owe  so  much  for 
that  spirit  in  our  people  which  gives  thcra 
the  fortitude  to  endure  hardship  and  stake 
life  and  fortune  for  their  convictions.

The  same  parties  who  carrlcil 
through  the  con.solidation  in  this  indus- 
try are  reported  to  havt'  perfe^'ted  now 
a  fusion  of  the  leading  makers  hi  the 
Central  West  of  tin  plate  bars,  live 
great  plants  lieing  named,  situated  at 
youngstown,  Newcastle,  Columiius  and 
Wlieeling.  It  is  reported  that  irrange- 
ments  have  been  matle  with  one  great 
works  in  I'ittsburg.  and  anothi-r  in  the 
Wheeling  district,  to  secure  exclusive 
control  of  this  branch  of  raw  material. 
In  other  words,  outside  mills  are  to  find 
It  dltlkult  to  obtain  the  needed  tin 
plate  bars. 

Another  important  step  in  the  same 
dl'-ection  Is  the  completion  of  arrange- 
ments with  foundries  and  machine 
shops  which  make  a  specialty  of  tin 
plate  maohinery  to  control  their  ca- 
pacity ^or  a  considerable  period.  Th  • 
effort  evidently  is  to  keep  out  a  rush  of 
outside  capital  into  the  busines.-<. 

From  all  nuartei's  come  buoyant  le- 
ports  concerning  the  volume  of  bu.^iness 
and  the  strength  of  the  market.s.  in  olg 
iron  Ihe  demand  is  active,  and  what 
iron  is  offered  Is  readily  snapped  up 
without  much  quarreling  as  to  prices. 
Theie  have  been  simie  large  lots  sold 
for  export,  for  delivery  during  the  sec- 
ond half  of  the  year,  the  aggregate  i)e- 
Ing  c  nslderably  above  50.000  tmis. 

'Phe  billet  market  has  been  very  ani- 
mated. Flastern  buyers  have  purchased 
consideralile  (|uantltes  in  the-  Central 
West. 

In  the  steel  rate  trade  Pittsburg  re- 
ports the  sale  of  tine  block  of  SO.otK) 
Ions,  while  a  moderate  business  has 
been  done  by  other  mills.  A  consider- 
able tonnage  of  rails  for  forei;.?n  coun- 
tries is  lieing  considered,  but  little  has 
l>een  actually  placed. 

Sales  have  been  very  active  In  bars 
and  in  car  material  of  all  kinds.  Among 
the  transactions  reported  is  a  lot  of 
40.000  tons  for  steel  cars,  to  cover  the 
material  for  some  large  contracts  re- 
cently  taken. 

Foreign  inquiries  for  all  kinds  of  ma- 
terial continue  numerous,  and  In  some 
cases  are  pressing,  thus  showing  that 
the  advance  has  not  frightened  buyers 
off.

Rear    Admiral   Kaulz   instructed   to 
Make  Thorough  Investigation. 

New  York,  Jan.  JG.— A  special  from 
Washington  says:  Rear  Admiral  Kautz 
has  been  instructed  upon  his  arrlv.il 
with  the  Philadelphia  at  Apia  to  In- 
vestigate the  entire  Samoan  situation 
and  report  the  fads  to  the  department. 

Ueinforced  by  this  report  the  depart- 
ment will  be  able  to  follow  up  its  de- 
mand presented  to  the  German  govern- 
ment by  Ambassador  White,  provided 
the  report  conlirms  the  dispatches  sent 
by  Consul  (Jeneral  Osborne.

THE  DAMAGE  CUF  DOWN. 

Justice  Buck  Says  Sam   Peterson's 
Verdict  is  Excessive. 

St.  Paul.  Jan.  26.— Justice  Buck  of  the 
supreme  court,  the  other  members  as- 
senting, decided  yesterday  that  S.  I) 
Peter.son,  of  New  V\m,  must  either  con- 
tent himself  Iviih  a  verdict  of  $1000 
from  the  Western  Union  Telegraph  conj- 
pany  or  stand  another  new  trial. 

The  verdict  is  the  result  of  a  damagf 
suit  brought  by  Pet-rson  against  th< 
company  for  transmitting  a  telegram 
sent  at  the  close  of  the  Davis  senatorial 
election  six  years  ago.  The  wording 
of  the  telegram  was: 

"Slippery  Sam,  your  name  Is  pants." 

Peterson  sutd  the  I'ompany  for  dam 
ages,  and  the  case  has  been  up  and 
down  the  line  of  litigation  time  and 
again  during  the  past  few  years.  Some 
time  ago  he  received  a  h.avy  verdict  ir. 
the  district  court,  but  the  supreme  court 
reversed  the  decision  and  sent  the  cas« 
bai'k  for  a  new  trial.  At  the  last  trial 
the  Jury  gave  him  a  still  larger  verdic: 
of  $20,000. 

Justice  Buck  holds  that  where  ai. 
operator  In  the  employ  of  a  teiegrapli 
company,  acting  within  the  scope  of  ills 
emjdoyment.  maliciously  sends  a  libel- 
ous telegram  over  th<'  line  to  anothei 
party,  the  comriany  is  liable  for  puni 
live  damages,  but  he  h<»l(ls  that  the  ver- 
dict of  the  Jury  for  $:;0,0(M»  is  excessive 
and  that  unless  Peterson  Is  willing  to 
r.-mlt  all  but  $1000  of  it  a  new  triai 
should  be  grantetl.

The  Crew  of  the  Cutter  Curlew  Are 
Murdered. 

Victoria.  Jan.  :'o.— The  steam.ship 
Aorangi  brings  news  that  the  steamer 
Y.sabel  conveyed  to  Sydney  a  report 
from  Mr.  Forrest,  the  resident  trader 
at  Sania  Cruz,  that  information  had 
reached  hini  through  native  channels 
that  a  Sydney  yacht  had  been  captured 
by  the  natives,  but  that  her  crew  of 
two  V.  iiite  men  had  escaped  into  the 
bush.  This  was  the  Island  wheie  the 
cutter  Curlew  was  cut  out  early  in  the 
year  and  her  crew  murdered. 

The  Vsabel  proceeded  to  I'lupua  to 
make  inquiries.  They  landi^d.  fullv 
armed,  at  the  villages  on  Ba.silik  har- 
bor, and  found  that  the  one  burned  by 
H.  M.  .-^.  Mohawk,  in  revenge  for  the 
murder  of  the  cutter  C'arlew's  crew,  had 
been  re  milt.  They  rescued  the  Cur- 
lew's boy,  the  sole' survivor  of  that  un- 
fortunaie  vesel.

Horrible    Charges    of     Experiments 
Upon  Humans  In  >ienna. 

London.  Jan.  26. — ^The  Vienna  corres- 
pimdent  of  the  Morning  Leader  says: 

It  has  been  discovered  that  the  phy- 
sicians in  the  free  hospitals  at  Vienna 
systematically  experiment  upon  their 
patients,  women  who  are  enciento  a-iii 
persons  who  are  dying.  In  one  case  a 
doctor  injected  the  baccili  of  an  Infec- 
tious disease  from  a  decomposing  corpse 
into  thirty-five  women  and  three  new 
born  children.  In  another  case  a  yout.': 
who  was  on  the  high  load  to  recovery 
was  lnoculat?d  and  he  died  within  twen- 
ty-four hours. 

Many  dying  patients  have  beentortui'cd 
by  poisonous  germs,  and  man.v  m*'!^ 
have  been  inoculated  with  contagious 
disease-s.  One  doctor  who  had  received 
an  unlimited  number  of  healthy  chil- 
dren from  a  foundling  hospital  for  ex- 
perimental purposes  excused  himself  or. 
the  ground  that  they  were  cheaper  than 
animals.

GK».  MILES  StSTAlNED. 

The  defense  made  by  Gen.  Eagan,  in 
the  court-martial  prtxjeedings  f  jr  "con- 
duct unbecoming  an  officer  and  gentle- 
man" in  calling  Gen.  Miles  all  kinds  of 
a  liar,  is  that  Eagan  was  greatly  pro- 
voked by  Miles'  charges  against  thf 
commissary  department,  par.icularly 
the  story  about  the  'embalmfd  beef" 
furnished  to  the  armies  in  Cuba  and 
Porto  Rico,  and  that  in  his  ex.iiemen; 
and  desire  to  repel  the  attack  on  his 
honesty  and  integrity  he  used  the  lan- 
guage complained  of.  The  defense, 
therefore,  practically  rests  upon  th.> 
claim  that  Gen.  Miles'  chargt-s  wert* 
untrue. 

Sufficient  evidence  has  been  jriven  al- 
ready  before  the  war  lnvej;tigatln« 
commission  to  sustain  Gen.  Miles' 
statements.  These  four  poinis  have 
been  clearly  established: 

First— That  Maj.  Gen.  Nelson  A. 
3Iiles  was  .iterally  correct  when  he  said 
that  acids  had  been  used  in  some  of  th  • 
refrigerated  beef  furnished  the  Ameri- 
can soldiers. 

Second— That  Dr.  Daly,  who  supplied 
the  information  upon  which  the  charges 
were  based,  had  told  the  truth  concern- 
ing the  "embalmed  beer'  used  as  a  part 
of  the  rations  for  sick  soldiers  return- 
ing from  Pf  nee  on  the  transport  Pana- 
ma. 

Third— That  chemical  analysi.^  mad.- 
by  Professor  F.  W.  Clarke,  the  chemisl 
of  the  United  States  geological  survey, 
of  the  residuum  of  beef  tea  mude  from 
refrigerated  V>eef  demonstrated  conclu- 
sively that  it  contained  boric  and  sali- 
cylic acids. 

Fourth— This  official  corrcborativo 
test  indicated  that  the  beef  furnished 
the  army  had  been  chemically  and 
deleteriously  preserved. 

It  will  be  remembered  that  in  his  tes- 
timony before  the  committee  recently. 
Chief  Surgeon  Daly,  who  served  on 
Gen.  Miles'  staff  from  Florida  to  Port) 
Rico,  said  that  he  recognized  in  some  of 
the  beef  furnished  at  Tampa  the  pres- 
ence of  chemicals  the  same  as  composed 
a  preparation  to  preserve  m^et  kllle  1 
In  the  woods  by  hunters.  This  was  a 
preparation  of  salicylic  acid  and 
borax.  Subsequently  he  obtained  th? 
soup  of  some  beef  furnished  the  sol- 
diers on  shipboard,  and  on  analysis 
it  was  found  to  contain  salicylic  acic*. 
It  is  not  probable  that  all  of  tti'.-  army 
beef,  or  even  a  large  proportion,  was 
cured  by  the  use  of  this  chemii-al.  But 
here  is  positive  evidence  that  :iume  of 
it  was  BO  cured,  and  that  Gen.  Milet. 
term  of  ""nibalmf-d  1)«-."'  was  literally 
correct.  Professor  Clarke  told  the 
ntembers  of  the  result  of  the  chemical 
tests  made  of  the  powder  which     Dr. 


Daly  It:. tilled  waM  the  residuiiiit  of  an 
analysis  he  had  made  of  teat  or  e«tract 
from  i-efrigerated  beef,  used  as  part  of 
the  rntlitns  of  soldiers  returning  from 
I'orto  Rico.  Professor  Clarke  testified 
that  acids  were  found  in  the  residuum: 
that  b«»ih  b*>rlc  and  salicylic  aciils  were 
present,  and  that  the  residuum  used  in 
the  tests  was  that  shown  to  the  coin- 
mission  by  Dr.  I3aly,  when  he  explnlnei! 
that  it  came  from  a  test  made  by  hlni 
of  certain  beef  furnished  the  .soliders  in 
l»orto  lilco.  l»r«»fe8sor  Clarke's  testi- 
mony was  clear  and  concise  us  to  wha'. 
the  analysis  showe«l.  although  he  could 
not  furnish  the  commission,  at  this 
lime,  with  the  technical  analysis  of  hi.s 
test  i»f  the  beef  powder  furnished  by  Dr. 
I>rtly.  The  result  of  the  test  was 
clearly  a  surprise  to  the  ineml>ers  of  the 
conunL^slon.  It  was  distinct  and  con- 
elusive  iH>ntlrmation  of  the  statements 
made  l>y  both  the  general  commanilliiij 
the  army  and  Dr.  Daly,  whose  repiut 
was  the  liasis  of  the  charges  that  em- 
balmed beef  had  In-en  furnished  the 
i^oldlers  by  the  comml.s.sary  department. 
.Vsked  as  to  the  effect  on  health  t>f 
using  beef  injected  with  the  boric  acid. 
l'ri»fes.<»or  Clarke  said  It  would  be  rela- 
tively harmless,  but  that  the  use  of 
salicylic  acid  was  prohibited  by  mosi 
European  countries.  The  use  ot  the 
l)oric  acid  011  meat  furnished  troops,  in 
his  opinion,  might  l>e  of  little  Import- 
ance from  a  health  view,  but  the  sali- 
cylic acid  wtuild  Ix'  oi>jecti.>nabl»'. 

Boric  acid  is  a  e«.>mi)ound  of  borum 
with  oxygen  or  hydrogen,  and  is  an 
antiseptic  used  in  Inflammations  and 
ulcerations  of  the  skin  and  niucous 
membranes.  It  probably  would  n^'t  pro- 
duce any  Injurious  effect  on  the 
stomach.  But  the  effect  of  salicylic 
acid  is  altogether  different.  It  is  a 
product  of  willow  bark.  It  appears  in 
crystals  soluble  in  hot  water.  It  is  also 
procured  from  winter-green.  It  is  not 
poisonous.  It  is  a  decided  antiseptic, 
and  is  largely  applied  for  that  purpose. 
It  arrests  fermentation,  and  is  used  to 
preserve  the  taste  of  half  "worked" 
cider  and  other  liquids  by  which  they 
keep  their  pleasant  tart  and  tingling 
llavor.  It  will  prevent  the  action  by 
which  meats  and  other  substances  be- 
come putrid.  It  is  extensively  u.sed  In 
the  manufacture  ot  glue  and  other 
articles  comi>o.sed  of  sulwtances  subject 
to  putrefaction.  It  is  very  probable 
that  the  stuff  was  used  in  keeping 
fresh  some  of  the  beef  provided  lor  the 
army.  Taken  into  the  stomach,  sali- 
cylic acid  arrests  digestion,  as  It  stops 
fermentation  in  wine,  beer  and  cider.  It 
will  cause  serious  derangement  in 
stomachs  that  are  not  strong.  Delicate 
and  weak  digestive  powers  may  be 
.seriously  impaired  by  its  use.  It  is  ad- 
ministered as  a  cure  or  palliative  for 
acute  articular  rheumatism.  But  phy- 
sicians never  permit  It  to  be  taken  ex- 
cept on  an  empty  stomach — after  the 
food  has  been  completely  digested  and 
passed  off.  or  long  enough  before  a  mea'. 
for  it  to  leave  the  stomach  prior  to  th? 
reception  of  food.  Taken  with  the  food, 
or  as  a  part  of  the  food  which  it  had 
been  used  to  preserve,  it  myst  be  very 
deleterious.  Salicylic  acid  produces 
tinoritus  or  ringing  in  the  ears,  muscula? 
of  sight,  profuse  sweating,  muscular 
prostration  or  paralysis,  and  fatal  res- 
piratory failure.  Its  presence  in  the 
meat  furnished  to  the  soldiers  Is  pr«ven 
by  the  positive  testimony  of  Dr.  Daly 
and  Professor  Clarke,  and  their  state- 
ments have  fully  justified  the  com- 
plaints and  charges  mac  c  by  Gen. 
Miles.  Likewise  it  does  not  leave  Gen. 
Eagan's  defense  a  single  prop. 

TBE  GRO.SS  EARNINGS  TAX. 

In  another  column  will  be  found  the 
text  of  the  bill  apportioning  the  rail- 
road gross  earnings  tax  among  the 
various  counties  of  the  state  according 
to  the  value  of  railroad  property  with- 
in their  boundaries.  The  Herald  has 
for  over  a  year  been  advocating  a 
change  in  the  present  system  whereby 
all  the  taxes  paid  by  the  railroads  go 
into  the  state  treasury  and  the  coun- 
ties, cities,  villages  and  towns  receive 
nothing.  It  is  a  manifestly  unfair  and 
unjust  system,  and  it  is  time  that  it 
was  changed  and  the  bill  now  drawn 
should  receive  favorable  consideration 
by  the  leg'islature. 

This  measure  reser\-es  10  per  cent  for 
the  state  and  divides  the  other  90  per 
cent  of  the  gross  earning  taxes  among 
the  counties  in  proportion  to  the 
amount  of  railroad  property  in  each, 
the  value  of  the  latter  being  fixed  by 
the  state  auditor.  Provision  is  further 
made  for  the  division  of  the  money  so 
received  among  the  political  sub-divi- 
sions of  the  counties.

The  former  chief  Justice  of  Samoa, 
Henry  C.  Ide,  of  St.  Jobnabury,  V^t.,  re- 
grets  that  Mataafa,  the  Samoan  chief, 
was  not  allowed  to  become  king.  Inasmuch 
as  he  "is  the  most  distinguished  of  living 
Samoans,  of  fine  presence  and  kindly 
bearing,  the  choice  of  a  large  majority  of 
the  people,  xmd  entitled  to  sympathy  by 
rea.son  of  hl.n  long  exile."  It  Is  miserable 
business,  evidently,  .says  the  Springfield 
Republican,  for  three  great  clvlllxed  pow- 
ers to  thwart  the  will  of  the  people  of  the 
islands  under  the  pretense  of  giving  them 
a  stable  government,  when  the  result  of 
their  efforts  is  nothing  but   anarchy. 

The  Nicaragua  canal  bill  that  passed  the 
senate  had  l>een  amended  so  that  it  iKire 
no  resemblance  lo  Mr.  Morgan's  original 
measure.  Senator  Spooners  amendment  ' 
makes  It  possible  for  the  Unlte<l  States  to 
build,  own  ami  control  the  canal  without 
reference  to  any  private  company,  or  Its 
"concession;"  It  authorizes  the  construe 
tion  and  control  of  a  canal  at  some  place 
other  than  through  Nicaragua;  and  It 
requests  the  president  to  secure  the  modi- 
fication of  the  Clayton-Bulwer  treaty  be-

The  at- 
tendance was  the  largest  for  many 
years  and  the  program  was  one  that 
will  live  in  the  memories  of  those  wh») 
were  there  as  exceptionally  fine.  When 
the  doors  of  the  diningroom  were 
thrown  open  about  8:45  o'clock  every 
foot  of  table  space  in  the  room  had  been 
utilized  and  yet  every  seat  was  filled 
and  then  people  waiting. 

Rev.  Robert  Grieve  asked  the  bless- 
ing and  the  templing  viands  were  then 
attacked.  This  portion  of  the  pro- 
gra.m,  it  might  be  remarked,  was  not  by 
any  means  the  lea.st  enjoyable  part. 
Alter  this  Chief  Henry  Taylor  aro.se 
and  welcomed  the  goiesis.  He  said  it 
spoke  well  for  the  Scotch  feeling  in 
this  community  that  the  Scots  should 
gather  in  sucli  nuinlx»rs  on  this  occa- 
sion. He  spoke  of  t.'ie  Order  of  Scot- 
tish Clans  and  said  that  there  not  more 
of  tho.se  pre.seiit  who  belonged  to  it.

Hers 
was  a  life  noble  and  heroic,  he  said.  He 
also  referred  lo  tho  fact  that  but  two 
Duluth  persons  had  lost  their  lives  in 
the  recent  war  and  these  were  .Miss 
Greenfield  and  John  McEwen,  both 
Scots.

Mayor  Truelsen  was  to  have  respond- 
ed to  the  toast  "City  of  Duluth,"  but 
was  in  St,  Paul  on  lejiislative  business 
and  the  audience  had  to  forego  the 
pleasure  of  hearing  hiim. 

The  next  number  was  one  of  much  in- 
terst  to  Scotsmen,  a  GaeMo  song  by  Mrs. 
Florence  N.  Sykes,  of  Croquet.  It  was 
finely  sung  and  warmed  the  hearts  of 
all  who  were  familiar  with  the  speech. 
Donald  McLeod  sang  "Lochnagar"  and 
in  response  to  a  well-deserved  enc(»re 
he  and  D.  G.  Black  sang  a,  fine  number. 

The  toast  of  the  evening  "Burns  and 
Scotland."  was  deliveii-ed  by  Rev.  John 
Mason  Duncan  of  Craggencroft.  Il 
was  a  flowery  and  eloquent  effort.

This  can  be  hest  manifested  in 
the  cultivation  of  the  characteristics 
seen  in  the  forefathers  of  Scotsmen — in- 
dustry, hopefulness,  honesty,  persever- 
ence,  thrift,  indepettdence  of  thought 
and  love  of  religloo.  We  need  all  of 
these  and  should  n  H  forget  our  duty 
nor  let  the  gleam  (rf  gold  thwart  the 
divine  purpose  in  our  individual  lives.

When  the  state  auditor 
has  lixed  and  determined  in  the  mann-^r 
herein  provided  for  the  amount  of  su  h 
gross  earnings  taxes  which  the  several 
counties  are  entitled  to  receive  he  shall 
certify  the  satne  to  the  state  treasurer, 
who  shall  thereupon  pay  to  the  county 
treasurer  of  each  «i>uniy  the  amount 
whlih         such         county  is  en- 

titled to  receive,  taking  du- 
plicate leceipts  therefor,  one  of 
Vkhlt  h  shall  be  filed  in  his  office  and  one 
in  the  state  auditor's  oftlce.  ['pon  such 
payments  being  made  the  state  trea- 
surer and  the  sureties  on  his  cffieial 
bond  shall  be  relieved  from  aJl  liability 
with  reference  thereto,  and  he  shall 
havt  full  credit  therefor  in  all  state- 
ments and  settlements  which  he  is  re- 
quiri>d  to  make. 

Section  11.  It  shall  be  and  Is  hereby 
made  the  duty  of  the  county  treasurer 
in  e.ich  county  in  this  state  upon  r.- 
ceipc  trom  the  state  treasurer  of  the 
amount  of  such  gross  earnings  taxes 
whi<  li  his  county  is  entitled  to  receive 
to  certify  the  amount  xhetvof  to  the 
courty  auditor  of  his  county. 

Section  \2.  It  shall  be  and  is  hereby 
made  the  duty  of  the  county  auditor  of 
each  county  in  this  state  upon  receipt 
froa;  the  county  treasuier  of  the  certif- 
icate herein  pn)Vided  for  to  fix  and  di'- 
tern  ine  the  amount  which  each  incor- 
porated city  and  village  of  his  county 
is  entitled  to  receive  of  such  gros.-?  earn- 
ings taxes  less  10  per  cent  thereof. 
whi(  h  10  per  cent  Is  to  be  retained  by 
the  county  for  its  use. 

Section  13.  In  fixing  and  determining 
the  .imount  of  W)  per  cent  of  such  gross 
earnings  tax  so  paid  to  the  county 
treasurer  which  each  in<'orporated  city 
and  village  in  his  county  is  entitled  to 
receive,  the  county  auditor  shall  divide 
the  same  between  such  cities  and  vil- 
lage:4  in  proportion  as  the  assessed 
valuation  of  all  i)roperty  In  such  cities 
and  villages  is  lo  the  total  amount 
of  such  gross  earnings  taxes  so  to  be 
divided.  And  thereupon  the  county 
auditor  shall  certify  to  the  county  trea- 
surer of  his  county  the  amount  of  such 
gross  earnings  taxes  which  each  incor- 
porated city  and  village  in  his  county  is 
entitled  to  receive. 

Se  -tion  14.  I'pon  the  certificate  here- 
in provided  for  being  made  by  the 
county  auditor  it  shall  be  and  is  here- 
by made  the  duty  of  the  county  trea- 
surer to  x>ay  to  the  proper  ottldal  repre- 
sentative of  each  incorporated  city  a'ld 
village  in  his  county  the  amount  so  cei  - 
tihed  to  be  payable  to  such  cities  aod 
villages,  respectively.  He  shall  take 
diii>licate  receipts  for  such  payments 
and  shall  file  one  In  his  office  and  or.e 
In  the  office  of  the  county  auditor.  I'p- 
on siuch  payments  being  made  he  and 
the  .sureties  on  his  official  bond  shall  l>^ 
relieved  from  all  liability  with  refer- 
ence thereto  and  he  shall  have  full 
cietllt  therefor  in  all  statements  a:id 
settlements  rtjuired  to  be  nnide  by  him. 

Section  15.  The  moneys  .so  received 
from  such  gross  earnings  taxes  by  the 
state,  the  .several  counties  incorporated 
cities  and  villages  thereof,  resj  v'ctively. 
shall  be  u.sed  and  disbursed  as  other 
taxes  are  used  and  disbursed. 

Section  Ui.  AU  acts  and  parts  of  .ids 
Inconsistent  with  the  provisions  of  this 
act  are  heieby  repealed. 

Section  17.  This  act  shall  take  effe*-! 
and  lie  enforced  from  an<l  after  Its  pass- 
a.ge.

OFFICIALS     TESTIFY 


Subordinates   In    His  Office 

Say  He  Labored   Lnder 

Intense  Excitement. 


Washington,  Jan.  26.— When  the 
Eagan  court-martial  reassembled  to- 
day Judge  Adv«»cate  Davis  stated  l.iat 
lie  wished  to  submit  formally  the  tj5- 
tlmtmy  of  Gen.  Miles  as  read  yesterday 
as  an  exhibit  in  this  trial,  and  with  this 
-statement,  he  said,  the  prosecution  rcst« 
ed  its  case.  Mr.  Worthington.  coun.sd 
for  (len.  Eagan,  read  several  exhlblt:s 
in  connection  with  the  testimony  rend 
at  yesterday's  se.ssion  of  the  court. 
These  Included  the  correspondence  be- 
tween <ien.  .Miles  and  (len.  Eagan. 
tio-ough  th  ■  adjut.-mt  general,  in  whii-Ii 
the  latter  Jisked  as  to  whether  the  in- 
terview publislied  in  a  New  York  new.'  - 
paper,  in  Whieh  «}en.  Miles  Is  alleged  to 
have  severely  criticised  the  commis.^ary 
general's  department,  was  authorita- 
tive. Extracts  from  the  alleged  inter- 
view were  al.so  read  and  submitted  as  a 
part  of  the  record. 

Col.  W.  L.  Alexander.  IT.  S.  A.,  of  the 
subsistence  department,  was  the  first 
witness  culled  by  the  defense.  He  said 
he  returned  from  Washington  to  Ja- 
maica in  the  morning  of  the  day  fJen. 
Eagan  gave  his  testimony  befoi-e  the 
war  investigating  commission.  fJen. 
flitgan.  he  said,  was  hastily  going  over 
papers  in  connection  with  iiis  testimony 
and  showed  signs  of  great  excitement. 
<}en.  Eagan  nervously  handled  tnc 
paiKri-s.  and  witness  had  rar>.ly  seen  a 
man  in  such  a  nervous  condition.  His 
jnanner  was  so  exceptional  that  he  askod 
Col.  Davis,  of  the  commissary  depart- 
ment, who  was  presi'iu.  whether  'tiie 
general  was  not  ill.  He  had  been  Inti- 
mately connected  with  Gen.  Eagan.  but 
never  before  had  he  seen  him  In  su«-h 
a  ionditlon.  tJen.  Merritt  asked  the  wit- 
ness whether,  to  his  kmnvledge,  O-n. 
Eagan  had  consulted  anyone  as  to  the 
substance  of  his  testimony  to  be  pre- 
sented to  the  commission.  Col.  Alex- 
ander answered  that  so  far  as  he  knew 
Gen.  Blagan  had  not. 

Col.  (Jeorg>^  n.  Davis,  assistant  to 
Comml.ssary  Gen.  Eagan.  was  the  next 
witness.  He  testified  that  he  had  been 
very  closely  associated  with  Gen.  "  nan 
during  the  last  several  montlis.  He  was 
In  the  office  the  day  Gen.  Miles  gave  hl.-^ 
testimony  before  the  war  commission, 
and  as  soon  as  (Jen.  Eagan  saw  the  pub- 
lished statement  of  his  testimony  lu- 
became  considerably  excited,  and  had 
written  to  Gen.  Miles  asking  as  to  th 
truth  of  an  Interview  published  with 
(Sen.  Miles.  As  time  went  on  his  ex- 
citement increased  to  sucli  an  extent 
that  ho  did  not  and  apparently  could 
not  attend  to  the  routine  duties  of  his 
ofilce.  l..ater  on  <ien.  Eagan  reached 
such  a  state  that  he  could  not  attend 
to  any  business.  The  day  before  Gen. 
Eagan  anpeared  before  the  commission 
he  read  his  statement  over  to  the  wit- 
ness, who  urged  him  to  modify  it  some- 
what,  but  he  would  not  listen,  and. 
walking  up  and  down  the  room,  said  ..< 
would  not  change  a  word  of  It.  He  was 
then  In  a  very  nervous  state.  New.s- 
paer  clippings  were  constantly  being 
received  criticising  Gen.  Eagan  and 
these  greatly  Increased  his  excite'^c-nt 
Some  of  these  dippings  carried  the  Idea 
that  Gen.  Eagan  was  a  murderer  atul 
th;it  he  had  a<ted  corruptly  in  sending 
unfit  food  to  the  army.  During  these 
days  the  witness  said  Gen.  Eagan  wa.- 
wholly  unfitted  to  perform  the  ordinary 
duties  of  his  office.  Vo  U>  this  tln--^  the 
general  had  been  a  hard  worker  and 
never  before  had  exhibited  any  signs  of 
nervous  strain. 

In  answer  to  a  (luestlon.  Col.  Davis 
said  that  Gen.  Eagan's  conduct  of  his 
oflii  e  was  perfectly  honest,  and  he  had 
always  had  the  good  of  the  service  at 
heart,  more  so  than  anv  other  commis- 
sary general  of  whom  he  ha.l  ev  m" 
known  or  heard.  The  wltne.ss.  again 
referring;  to  Gen.  Eagan's  testimony  b  •- 
fore  the  war  investigating  committee, 
salil  that  he  had  not  been  eon.^ulted  in 
its  preparation,  but  at  the  general's 
retniest  had  supplied  some  of  the  rec- 
ords. The  general  had  a8ke<i  him  at 
one  time  as  to  his  judgment  concerning 
the  argument  he  had  iirepared  for  the 
commission,  and  the  witness  hud  re- 
plied that  It  was  a  complete  answer  to 
the  criticisms  whl'h      had      b"en  mad^

some  parts  of  it  be  omitted,  (len. 
F!aKan.  however,  was  Rreatly  excited, 
.md  witness  thoupfht  he  would  brlnp 
the  matter  l<»  his  attention  more 
urKently  the  next  morning:,  but  witness 
did  not  then  have  a  ,e:ood  opportunity. 

Gen.  Ea!?«n  had  told  the  witness  that 
he  was  prevented  from  proceedlnR  In 
military  fashbm  against  (»en.  Miles  by 
the  president's  order  of  Immunity  to 
witnesses,  but  that  he  hoped  to  be  able 
tt>  proceed  In  the  matter  in  the  dvil 
courts. 

Mls8  Millard.  Oen.  Easan's  steno- 
Kra|)her.  was  then  called.  .Sbe  had 
taken  nearly  all  of  the  Rene'vil's  dicta- 
lions  sinoe  Sept.  ir>  last,  and  testified 
that  she  took  the  dictation  of  the  pcn- 
ei-.-il's  statement  before  the  war  Invest i- 
Katin.i;  <ommi.«slon.  From  the  time 
(Jell.  Allies  RrtVi'  his  testimony  befor«! 
the  commi.ssion  (len.  Kai^.m  was 
Kicatly  excittd,  antl  while  he  was  dic- 
tating his  slateinent  he  walked  the  iloor 
iti  an  excited  slate,  it  had  never  been 
bis  habit  to  walk  the  tloor  while  dii- 
tatin.i;.  The  stati'tnent  was  not  fully 
ci;mpleted  until  the  day  it  was  piesent- 
ed  to  the  commission.  She  saw  (len. 
10a.t;an  onl.v  a  few  minutes  before  h  • 
left  to  appear  before  the  commission, 
and  he  then  was  in  such  a  nervous  state 
that  his  hands  trembled.  The  witness 
thought  that  the  general  had  never 
been  able  to  read  the  statement 
throtigh  as  a  whole  from  the  time  it 
was  begun  until  it  was  read  to  the 
cotnmisslon. 

Mr.  Itodgeis.  clerk  in  the  oIB:>e  of  the 
commissary  general,  was  the  next  wit- 
ncsa.  He  had  been  in  the  offii-e  since 
1^91,  and  since  Gen.  Kagan  came  to  the 
ottlce  he  had  seen  him  frequently  every 
da>.  After  Gen.  Miles'  statement  had 
been  made  public.  Gen.  PJagan's  appear- 
ance was  greatly  changed.  He  looked 
haggard  and  worn,  and  at  times  was 
greatly  excited.  Witness  thought  that 
(Jen.  P'agan  had  come  to  believe  that 
public  sentiment  was  strong  against 
him.  and  that  the  public  had  accepted 
Gen.  Miles'  statement  as  true,  and  this 
worried  hlra  gi'eatly.  As  the  days 
passed  his  nervous  disturbances 
greatly  Increased,  until  he  appeared 
before  the  commission.  On  one  occa- 
slun  the  witness  went  to  Gen.  Kagan's 
desk  and  spoke  to  him  on  a  matter  of 
office  business.  .\s  he  approatdied  the 
desk  the  general  said,  apparently  to 
himself:  "I  am  a  murderer  and  for 
gain.  I  am  a  murderer  and  for  gain." 
This  he  repeat eil  several  times  in  .in 
ab.^ented-mlnded  way.  He  did  not  ai- 
pear  to  notice  the  witness. 

Gen.  Eagan  himself  was  the  next 
witness.  He  suld  he  entered  the  volun- 
teer army  in  1881.  and  In  1S66  was  mad* 
a  se<'ond  lieutenant  in  the  re.-jjular 
army.  He  then  brlelly  gave  a  history 
of  his  military  career,  which  Included 
several  campaigns  against  the  Indians. 
He  received  a  wound  In  the  Modoc  war 
for  \\  hich  he  received  a  brevet.  Durin.e; 
the  war  with  Spain  he  had  been  In  his 
ottlv?e  every  day  with  one  exceptUm.  and 
had  worked  early  and  late.  He  had 
given  his  testimony  before  the  commis- 
sion under  oath — preferably  so.  He  had 
hrst  read  Gen.  Miles'  statement  In  the 
Washington  papers.  For  a  long  lime 
he  feared  that  he  might  not  be  called 
before  the  conimissicm,  but  he  iinally 
received  a  summons  to  appear.  Even 
then  he  was  not  fully  prepared,  as  his 
statement  necessarily  'involved  lb,- 
I)reparation  of  records,  etc. 

He  iield  a  conversation  with  the  secre- 
tary of  war,  li>  the  course  of  which  lie 
told  the  secretaiT  that  he  desired  to  de- 
fend himself  l>y  bringing  proceedings 
against  Gen.  Miles,  but  was  told  thai 
the  immunity  ;.rranted  by  the  presid.'nt 
would  prevent  any  such  action.  Wil- 
jie.ss  ac<  ejited  If^is  as  a  fact,  but  h**  did 
not  think  that  this  Immunity  covered 
the  newspaper  interview  in  which  (Jen. 
•Milcs  hail  by  inference  declared  him  to 
be  a  murderer  for  gain.  Witness  said  he 
became  greatly  excited.  This  statement 
of  Gen.  Miles,  in  the  opinion  of  l.ir 
witness,  had  taken  away  his  (Eagan'Lj 
character.  He  could  not  proceed  against 
(Jen.  Miles  in  the  courts  or  otherwl.-ic, 
and  he  felt  that  he  might  better  bt 
dead  In  the  gutter.  During  this  recilai 
(Jen.  Eagan's  eyes  filled  with  tears,  nl.-- 
voice  trembled  and  he  spoke  very  feel- 
ingly. His  hf)nor  as  a  soldier,  he  con- 
tinued, had  been  attacked,  and  a  sol- 
dier's honor  should  be  as  sacred  as  the 
.^onor  of  a  woman.  He  had  kept  his 
.sorrow  to  hiinself.  He  had  kept  away 
from  the  clubs,  and  very  soon  he  found 
he  could  not  sleep.  He  felt  that  the 
people  of  this  country  had  come  to  bc- 
lii-ve  that  he  was  a  dishonest  inan, 
"but  I  am  an  honest  man."  said  the 
general  with  feeling,  "and  I  believe  that 
no  one  who  knows  me  will  believe  that 
I  am  a  dishonest  man.  My  record  is 
clean,  my  uniform  is  unsullied,  but  I 
have  been  .slandered  and  wronged." 

In  answer  to  a  question  by  his  counsel 
as  to  whether  he  had  ever  received  any 
benefit  for  any  contract  he  had  made. 
Gen.  Eagan  said  with  great  feeling: 
"No,  on  my  honor  and  before  m-  God, 
not  1  cent's  profit  gain  did  I  ever  re- 
ceive, and  yet  my  office  has  dlsburs-d 
$19,000,000  and  I  am  now  a  poor  man.  .v< 
p<ior  that  I  liave  not  now  sufndenl 
money  with  which  to  pay  your  fee." 

As  he  (Eagan)  understood  public  sen- 
timent, the  public  believed  hiin  to  be 
a  murderer  and  for  gain,  and  he  was 
gieatly  wracked  in  body  and  biain  in 
consequence.  Ho  was  goaded  to  death 
and  was  very  glad  of  a  chance  to  ap- 
pear before  th<'  ccmimlssion  and  through 
them  70.000.000  of  people  In  the  defense 
at  his  honor. 

During  this  impassioned  and  Impres- 
sive recital  each  member  of  the  court 
listened  intently  to  every  word  spoken, 
and  every  eye  was  fastened  upon  the 
speaker.  Th  Incident  wa8  dramatic  in 
the  extreme.  The  witness  spoke  of  his 
mental  and  physical  condition  between 
the  time  Gen.  Miles  gave  his  testimony 
and  the  lime  he  himself  had  anpeared. 
He  <-ould  not  get  rid  of  the  thought 
that  the  country  believed  hiin  to  be  a 
murderer  and  for  gain,  and  It  drove 
him  nearly  to  distraction. 

Mr.  Worthington  then  read  a  largc 
nuhiber  of  newspaper  clippings.  man> 
i>f  which  spoke  of  Gen.  Eagun  as  .i 
M'oundrel  and  demanded  his  dlsmlbsal 
from  the  armj'. 

At  12  o'clock  Mr.  Worthington  ai- 
nounced  that  he  was  umible  »o  prcne  i 
with  his  case,  as  ihe  secretary  of  war, 
whom  i-e  desired  to  call  as  a  witness, 
was  now  before  the  war  Investigating 
comml."8lon  and  could  not  ap|)ear.  Other 
witnesses  also  could  not  appear  until  to- 
morrikw.  Thereupon  the  court  adjourned 
until  10  o'clock  tomorrow  morning.

At  a  meeting  of  the  Duluth  delegation 
In  the  Minnesota  legislature  last  evenitif; 
a.  skeleton  draft  of  a  bill  to  encourage 
the  manufacture  of  pig  Iron  In  this  stale 
was  read,  and  it  met  with  unanlmou.s 
approval  from  the  members  of  the  deb  - 
gallon.  The  bill  Is  yet  In  an  embryolic 
state.  The  amount  of  the  bounty  to  be 
paid  for  the  manufacture  of  pig  iron  is 
left  for  the  leglslatuie  to  fill  out.  as  w  II 
as  the  term  <jf  years  during  which  ibe 
bounty  Is  to  apply,  the  idea  beln,:?  foi- 
the  legislature  to  Jill  out  this  particular 
also  after  Investigation. 

The  bill  is  entitled  "An  act  to  encour- 
age the  manufacture  of  pig  iron  in  this 
state  and  to  grant  a  compensation 
therefor."  it  provides  that  the  slate 
shall  pay  out  of  its  treasury,  from  money 
not  otherwise  appropriated,  to  any  p^^r- 
son,  firm  or  corporation  engaged  In  the 
manufacture  of  pig  iron  in  this  state,  a 
certain  sum  for  each  gross  ton  of  pig 
Iron  so  manufactured.  Those  enlill'd 
to  a  bounty  under  this  act  are  to  present 
a  claim  for  It  to  the  state  auditor,  who 
Is  to  examine  It.  and  if  it  is  found  cor- 
rect, he  13  to  draw  his  warrant  upon  the 
state  treasurer  for  the  amount  due.  The 
law  will  apply  only  for  a  term  of  year.s 
to  be  fixed.

New  York,  Jan.  26.— A  special  fioin 
Washington  says:  Through  the  Frenili 
embassy  here  Spain  has  again  urged  uu.- 
ITnlted  States  to  procure  the  release  of 
Spanish  prisoners  held  by  the  Phlllpidnj 
lnsurg;'nts. 

Information  olflcially  received  by  t'.::' 
Madrid  governmejit  from  the  Philip- 
pines shows  that  tiie  lives  of  Sriani^h 
women  and  chiliixen,  as  well  as  me;i. 
are  In  danger,  and  that  the  prisoners  are 
not  receiving  proper  treatment.  T.ie 
Spanish  goveriinient  called  attention  Ij 
that  provision  of  the  treaty  requiring 
this  government  to  use  Us  good  ofiicis 
to  procure  the  release  of  the  prisone;;-, 
and  urged  that  it:  do  everything  possible 
to  do  so. 

Secretary  Hay  replied  that  Gen.  Otis 
had  been  instructed  to  give  immediate 
attention  to  the  matter,  but  this  gov- 
ernment has  made  no  promises  to  obtain 
the  release  of  the  prisoners.  It  is  the 
growing  belief  t.  lat  the  United  SlateJi 
will  be  able  to  obtain  the  release  only 
by  force. 

Information  luis  also  been  received 
here  showing  that  500  friars  held  as 
prisoners  are  compelled  by  the  Filipinos 
to  undergo  all  serfs  of  menial  labor, 
such  as  attending*  to  the  horses  of  Fili- 
pino officers,  paviixg  the  streets  of  towns 
and  so  forth.

When  the  venll.  t  was  rtad 
Stacy  to«.k  It  calmly  and  did  not  .seem 
to  be  overwh^-lntingly  sqiprLsed.  Alex- 
ander .Mai shall.  Stacy's  attorney,  moved 
lor  a  new  trial  immediately,  and  the 
motion    will    be  argued  later. 

The  Hist  ballot  taken  by  the  jury  re- 
j-'ulted  in  nine  vt)te8  for  conviction  and 
three  tor  acquittal.  After  a  little  dis- 
iussi».n  another  ballot  was  taken,  anu 
the  members  .)f  the  jurv  who  favored 
acjuittal  had  dwindled  to  two.  The-.c 
was  another  short  discussion,  which 
was  effective  in  leaving  but  one  vote 
for  acquittal,  and  the  last  ballot  gavt 
the  state  a  unanimous  vote  for  convic- 
tion. 

Yesterday  afternoon  something  of  a 
sensation  was  created  by  the  testimony 
of  Lena  Groff.  a  young  woman  placnl 
on  the  stand  by  the  state  In  rebuttal 
She  testified  that  Stacy's  wife  told  hLr 
that  if  she  would  swear  that  she  stayed 
with  the  Stacys  on  the  night  the  c«>v\ 
was  stolen,  and  that  Stacy  did  not  leave 
t.i-e  h.iuse.  Stacy  would  give  her  $5.  The 
closing  arguments  to  the  jury  were 
made  last  night,  and  the  court's  charge 
took  u:j  the  early  part  of  this  morning's 
session. 

The  case  has  attracted  some  interest 
because  of  the  attem-t  that  was  made 
by  the  def.-ndant  and  his  wife  to  estab- 
lish an  alibi,  both  of  them  swearing  thai 
on  the  night  of  the  burglary  of  Ole  Nel- 
son's barn  at  Htrinantown  Stacy  wa.s 
home  all  night.  Yesterday  afternoon 
the  defendant's  attorney  asked  the 
court  to  let  t'le  jury  do  a  little  sleuthing 
on  its  own  account.  The  testimony  in 
the  case  showed  that  the  farmer  found, 
together  with  the  loss  of  his  cow  the 
morning  after  the  burglary,  two  tracks 
around  his  place,  one  of  shoes  and  the 
other  of  moccasins.  Mr.  Marshall  want- 
ed the  court  to  let  the  jury  take  Stacy's 
overshoes  out  to  Hermantown  and  try 
to  fit  them  to  the  shoe  tracks  that  t.nc 
farmer  had  preserved  by  covering  them 
with  brush.  The  court  denied  the  mo 
tion. 

Stacy  was  indicted  with  one  John 
Polom  for  grand  larceny  In  the  flrjt 
degree  and  for  burglary  in  the  third 
degree.  A  jury  acquitted  Stacy  of  the 
charge  of  larceny,  but  another  one  this 
morning  stuck  him  on  the  lesser  charge 
of  burglary.

The  mayor  returned  from  St.  Paul  this 
morning,  quite  well  satisfied,  on  Ihe 
whole,  with  the  outlook  for  the  passage 
of  the  bills  in  which  Duluth  is  inter- 
ested. The  committee  to  which  the  re- 
funding bill  was  referred  is  favorable 
to  the  measure,  although  jt  thinks  that 
the  bimtls  .<ihouId  run  fifteen  instead  of 
thirty  yeais.  and  the  bill  may  be 
changed  to  make  the  time  the  first 
named  period.  The  clause  prohibiting 
the  future  Issuance  of  interest-bearing 
obligati(ms.  which  would  array  St.  Paul 
against  the  bill,  will  be  eliminated. 

The  mayor  said  that  he  had  been  as- 
sured that  with  hard  work  the  normal 
school  appropriation  bill  would  go 
through.  He  talked  with  a  large  num- 
ber of  members  from  various  parts  of 
the  state,  and  they  almost  without  ex- 
ception conceded  that  there  was  a  moral 
obligation  resting  on  the  state  to  grant 
an  apT»ropriation. 

The  mayor  says  that  he  feels  confi- 
dent that  all  of  the  members  of  the  Du- 
luth delegation  will  support  the  tele- 
phone bill.  The  mayor  and  the  mem- 
bers of  the  delegation  met  yesterday 
afternoon  and  discussed  the  measure.

THE  MANUFACTURERS. 

Larger   Appropriation   Will  Be  Asked 
for  Paris  Exposition. 

Cincinnati,  Jan,  2G.— The  National  As- 
sociation of  Manufacturers,  on  opening 
the  third  day's  session,  concluded  con« 
sideration  of  President  Search's  annual 
report  and  approved  of  the  .same  aflei 
consideration  by  topics. 

Chairman  Gates  being  otherwise  en- 
gaged, the  report  on  patents  and  trade 
marks  was  presented  by  Mr.  Barker,  of 
New  York.  The  report  included  reso 
lutions  endorsing  bills  pending  in  con- 
gress for  registration,  making  it  a  crim- 
inal offense  to  appropriate  another  j 
trademark,  the  penalty  being  the  sani^ 
as  i"or  forging  the  names  of  firms  and 
individuals.  After  some  discussion 
the  re.Dort,  with  its  endorsement  of  billf, 
recommendations  and  resolutions.  wa.-5 
recommitted  for  further  investigation. 

Ferdinand  W.  Peck,  United  Statcj 
commissioner  general  at  Pari.s,  delivered 
an  address  on  the  Paris  exposition.  A 
general  discussion  followed.  Resolutions 
were  adopted  asking  congress  to  make 
additional  appropriations  for  the  Parii 
exposition,  and  the  executive  commit- 
tee was  directed  to  go  to  Washington  to 
work  for  such  appropriations. 

A  resolution  was  adopted  for  the  com- 
mittee on  transportation  and  freights 
to  employ  counsel  to  secure  better  classi- 
fication of  freights,  and  for  uniform  bills 
of  lading  from  steamships  as  well  as 
railways,  for  defense  of  cases  in  dis- 
pute, etc. 


Tremendous  Orders  Coming 

In  Push  the  Plant  to 

the  Utmost. 


Yesterday  the  management  of  the  In- 
terstate Malleable  Iron  and  Machine 
works  gave  notice  to  the  men  that  night 
and  day  work  would  begin  last  night, 
to  last  until  the  present  rush  of  orders 
is  out  of  the  way.  This  was  necessi- 
tated by  a  large  order  for  machine 
work  received  yesterday.  There  are 
now  85  to  90  men  on  the  pay  roll,  which 
amounts  to  $30(K)  per  month.  It  is 
hoped  before  the  summer  Is  over  to  in- 
crease this  to  $6000  per  month  and  the 
roster  to  ISO  men.  One  order  lately  re- 
ceived will  require  nearly  a  year  to 
complete  at  the  rate  of  seven  tons  of 
castings  per  day. 

Several  improvements  are  now  In  pro- 
gress inside  the  works.  The  quick  pro- 
cess annealing  oven  is  being  thoroughly 
overhauled.  This  oven  is  so  construct- 
ed that  a  car  of  iron  becomes  a  part  ot 
it  when  pushed  into  place  and  while 
one  car  lot  is  being  annealed  another 
is  being  loaded.  In  an  adjoining  de- 
partment a  third  annealing  oven  is  be- 
ing erected. 

George  N.  Moreau,  the  secretary,  is 
enthusiastic  over  the  outlook  for  the 
works.  He  believes  the  malleable  iron 
business  to  be  in  its  infancy  and  cites 
several  immense  works  in  other  cities 
from  small  beginnings.  He  says  people 
are  just  beginning  to  learn  the  many 
advantages  ot  malleable  iron  over  cast 
iron  and  the  result  is  a  large  increase 
in  its  use.  He  looks  for  great  prosperity 
in  all  lines  of  the  iron  and  steel  trade 
for  ten  years  to  come.

St.  Paul.  Jan.  26.— A  Madison.  Wis., 
special  t-*  the  Dispatch  says:  Intro- 
duction (<t  a  few  bills  was  all  the  work 
done  by  the  legislature  this  morning, 
but  there  were  three  or  four  important 
ones  among  them.

DEAL 
IS  CLOSED 


Entire  Holdings  of  Wright- 
Davis  People,  Except 
Pine  Lands,  Sold. 

Bought  By  the  Great  North- 
ern Railroad  For  Five 
Million  Dollars. 


The  Great  Northern  Railroad  com- 
pany has  purchased  the  entire  holdings 
of  the  Wright-Davis  people  in  Minne- 
sota, with  the  exception  of  their  pine 
lands.  It  therefore  now  owns  the  Du- 
luth, Mississippi  River  &  Northern  rail- 
road, the  Swan  River  Logging  com- 
pany and  the  Mahoning.  Longyear  and 
Bennett  mines  near  Hibbing.  This 
deal  was  consummated  yesterday  and  a 
check  for  85,000.000  was  given  to  the 
Wright-Davis  people  for  their  prop- 
erty. Negotiations  have  been  under  way 
for  several  weeks  and  yesterday  in  St. 
Paul  the  great  transaction  was  closed 
and  the  property  passed  into  the  hands 
of  the  Great  Northern  Railroad  com- 
pany. 

The  Duluth.  Mississippi  River  & 
Northern  railroad  is  built  from  Swan 
River,  a  point  on  the  present  Fosston 
branch  of  the  Great  Northern  railroad, 
the  part  which  formerly  was  the  Duluth 
&  Winnipeg,  to  a  point  about  twelve 
miles  north  of  Hibbing.  With  all  the 
branches  there  is  about  100  miles  ot 
standard  guage  railroad.  The  Great 
Northern  railroad  has  been  caxcylng 
this  company's  ore  to  the  AUouez  bay 
ore  dock  under  a  traffic  contra<t.  It 
has  evidently  found  the  property  a  de- 
sirable one  to  acquire.  Its  logging 
business  is  also  very  large  and  provides 
a  handsome  revenue.  All  of  the  log- 
ging contracts  go  to  the  Great  North- 
em  railroad. 

Through  this  deal  the  Great  Northern 
railroad  takes  a  place  among  the  ore 
carrying  and  mine  owning  roads  oper- 
ating on  the  Mesaba  range.  James  J. 
Hill  is  a  progressive  man,  and  is  not 
likely  to  remain  Idle  in  a  teriitury  in 
v.-hlch  he  gains  a  foothold,  especially 
when  that  territory  offers  smh  resour- 
ces as  this.  The  proflt.s  for  carrying 
ore  are  enormous,  and  Mr.  Hill  Is  cer- 
tain to  want  his  share  of  them.  It,  of 
course,  cannot  be  said  that  he  will  ex- 
tend his  line  along  the  range,  hut  hl3 
aggressiveness  is  not  likely  to  rest  easy 
and  see  other  roads  operating  in  the 
same  field  carrying  off  so  much  of  the 
wealth  without  taking  a  hand  himself. 
His  road  Is  rich,  he  has  now  all  the 
facilities,  the  ore  docks,  the  boats,  and 
Is  In  every  way  equipped  to  go  into  the 
ore  carrying  buslne.ss.  No  one  could 
offer  such  formidable  opposition  to  the 
Rockefeller  syndicate  and  th«>  Minne- 
sota Iron  company  as  can  James  J.  Hill 
and  the  Great  Northern  railroad. 

One  of  the  largest  Independent  mine 
owners,  when  told  by  a  Herald  man  to- 
day that  the  deal  had  been  closed,  was 
very  hai)py.  It  can  lie  no  w<.rse.  he 
said,  and  may  be  a  great  deal  better. 
He  said  that  Mr.  Hill  was  not  getting  a 
foothold  on  that  range  for  nothing. 

The  question  <;f  the  possililllty  of  the 
lri»n  ore  rate  l>elng  disturbed  arises  in 
view  of  this  deal.  In  his  speech  at  th>' 
Lyceum  last  fall.  Mr.  Hill  said  that  the 
policy  of  his  road  was  to  give  the 
cheapest  p<i.>»sil>le  rates.  The  company 
must  pay  all  expenses.  Interest  and  a 
certain  fixed  dividend,  and  Is  disposed 
to  keep  Its  rates  at  such  figures  as  will 
provide  that.  Acting  on  that  line,  with 
this  new  property,  he  will  probably  find 
that  he  can  make  a  large  cut. 

The  Duluth.  Mississippi  River  &. 
Northern  Railroad  company  was  first 
built  by  the  Wright- Davis  people  as  a 
logging  road,  and  was  used  only  as 
such.  Later  on.  when  the  Me.saba 
range  was  opened,  they  found  valuabl.- 
Iron  deposits  on  their  property,  atid  the 
road  was  then  extended  and  made  an 
ore  carrying  line.  The  mines  are  oper- 
ated by  the  Mahoning  Ore  company. 

Thf  WrIght-DavIs  company  retain.^ 
what  standing  pine  It  stilt  has:  much  of 
It.s  possessiims  in  this  line  were  re- 
cently sold  to  Burlington.  Iowa,  people. 

J.  F.  Killorln.  of  Duluth.  Is  general 
manager  of  the  railroad  and  the  Swan 
River  Logging  company.  Mlcha-l 
Kelley.  of  Duluth.  has  also  been  closely 
associated  with  the  firm.

WITH  CLIB 
ORCARESS 

Senator  Piatt  Says  We  Have 

Been  Annexing  For  a 

Century. 


READS  THEIR  MINDS 


Gives  His  Idea  of  Purposes 
Which  Actuated  the  Con- 
stitution Framers. 


Washington,  Jan.  27.— Senator  T.  C. 
Piatt  of  New  York  addressed  the  sen- 
ate today  on  the  Vest  resolutions.  He 
said  in  part: 

"There  has  never  been  absent  from 
the  floor  of  the  senate  that  class  of  in» 
tellect  which  has  found  in  the  consti- 
tution its  warrant  for  opposing  new 
things.  Nor  it  is  new  things  only  which 
are  so  resolutely  opposed  In  the  name  of 
the  fathers.  It  Is  the  old  things,  with 
new  faces,  as  well.  Here  we  have  been 
for  a  whole  century  annexing  territory, 
annexing  with  a  club  or  a  caress,  just 
as  the  necessities  demanded,  and  yet 
senators  are  discovering  to  one  anolhei- 
the  most  acute  distress  over  what  tliey 
boldly  describe  as  a  'departure  from 
time-honored   traditions.' 

"Mr.  President,  it  was  not  the  main 
purpose  of  the  makers  of  the  constitu- 
tion to  point  out  a  way  in  accordance 
with  which  the  problems  of  government 
were  to  be  solved.  That  purpose,  no 
doubt,  was  in  their  minds  to  some  ex- 
tent, but  to  an  «xtent  which  must  have 
had  its  boundaries  defined  in  their  own 
experience.  Their  main  purpose  was 
to  devise  a  plan  of  government  and  not 
to  ordain  policies,  and  where  they 
seemed  to  be  ordaining  policies,  where 
they  departed  from  the  main  work  ot 
establishing  the  bodies  which  together 
should  form  the  government,  and  of  dis- 
tributing to  each  its  particular  func- 
tions, they  were  doing  precisely  what 
every  other  legislative  assembly  before 
their  time  and  subsequently  thereto  has 
had  to  do— they  were  satisfying  popular 
prejudices  and  looking  forward  to  tne 
day  when  their  work  would  be  passed 
upon  by  minds  less  trained  than  their 
own  In  the  consideration  of  great  prin- 
ciples and  more  subject  than  theirs  to 
temporary  and  local  prejudice. 

"I  do  not  mean  to  suggest,  Mr.  Presi- 
dent, that  such  legislation  as  does 
occur  in  the  constitution  is  any  less 
binding  upon  us  because  it  was  put 
there  as  a  concession  to  the  sentiment 
of  the  hour,  but  I  do  affirm  without 
hestitation  that  the  inferences  which 
we  draw  now  from  such  legislation  lim- 
iting the  power  of  the  general  govern- 
ment and  tending  to  render  our  gov- 
ernment less  competent  than  othei 
governments  need  to  be  drawn  care- 
tully  and  need  to  be  considered  in  the 
light  of  the  whole  scheme  of  federal  au- 
thority. It  is  true  that  we  are  a  gov- 
ernment of  limited  powers,  but  the  pur- 
pose of  the  limitation  was  simply  to 
reserve  to  the  people  of  the  states  such 
ample  power  as  would  enable  them  to 
determine  their  own  affairs  In  their  own 
way— such  affairs,  I  mean,  as  were  not 
also  the  affairs  of  the  oeople  of  other 
states — and  it  was  not  the  purpose  of 
such  limitation  to  hinder  the  federal 
government  in  providing  as  might  seem 
best  and  wisest  for  the  general  welfare 
of  the  whole  country. 

"It  is  surprising,  Mr.  President,  how 
often  it  has  been  necessary  to  make 
this  argument  and  to  call  attention  to 
these  distinctions,  and  yet  I  suppose 
the  temptation  is  a  natural  one  to  make 
the  phrase  'a  government  of  limited 
powers'  mean  a  government  empowered 
to  do  whatever  each  man  wants  done, 
but  forbidden  to  do  whatever  each  man 
opposes.  That  thought  must  have  oc- 
curred, it  seems  to  me,  to  every  sena- 
tor who  hears  the  proposition  advanced 
here  that  we  had  the  right  under  the 
constitution  to  annex  territory  for  the 
purpose  of  putting  up  guns  to  kill  peo- 
ple with,  but  lacked  the  right  of  an- 
nexing it  for  the  purpose  of  putting  up 
school  houses  and  of  doing  the  things 
that  contribute  to  the  happiness  and 
prosperity  of  the  people  concerned. 

"The  disorder  now  existing  in  the 
Philippines,  to  which  senators  who  are 
opposing  the  treaty  may  well  afford  to 
consider  how  far  they  are  contribut- 
ing, the  unwillingness  of  the  armed  na- 
tives to  accept  American  authority  does 
not  constitute  in  my  mind  the  slight- 
est ground  on  which  to  base  a  vote 
against  the  Paris  agreement.  On  the 
contrary.  It  affoi-ds  a  new  reason  why 
our  action  should  be  the  more  prompt 
and  unanimous." 


HORSES  FOR  EUROPE 


4n  Order  Received  For  Ten 

Thousand   Coach  and 

Bus  Horses. 

Chicago,  Jan.  27.— The  Record  says: 
Chicago  will  supply  Europe  with  lO.OJO 
coach  and  bus  horses.  They  are  to  come 
from  different  parts  of  Illinois  and  Iowa, 
and  will  be  shipped  at  the  rate  of  "200  per 
week.  The  Hrst  consignment  will  leave 
today  for  London  and  Liverpool.  A  few 
years  ago  a  Chicago  dealer  sent  over  a 
shipload  of  horses  and  offered  them  on 
the  Kngllsh  markets.  At  flrst  he  could 
not  Induce  the  auctioneer  to  allow  them 
Id  be  brought  Into  the  pavilion  where  the 
sales  were  to  take  place.  At  last  the 
horses  were  placed  on  sale.  "They  won 
in  a  walk"  is  the  wav  the  cablegram 
read   that  was  sent  back  to  America. 

Since  that  time  orders  for  American 
horses  have  been  gradually  on  the  In- 
erease  and  now  comes  this  latest  order 
for  10,000. 

Already  there  ai'e  several  horsemen  In 
the  city,  who  have  come  across  the  ocean 
to  buy  and  take  home  some  of  our  horses. 
Among  them  are  Hector  Verveck,  of  L«jn- 
don;  Joseph  Johnson,  of  Belfast,  Ire- 
land; Gaston  Roy,  of  Paris;  W.  H.  Lee, 
of  London;  Uurt  Spuulding,  of  London;

MUST  NOT  RUN  AWAY 


He  Says  It  Would  Be  Most 

Cowardly  to  Desert 

Them  Now. 


Xew  York,  Jan.  27.— Dr.  L.ymaii 
Abbott  addressed  a  Joint  meetln.^  of  the 
Post-Graduate  club  of  Columbia  and  tht- 
Woman's  Post-Graduate  club  of  Colun.- 
bia  in  Barnard  college  hall  lasr.  night. 
Dr.  Abbott  during  his  I-n-ture  made  it 
clear  to  his  li.steners  that  he  thought  ii 
cowardice  to  destroy  the  government  ot 
any  country  and  then  sail  away  and 
leave  the  v-ountry  to  its  own  re.'<ources 
He  expressed  the  opinion  taat  iht 
United  States  should  exercise  a  protec- 
torate over  its  newly  aciiuired  t-jrritory 
until  the  people  have  been  educated  to  u 
t'onditjon  where  they  are  able  lo  govern 
ihemselves.  He  would  then  leave  it  to 
them  to  determine  by  suffrage  whether 
they,  wish  ti»  govern  tht'mselve:<  or  b^ 
governed  by  the  Tnlled  States.  He  said 
further: 

"What  Is  this  country  to  do?  I  believe 
myself  that  the  late  war  was  a  ri;»fhteous 
one.  1  did  not  believe  the  same  t.iing 
of  our  war  with  Mexico,  but  alter  the 
«onclusion  of  that  war  I  accepted  tht; 
«?onditions  as  they  were  and  joined  with 
those  who  thought  we  ought  to  accept 
the  new    conditions. 

"How  are  we  to  accept  the  condition!* 
now  confronting  us?  We  can  disavow 
the  relations  we  find  ourselves  in  with 
Cuba  and  the  Philippines.  We  can  sail 
iiway  from  Cuba  and  the  Philippines 
and  say:  'We  have  freetl  your  lands  of 
the  Sj>aniards;  now  do  the  bt;st  you 
«'an.' 

"The  golden  rule  Is  a  good  one.  ) 
believe  that  it  applies  to  nations  as  it 
does  lo  individuals.  SupjH)se  ve  were 
lo  leave  these  countrie.'*  to  their  des- 
tiny, now  that  we  havt^  shaken  their 
former  government  to  the  roots.  1  think 
we  can  supply  a  belter  government  for 
them.  I  think  we  might  send  Quay  to 
Cuba  and  Croker  to  the  Philippl.nes  and 
improve  their  government,  and  perhaps 
we  would  thereby  improve  our  own. 
(Applause.)  It  Is  foolisl)  for  any  gov- 
ernment to  act  on  its  traditions.  It  I? 
almost  incredible  that  any  intelligent 
person  should  think  that  a  minister 
i^hould  think  as  ministers  thought  in  the 
sixteentn  centurv.  It  is  incredible  to 
believe  that  any  such  person  would  ex- 
pect any  politician  to  think  as  poli- 
ticians thought  in  the  eighteenth  cen- 
tury. Life  is  a  ci^nditior  of  intellectual 
g.-owth.  We  ougr.t  to  apply  new  thought 
to  new  conditions. 

"I  have  no  fear  of  imperialism.  I 
think  we  ought  to  exercise  a  riotectoraie 
over  Cuba  and  the  Philippines.  We 
ought  to  say  to  the  peor.le  that  we  will 
V>rotect  them  from  internal  strife  and 
from  outside  attack. 

"How  can  we  escape  the  responsibil- 
ity? We  can  show  them  that  we  can 
give  them  a  better  government  than 
they  had.  We  can  do  just  what  we  have 
been  doing.  We  can  impro^e  their 
streets  and  establish  schools  and  insti- 
tute a  civil  government  as  good  as  our 
own." 

THtY  BEAT  INCLE  SAM. 


Ship  Brokers  Retain   a    Commission 
Paid  on  Colliers. 

London,  Jan.  27.— Justice  Bigham.  »n 
the  queen's  Viench  division  of  the  high 
court  of  justice  yesterday,  decided  in 
favor  of  Pelley  Bros.,  the  ship  1>rokers. 
in  the  suit  of  the  United  States  against 
them  to  recover  £5300  paid  the  brokers 
t>n  April  21,  1898  on  two  600-ton  colliers. 
t>y  Lieut.  Sifs,  who  wa^  then  acting 
naval  attache  of  the  I'nited  States  em- 
itassy  in  London,  that  amount  being  10 
per  cent  of  the  total  sum  of  £o;>,000  for 
which  the  ship  brokers  agreed  on  April 
21  to  deliver  the  colliers. 

It  was  claimed  on  l>ehalf  of  th-j 
United  Stales  that  Pelley  Bros.,  ac- 
cording t  i  the  contract,  were  to  deliver 
the  colliers  "as  soon  as  possible,"  and 
that  they  promis^ed  verljully  that  one  of 
them  was  to  Ije  ready  to  sail  In  twenty- 
four  hours  and  the  other  in  fony-elght 
hours,  liut  that  they  failed  to  deliver 
the  ships  before  the  neutrality  pro- 
clamation of  April  "6.  claiming  they 
were  unable  to  get  them  ready  in  lime 
lo  do  so. 

The  ca.se  hinged  on  whether  a  state  of 
war  existed  on  April  22.  when  the  own- 
ers ceased  their  preparations  to  fit  out 
the  ships.  They  testified  that  th-.-y 
sounded  the  foreign  office  on  the  sub- 
ject and  were  informed  that  they  might 
be  liable  under  the  foreign  enlistment 
act  if  they  carried  out  their  cjntract. 
The  justice  said  they  did  what  he  hoped 
any  English  gentleman  would  dj  under 
the  circumstances.  H«-  himself  be- 
lieved that  war  existed  on  April  21.  and 
there  was  no  ground  to  insinuate  th.it 
the  brokers  actfd  in  ba  I  faith.  Th^-y 
were  entitled  to  keep  the  money  undr 
a  clause  of  the  contract  which  provided 
that  it  should  lj«?  retained  if  a  state  of 
war  prevenft'd  delivrin?  th»-  ships.

St.  Paul.  Jan.  27.— (Special  to  The 
Herald.)— Attorney  General  W.  B. 
Douglas  made  his  lirst  otllcial  bow  be- 
fore the  legislature  yesterday.  Some 
t'me  ago  the  senate  passed  a  resolution 
calling  upon  the  attorney  gi.'neral  for 
an  opinion  concerning  the  right  of  the 
state  to  adopt.  In  whole  or  in  part,  the 
Toirens  system  of  land  transfers.  After 
an  exhaustive  study  of  the  question, 
which  is  clearly  evinced  by  his  very 
comprehensive  report,  the  attorney 
general  decides  that  the  Torrens  sys- 
tem in  a  modified  form  would  not  be 
contrary  to  the  constitution.  His  views 
were  forwarded  to  the  senate  and  or- 
dered printed  In  the  journal.  In  sum- 
ming up,  the  attorney  general  says: 

"In  my  opinion,  the  so-called  Torrens 
s>stem  of  land  titles  In  the  form  In 
which  It  was  originally  adopted  In 
Australia,  and  later  in  the  provinces  of 
Ontario  and  Manitoba.  w<»uld  clearly  be 
unconstitutional  under  the  system  of 
government  in  existence  in  the  various 
states  of  the  United  States.  A  modified 
system  embodying  m«isl  of  the  sali»-n 
pi'ovislons  of  the  so-called  Torrens  laml 
title  system  inay  be  adopted  In  this 
state  and  engrafted  into  its  jurisprud- 
ence In  a  form  which  will  not  contliit 
v.ith  the  constitution  of  this  state  or  of 
the  United  States." 

The  question  of  adopting  the  Torrens 
system  in  Minnesota  was  first  agitated 
in  1S91,  the  legislature  naming  A.  H. 
Young.  J.  tl.  Pyle  and  A.  J.  Greer  as  a 
commission  to  Investigate  and  report 
regaiding  the  constitutional  questions 
Involved.  Nothing  conclusive  could  be 
determined  at  that  time,  however,  for 
the  reason  that  the  Idea  had  not  been 
tested  In  the  courts.  At  each  session  of 
the  legislature  since  1891  the  matter  has 
come  up  until  today  it  is  generally 
conceded  that  the  people  desire  a  modi- 
fied and  simplified  system  of  land 
transfer.  Three  states,  Illinois,  Massa- 
chusetts and  Ohio,  between  1893  and 
1838,  adopted  the  Torrens  system,  each 
with  modifications  suited  to  its  peculiar 
needs,  Illinois  and  Ohio  adhering  closely 
to  the  original  Australian  plan.  The 
supreme  c.nirts  of  the  states  last  nAm':'d 
have  declared  the  new  law  unconstitu- 
tional. In  1897  a  modified  system  was 
adopted  by  the  Illinois  legislature,  and 
this  the  supreme  court  has  upheld,  but 
has  granted  a  new  hearing.  The  system 
was  adopted  in  Massachusetts  in  1898, 
and  is  also  modified  in  form.  The  Mas- 
sachusetts law  was  drafted  by  a  spe- 
cial commission.  Mr.  Douglas  regard.* 
It  as  the  more  carefully  prepared  act. 
but  drawn  quite  closely  after  the  Illi- 
nois law. 

Mr.  Douglas  says  that  the  original 
enactments  In  Illinois  and  Ohio  were 
attacked  as  unconstitullonal  on  the 
following  grounds: 

First— That  the  acts  attempted  to 
authorize  the  taking  of  private  property 
by  the  state  for  private  use  withoui 
compensation. 

Second— Because  they  attempted  to 
confer  judicial  power  upon  a  county 
recorder  i»r  registrar. 

Third— Because  the  acts  did  not  pro- 
vide for  personal  service  upon  all  in- 
terested parlies  who  were  within  the 
juii.sdiciion  of  the  court  or  could  be  lo- 
cated; and. 

Fourth— Because  the  state  had  n  1 
power  to  accumulate  and  u.se  the  in- 
denmity  funds  provided   by  the  act. 

In  the  opinion  of  the  attorney  gen- 
eral the  second  of  the  foregoing  objec- 
tions would  stand  In  this  state  against 
any  enactment  embodying  all  of  the 
principles  of  the  Torrens  system.  Con- 
tinuing, the  opinitm  says  on  this  point: 

"It  follows,  therefore:  First,  that  .in 
attempt  to  vest  In  a  registrar  or  rec- 
order the  power  to  determine  and  cer- 
tify title,  is  an  infringement  upon  the 
judicial  pc)wer  tif  the  government,  Ih.- 
rights  of  the  subjects  <»f  the  state,  and. 
therefore,  void.  Sec  md,  any  provision 
by  which  the  title  to  private  propert> 
of  any  person  is  certified  by  the  state, 
except  subsequent  to  a  Judicial  deler- 
minatUm  by  a  court  having  Jurisdicti  >n 
of  the  parlies  and  the  subject  matter, 
must  also  l»e  Inoperative,  in  Illinois  l)y 
the  act  of  May  1.  1897,  the  chancery  si<b 
..f  their  circuit  courts  (corresponding  in 
Minnesota  to  the  district  courts)  ha? 
been  vested  with  jurisdiction  to  hea". 
adjudge  and  certify  under  reasonable 
restri*  tif)ns.  the  question  as  10  owner- 
ship of  legal  and  equitable  titles,  and  a 
registrar  is  named  In  Illinois  whose 
enumerated  powers  are  to  record  and 
certify  titles  of  lands  brought  under  the 
provisions  of  the  act  in  question  as  de- 
termined by  the  courts.  The  Indemnity 
f«ature  of  the  Illini>is  act  was  not  de- 
terndned  by  the  supreme  court  in  Its 
recent  decision.  I»ut  the  court  did  hold 
that  the  chief  jirindples  of  the  system 
could  stand  In  the  absence  of  thi.s 
feature." 

I>y  way  of  bringing  his  rciiort  l>>  a 
ilo.se,  Mr.  Douglas  offers  the  following 
intere.sting  and  impotlant  .suggestions 
<'onrerninK  bow.  in  bis  jmignieni.  the 
leKislalure  sbouM  proce' (I,  if  it  con- 
teniplates  Introducing  the  'forrens  .^sy."- 
tcni  Into  Minncs.ita: 

"In  my  judumenl  It  is  within  the 
power  of  the  legl!.ilalure  of  this  state  lo 
ena(  t  a  simpliticd  system  of  ncordini;. 
determining  ami  certifying  land  litl"s, 
closely  allieil  to  the  Ho-<allcd  Torren;: 
system  and  embra<'ing  its  chief  fea- 
tures, but  only  upon  condition  that  the 
fHiwer  which  determines  the  tlll-^. 
either  equitable  or  legal,  shall  be  veste  1 
In  the  district  courts  of  the  state. 
Should  It  be  deemed  advisable  to  vest 
this  power  in  the  proliate  courts  of  the 
state,  for  the  reason  that  u  Judge 
theret)f  Is  always  resident  of  each 
county  and  the  .court  In  session  con- 
tlnuou.sly,  It  will  be  necessary  to  amend 
the  constitution  of  this  state,  enlarging 
the  JurlBdictlon  of i probate  C(»urts,  and, 
perhaps,  changing  Its  title.

Thence  th.'  route  proceeds  to  Spirit  Lake, 
Iowa,  crossing  the  Southern  Minnesota 
division  of  the  C  M.  &  St.  P.  near  Jack- 
son or  Sherburne.  In  Iowa  it  will  cross 
the  Northwestern  railway  near  Spirit 
Lake;  the  Milwaukee  near  Si>encer, 
aaolher  division  of  the  Northwestern 
n-^ar  Sioux  Rapids,  the  Illinois  Central  at 
St<^rm  Lake,  and  another  Milwaukee  di- 
vision  near  Charii-s   Lake.

NEW  YORK  STOCKS. 

London  Quotations  Show  a  Breek  In 
Some  Stocks. 

New  York.  Jan.  27.— London's  quota- 
tions for  Americans  came  fractionally 
lower  this  morning  with  an  exceptional 
break  of  1%  In  Pennsylvania  and  2'i  In 
New  York  Central.  The  slump  in  the  last 
mentioned  was  attributed  to  vesterdav"s 
authoritative  denial  of  the  recently  ciir- 
rent  rumors  of  an  amalgamation  of  this 
property  with  other  roads.  The  local 
market  opened  moderately  active  with 
narrow  variations  either  way  in  the  rail- 
ways. Prices  of  the  internationals  were 
generally  above  the  I.K)ndon  paritv,  the 
decline  in  New  York  Central  in  this  mar- 
ket being  restricted  to  a  i>oint.  The  spe- 
cialties exhibited  a  good  tone.  People's 
Gas  and  Manhattan  rising  strongly.  St. 
Louis  Southwestern  preferred  aiso  re- 
celve<l  excellent  support,  advancing  1%. 
In  the  absence  of  any  unfavorable  devel- 
opments over  night  calculated  to  disturb 
values,  the  bulls  started  in  to  retrieve  the 
ground  lost  In  yesterday'*  late  reaction, 
and  the  early  hesitancy  was  soon  dissi- 
pated. Large  purchasing  onlers  were  dis- 
tributed all  around,  which  operated  to 
bring  many  of  the  hlthertf>  dormant 
shares  into  considerable  prominence.  Nor- 
folk &  Western  preferred  was  forced  up 
to  70  on  expectations  of  increased  divi- 
dends. Long  Island  brought  71  In  antici- 
pation of  favorable  traffic  developments 
and  the  iron  and  steel  shares  were  lifted 
similarly  In  response  to  tne  unprecedent- 
ed favorable  condition  of  the  trade.  Met- 
ropolitan moved  rather  conservatively  on 
limited  trading.  Sugar.  I'nion  Pacific 
preferred.

SUBSIDIZING  VESSELS. 

All    vessel  men   are   not  agreed   as    to 
the  merits  of  the  Hanna-Payne  bill  for 
subsidiaing  American  ships,  which      Is 
now  t)efore  congress.  Legislation  of  this 
character  was  recommended  by  Presi- 
dent McKinley  in  his  message  to  con- 
gress, the  necessity  t>f  adopting  such  a 
measure  Ijeing  l>ased  on  the  fact  that 
85  per  cent  of  our  commerce  is      nt>w 
carried  in   foreign  ships.   According  to 
the  provisions  of  the  Hanna-Payne  bill, 
the  one  American  trans-Atlantic  steam- 
.ship  line  will  receive  between  $5000  and 
$6<)00  more  per  voyage  than  now.  Tht  re 
is  one  condition  precedent,  namely  that 
the  company  shall  build,  in  the  L'nited 
States,   a   steamship    of   not   less    than 
11,200  tons.      The  cost  of  tho  required 
vessel   is  estimated  at  |2.70O,")0O  or  $3,- 
000,000.    It    is    admitted    that    the    same 
ship  could  he  built  in       England       for 
about  |2.VW,0»M).       So  in  order  to  make 
up  for  the  higher  price  of  shipbuilding 
here,  the  bill  proposes  to  pay  such  ships 
a  higher  rate  of  subsidy  than  that  p.ild 
to  Ivnglish  or  any  foreign  ships.      The 
rate   for  fast   steamers — over  nlnet<'en 
knots  an   hour— is   nearly   2   cents    oer 
grf>ss  ton  per  lf)0  miles.  This  will  mtike 
it  possible  for  a  trans-Atlantic  liner  to 
clear  up  in  government  bounty  nearly 
$10,00f)    a    round    trip,    which    is    about 
$2000  more  than  an  English  liner  gets 
from  that  gr>vernment.  The  excuse  for 
this  liberality  in  l)ounties  to  fast  liners 
is   the  government's  desire  that   there 
l)e  a  large  numt>er  of  such  vessels  avail- 
able as  auxiliary  cruisers,  scouts,  trans- 
ports and  messenger  boats  in  time      of 
war. 

The  foundation  of  tho  compensation 
feature  of  the  Hanna-Payne  bill  is  that 
1   cent   per  gross   ton   per   l')0  nautical 
miles  is  sufficient  to  eriualize  the  differ- 
ence In  cost  of  operation,  including  fac- 
tors dependent   on   differences   in   llrst 
<-ost   of  construction,   of  cargo  steam- 
ships under   the   American   and    urider 
foreign   flags.       In  other  words,  in  or- 
der to  start  our  ships  even  with      the 
subsidized    and    cheaper    built    vessels 
of  foreign  nations,  this  gov#  rnment  of- 
fers (or  will  if  this  bill  pas.tes)  to  pay 
any   American   ship   owner  1   cent    for 
every  100  tons  (including  the  weight  of 
his  ship)  carried  IQO  miles.      But  there 
are  exceptions  so  as  to  cut  out  coast- 
ers to  Canadian  ports  and  to  Cuba  and 
the  West  Indies.       Half  a  cent  is  also 
added  to  the  uniform  rate  for  the  first 
1.tOO  miles  on  both  the  outward  and  re- 
turn voyage.       This  Is  for  the  sp^'clal 
encouragement  of  the  vefMels  engaged 
in  the  South  AmerlcaTi  trade,  which  is 
subject    to    severe    competition       from 
European  vessels  which  bring  cargoes 
to  South  America,  and.  having  tiothing 
to   carry    back,    are   ready    to    pick    up

Great  Activity  at  the  Crystal 

Falls    Iron    Mine    This 

Winter. 

Crystal  Falls— There  is  great  activity 
manifested  at  the  Crystal  Falls  propc-r- 
ty  this  winter  to  get  the  mine  In  shape 
for  a  banner  output  next  season,  and  it 
is  confidently  expected  that  the  record 
of  128.000  tons  made  last  season  will  be 
beaten  by  a  good  round  figure.  Stock- 
ing was  begun  as  soon  as  shipping  was 
i  suspended,  and  there  is  already  quite  a 
pile  of  ore  on  the  dump.  An  additional 
lift  of  100  feet  was  added  to  the  sh:ift, 
and  new  work  just  now  is  confined  to 
getting  this  new  level  In  shape  to  pro^ 
duce  ore.  The  method  pursued  In  add- 
ing levels  to  this  mine  is  to  sink  a 
winze  in  the  ore  body  somewhere  near 
the  shaft.  The  work  of  sinking  the 
winze  can  be  done  early  in  the  season— 
this  year  the  winze  was  down  the  re- 
quired depth  before  shipping  ceased. 
A  crosscut  was  run  from  the  bottom  of 
the  winze  to  a  point  where  the  shaft 
should  cut.  and  from  this  point  a  raise 
is  put  to  the  shaft  above.  The  miners 
in  this  raise  "holed"  through  last  week, 
and  the  work  of  trimming  down  the 
sides  and  timbering  up  the  shaft  is  now 
in  progres.s. 

The  changing  house  at  the  Mansfield 
mine  was  bufned  Sunday  afternoon.  All 
the  working  clothes  of  the  miners  were 
In  the  house  at  the  time.  There  are  120 
men  employed  In  the  mine  and  the  aver- 
age loss  to  each  is  $7.  The  loss  is  cov- 
ered by  insurance. 

Bessemer— The  Tllden  mine  of  the 
Oliver  Mining  company  is  hoisting  ore 
from  four  shafts  and  has  already 
stocked  an  immen.se  lot  of  ore.  Tne 
stock  piles,  which  are  large  now.  will 
b;?  mountains  of  ore  by  the  opening  oi 
navigation.  The  Palms  mine  of  the 
Dunn  Iron  Mining  company  is  also 
stocking  ore  at  a  lively  rate  and  has  is. 
large  amount  of  ore  on  the  surface  at 
the  present  time.  At  the  Colby,  .section 
16,  work  is  being  done  at  No.  5  shaft 
and  a  diamond  drill  is  being  used  wita 
good  effect.

The  sailors  were  stripped  and  bound 
and  killed,  one  each  day.  A  wild  orgi? 
was  participated  in  by  at  least  !00  sav- 
ages who  had  gathered  for  the  feast. 

In  sineral  ca.ses  the  sailors  were  tor- 
tured by  the  old  women  and  children 
of  the  trll)e.  The  eyes  of  one  wcjre 
:;oused  out.  The  doomed  men  stoically 
Watched  the  elaborate  preparations  for 
their  death.  A  huge  pot  filled  with 
hoilinfv  water  was  used  for  the  feast, 
vvhic-h.  on  the  first  day,  was  prolonged 
away  Into  the  night. 

In  most  ca.se.^  the  men  were  behead- 
ed, their  heads  being  stuck  on  poles  an  1 
paraded  before  the  men  who  were  to 
suffer  the  same  fate.  Greene  was  res- 
cued by  a  steamer  after  tramping  with- 
out food  a  day  and  a  night  to  reach  the 
coast.  The  scenes  of  horror  he  had 
witnessed  turned  his  hair  snowy  white.

NORTH  DAKOTA. 

Williston— It  has  been  within  the  past 
year  that  the  question  of  title  of  oui 
townsite  has  been  definitely  settled,  and 
many  are  the  Improvements  being  made 
with  many  new  settlers  and  more      in 
prospect.      For  instance,  a  court  house 
costing  about  $10,000  will  be  put  up,  and 
a  city  school  worth  a  like  sum  is  to  be 
built.      The  Bruegger  Mercantile  com- 
pany has  completed  the  basement  of  a 
very  fine  building  which  will  cost  $10,- 
000  or  more,  to  be  built  of  brick.      The 
lower  floor  will   be  used   by   the   com- 
pany and  the  upper  rooms  as  an  opera 
house.      Their  present  store  will  be  uti- 
lized as  a  store  room  for  the  present. 
The  Great   Northern   hotel.   Mrs.   Leon 
Hardy,    proprietor,    a    3-story,       steam 
heated  building,  open  day  and  night,  is 
in  fine  running  order.      The  above  men- 
tioned buildings  with  Hadderick  Bros.' 
structure,  gives   Williston  a  very  sub- 
stantial appearance. 

A  movement  is  on  foot,  and  petitions 
are  being  circulated  to  present  to  the 
present  legislature  to  unite  with  Wil- 
liams county  the  territory  formerly  em- 
braced in  Wallace  and  Allred  counties, 
but  now  embraced  in  Stark  county. 


Grand  Fork.«?— There  is  likely  to  be 
greater  activity  next  summer  than 
usual  in  Northern  Pacific  circles,  as 
that  road  is  certain  to  extend  some  of 
its  Northwestern  branches.  One  thing 
which  has  been  oVfinitely  decided  on  is 
the  extension  of  the  branches  of  t^e 
road  running  northwest  from  the  in- 
ternational boundary  line  toward  Bran- 
don and  adjacent  territory.  These 
branches  tap  some  of  the  most  fertile 
portions  of  Southwestern  Manitoba, 
and  the  extensions  will  add  greatly  to 
the  traffic  of  the  Manitoba  division  on 
which  Grand  Forks  is  situated. Arrange- 
ments have  already  been  made  for 
much  of  this  work.  This  will,  of  course, 
mean  more  and  heavier  trains,  more 
employes,  and  more  railroad  men  s 
homes  in  Grand  Forks.  With  refer- 
ence to  the  extension  of  the  Keystone 
branch,  the  same  rumors  are  incircula- 
tion  now  that  have  been  circulated 
since  the  original  building  of  the  road, 
but  there  is  apparently  no  more  found- 
ation for  the  rumors  than  there  has 
been  before.  •

ness.

Let  there  be  a  good  man  appointed  a 
state  commissioner,  whose  duty  it 
should  be  to  protect  the  unions  when 
the  cause  of  grievance  is  based  upon 
justice  and  equity,  but  let  him  be  .m- 
thorizcd  to  protect  the  public  as  well 
and  punish  those  who  deserve  it. 

But  unless  there  is  a  commisslonor 
app'dnted  in  whose  office  every  union 
should  iKi  registered,  together  with  Ihe 
name  of  every  memlter  thereof,  with  a 
'opy  f)f  their  constitution,  aim,  obj-.i. 
otc.,  and  that  every  member  be  respon- 
sible for  the  as.soeiiition  they  should  not 
exist.  And  it  should  be  o(>tional  uitii 
the  several  commissioners  of  the  stale 
whether  an  association  l>e  allowed  a 
•  •barter  or  not:  «'Specially  if  the  obJ<'ct 
is  biased,  it  should  be  refused.  This

Pleased  With  Present 

Outlook. 


PRICES  ARE  STEADY 


Weather  Is  Cold  and  Business 

Is   Good— Docks    Will 

Be  Cleared. 


The  coal  companies  are  all  pretty  wcil 
satisfied  with  the  situation  at  the  pres- 
ent time.  The  weather  is  cold  and 
hence  lots  of  fuel  is  necessary;  prices 
iire  gOQtl  and  there  is  reason  to  believe 
that  very  little  coal  will  be  remaining 
on  the  docks  when  navigation  opens. 
In  fact,  the  llrst  boai»  up  may  have  t;. 
bring  up  cargoes  of  certain  sizes  to  re- 
lieve shortages. 

Anthracite  coal  continues  to  move 
freely  to  interior  points,  and  unless  ihe/c 
is  a  decided  change  in  the  weather,  Jan- 
uary shipments  will  run  larger  this  year 
than  last.  All  shippers  report  a  si»ou 
demand  for  this  variety  of  fuel,  and 
there  is  no  indication  that  it  can  be 
bought  for  less  than  the  regular  price, 
$.5.,'>o  per  ton  for  the  stove  and  egg  sizes, 
while  there  is  a  disposition  to  ask  an 
advance  of  25  cents  per  ton  for  the  nut 
size.  Most  of  the  retailers  are.  in  fact, 
asking  it.  Some  retailers  cimiplain  bo- 
cause  they  are  unable  to  obtain  enough 
teams  to  deliver  coal  as  promptly  as  ,-, 
demanded  by  consumers,  who,  as  a  rule, 
allow  their  bins  to  become  empty  before 
ordering,  and  a  sudden  fall  in  the  leni- 
lerature  cau.ses  many  orders  to  be 
placed  whii'.T  must  be  Hll.d  immediat"- 
iy.  There  is  a  good  stock  of  pea  and 
buckwheat  on  hand  due  to  the  advance 
in  freight  to  tiie  Twin  Cities  on  the.^e 
sizes,  of  which  large  quantities  have 
heretofore  be«^n  used. 

There  is  a  ste.idy  demand  for  bitum- 
inous coal,  and  it  would  not  be  surpris- 
ing if  shippers  discovered  a  shortage  in 
this  as  well  as  hard  coal.  In  fact,  three 
large  snipping  companies  are  not  .seek- 
ing new  busin;'.«;s  for  Hocking  coal, 
using  such  as  they  have  on  hand  to 
take  care  of  their  regular  customers, 
and  the  result  is  that  no  soft  coal  can 
be  bought  at  less  then  the  scale  prices. 

A  new  tariff  went  into  effect  Jan.  II, 
restoring  rates  on  coal  between  the  Min- 
neapolis &  St.  Louis  Railroad  company 
and  lines  connected  with  the  head  oi' 
Lake  Superior  upon  a  basis  of  the  re- 
duced rates  which  were  placed  in  efre<  t 
by  the  above  road  and  Lake  Michigan 
lines,  and  which  resulted  in  the  contro- 
versy between  the  Minneapolis  &  St. 
Ivouis  road  and  those  centering  here. 
During  the  controversy  considerable 
coal  was  moved,  and  when  the  roads  in- 
terested estimate  their  tonnage  at  the 
close  of  the  year  it  will  doubtless  show 
a  loss  of  business  which  might  have  been 
saved  if  an  agreement  had  been  reached 
earlier.

Division  of  Gross  Earnings 

Tax  Would  Give  Duluth  a 

Big  Sum. 


HELP  OIT  THE  CITY 


Estimated  That  This  County 
Would   Get  About  One- 
Fifth  of  Whole. 


The  draft  of  the  proposed  gross  earn- 
ings apportionment  law  as  published  in 
The  Herald  yesterday  afternoon  was 
read  with  interest  by  a  large  number  of 
citizens,  who  have  interested  them- 
selves In  the  matter,  and  the  general 
expression  of  opinion  was  that  the  law 
was  well  drawn  and  that  it  would  un- 
doubtedly serve  the  purpose  from  a 
legal  standpoint.  The  idea  of  appor- 
tioning the  railroad  gross  earnings 
taxes  is  embodied  in  it  in  what  seems 
to  be  the  best  possible  manner,  and 
there  is  every  reason  to  hope  that  it  will 
go  through  the  legislature  in  some  such 
form  as  that  and  that  very  slight  if  any 
amendments  will  be  needed. 

The  effect  of  the  law  on  this  city,  if 
the  bill  becomes  a  law,  will  be  in- 
calculable. It  is  stated  that  of  the 
railroad  property  of  the  state  one-fifth 
in  value  is  located  in  this  county.  If 
this  is  true,  and  it  does  not  .seem  at  all 
unlikely,  it  means  that  after  the  state 
has  deducted  its  tenth  St.  Louis  county 
will  get  20  per  cent  of  what  remains. 
This  will  be,  under  the  present  rate  of 
taxation  of  railroads,  in  the  neighbor- 
hood of  $200,000  per  year  at  least.  Of 
this  amount  the  city  of  Duluth  would 
get  about  two-thirds.  The  result  would 
be  that  tax  rates  would  dwindle  rapid- 
ly. There  would  be  no  more  com- 
plaints about  excessive  taxes,  because 
the  local  rates  would  be  so  reduced  that 
the  balance  to  be  made  up  by  local  tax- 
ation would  be  very  reasonable  indeed. 

County  Auditor  Halden  Is  now  In  the 
Twin  Cities  arousing  interest  in  the 
measure.  He  has  succeeded  beyond  his 
expectations,  and  while  there  is  likely 
to  be  warm  opposition  to  the  measure, 
there  is  retisonable  hope  that  it  will 
pass.  If  it  does  not  pass  its  friends 
argue  that  it  will  at  least  be  placed 
before  the  people  clearly  through  a 
thorough  debate,  and  that  the  measure 
is  sure  to  become  a  law  later  if  it  does 
not  at  this  session.  No  efforts  will  be 
spared,  however,  to  make  the  plan  a  go 
at  this  session.

DROWNED  IN  NELSON  RIVER. 


Capt.  John    Mason   of  Philadelphia 
Lost  His  Life. 

Laird  River.  Aug.  2G.  via  Edmonton, 
X.  W.  T..  Jan.  27.— Capt.  John  Mason, 
of  a  large  Philadelphia  party  bound  for 
the  gold  fields.  was  accidentally 
drowned  in  the  Nelson  river,  throe 
miles  above  its  mouth,  on  the  afternoon 
of  Aug.  24.  The  Philadelphians.  with 
the  big  four  party  of  Chicago,  were 
rafting  horses  and  outfits  down  the 
Nelson  river,  and  the  raft  which  Capt. 
Mason  was  on  stuck  on  a  sand  bar.  It 
was  necessary  to  unload  the  horses  in 
order  to  get  the  raft  off.  Capt.  Mason 
stayed  with  the  horses  on  the  bar  and 
the  raft  drifted  down  the  river  to  make 
a  landing.  When  about  half  a  mile  be- 
low the  men  on  the  raft  heard  the  cap- 
tain cry  loudly  for  help,  as  he  was  driv- 
ing the  horses  to  the  shore.  It  is  not 
known  whether  he  «-as  taken  with 
cramps  or  was  struck  by  a  horse.  His 
hat  was  found  about  half  a  mile  below, 
but  the  bodv  was  not  found. 


TRAFHC  AT  A  STANDSTILL. 

Another    Severe     Snow     Storm    is 
Raging  In  Colorado. 

Denver.  Jan.  27.— Another  snow 
storm,  light  in  Denver  but  severe  in 
some  portions  of  the  mountains,  has 
been  prevailing  during  the  past  twenty- 
four  hours.  Around  Leadville  in  every 
diiection  arc  huge  drifts.  At  Kokomo 
al>out  eighteen  inches  of  snow  has  fal- 
len. Traffic  is  at  a  standstill.  The 
lailroads  arc  unable  to  get  coal  in.  and 
as  a  consequence  a  number  of  mines 
hiive  been  shut  down,  and  residents  of 
the  town  are  also  almost  out.  Fresh 
meat  is  scarce,  and  as  a  whole  the 
town  is  in  a  pretty  bad  shape. 

There  has  been  no  Eastern  mail  since 
Thursday  last,  and  but  two  Western 
mails  since  then.  The  railroads  have 
been  making  valiant  efforts  to  clear  the 
roadway,  but  the  snow  drifts  in  as  fast 
a.s  taken  out.

They  had 
attended  a  theater  and  were  on  the  way 
home  when  Mrs.  Reuter  fell  to  the  side- 
walk. She  was  carried  into  the  house  in 
front  of  which  she  had  fallen,  and  doc- 
tors were  called,  but  Mrs.  Reuter  was 
dead  when  they  arrived.  Reuter  left  to 
tell  a  friend  of  his  wife's  death  and  was 
re-entering  the  house  in  which  her  body- 
lay  when  he  was  suddenly  stricken  down.

The  feeling  of 
interest  in  the  church  has  grown  so  lately 
among  the  Indiana  that  they  have  hart 
several  councils  lately  for  the  purpose 
of  agitating  the  subject  of  petitioning  the 
government  to  set  aside  three  forties  of 
land  for  church  purposes.  This  preciiu- 
tion  Is  being  taken  to  prevent  any  one 
from  filing  an  allotment  on  the  land  upon 
which  the  church  now  stands  and  which 
is  recognized  by  a  majority  of  the  In- 
dians as  church  property.

'.i  *[;,Ff'*'''*"y  througli  some  one  of 
the  Filipino  juntas  either  at  Hong 
-<ong,  Lcmdon  or  Paris,  but  whether 
anythln.-?  more  has  been  actually  inter- 
eeided  cannot  be  learned.  There  was 
good  srround  also  for  the  belief  that 
Agonoillo  was  uceiving  advice  from 
eertain  persons  inimical  to  the  policy 
the  president  has  adopted  for  ih,' 
treatment  of  the  Philippine  que.stion  at 
this  stage.  He  1ms  been  tolerated  re- 
luctantly by  the  administration  rather 
than  to  make  an  open  issue  of  what  is 
still  possible  of  adjustment.  The  pub- 
lication two  days  ago  of  what  proved 
to  be  a  very  good  abstract,  witii  exact 
quotations,  of  the  letter  left  the  day 
previous  lo  th?  publication  l)y  Agon- 
cillo's  seryetary  at  the  state  depart- 
ment likewise  was  resented  as  a 
notable    breach   of  oflicial    decorum. 

Administration  officials  believe  the 
general  tenor  of  the  advices  Agoncillo 
has  .sent  his  principals  nas  been  in  the 
line  of  admonition  to  hold  off  from  ^he 
acceptance  of  any  terms  fromi<5en.  Otis 
in  view  of  the  prospect  that  the  peace 
treaty  might  fail  in  the  ITnited  States 
senate. 

The  situation  at  Manilla  is  regarded 
as  critical,  of  course,  but  the  officials 
see  no  reascm  why  they  cannot  com- 
mand It  for  a  time  at  least.

DISGRACED  BY  HIS  SHIRT. 


Trouble  Which  Arose  in  a   Nevada 
Mining  Camp. 

"If  you  want  a  story  It  must  be  a 
story  of  the  Comstock.  That's  the  only 
place  I  know,  and  I  reckon  its  just 
about  as  Interesting  as  any  other  plaC3." 
The  old  man  who  spoke  was  William 
F.  Bailey,  of  Dayton,  Nevada,  one  of 
the  oldest  of  the  old-time  miners  of  the 
West,  says  the  New  York  Times,  He 
went  to  Virginia  City.  Nevada,  with 
James  G.  Fair.  He  knew  John  W. 
Mackay  and  James  Flood  and  all  the 
men  of  millions  who  found  fortunes  on 
the  Comstock.  This  is  the  first  time  that 
he  has  been  away  from  Nevada  in 
thirty  years,  and  U  is  his  opinion  that 
New  York  Is  too  big,  too  noisy  and  loo 
stylish.  Mr.  Bailey  is  a  guest  at  the 
Hoffman  house. 

"Those  were  the  days,"  he  said,  "the 
'60s  and  '70s.  Those  were  the  days 
when  money  was  like  water,  and  a  man 
with  $100,000  was  considered  broke.  No 
one  would  trouble  about  carrying  nick- 
els and  dimes  then,  and  if  a  man  asked 
for  a  loan  of  $100  he  was  looked  upon  as 
a  tramp.  If  he  had  asked  for  $2000  he 
would  have  got  it  in  a  minute,  for  no 
man  liked  lo  see  another  starve.  But 
all  that  is  past  and  gone.  From  60,000 
people  the  population  of  the  Comstock 
has  dwindled  down  to  8,000,  and  a  nick- 
el is  as  welcome  to  the  average  man 
nowadays  as  an  old  sombrero  to  a  goat. 
"In  those  day.s,  when  Mark  Twain 
was  reporting  for  the  Virginia  City 
Chronicle,  when  Sam  Davis  was  print- 
er's devil  and  'Curly  Bill,'  the  stage 
driver,  and  old  man  George  Hearst, 
the  great  prospector  and  Mark  Twain's 
partner,  were  the  ruling  spirits  of  C 
street,  there  used  to  be  some  hot  old 
times.  There  was  a  great  rivalry  be- 
tween Hearst  and  Mark  Twain  when- 
ever any  social  function  came  off,  and 
it  was  a  hard  race  between  them  to 
see  which  would  dress  the  best. 

"One  night  'Curly  Biirs'  niece  was 
getting  married  to  a  young  fellow  Avho 
washed  tailings  at  the  Empire  mine  on 
the  Carson  river,  and  it  was  a  swell 
afl'alr.  Everybody  in  Virginia  City  and 
Dayton  was  present,  and  to  accomodate 
the  crowd  'Curly  Bill'  threw  open  h.s 
biggest  barn  and  paid  $250  to  have  the 
orchestra  from  Piper's  opei-a  house 
furnish  music. 

"Well,  it  seemed  that  Hearst's  wash- 
erwoman had  'gone  broke'  in  a  faro 
game,  and  had  put  up  al  of  her  cus- 
tomers' clothes  to  try  and  win  back 
F.ome  of  the  money,  and  Hearst's  boiled 
shirts  went  with  the  lot.  On  the  day 
of  the  wedding  he  went  all  along  C 
street  to  buy  a  shirt,  but  there  was  none 
that  would  fit  him.  The  boys  had  all 
taken  a  fancy  for  boiled  shirts,  and 
dealers  had  run  out  of  stock.  True 
enough,  there  was  a  lx)x  car  load  of 
them  on  the  Frisco  freight  train,  but 
that  was  three  days  behind  time,  owing 
lo  a  snow  slide  in  the  Sierra  Nevadas. 
George  began  to  get  nervous,  and  fore- 
."•-aw  that  he  would  have  to  go  to  the 
wedding  in  his  red  shirt  unless  some- 
thing happened.  So  he  went  to  the  Ne- 
vada bank  about  2  o'clock  in  the  after- 
noon and  posted  up  a  notice  stating 
that  the  'cashier  had  been  authorized 
lo  pay  $150  to  any  man  who  would  bring 
in  a  No.  15  white  shin  with  a  starchel 
front.' 

"Two  hours  later,  when  the  bank 
closed,  no  one  had  appeared  to  cash  in 
a  shirt,  and  George  was  in  trouble.  He 
had  to  have  a  shirt,  and  he  knew  he 
couldn't  borrow-  it.  for  a  man  who 
v.ould  stoop  so  low  as  to  borrow  a  shirt 
in  the  early  Virginia  City  days  would 
run  a  chance  of  getting  lynched  for 
insanity.  George  knew  this,  but  he  had 
lo  borrow — ^and  from  an  intimate  friend, 
who  would  say  nothing.  The  only  man 
whom  he  knew  well  enough  was  Mark 
Twain.  So  he  wrote  a  note  to  Mark, 
apologizing  most  humbly  and  begging 
the  loan  of  a  'biled  whitey,'  as  shirts 
were  called  then.  Mark  was  thunder- 
struck when  he  got  the  letter,  but,  de- 
spite the  rivalry  that  existed  between 
I  them,  he  couldn't  see  his  old  friend  go 
to  a  wedding  looking  as  if  he  had  just 
come  out  of  the  800- foot  level. 

"So  he  wrapped  up  one  of  his  best 
and  sent  it  to  George.  He  also  sent  a 
letter  calling  George  to  account  for  do- 
ing such  a  thing,  and  said  that  if  it 
got  abroad  ft  would  ruin  him  socially, 
and  'that  he  couldn't  even  expect  to  be 
elected  mayor  of  Red  Tail  Gulch.' 

"George  didn't  reply,  but  he  appeared 
at  the  wedding  in  fine  style.  The  shirt 
was  too  large  by  several  inches,  and 
George  had  evidently  found  that  he 
could  not  button  on  a  collar,  so  he  came 
without  one,  and  in  its  place  was  as 
handsome  a  piece  of  new  red  flannel, 
knotted  sailor-fashion,  as  ever  I  saw. 
His  trousers  were  tucked  in  his  bo<ns, 
which  were  polished  like  brass;  his 
clothes  were  new  and  fitted  as  well  as 
any  in  Virginia,  and  his  long  gray  hair 
was  oiled  with  two  kinds  of  hair  dres- 
sing. He  did  look  great,  and  when  he 
ki.s.sed  the  bride  her  prospective  hus- 
band wasn't  any  loo  easy.  Hearst  al- 
ways was  a  winner  with  the  girls. 

"The  wedding  was  over  and  the  newly 
married  couple  had  just  started  on  a 
honey  moon  triji  to  the  Moundhouse. 
AVine  was  flowing  pretty  freely,  for 
'Curly  Bill'  never  did  do  anything  un- 
less he  did  it  in  style.  Some  of  the  bo.vs 
had  begun  to  whoop  it  up  and  were 
getting  gay.  the  faro  bank  was  running 
in  full  blast  and  the  horse  stalls  of  the 
barn  were  turned  into  poker  roms. 

"George  went  into  one  of  them  and 
took  a  hand.  In  about  half  an  hour  he 
came  out  with  about  $5,000  and  invited 
the  crowd  to  drink  with  him.  The  fel- 
low who  lost  most  of  the  money  was  a 
young  chap  named  Joe  Dolan.  who  lived 
in  Pioche.  His  uncle  was  rich  and 
invned  a  big  ranch  of  cattle.  He  s^y^ 
Joe  $2,000  a  week,  but  the  Iwy  lost  it 
in  Virginia  gambling  and  was  one  of 
the  worst  losers  in  the  town.  He  was 
angry  because  Hearst  had  won,  and 
while  George  was  setting  them  up  he 
remarked  very  loud:  "That  old  guy  with 
the  stuff  looks  as  if  he  was  ready  to 
be  lynched.' 

"It  struck      hard.      George      dropped 
his   glass   square'  on    the   floor.     In    ihe 
heat    and    the    excitement    he    had    i-e- 
moved    the    red    flannel    from    his   net  k 
and   was  going  around  with  nothing  in 
its  place.     That  is  what   made  Joe   Do- 
lan   get    so    fn-sh.     Well.    Hearst    went 
ui>  to  him  and   without   saying  a   wmd 
took    out    bis    pistol    and    handed    it    to 
someone    who    was    standing    by.    .md 
then    struck    Dolan    in    the    jaw    hard 
enough   to  stagger  him.     Dolan's  anger 
was    up.     He    t<H>k    off    his    i-oat,    ami 
everyone   saw   that    he   meant    to    flght 
the  old  man.     Now  it  locked  as  if  G?ori:e 
wasn't   going  to  have  as  much  chance 
In    that    flght    as    a    new    hat.    but    iie 
showed  that  he  <'(Uild  use  his  fists  and 
Dolan  didn't  have  a  child  to  beat.     Both 
men   went   at   it    in   good   style  and   the 
crowd   stood   around    in   a  ring  to  give 
them   the  re.gulation  space   of  twenty- 
four    feet,    while    two    constables    were 
called  in  to  see  that  they  got  fair  play. 
After  about    fourteen   minutes   of  hard 
flghling  George  got  a  blow  on  the  right 
jaw  that  settled  him.     He  fell  in  a  hi'up 
and  was  carried  into  'Curly  Bill's'  front 
parlor     to      recuperate.     Kind      friends 
bathed   his   head    in    water  and   fanned 
him,    and    in    a   spirit    of    the    greatest 
hospitality  they   took  off  his  coat   and 
vest    to    let    him    breathe   easier.     Then 
someone    suggested    that    it    would    be 
wise    to   open    his    shirt,    and     so     they 
worked  at   the  band,  whii-h  George  nad 
pinned    up    in    a    dozen    different    ways 
lo  get  il  to  til  him.

Wood  carving  is  becoming  a  source 
of  general  profit  and  accomplishment  to 
American  women  who  have  suflicien'. 
money  to  purchase  the  utensils  and 
give  it  the  time. 

It  is  surprising  how  many  wealth>- 
women  have  taken  up  wood  carving- 
within  the  last  few  years,  and  the 
beautiful  things  some  of  them  have 
made  are  a  surprise  to  their  masculine 
relatives.  It  is  not  so  difficult  as 
might  be  supposed  to  acquire  some  pro- 
ficiency in  the  art,  and  there  is  a  great 
satisfaction  in  the  work  when  it  is 
done.  It  is  something  that  is  always 
beautiful,  something  which  grows 
more  beautiful  with  age. 

Wood  carving  does  not  require  arty 
great  strength,  and  women  do  it  as  eas- 
ily as  men  when  once  they  have  ac- 
quired the  knack  of  handling  tools. 
They  are  apt  at  first  to  hold  a  chisel  as 
they  do  a  needle,  daintily  with  two  or 
three  fingers,  but  it  does  not  take  long 
for  them  to  learn  that  a  delicate  pres- 
sure which  makes  a  tiny  stitch  in  a 
piece  bf  fine  muslin  makes  no  impres- 
sion on  a  piece  of  fine  mahogany,  and 
of  necessity  they  handle  their  tools 
with  more  vigor.  Women  are  more  ar- 
tistic and  have  more  originality  than 
men.  says  Karl  Von  Rydingsvard.  who 
is  one  of  the  chief  exponents  of  the  art 
in  this  country. 

"There  are  a  great  many  women  do- 
ing wood  carving.  "  says  Mr.  Von  Ry- 
dingsvard, "and  the  world  knows  noth- 
ing about  it.  EveiT  American  who 
goes  to  Stockholm,  in  Sweden,  brings 
home  some  little  jdece  of  wood  carving. 
The  most  important  place  where  these 
are  to  be  found  is  kept  by  a  woman, 
Froken  Gobel.  She  pays  the  hig:hest 
rent  for  her  establishment  and  keeps 
from  six  to  fifteen  girls,  ana  some- 
times more  at  wood  carving.  Woo<l 
carving  has  l>een  done  by  women  in 
Sweden  for  many  years  and  in  all  parts 
of  the  c«>uniry  It  is  nothing  new  to 
Swedish  women.  Women  do  chiefly  the 
more  delicate  work,  but  of  late  years 
they  have  done  more  heavy  work. 

"There  are  two  classes  of  people  who 
are  taking  up  wi>od  carving  in  this 
country — those  who  take  it  up  as  a 
pastime  or  fad.  and  those  who  are  re- 
duced in  circumstances  and  take  it  up 
as  a  matter  »>f  business.  The  latter, 
many  of  them,  work  ver.v  quietly  and 
reveive  enough  orders  from  wealthy 
friends  to  keep  them  busy.  There  are 
several  women  whom  1  know-  who,  as 
a  positive  fact,  carve  for  private  or- 
ders and  make  from  $20  to  $25  a  week. 
and  sometimes  more.  Then  there  are 
many  women  who  teach  in  private  and 
puldic  schools. 

"Many  private  schools  have  taken  up 
wood  earning.  In  It  one  learns  to  draw 
as  well,  and  the  w«x)d  carvers  l)ecome 
draughtsmen  and  draughtswomen  be- 
fore they  know  it."

Senators  Mason  and  Hoar  Defeated 
In  Iheir  Efforts. 

W.ishin.yitoi'..  Jan.  27.— Mr.  Hoar,  at 
the  opening  of  today's  session  of  the 
senate,  presented  the  resolutions  adopt- 
ed at  a  meeting  of  certain  citizens  of 
Philadelphia  protesting  against  atiy 
aggressive  action  on  the  part  of  tho 
jTovcrnment  in  the  Philippines. 

Ml-.  Hpooner,  of  Wi.sconsin,  gave  no- 
tice that  he  would,  i^n  Wednesday  next, 
address  the  senate  on  the  various  res- 
olutions respecting  expansion,  and  Mr. 
Itaw  lins.  of  I'tah.  ga\c  a  like  notice  for 
Thursday  next. 

-Mr.  Mason,  i  f  Illinois,  asked  unani- 
mous consent  for  a  vote  on  his  resolu- 
tion declaring  it  to  be  the  policy  of  the 
I'niled  States  not  to  attempt  to  govern 
the  people  of  any  other  nation,  next 
Friday  at  1  o'cl  ick,  and  Mr.  Hoar  for  a 
vote  on  his  resolution  deolaring  thai 
the  Filipinos  ought  to  be  free  and  Inde- 
(jeniieni.  but  Mr.  Carter,  of  Montana, 
objected  to  l)Oth. 

Ml.  Carter  understood  that  the  resolu- 
tions needing  in  the  senate  on  the  ex- 
r^an-^lon  t|ueslion  had  been  presented  .i.? 
texts  uptm  which  senators  would  bas-e 
remarks.  He  thought  it  proper  that  tlie 
.•'everal  resolutions  should  lie  on  the 
table  until  later  on  in  the  session,  ir. 
order  that  all  who  desired  might  sub- 
mit remarks  upon  tnem. 

Showing  evidence  of  annoyance,  Mr. 
Hoar  n>se  and  said:  "I  desire  to  give 
notice  that  if  we  are  not  to  have  a 
vote  on  the  question  presented  by  tlie.<e 
resolutions,  a  question  which  is  imm'- 
diatt  and  practical,  I  will  keep  my  resi- 
lulion  or  that  of  the  senator  from  Illi- 
nois (Mas«m)  before  the  senate  during 
ever.v  morning  hour  until  we  obtain  a 
vote  u|>on  them." 

Mr.  (Jallingtr.  of  New  Hampshire,  li^- 
timated  that  Mr.  Hoar  would  encountei- 
sonte  difflculty  In  carrying  out  his  plan 
to  ki.'ep  the  resolution  before  the  sen- 
ate. 

Mr  Carter  said  he  viewed  with  regret 
the  "irritation"  of  Mr.  Hoar.  He 
thougnt  It  would  be  conceded  that  the 
pending  resolutions  presented  no  great 
or  important  question  to  the  America t; 
people  or  t<i  congress,  ina.smuch  as  they 
were  at  best  expressions  only  of  the  sen- 
ate— mere  o.'inions  of  that  body  if 
adopted.  He  pointed  out  the  important 
business  before  the  senate,  and  urged 
that  the  time  of  the  senate  lie  not  taken 
up  with  such  pending  matters. 

The  following  resolution  was  offered 
by  Mr.  Sullivan,  of  Mi-ssissippi.  wr')''* 
aske<l  that  it  lie  on  the  table:  "That 
the  i-atiflcati(m  of  the  pending  treaty 
with  Spain  shall  in  nowise  do-termlnr 
the  T'Olicy  to  be  pursued  by  the  l'^nite<l 
States  in  regard  to  the  Philippines,  nor 
shall  It  commit  this  government  to  a 
colonial  nolicy.  nor  is  it  Intended  to 
embarrass  the  establishment  of  a  stable, 
independent  government  by  the  peop'e 
of  ti'ose  islands  whenever  conditions 
make  such  rroceedings  hopeful  of  suc- 
cessful and  desirable  results." 

After  some  parliamentary  sparring, 
Mr.  .Muson  obtained  the  floor  an<l  spoke 
briefly  In  advcx^acy  of  a  vote  on  his 
expansion  resolution.  He  said  the:e 
were  people  in  the  senate,  friendly  lu 
th.>  pending  treaty,  who  desired  to  gl.  ? 
the  friends  of  his  resolution  an  oppor- 
tunity to  express  their  views  by  t.ieir 
votes  "Those  who  are  friendly  to  my 
resolution."  said  Mr.  Mason.  "have  not 
b-en  lelaying  the  treaty.  If  the  friends 
of  the  treaty  think  by  refusing  to  alTtMd 
us  a  chance  to  express  ourselves  and  out 
opinitms  they  will  gain  time  and 
ptren.!?th.  they  must  consider  the  mat- 
ter carefully,  if  1  cannot  get  a  —*  on 
my  resolution  1  shall  considv-r  myself 
most  unfairly  treated.  We  have  never 
delayed  the  treaty  twenty-four  hour.'t. 
I'm  r-?ady  to  vote  on  it  now.  But  I  am 
anxious  to  secure  a  vote  first  on  mi- 
resolution. "

Washington.  Jan.  27.— The  flist  wit- 
ness before  the  Kagan  court-martiti 
today  was  David  It.  McKee.  of  this 
city,  for  many  years  the  agent  of  tho 
Associated  Press.  He  had  known  Oen. 
Kagan  for  al»out  forty-five  years.  They 
Were  Intimate  friends  as  boys  and 
.voting  men.  and  the  friendship  never 
had  been  interrupted,  although  they  at 

times  had  mt  i^oen  each  other  for  Ion,-: 
Intervals.  During  the  period  between 
the  time  Gen.  Miles  gave  his  testlmmy 
l)efore  the  war  investigating  committee 
and  the  day  on  which  Oen.  Ka.nan  made 
his  statem*  nt  the  witness  .saw  him  tw  i 
or  three  times.  He  then  seemeil  care- 
worn ami  much  preoccupit'd.  Mr.  M.- 
Kee  said  that  tiie  impression  (Jen. 
Kagan  then  made  upon  him  was  tliai 
he  had  beeome  insane.  Witness  always 
had  found  him  very  correi-t  in  his  bear- 
ing and  speech,  and  on  these  occasions 
his  maimer  was  so  difTerenl  that  he  w  as 
greatly  shocked  and  alarmed,  and  Ih.^ 
conclusion  reached  was  that  G  ^n. 
Kagan  had  lost  his  mind. 

On  ime  of  these  occasions  he  ex- 
pre-sed  to  i;en.  Kagan  his  prof  >und  re- 
gret that  he  had  given  utterance  to  th  * 
language  used  in  his  statement,  and 
rejiroved  him  mildly  fjr  not  <'.)nsulting 
him  about  the  matter.  The  general 
had  ♦■xplained  that  he  had  not  felt  at 
liberty  to  consult  witness  because  he 
knew  of  the  long  existing  friendship 
I  etween  the  family  of  the  witness  and 
the  family  of  lien.  Miles,  particularly 
as  to  Mrs.  McKee  and  Mrs.  Mile.*;,  an  I 
said  he  (Kagan)  did  not  feel  at  liberty 
to  bring  witness  into  the  controversy. 

Maj.  S.  C.  Miles,  the  recorder  of  the 
war  investigating  commission,  was  re- 
called and.  in  answer  to  inquiries,  said 
that  so  far  as  he  knew  the  order  of  the 
president  granting  immunity  to  wit- 
nesses before  that  Ixuly  had  not  beeo 
reduced  to  writing.  At  this  point  lit  • 
judge  advocate  read  the  president's  ad- 
dress on  the  assemliling  of  the  war  in- 
vestigating commission,  which,  how- 
ever, was  unsigned,  and  the  witness 
was  asked  whether  any  other  instru.- 
tions  had  been  given,  and  ho  replied 
that  there  had  not.  The  witriess  wis 
present  at  the  meeting  Itetween  thi- 
president  and  the  members  of  the  war 
investigating  commission.  The  witness 
said:  "The  matter  of  immunity  for 
witnes.ses  came  up.  I  think  it  was 
calltd  up  by  Mr.  Dodge,  and  the  presi- 
dent said  that  the  witnesses  who  should 
appear  l)efore  the  commi.ssiim  could  do 
so  without  any  fear  of  puni.shmeni  .n 
prosecution. 

Kussell  A.  Alger,  the  secretary  of 
war.  was  next  called  to  the  witness 
stand.  He  said  that  he  recalled  a  coti- 
versHtion  he  had  with  Gen.  Kagan  after 
Gi-n.  Miles  had  given  his  testimony. 
Gen.  Kagan  came  into  his  office  in  an 
excited  state  of  mind  and  .saiil  it  wa.s 
his  wish  to  prefer  charges  against  G'l;. 

"I  tolJ 
him."  the  secretary  testified,  "that 
under  the  president's  order  granting 
inmiunity  to  officers  who  testified  b.-- 
fore  the  commi.sslon.  he  could  not  do 
so."

I  M-  tiMMilliiiu  of  i.iili'oad  liailis  oil  th<' 
bloi'k  signal  sysiein  was  first  put  into 
use  on  the  l.,oiidon  &  Northwestern  rail- 
road 11  Kngland.  Tiie  device  was  in- 
vented by  Saxby  &  Farmer  in  IKA. 
It  is  a  system  under  the  operatittn  of 
which  the  liability  lor  accident  is  re- 
duced to  an  absolute  minimum.  The 
road  is  divided  into  "bloi-ks,"  the 
len^rtli  r>f  each  Jn-ing  i\,l>out  six  miles.  At 
either  end  of  each  'block"  is  staticmed 
night  and  day  a  signal  operator.  By 
the  une  of  automatic  signals,  the  mech- 
anism <tf  which  is  perfect,  but  one  train 
Is  allowpd  to  enter  a  "block"  at  a  time. 
Thus,  every  eastbound  train  on  the  line 
is  at  t)ll  times  not  less  than  one  "block," 
or  six  miles  ahead  of  every  other  east- 
bound  train  an<I  so  with  every  west- 
bound train.  The  expense  of  equip- 
[»ing  1  railifiad  with  the  block  signal 
arransrement  is  very  heavy,  but  when 
once  put  in  the  investment  Is  a  splendid 
one.

have  added  the  suggestion  that  if 
Aguinaldo  was  to  forcibly  contest 
American  control  he  should  strike  the 
blow  at  once,  as  with  the  treaty  ralilie.i 
and  further  reinforcements  the  Anieri- 
can.s  Would  be  in  a  better  position  lo 
maintain  order.  This  dispateh.  it  is. 
said,  was  intercepted  and  brought  to  th." 
attention  of  the  president  and  Secre- 
taries Alger  and  Long.  Neither  sec- 
retary will  discuss  the  accuracy  of  thf 
statements,  but  both  are  said  to  ha\i- 
forwarded  instructions  to  their  repre- 
.sentative.s  at  Manilla— Gen.  Otis  and 
.\dmiral  Dewe.v — to  forewarn  them  <>i 
the  result  of  Agoncillo's  suggestions, 
which  must  be  carried  from  Hong  Kon^; 
to  the  Philippines  by  steamer,  as  the 
American  forces  are  in  control  at  the 
Manilla  end  of  the  cable  and  are  exei - 
cising  a  censorship. 

There  is  no  intention  on  th.'  part  of 
the  administration,  so  far  as  can  oe 
learned,  to  disturb  Agoncillo  and  his 
associates,  but  their  .Vrrest  iw  deporta- 
tion would  promiitly  follow  the  declara- 
tion of  war  against  the  United'  States 
by  Aguinaldo  and  his  as.soclates. 


AGONCILLO  DENIES   IT.

He  Says  the   Published    Report    is 
Absolutely  False. 

Washington,  .Ian.  27  —Agoncillo.  the 
reprpsentative  of  Aguinaldo,  auihori/.ed 
the  following  statement  today  concern- 
ing a  pulillshed  leport  that  the  govern- 
ment had  intercepted  dispatches  from 
him  t ;  Aguinaldo  in  which  he  advised 
that  the  Filii)inos  would  have  to  Hghl 
for  their  independence  and  that  nnv 
was  the  time  to  act:

The  falsity  if 
the  statement  is  shown  by  the  f.ict 
th.-ii  1  have  cabled  my  government  »(> 
lontinue  the  same  friendship  w  hich  was 
born  on  the  battlefield  again.^t  Spain. 
The  Philippine  people  have  no  wish  an  1 
no  purpo.se  to  tight  against  the  Ameri- 
cans unless  the.v  are  driven  to  it.  Their 
only  desire  is  to  strengthen  the  bonds 
now  existing." 

Other  members  of  the  Filipino  junta, 
who  Were  present  when  Agoncillo  made 
his  statement,  concurred  in  and  em- 
phasized his  declaration  that  all  his 
remarks  had  been  toward  an  avoidance 
of  a  rupture. 

In  other  words  it  was  stated  that 
Agoncillo  had  sent  dispatches  from 
time  to  time,  three  rather  long  <jne^ 
going  within  the  last  few  days.  Ac- 
cording to  the  Filipinos  nothing  that 
has  been  .sent  advi.sed  fighting.  but 
everything  has  counseled  continued 
friendship.  Cnder  such  circumstances 
the  memljers  of  the  junta  a.ssert  that 
any  incriminating  dispatch  which  iuis 
come  to  the  hands  of  the  government  is 
a  forgery  if  it  ascribes  to  Agoncillo  any 
advice  to  Aguinaldo  to  begin  fighting. 

Beyond  denying  this  report  Agmcill.: 
said  he  had  nothing  to  make  public  as 
to  communications  to  or  fromAguinaldo.

«ver,  that  the  cable  report  that  \he 
Filipino  congress  had  authorized  a  dec- 
l.'iration  of  war  was  not  correct,  as  he 
says  the  Filipino  people  do  not  want  a 
conllict  with  the  American?  and  will  do 
everything  possible  to  avoid  it.

Three    Men    Cliarged   With 

Copper     Stealing   Are       l^f  •  Henderson  of  Iowa  Does 


Before  the  Court. 


HE  GAVE  A  RECEIPr 

John  Casey    Delivered    One 

Upon  Receiving  Payment 

For  the  Copper. 


The  preliminary  hearing  of  Thomas 
Suitor,  Henry  White  and  John  Casey 
on  the  charge  of  stealing  copper  from 
the  cargo  of  the  steamer  Orr,  began 
before  Judge  Edson  this  morning,  and 
was  in  progress  at  noon.  White  and 
Suitor  were  firemen  on  the  tug  Zenith 
last  season.  They  are  accused  of  tail- 
ing the  copper,  and  Casey  is  implicated 
as  the  "fence,"  or  go-between,  dispos- 
ing of  it.  The  state  was  represented  at 
the  hearing  this  morning  by  County 
Attorney  Phelps,  and  O.  W.  Baldwin 
appeared  for  Casey,  and  A.  Marshall,  of 
the  rtrm  of  Rustgard  &  Marshall,  for 
the  other  defendants. 

W.  M.  Evans,  bookiceeper  at  the  Clyde 
Iron  works,  identified  the  two  bars  of 
eoppur  sold  to  the  w.irks.  and  testified 
that  they  were  purchased  of  Casey.  A 
receipt  that  witness  stated  was  given 
liy  C^asey  for  this  money  was  intro- 
duced. 

Robert  Gardner,  a  driver  for  the 
Clydo  Iron  works,  testified  that  the 
.oppj'r  was  delivered  to  him  by  Casey 
at  the  latter's  saloon,  439  Lake  avenue 
south.  The  copper  was  in  a  shed  at 
the  rear  of  the  saloon. 

Detective  Troyer  testified  as  to  the 
(onftssion  made  l)y  White  and  Suitor. 
They  stated  that  they  had  found  the 
two  I»ar8  of  copper  in  the  coal  bunkers 
«'!  the  Zenith  while  they  were  at  work 
setting  oft  the  steamer  Tampa,  after 
they  had  towed  the  barge  Noyes  with 
the  copper  from  the  Orr  to  Duluth. 
They  claimed  that  they  did  not  know 
who  put  them  there.  The  bars  came  to 
light,  they  said,  when  the  coal  got  low. 
They  kept  the  copper  under  the  coal 
until  the  tug  returned  to  Duluth,  and 
then  they  took  it  to  Casey's  place. 
Casey  advanced  them  $5  apiece  when 
they  gave  him  the  copper,  and  had  paid 
them  the  balance  of  their  shares,  $2.50 
»'ach,  after  he  had  sold  it. 

Secretary  Whitney  of  the  White  Line 
Towing  company  testifleG  as  to  un- 
1'  ading  the  copper  at  Culver's  dock, 
and  W.  A.  Eden,  of  the  northern 
Steamship  company,  tea'Wed  as  to  tht- 
discovery  of  the  shortage  when  loading 
the  copper  on  the  North  Wind.

Col.  Hillyear  Urges  Improvement  fn 
Crane  Lake  Road. 

Col.  J.  H.  Hillyer  left  yesterday  for  a 
Hying  trip  to  the  "Alice  A."  mine  on  the 
Seine  river.  He  will  return  in  about  u 
v\»ek  and  will  follow  W.  D.  Ramsey, 
the  English  mining  expert,  to  Londcui. 
Mr.  Ramsey  leaves  here  tomori-ow  foi 
Kngland  to  report  upon  his  investiga- 
tions of  the  past  three  months.  He  is 
lilphly  satisflnl  with  the  "Alice  A.," 
and  l.s  of  opinion  that  the  Seine  River 
>  ountry  is  one  of  tin-  best  gold-beariny 
regions  on  earth.  Mr.  Ramsey  has  had 
nearly  twenty  years'  experience  as  a 
practical  gold  miner  in  Australia,  Xew 
Zealand  and  South  Africa,  and  his  opin- 
ions carry  weight  with  English  investors 
in  goM  mines. 

Referring  to  the  Crane  I.,tike  road. 
Col.  Hillyer  said:  "The  road  is  good  in 
places,  but  at  the  northern  end  It  i." 
simply  horrible.  Heavy  loads  can  only 
be  taken  over  that  oortlon  of  the  roaii 
at  great  expense  and  with  difficulty.  A 
good  appropriation  Is  needed,  but  it 
should  be  expended  Judiciously.  No 
great  amount  of  «'nglneering  talent,  in- 
volving useless  expense,  is  needful  on 
the  work.  Anyone  who  has  had  fair  ex- 
perience in  making  tote  roads  coul<l 
superintend  the  work  and  make  the  roa(i 
pa.ssaltle.  It  seems  marvelous  to  us  who 
havQ  to  pay  the  h«>avy  freight  charge.^ 
upon  all  our  supplied,  which  come  via 
Fort  F'rarices  and  Rat  Portage,  that  th»- 
Dulutli  Jobltcrs  and  business  tnen  should 
allow  all  this  business  to  lie  taken  from 
their  town  on  account  of  the  want  of  a 
[)HSSHbl«  road  on  the  Crane  Lake  port- 
ag«*. 

"Our  company  will  have  hundreds  of 
tons  <»f  mining  Hupvlies  to  take  In  this 
year.  The  '(Jolden  Star'  |K-ople  will  have, 
as  mu<:h  more.  Most  of  these  su'>'>lles 
could  be  purchased  in  Duluth  or  through 
the  Duluth  and  Twin  City  Jobbing 
houses  and  taken  in  to  the  Seine  via 
Duluth  and  Tower.  If  there  were  a  de- 
cent route.  We  could  thus  save  money 
and  St.  Louis  county  people  could  makt 
some.  I  hope  thai  the  bill  before  th«- 
Icglslature  will  receive  the  support  «)f 
every  business  interest  In  Duluth.

Not  Want  a  Largely  In- 
creased Army. 

Washington,  Jan.  27.— When  the  house 
met  today  but  little  more  than  an  houi 
remained  of  the  time  for  general  debait 
on  the  army  reorganization  bill.  Mr. 
Henderson  (Rep.),  of  Iowa,  was  the  first 
speaker  today.  He  had,  he  said,  been 
slow  to  catch  the  war  fever  last  spring. 
He  had  foreseen  some  of  the  future 
trouble  as  the  outgrowth  of  the  diffi- 
culties which  beset  us  at  our  immediate 
doors,  but  he  had  not  anticipated  that 
we  would  be  carried  to  another  hemis- 
phere, 7000  miles  from  our  shores.  Ht 
looked  with  aversion  upon  any  propo- 
sition to  increase  the  regular  army,  anu 
he  hoped  it  would  not  be  necessary  to 
establish  a  standing  army  of  100,000  men. 
He  was,  however,  in  view  of  the  condi- 
tions, willing  to  cheerfully  support  a 
proposition  to  increase  the  army  to  50,- 
000  or  60,000  men.  Beyond  that  he  hopea 
he  would  not  be  called  upon  to  go.  Bui 
if  congress  must  go  beyond  that,  ht 
trusted  that  no  provision  for  100,000  mei 
would  be  made,  but  that  discretion  b. 
lodged  with  the  president.  The  presi- 
dent could  be  trusted.  There  was  noth- 
ing in  this  country  to  call  for  a  stand- 
ing army  of  100,000  men.  The  peopk 
were  peaceful  and  there  was  absoluteij 
nothing  in  the  ITnited  States  to  -aw 
the  fire  of  the  guns  of  any  other  coun- 
try on  the  globe.  Mr.  Henderson  spok« 
of  the  demonstration  of  the  "kickers" 
which  the  country  and  the  house  wit- 
nessed. The  kicking  had  begun  befon 
the  war  was  fairly  under  way.  Somt 
"kicked"  at  the  president,  some  at  tht 
secretary  of  war,  some  at  the  start 
some  at  the  adjutant  general.  There 
was  "kicking"  at  everything  and  any 
thing.  It  was  easy  to  "kick."  It  wa.* 
the  cheapest  kind  of  statesmansnip 
and  the  applause  that  greeted  it  was  the 
cheapest  sort  of  applause.

A  STRIKE  IN  COLON. 

The    Men    Determined     and    Public 
Sympathy  With  Them. 

Colon,  Colombia,  Jan.  27. — As  a  result 
of  the  strike  of  laborers  here  the  rail- 
road freight  house  has  l>een  trans- 
formed into  a  veritable  barracks,  wheiv 
the  loafers  and  riflf-raff  of  the  <iiy 
sleep  in  cars  and  are  fed  from  the  ships 
The  building  is  guarded  by  tioops  and 
exit  from  it  is  impossible.  Dangerou.s 
cases  of  looting  of  non-strikers  have  al- 
ready occurred.  The  men  are  show- 
ing dogged  determination.  Some  of 
them  have  sailed  for  Costa  Rica  sooner 
than  ac<'opt  the  old  rate  of  wages.  Pub- 
lic sympathy  generally  is  with  the 
strikers.  They  are  now  more  obstinate, 
having  learned  that  30  cents  per  hour  is 
paid  for  similar  work.  The  railroad  is 
very  reluctant  to  pay  on  a  gold  basis, 
as  its  officials  anticipate  similar  strikes 
coincident  with  each  rise  in  the  rate  of 
exchange.

Senator  Bacon  Attempts  to 
Have  Considered  His  Philip- 
pines Resolution. 


WORK  OF  CONGRESS 


Dakota    Southern    Granted 

Right-of-Way  Through  the 

Yankton  Reservatioii. 


Washington,  Jan.  28.— A  concurrent 
resolution  adopted  by  the  New  Hamp- 
shire legislature  urging  the  speedy  rati- 
fication of  the  treaty  of  Paris  was  pre- 
sented by  Mr.  Qallinger,  of  New  Hamp- 
shire. 

A  resolution  calling  upon  the  secretary 
of  the  treasury  for  information  con- 
cerning the  investigation  of  the  bureau 
of  printing  and  engraving  was  adopted. 

A  bill  granting  a  right-of-way  to  the 
Dakota  Southern  Railway  company  for 
the  construction  of  a  railway  lln» 
through  the  Yankton  Indian  lands  in 
South  Dakota  was  passed. 

A  resolution  was  Introduced  directing 
the  secretary  of  war  to  make  a  survey 
and  estimate  for  the  Improvement  vil" 
Brazos  river,  Texas. 

A  resolution  was  adopted  at  the  in- 
stance of  Mr.  Gallinger,  calling  upon 
the  secretary  of  state  to  procure  from 
the  I'nited  States  representatives  abroal 
the  annual  amounts  paid  by  the  foreign 
governments  for  pensions  not  civil. 

House  bill  for  adjusting  the  clothing 
accounts  of  deceased  soldiers  was 
pa.ssed. 

Mr.  Hale  called  up  the  diplomatic  anJ 
consular  appropriation  bill. 

Mr.  Bacon  objected,  as  he  had  given 
notice  that  he  proposed  at  this  hour  to 
call  up  his  resolution  regarding  tiie 
Philippines  and  endeavor  to  fix  a  time 
for  a  vote  upon  It. 

Mr.  Chandler— Does  the  senator  desire 
lo  dispose  of  his  resolution  today? 

Mr.   Bacon— Not  If  senators  object. 

He  went  on  to  say  that  his  resolution 
was  essentially  a  practical  document 
and  not  introduced  for  the  purpose  of 
interfering  with  any  other  business. 
"It  will  then  place  the  treaty  of  peace 
where  we  can  rea<h  a  ba.-ls  of  agtec- 
nient.  It  is  a  most  grave  matter.  Mr 
President,  and  I  hope  the  subject  f^o 
will  be  regarded  by  the  senate."  Mr. 
Bacon  yielded  to  the  appropriation  bill. 

Mr.  Jones,  of  Arkansas,  then  asked 
that  the  senate  take  a  recess  from  2 
o'clock  to  3:30  In  order  to  enable  sen- 
ators to  attend  the  funeral  of  ex-Sena- 
tor Garland,  who  died  suddenly  in  the 
supreme  court  on  Thursday.  In  this 
lonnectton  Mr.  Hoar  paid  a  high  tribute 
to  Mr.  Garlands  ability  and  character 
as  a  cltlien,  lawyer  and  senator.  Tht 
recess  was  ordered. 

The  consular  and  diplomatic  bill  was 
then  read.  It  appropriates  JLTlO^i-IS. 
$5000  more  than  the  amount  carried  by 
the  measure  passed  by  the  house. 

INVADERS  OF  LIBIRIY. 

Congressman  Handy  Says  Our  Troops 
Should  Be  Brought  Home. 

Washington,  Jan.  28.— In  the  house 
today  a  Joint  resolution  was  adopted 
granting  to  the  republic  of  Venezuela 
the  privilege  of  sending  a  cadet  to  the 
West  Point  military  academy.  A  bili 
was  passed  authorizing  the  construc- 
tion of  a  bridge  across  the  Missouri 
river  at  Lexington.  Mo. 

Owing  to  the  small  attendance  in  the 
house  today  and  the  fact  that  eulogies 
to  the  late  Representative  Simpklns  of 
Massachusetts  were  set  for  2  o'clock,  it 
was  decided  not  to  offer  for  action  to- 
day the  amendments  to  the  army  reor- 
ganization bill  providing  for  the  reduc- 
tion of  the  size  of  the  infantry  com- 
panies and  cavalry  troops.  These  were 
the  amendments  of  which  Mr.  Hull  gave 
notice  yesterday. 

Mr.  Todd  fDem.)  of  Michigan  offered 
an  amendment  providing  for  the  re<all 
of  the  military  and  naval  forces  of  the 
I'nitcd  States  fnun  the  Philii)pineE 
wheneverthe  natives  should  have  estab- 
lished a  stable  and  Imleiu-ndent  govern- 
ment and  declaring  tnai  there  should 
be  no  inrease  in  the  regular  army  In 
lime  of  peace,  but  authorizing  the 
j>resldent  to  use  the  state  militia  and 
call  for  volunteers  when  necessary.

MEASIRES 

Legislators  From  This  County 

Have  Not  an  Easy  Task 

Ahead. 


MUST    FIGHT    HARD 


Some  of  the  Bills  Will  Likely 

Meet  With  Very  Strong 

Opposition. 


From  a  Staff  Representative. 

St.  Paul.  Jan.  28.— (Special  to  The 
Herald.)— There  has  been  little  accom- 
plished during  the  present  legislative 
week  that  Is  of  special  Interest  to  Du- 
luth,  although  the  St.  Louis  county 
delegation  has  been  busily  at  work 
shaping  up  its  Ihies  preparatory  to  the 
vigorous  campaign  it  proposes  to  wage 
In  the  effort  to  pass  the  several  bills 
which  the  people  of  this  city  so  urgently 
demand. 

The  task  which  the  Duluth  legislators 
have  undertaken  Is  no  easy  one.  They 
have  asked  for  an  appropriation  of 
$150,000  with  which  to  build  a  state  nor- 
mal school,  a  bounty  on  pig  li^on  manu- 
factured within  the  state  of  50  cents  a 
ton,  the  apportionment  of  the  gross 
earnings  tax  among  the  counties  by 
which  Duluth  and  St. Louis  county  wriuld 
receive  an  annual  revenue  of  more  than 
$200,000:  the  authority  to  refund  the 
city's  lioating  debt;  some  measure  to 
protect  the  city  from  heavy  loss  by  rea- 
son of  the  delinquent  tax  .sale  and  num- 
erous other  bills  of  greater  or  less  im- 
portance. 

Some  of  these  bills  cannot  be  passed 
except  over  great  opposition.  As  has 
been  stated  before  in  these  dispatches, 
the  fight  against  th^  state  normal 
school  Is  particularly  vigorous.  The 
Duluth  members  realize  this  fact  and 
are  working  the  harder.  The  proposed 
bounty  on  iron  ore,  the  bill  for  which 
was  introduced  in  the  house  and  sen- 
ate yesterday,  has  not  yet  been  dlscu.ss- 
ed  very  much  but  It  has  been  received 
with  favor  by  a  number  of  senators  and 
representatives  who  have  been  talked 
with  about  It,  from  whom  one  might 
naturally  expect  opposition  would 
come.  It  must  not  be  Inferred  from  this 
that  It  will  receive  the  approval  of  a 
majority  except  after  much  hard  work 
has  been  done.  Country  meml)ers  with 
whom  The  Herald  correspondent  has 
talked  on  the  subject  admit  that  there 
Is  as  much  Justice  In  a  bounty  on  pig 
Iron  as  there  Is  on  beet  sugar.  A  policy 
that  is  good  for  the  agricultural  dis- 
tricts ought  to  prove  beneficial  to.  the 
manufacturing  part  of  the  state.      ,     ^ 

The  division  of  the  gross  earnings  tax 
Is  another  subject  on  which  there  has 
as  yet  been  but  little  discussion.  The 
bill  will  probably  be  ready  to  present 
to  the  house  and  senate  next  Tuesday, 
and  shortly  after  that  sentiment  will 
begin  to  form  among  the  statesmen.  It 
is  a  fact  that  many  of  those  to  whom 
the  matter  has  been  presented  in  an  In- 
telligent manner  have  declared  them- 
selves enthusiastically  in  its  favor. 
County  auditors  who  were  in  conven- 
tion in  Minneapolis  during  the  week 
were  almost  without  exception  in  favor 
of  it,  and  not  a  man  has  been  found 
among  them  who  could  advance  a  rea- 
sonable argument  against  it.  The  pro- 
posed division  of  the  tax  will  be  such 
an  Innovation  that  conservative  metn- 
bers  who  are  slow  to  take  up  with  new 
ideas  may  hesitate  about  voting  for  the 
bill  and  in  that  way  prevent  Its  pass- 
age at  the  present  session,  but  it  is  con- 
ceded by  those  who  predict  its  defeat 
that  its  Justness  is  so  apparent  that  it 
will  certainly  be  successful  two  years 
hence,  if  it  should  fail  of  passage  at  this 
session. 

The  bill  introduced  in  the  senate  yes- 
terday providing  for  a  reduction  in 
the  salary  of  the  Judge  of  the  munic- 
ipal court  of  Tower  from  $1000  to  $500 
may  not  become  a  law.  The  judiciary 
committee  yesterday  afternoon  pro- 
nounced It  unc«mstitutional.  but  not- 
withstanding this  fact  the  committee  is 
willing  to  report  in  favor  of  its  pass- 
age If  its  friends  Insist  u{»on  it. 

Representative  Pugh  will,  duting  the 
coming  week,  push  his  bill  providing 
for  the  payment  of  the  volunteer  sol- 
diers from  the  time  of  their  enrollment 
to  their  enlistment  in  the  service  of  the 
ITnited  States.  He  says  there  Is  no  op- 
position to  the  bill  and  that  he  Is  only 
waiting  to  learn  whether  or  not  the 
federal  government  will  pay  its  propor- 
tion direct  to  the  men  or  reimburse  the 
state. 

Senators  C.  O.  Baldwin  and  E.  B. 
Hawkins  Went  to  Duluth  yesterday  af- 
ternoon. This  is  Senator  Baldwin's 
first  trip  to  Duluth  for  three  weeks.

Judge  Lochren  Decides  That 

Its  Eastern  Terminus 

is  at  Ashland. 

St.  Paul,  Jan.  28.— (Special  to  Th? 
Herald.)— Judge  Lochren  of  the  United 
States  cout  t  today  filed  a  decision,  in- 
volving the  right  of  the  Northern  Pa- 
cific railway  to  about  1,000,000  acres  of 
land  in.  Northern  Minnesota  and  Wis- 
consin, the  company  securing  title  to 
that  much  land.  The  contest  was  over 
the  eastern  terminus  of  the  railway,  tht? 
I'nited  States  holding  that  it  was  at 
Duluth,  while  the  company  insisted 
that  it  was  at  Ashland. 

The  government  applied  to  have  the 
lands,  which  had  been  patented  to  the 
road,  restored  to  the  public  domain, 
cancelling  the  patent  issued  four  years 
ago.  The  case  decided  was  for  a  small 
tract  of  land,  but  the  point  decided  in- 
volves over  1,000,000  acres,  which  now 
goes  to  the  railroad  unopposed. 

The  secretary  of  the  Interior  decided 
that  Duluth  was  the  eastern  terminus 
of  the  road,  but  the  company  combatted 
his  ruling,  and  Judge  Lochren  decides 
In  favor  of  the  company. 


PRICES  ON  ORES. 


Large  Business  Expected  to 

Be  Closed  Within  Next 

Ten  Days. 

Cleveland.  Jan.  28.— The  Iron  Trade 
Review  says:  Prices  on  old-range  Bes- 
semer ores  are  being  quoted  to  furnace- 
men  this  week,  and  it  is  probable  that 
a  large  business  will  be  closed  within 
the  next  ten  days.  Values  are  on  a 
basis  20  cents  above  that  of  last  yea^; 
that  is  to  say.  the  suppositious  ore  con- 
taining .045  per  cent  phosphorus,  63  per 
cent  iron  and  10  per  cent  moisture, 
which  carried  a  price  of  $2.75  last  year, 
l.s  $2.95  this  year.  Norrie  ore,  which  is 
so  close  to  the  base  in  its  analysis  that 
it  has  been  sometimes  mistakenly  called 
the  base,  sells  for  $2.99«^  this  year,  a.-i 
against  $2.84  last  year.  Thus  each  ore 
carries  a  price  decided  by  its  analysis, 
so  that  the  advances  are  not  uniform, 
the  average  content  of  Iron  and  phos- 
phorus varying  somewhat  from  year  to 
year.  These  calculations  are  so  exact 
that  the  half  cent  appears  In  the  price 
of  half  a  dozen  ores  this  year.  Chapin, 
for  example,  that  sold  at  $2.56  last  yea.-, 
is  quoted  $2.73>4  this  year. 

It  would  not  be  difficult  for  the  sellers 
of  certain  well  known  ores  to  dispose 
quickly  of  practically  all  their  proper- 
ties are  likely  to  produce  In  1899;  the 
probabilities  are  that  In  many  cases  the 
di.stri^iutlon  of  such  ores  in  a  way  thnV 
will  sa'flsfy  all  who  have  been  In  the 
habit  of  using  them  will  be  the  problem. 
The  Federal  Steel  company's  formation 
takes  out  of  the  market  in  part  a  lead- 
ing buyer  of  other  years,  though  th.^ 
company  may  be  more  of  a  buyer  of  ore 
than  has  been  commonly  supposed. 
With  ore  requirements  of  above  3.750,000 
tons,  and  ability  to  use  only  al>out  1,- 
500,000  tons  of  its  Mesaba  supply,  count- 
ing 40  per  cent  of  the  whole,  it  would 
need  1,000,000  tons  from  the  market 
even  though  it  consumed  all  its  Ver- 
million range  product.  The  presump- 
tion j_s  that  some  of  the  latter  will  either 
Ije  sol3  in  the  market  to  old  customers 
or  traded  for  other  ores.  It  would  ap- 
pear that  very  conservative  counsels 
have  prevailed  in  arriving  at  a  basis  for 
1899  business  in  Be.ssemer  ores. 

The  advance  made  In  Bessemer  Iron 
In  the  year  is  sufficient  to  cover  the 
increase  in  ore  two  or  three  times  over. 
Moreover,  if  the  consideration  of  sup- 
ply and  demand  were  the  <mly  one,  a 
higher  price  must  have  resulted,  for  all 
calculations  of  the  consumption  of 
Lake  Superior  ores  In  1899  make  it 
larger  than  the  mines  can  produce 
without  a  substantial  increase  in  the 
supply  of  mining  labor.  It  is  more 
thoroughly  a  self-supporting  situation 
than  the  problem  of  Lake  Superior  ores 
has  shown  in  years,  and  it  is  evident 
that  the  ore  companies  have  been  In- 
fluenced largely  by  the  conviction  that 
low  and  stable  prices  must  be  main- 
tained to  foster  and  increase  the  ex- 
port trade. 

The  Mesaba  situation  Is  showing  it- 
self less  amenable  to  outside  conditions 
than  before.  With  a  20-cent  advance  in 
the  old  range  basis,  the  gap  between 
these  ores  and  the  Mesaba  product  will 
be  even  wider,  if  the  price  named  on  a 
well-known  ore  of  that  range  is  to  set 
the  pace.  This  is  reported  to  be  5  cents 
above  last  year's  price,  with  privilege 
of  a  contract  over  a  term  of  years  at  the 
same  figure.  In  non -Bessemer  ores 
there  have  been  some  nregotiations.  and 
consumption  Is  such  that  an  advance 
over  last  year's  price  of  from  10  to  20 
cents  is  maintained  without  difficulty.

MAY  BE  A  WEEK  YET 


Before    the   Result   of  the 
Court-Martial  Is  Pub- 
licly Known. 


Washington,  Jan.  28.— Col.  Davis,  the 
Judge  advocate  of  the  Eagan  court- 
martial,  was  engaged  today  In  going 
over  the  record  of  the  proceedings  in 
the  effort  to  compass  this  work  and  de- 
liver the  papers  to  the  secretary  of  war 
before  the  expiration  of  the  day.  Offi- 
cially nothing  is  yet  known  of  the  na- 
ture of  the  verdict  of  the  court,  and  it 
is  Improbj^ble  that  even  Secretary  Alger 
Is  acquainted  with  It,  notwithstanding 
the  fact  that  all  the  members  of  the 
court-martial  were  guests  at  a  dinner 
given  in  their  honor  at  the  secretary's 
home  last  night. 

There  is  no  settled  practice  respect- 
ing the  course  to  be  taken  In  these 
presidential  courts.  Arm  regulations 
No.  896,  provide:  "The  reports  which 
the  judge  advocate  general  may  render 
upon  cases  received  by  him  and  which 
require  the  action  of  the  president  will 
be  addressed  to  the  secretary  of  war 
and  will  be  forwarded  through  the  com- 
manding general  of  the  army  for  such 
remarks  and  recommendations  as  he 
may  see  fit  to  make." 

By  one  construction  of  this  regula- 
tion the  record  of 'this  Elagan  court- 
martial  would  be  necessarily  delivered 
by  the  Judge  advocate  general  to  Gen. 
Miles,  who  would  transmit  it  to  the  sec- 
retary of  war.  However,  it  may  be  that 
the  Judge  advocate  general  may  not 
render  a  report  upon  the  case,  so  that 
routine  prescribed  would  not  necessar- 
ily follow\  At  any  rate  it  is  the  inten- 
tion of  Judge  Advocate  Davis  to  de-- 
liver  the  proceedings  of  thecourt,  when 
he  has  concluded  with  them,  directly  to 
the  secretary  of  war,  who  may,  and 
probably  will,  refer  the  papers  to  the 
Judge  advocate  general  for  legal  re- 
view. It  is  probable  that  the  latter 
officer  will  consume  about  a  week  in 
the  examination  of  the  papers  so  that 
they  will  not  come  before  the  president 
before  about  Feb.  5. 

There  is  already  awaiting  action  at 
the  White  House,  technically,  though 
actually  in  the  hands  of  the  attorney 
general,  the  record  of  the  cour^-martlal 
In  the  case  of  Capt.  Carter  of  the  en- 
gineer corps,  a  case  of  the  greatest  im- 
portance in  military  jurisprudence,  and 
as  this  occupies  the  first  place  on  the 
docket  of  presidential  cases,  it  is  jmjs- 
sible  that  the  president  may  decide  to 
postpone  action  upon  the  Eagan  case 
until  he  has  passed  upon  that  of  Capt. 
Carter. 

Though  adjourned  without  day.  the 
Eagan  court-martial  still  preserves  its 
legal  existence  and  will  continue  to  do 
so  until  the  findings  reached  by  It  have 
been  finally  acted  upon  by  the  ex- 
ecutive. This  practice  is  made  neces- 
sary by  the  occasional  discovery  of  en 
error  at  some  stage  of  the  proceedings 
which  requires  such  correction  as  can 
be  administered  only  by  the  full  court. 


WARM  IN  CALIFORNIA. 


People  In  That  State  Are  Sweltering 
In  Heat. 

San  Francisco.  Jan.  28. — An  unusually 
warm  wave  for  this  time  of  the  year  Is 
hovering  over  California  for  the  past 
three  days,  the  temperature  In  the  cen- 
tral part  averaging  about  80  degrees. 
In  some  places  it  went  far  aisove  this 
figure.  The  present  spell  Is  the  warm- 
est that  has  prevailed  at  this  season 
since  records  of  weather  conditions 
were  kept.  Should  this  weather  con- 
tinue it  will  undoubtedly  result  dis- 
astrously for  fruit  and  grain  growers. 
as  the  season  will  Ite  rushed  to  such  an 
extent  that  grain  and  fruit  will  com- 
mence to  show  in  advance  of  the  sea- 
son, and  will  thereby  suffer  from  the 
almost  inevitable  frosts  of  Feruary  an.l 
March.  Should  these  frosts  not  occur 
this  weather,  if  it  does  not  continue  too 
long,  will  prove  of  great  value  to  grow- 
ers, as  It  will  result  in  earlier  ship- 
ments of  fruit  to  the  Eastern  and  Euro- 
pean markets. 


THE  COPPER  TRUST. 


It  Is  Organized  With  Only  $2,000,000 
Capital. 

New  York.  Jan.  28. — Definite  steps  in 
the  formation  of  a  big  copper  consoli- 
dation were  taken  today  when  articles 
of  incorporation  were  filed  at  Trenton 

for  the  Miners'  Copper  company,  with  a 
capital  of  $2,000,000.  These  are  now 
locked  up  in  a  safe  deiMisit  vault  in 
Boston,  eighteen  certificates  standing 
in  the  names  of  thre*  men.  which  rep- 
resent the  control  of  at)iiut  ten  of  th-> 
Important  copper  mines  of  the  country. 
One  of  these  is  H.  H.  Rogers,  who 
represents  the  Rockefellers  In  many  if 
their  undertakings.  It  is  understood 
that  the  other  two  are  Albert  S.  Blge- 
low,  of  Boston,  and  Levy  Mayer,  a  well 
known  lawyer  of  Chicago,  who  ha.H 
figured  In  many  trust  deals.  These  cer- 
lilicates  are  to  be  turntni  over  to  th-» 
Miners'  Copper  company,  which  will 
act  as  trustee,  and  in  turn  transfer  tlie 
Interest  to  other  new  comimnies,  the 
control  ofwhlch  it  will  retain.

Sfattlo.  Jan.  28.— Arrivals  on  ilu 
steamer  Cottar  City  I'rom  Copper  Riv«?r 
are  the  first  to  arrl\e  since  last  fall. 
i<oine  of  them  hail  been  thr>.>e  months 
at  Valdez  waiting  for  a  steamer.  Tiie 
last  party  from  the  Interior  h»ft  Copper 
Center  Deo.  1.  They  are  A.  I'.  Wedum, 
of  Glasgow.  Mont.;  John  Eekland, 
Haynon.  Wis.;  J.  R.  Marshall.  Mexictv 
Mo.,  and  N'els  Hyland.  Appleton.  WK'«. 

They  penetrated  the  interior  as  far  a» 
Catcham  Stotkade*.  a  bram'h  of  the 
Forty  Mile  river.  They  ei-ossed  l.u- 
Tanana  valley,  but  heard  of  no  gold 
strikes.  They  have  been  travellntj 
toward  the  coa^st  since  Aug.  1. 

Dr.  \V.  L.  Lewis,  of  Chicago,  says 
there  is  considerable  scurvy  in  the  in- 
terior. Thomas  Hunt,  of  Detroit.  Mich.. 
;™as  been  very  ill  with  the  disease  m 
Valdez.  Dr.  Lewis  e^ablished  a  hos- 
pital on  the  other  side  of  Valdez  glacier. 
It  has  a  number  of  patients.  A  num- 
ber of  men  who  were  frozen  have  n:\d 
their  limbs  amputated.  There  are  sev- 
eral destitute  men  at  Valdez  who  have 
no  means  of  returning  to  the  United 
States. 

W.  C.  Bruce,  formt-rly  of  Tacoma. 
said:  'After  getting  into  the  interior 
we  found  there  were  some  sixiy  Masons 
in  the  country,  and  we  at  once  decided 
to  form  an  association  for  mutual  ben- 
efit. I  was  elected  president;  B.  G.

Pinar  del  Rio  and  -Santa  Clara,  vii 
Havana;  f.r  the  province  of  Puert) 
Principe,  through  Sant.i  Cruz,  through 
Havana  and  Cuba  sutmtarine  cable:  for 
the  province  of  Santiago,  through  San- 
tiago, either  via  Havana  and  the  Cuba 
submarine  cable,  or  via  New  York  and 
the  F'rench  telegraphic  cable. 

All  telegraphic  offioas  In  Porto  RUo 
are  connected  with  both  Ponce  and  San 
Juan.

While  it  is  a  noteworthy 
fact  that  she  has  never  contributed  to 
any  foioign  missionary  .society,  her 
occasional  attendance  at  the  Crathie 
Presbyterian  church,  which  she  helpcvi 
to  build.  gave  offense  to  the  high 
I  hurch  papers,  one  of  which  characte,- 
ized  her  broad,  religious  spirit  thus  ex- 
emplified as  "deadly  s.-hism"  and  "un- 
constitutional." Recently,  however,  th^ 
services  at  Balmoral  have  been  held  In 
the  private  chapel. 

The  visit  of  the  l)ishop  of  Winchester, 
the  Rt.  Rev,  Randall  Thomas  Davidson, 
D.D..  to  Sir  William  Vernon  Harcour'. 
Is  considered  .significant,  and  is  at- 
tributed to  the  desire  of  the  queen  to 
endeavor  to  arrange  a  compromise  ac- 
ceptable to  both  sides,  the  bishop  of 
Winchester  being  a  particular  confidan' 
of  her  majesty  in  church  matters.

They  Are  Rapidly  Taking  the 

Places  of  Horses  In 

Paris. 

AVashingti.n,  Jan.  2F. — Consul  Gen. 
Gowdy  at  Paris  reports  to  the  state  de- 
partment that  there  has  been  ;i  marked 
increase  during  the  |ia.«t  year  in  th 
use  of  automobiles  in  the  city  of  Paris, 
not  only  as  pleasure  vehicles,  but  foi 
practical  application  as  public  cabs  fo: 
business  purposes  as  delivery  wagons. 
They  are  e.'»peclally  useftil  for  long  dis- 
tances. It  Is  annnun?ed  that  soon  thert 
will  be  100  motiu-  cars  driven  by  elec- 
tri  ity  running  in  the  streets  of  Paris 
and.  if  the  experiment  ba  successful 
the  number  will  lie  increased   to  1000. 

With  this  project  in  view  a  large  ploi 
of  ground  has  l>een  acquired,  where  tht 
building  of  works  necessary  for  th; 
housing  of  the  cabs  and  machinery  for 
the  electric  supply  are  being  rapidly 
completed.  A  training  ground  al.so  hah 
been  made  for  the  cabrren.  This  is  laid 
out  with  every  possible  form  of  pavinj? 
wood,  asphalt,  stone,  et,-..  including  twf. 
steep  hill.'?.  Here  and  there  are  dot- 
ted aliout  a  number  of  dummy  figures, 
and  around  these  the  ca!)men  maneuvei 
under  the  orders  of  an  instructor.  A« 
a  rule  in  four  le.«sons.  it  Is  stated,  th, 
driver  is  ready  to  navigate  Paris,  and 
after  ten  lessons  Is  considered  tho- 
roughly competent. 

Each  cab  Is  supplied  with  sufficient 
power  lo  be  driven  thirty  miles  at  about 
eight   miles  an   h<iur.

WILL  NOT  DRAW  OUT 

Says  He  Is  in  the  Race  to 

the  End— Mrs.  Dee 

Dead. 


Week  Remarkable  For  the   Immense 
Volume  of  Trading. 

New  York.  Jan.  2S.— The  week  since  Fri- 
day was  remarkable  for  the  immense  vol- 
ume of  trading.  The  daily  average,  mak- 
ing allowance  for  the  short  session  last 
Saturday,  was  about  1.400.000  shares,  and 
no  day  fell  below  a  million  shares,  while 
on  Monday  the  trading  exceed<xl  in  cpian- 
tlty  and  violence  off  fluctuations  anything 
hitherto  Jcnown  In  the  exchanges  his- 
tory. There  were  but  few  exceptions  to 
advancing  prices  for  the  we^k.  Some  of 
the  more  notable  gains  were  Metropolitan 
1^,  <'..  C,  C.  &  St.  L.  WM,  General  Elec- 
tric 10»4,  Tennessee  Coal  and  Iron  7",», 
Paclflc  Mall  and  St.  Louis  and  San  Fran- 
cisco, ttrst  preferred,  6%  each.  Rubber 
O'/ii  and  Canada  Southern  6.  Gains  in  ex- 
cess of  four  points  were  lho.se  of  People's 
Gas,  Pittsburg,  C,  C.  &  St.  L.  Lake  Erie 
ik.  San  Francisco,  second  preferred,  Read- 
ing, tlrst  preferred,  and  St.  Louis  &  San 
Francisco,  preferred.  There  were  a  dozen 
more  stocks  that  advanced  over  two 
points.  New  York  Air  Brake  lost  S'i  and 
was  the  onl.v  conspicuous  exceptiim  to 
the  general  strength.  U  often  happened 
that  when  activity  and  large  buying  ap- 
peared among  railwavs.  which  were  geo- 
graphically so  situated,  that  their  ab- 
sorption or  amalgamation  with  other  lines 
might  seem  reasonable  that  It  was  confi- 
dentially reported  that  negotiations  look- 
ing to  that  end  were  under  way.  The 
Vanderbllts  were  frequently  said  to  be 
the  backers  of  such  projects,  with  result- 
ant violent  fluctuations  in  the  stocks  con- 
cerned, varying  as  the  reports  were  be- 
lieved or  dlsci^dited. 

The  assurance  which  the  bank  state- 
ment of  Saturday  gave  of  easy  mtmty 
was  a  source  of  wiiiesnread  conlidence  lo 
the  speculative  and  investing  public.  Al- 
though the  speculation  at  times  became 
so  rampant,  realizations  exerted  a  health- 
ful check  to  over-sanguine  bull  operators. 
l.,on<1on  for  the  most  part  was  a  seller, 
as  of  late,  but  at  times  was  whipped  into 
line  as  a  purchaser,  owing  to  conditions 
prevailing  here.  The  fortnightly  settle- 
ment In  London  showed  a  large  decrca.^e 
by  the  traders  for  reaction,  tneir  efforts 
being  usually  concentrated  In  the  Ilnal 
dealings.  An  exception  to  this  rule  was 
on  Monday,  the  record  day.  when  after 
the  extraordinary  opening  advance  the 
Immense  realizations  encouraged  the 
bears  to  put  out  short  contracts.  On  each 
occasion  that  prices  were  depressed, 
powerful  interests  took  stocks  and  this 
was  large  absorption  on  scale  buying  bv 
commission  houses.  The  estimated  gain 
in  cash  by  the  associated  banks  this  week 
is  placed  at  only  $l,50i».0i)«>.  owing  to  the 
losses  through  the  sub-treasurv.  includ- 
ing the  nayment  of  $1,00o,(MH)  on  the  I'nion 
Pacltlc  deposits  and  heavy  currency  ship- 
ments. 

The  stock  market  opened  with  prices 
displaying  a  pronounced  tend'-ncy  up- 
ward, 'rhe  irregularity  of  the  London 
market  was  ignored  and  good  surii)ort  was 
extended  to  the  leading  international 
shares.  Southern,  preferred,  Paclllc 
Mall,  Sugar  and  Metropolitan  Street  Rail- 
way made  conspicuous  gains.  The  bulls, 
flushed  with  their  Vecent  succe.sses.  start- 
ed In  to  lift  prices  to  a  still  higher  plane. 
Sugar,  Southern  Pacific,  common,  and  St. 
LouLs,  Glucose  and  St.  Linils  and  San 
Francisco  respondetl  promptly,  but  their 
.efforts  in  other  properties  were  not  not- 
ably successful.  The  traders  were  ranged 
on  the  short  side  and  extended  consider- 
able assistance  to  the  bear  clique,  result- 
ing in  a  general  decline  before  thi-  ex- 
piration of  the  lirst  hour.  Metrofiolitai: 
btreet  Railway  was  hammered  down  five 
points  and  many  of  thi'  active  slocks 
yielded  a  point. 

N'arious  factors  developed  In  the  final 
hour  which  op»Ta ted  to  check  th<-  reac- 
tionar.v  t(  iidenc.s'  and  advanced  prices 
strongly.  The  first  incident  was  a  dlsln. 
cllnation  b.v  the  slmrts  to  carry  their  IIik-s 
over  Sunday,  which  was  f«dlowed  b.v  the 
bank  statement  which  proved  to  be  more 
favorable  than  generally  exiK'cted.  The 
Burlington  Deci'mber  statement  showing 
an  increase  In  suridps  after  charKes.  of 
$17n.i«»  was  not  up  to  expectations  in  som<- 
tiuarters,  but  nevertheh'ss  the  stock  wa.s 
Well  supimrled  and  sold  above  i:is.  IMir- 
••liases  of  the  lower-priced  shares  were 
very  heavy.  St.  Ij<uils  &  Soiiiliwestern 
preferred  rall.ving  over  2  ptdnts.  The  mar- 
ket closed  strong,  but  at  sllicht  losses  for 
some  of  the  grangers  and   Pacllics.

IRON'S  PRUSPEROCS  TEAR. 

C.  Kirchhoff,  editor  of  the  Iron  Afe 
and  a  recognized  authority  on  subjects 
connected  with  the  iron  trade,  has  pre- 
!?ented  reasons  for  the  unusual  activity 
in  that  industry.  It  is  a  fact  that  this 
winter  has  been  a  remarkably  success- 
ful one  for  the  iron  trade,  and  that  a 
busy  spring  market  is  expected,  all  of 
which  is  of  peculiar  Interest  to  Duluth 
and  to  St.  L<juis  county.  In  view  of  thf 
increased  demand  that  will  t>e  created 
for  Minnesota  ore.  Usually  the  winter 
brings  a  dull  period  for  the  iron  tradf . 
and  both  actual  consumption  and  the 
distribution  of  goods  are  greatly  cur- 
tailed. This  being  the  customary  state 
of  things,  it  was  not  surprising  to  find 
that  as  the  fall  of  1898  waned  doubts  as 
to  the  coming  months  became  more 
pronounced.  The  swelling  tide  jf  orders 
soon  dispelled  these,  however,  and  the 
Iron  trade  is  now  enjoying  In  all  but  a 
few  branches  the  extraordinary  condi- 
tion of  a  rushing  activity.  There  has 
U'-en  no  lingering  over  holidays,  stock- 
taking or  general  repairs.  With  buyers 
liamoring  for  deliveries  the  producers 
are  straining  every  machine  and  are 
crowding  every  man  to  get  out  tonnage. 
The  question  naturally  arises  whether 
this  feverish  activity  is  merely  one  of 
those  short  spurts,  like  that  of  the 
."iummer  of  1895.  with  its  accompanying 
"soda- water"  rise,  ur  whether  it  is  the 
evidence  of  the  early  phases  of  a  lant- 
ing  and  widespread  industrial  improve- 
ment. It  is  urged,  if  we  are  no  busy  In 
the  dull  season,  what  will  be  the  de- 
mands upon  us  when  the  usually  active 
period  of  the  year  comes? 

For  the  solution  of  these  questions. 
Mr.  Kirchhoff  offers  the  following  con- 
siderations: As  a  nation  we  have  been 
allowing  much  of  our  equipment  to  run 
down  at  the  heel  during  the  wretched 
years  which  followed  the  panic  .if 
IS93.  Thus,  for  instance,  a  considtT- 
able  number  of  railroads  allowed  tht.lr 
r'>adl>ed8  and  their  rolling  st<M-k  to  run 
dt»wn.  and  year  after  year  lack  of 
funds  led  to  the  pigeon-holing  of*  ihf 
r<'quisitions  of  the  operatin-?  officers. 
Thf-se  have  been  coming  out  during  the 
past  six  months,  and  are  responslol-:? 
largely  for  the  enormous  orders  placed 
for  steel  rails.  cars,  locomotives, 
bridges,  machinery  and  supplies.  r<n»' 
important  fact  must  not  be  overlooked 
when  dealing  with  the  present  and  ihe 
future  demand  for  Iron  and  .steei.  The 
lowering  In  price,  which  has  I  teen  cut  in 
two  during  the  past  six  years,  ha.s 
made  ntetal  available  where  other  c«m- 
struction  materials  were  emfiloyeeJ  fir- 
nierly  as  more  economical.  An  instance 
strikinK  to  the  general  public  is  fur- 
nished by  the  u.se  of  steel  in  buildings, 
although  the  annual  tonnag<.'  does  not 
cume  up  to  that  needed  for  fencmg 
farms.    Another  example  of  thin  subHtl- 


tutton  Is  for  the  growing  use  of  steel  (or 
railroad  freight  cars.  Another  per- 
manent accession  to  qur  home  con- 
sumption is  that  due  to  the  transfer  of 
the  tin-plate  Industry  to  our  own  soil, 
the  steel  requirements  running  up  to 
40O.(K)O  tons  annually. 

Mr.  Kirchhoff  thinks,  however,  that 
the  most  potent  factor  In  stimulating 
our  iron  industry  Is  the  succession  of 
good  harvests  which  our  farmers  have 
enjoyed.  As  a  pre-eminently  agricul- 
tural country,  money  making  in  that 
branch  means  a  lasting  benefit  In  which 
all  must  share.  It  has  released  funds 
which  have  sought  reinvestment  In  a 
thousand  channels  and  which  have 
brought  customers  for  the  Iron  workers 
in  all  directions.  Unless  calamities  to 
our  crops  befall  us  this  year  the  influ- 
ence of  the  profits  made  by  the  agricul- 
tural community  will  prevail  for  a  ions 
time  to  come,  and  It  Is  this  more  than 
anything  else  which  gives  confidence  to 
the  iron  industry.  Mr.  Kirchhoff 
closes  his  remarks  as  follows: 

"it  will  be  readily  understood  why 
powerful  Interests  In  the  iron  trade  ar^ 
adverse  to  any  repetition  of  the  ex- 
periences of  the  boom  of  1879-1S80.  To 
begin  with  they  have  little  or  nothing 
to  sell.  Then  a  period  of  inflation  of 
values  would  tempt  outside  capital  into 
the  industry,  with  its  train  of  poorly 
located  and  hurriedly  built  plants,  which 
in  their  death  throes  inflict  untold  In- 
Jury  upon  all.  It  would  galvanize  into 
life  all  the  progress  stranded  by  neglect 
or  by  the  progress  of  the  Industry. 
Finally,  it  would  disorganize  a  business 
for  the  acquisition  of  which  serious* 
sacrifices  have  been  made  in  recent 
years — the  export  of  iron  and  steel  to 
foreign  countries.  Begun  in  times  of 
distress.  It  Is  now  bound  to  grow  rap- 
idly because  many  of  our  producers, 
favored  with  cheap  raw  materials,  with 
low  rates  of  freight  and  equipped  with 
the  latest  improvements,  can  undersell 
the  world  and  make  money.  Low  as 
last  year's  prices  were,  they  were  very 
remunerative  to  the  best-located  and 
I;»e9t-equlppcd  American  steel  com- 
panies. W-hat  they  have  done  others 
can  and  will  accomplish  too.  It  looks 
as  though  possibly  during  the  next  few 
months  there  may  be  a  scarcity  of  pig 
iron  and  of  steel.  The  former  will  be 
relieved  by  the  blowing  in  of  a  few  old 
plants  and  the  starting  in  of  several 
large  new  works.  As  for  steel,  those 
who  have  observed  the  phenomenal  ca- 
pacity for  expansion  of  American  works 
under  American  management  will  re- 
port the  next  six  months  to  be  one  Ions 
repetition  of  record  breaking." 

If  these  predictions  be  correct,  and 
there  is  every  reason  to  believe  that 
they  will  be  verified,  there  should  be 
presented  a  splendid  opportunity  to  en- 
list the  attention  of  capitalists  in  the 
establishment  of  new  iron  and  'steel 
plants  at  favorable  locations.  Perhaps 
it  will  be  p<3ssible  to  secure  the  institu- 
tion of  iron  and  steel  Industries  in  Du- 
luth. The  passage  of  the  bill  now  be- 
fore the  legislature  providing  for  a 
state  bounty  of  50  cents  on  each  gross 
ton  of  pig  iron  manufactured  within 
the  state  would  furnish  an  Itiviting 
prospect  for  the  establishment  of  works 
of  this  description  here,  where  all  the 
raw  materials  can  be  gathered  to- 
gether more  cheaply  than  at  any  other 
Northwestern  point,  and  whence  the 
manufactured  product  can  l>e  cheaply 
transported  to  an  almost  unlimited 
market.  The  Herald  firmly  believes 
that  if  the  legislature  provides  for  u 
bounty  of  50  cents  a  ton  on  pig  iron, 
this  inducement,  coupled  with  the  gen- 
eral activity  at  all  the  established  fur- 
naces and  mills,  and  the  great  demand 
that  will  exist  for  iron  and  steel,  will 
tesult  In  the  establishment  here  of  large 
iron  and  steel  plants. 


WHEAT  INSPECTION. 

The  North  Dakota  people  are  still 
agitating  the  question  of  securing  a 
system  of  inspection  which  would  re- 
sult in  the  placing  of  their  wheat  on  the 
market  as  North  Dakota  wheat.  This 
has  t>een  discussed  ever  since  the  state 
began  to  raise  wheat,  i)Ut  so  far  no  plan 
has  l>een  suggested  that  appears  to 
cover  the  case.  The  matter  of  inspec- 
tion at  state  terminals — Grand  Forks, 
Fargo  and  Wahpeton — has  been  agitat- 
ed, but  various  dlfnculties  have  pre- 
.sented  themselves  to  Interfere  with  this 
plan.  While  all  of  the  wheat  which  is 
.shipped  out  of  the  state  passes  through 
one  of  these  cities,  none  of  them  are 
actual  terminals,  and  inspection  ther^ 
would  necessitate  the  holding  up.  In 
transit,  of  every  wheat  train  going  out 
of  the  state  until  every  carload  could 
l)e  sampled. 

The  Grand  Forks  Herald  admits  that 
this  delay  would.  In  itself,  be  a  serious 
inconvenience,  and  adds:  "The  main 
difficulty,  however,  is  the  fact,  which 
we  cannot  change,  that  wheat  is,  and 
probably  always  will  l»e.  purchased  ac- 
cording to  grades  recognized  by  the 
great  boards  of  trade,  where  wheat  is 
one  of  the  staple  articles  of  commerce. 
The  fact  th.it  a  carload  of  wheat  was 
graded  No.  1  hard  in  North  Dakota 
would  not  Induce  a  buyer  to  pay  the 
price  of  that  grade  for  it  if  he  knew 
that  when  it  arrived  in  Duluth  it  would 
he  graded  No.  2  mirthern.  It  is  difficult 
to  see  how  lix-al  and  independent  in- 
spection would  help  matters  much.  The 
problem  could  probably  be  solved  by  an 
inter-state  system  of  inspet-tlon,  if  the 
states  interested  could  be  induced  to  co- 
operate in  some  such  plan,  and  the  en- 
couragement of  the  fullest  competition 
between  local  buyers  should  not  be  for- 
gotten. The  subject  Is  not  one  which 
ran  i>e  settled  off  hand,  and  It  Is  likely 
to  furnish  food  for  thought  for  some 
time." 

But  what  l»ene<it  to  the  farmers  would 
it  be  to  have  the  wheat  grown  In  North 
Dakota  sent  to  market  as  North  Da- 
kota wheat?  The  question  with  the 
grain  buyer  in  not  where  the  wheat 
comes  from,  but  what  is  its  grade.  Du- 
luth grades  arc  recognized  everywhere 
by  the  boards  of  trade,  and  wheat  is 
l>ought  and  sold  In  accordance  with  the 
grade  given  here.  When  Dakota  wheal 
comes  here  and  is  graded  it  stands  <m 
the  same  level  as  all  other  wheat  of  the 
same  grade,  and  it     would    riot    stand 
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upon  any  higher      level      if 
North  Dakota.

The  national  iMjik  sttatement  fov  Deo.  I 
last  issued  by  the  comptroller  of  the  cur- 
rency is  rather  remarkable.

Specie  holdings  have 
Increased  over  a  year  ago  from  $252.1(j;},K0 
to  $328,600,711,  total  cash  from  $410,568,428 
to  $464,352,115.  and  individual  deposits 
from  $1,916,630,252  to  $2,225,26J»,S13. 


Alluding  to  a  correspondent  of  an  Ohio 
newspaper  who  had  accused  him  of  sleep- 
ing in  his  seat.  Representative  Brosius 
of  Pennsylvania,  said:  "If  he  were  born 
a  beast  he  would  be  a  panther;  If  he  were 
born  a  bird  he  would  be  a  buzzard;  If  he 
wt*i"e  born  a  reptile  ho  would  be  a  lizard, 
and  if  an  Insect  he  would  be  a  bedbug.

The  Iron  Trade  Journal  of  Two  Harbors 
has  been  leaiied  by  Henry  Burwell.  for- 
merly of  Duluth.  The  first  two  numbers 
issued  by  the  new  editor  are  an  evidence 
of  his  ability  to  get  out  a  first-class  local 
paper  and  that  he  will  receive  the  cor- 
dial support  of  Two  Harbors  people  there 
can  be  no  doubt.  The  Journal  Is  now  of 
legal  age,  having  passed  Its  first  birthday 
on  Nov.  1.

The  Minneapolis  Journal  does  not  think 
that  100,000  would  be  a  "large  standing 
army."  Congressman  Fletcher  agrees 
with  The  Herald  that  a  large  standing 
army  should  not  be  created,  that  100,000 
would  be  too  large,  and  that  50,000  or  60,-

The  Minneapolis  Journal  says  the  liter- 
ary status  of  Chicago  Is  shown  again  by 
the  fact  that  only  600  copies  of  "A  Girl  In 
the  Carpathians"  was  sold,  though  it  is 
a  good  book.  Then  the  publishers 
changed  the  covers  and  calle<l  It  "The  Ad- 
ventures of  a  Girl  in  Trousers,"  and  33,- 
000  copies  went  like  hot  cakes. 

Senator  Tom  Piatt  admits  that  the  men 
who  drew  up  the  constitution  made  it  a 
very  ditficult  matter  for  our  republic  to 
undertake  a  policy  of  Imperialism,  but 
he  thinks  they  didn't  know  a  great  deal 
anyway  and  were  hardly  aware  of  their 
own  intentions. 


The  members  of  the  Minnesota  legis- 
lature are  evidently  not  disposed  to  al- 
low their  committees  to  do  all  their  think- 
ing for  them.

AN  HISTORICAL  COMPARISON. 

Detroit  News:  It  Is  a  remarkable  feat- 
ure of  the  controversy  over  our  new  poli- 
cy of  conquest  and  tMjlonlzation  that  many 
of  its  most  ardent  supporters  are  found 
in  the  pulpits,  wherein  it  was  formerly 
the  cuHtom  to  preach  the  gospel  of  peace. 
The  reverend  gentlemen  are  fond  of  pro- 
claiming that  we  have  a  "mission"  to 
"Christianize"  and  "civilize"  the  benight- 
ed inhabitiints  of  any  loose  territory  we 
may  be  able  to  lay  our  hands  upon.  Thev 
seem  to  think  that  we  are  peculiarly  fit- 
ted for  such  a  "mission."  and  that  we 
should  proceed  to  perform  it  even  though 
it  should  iirovi-  necessary  to  cut  any  num- 
ber of  throats  in  comi>eillng  our  new 
catechumens  to  listen  to  our  evangeliz- 
ing exhortations  and  to  accept  our  benefi- 
cent institutions. 

Tins  contention,   like  cTiarity.    is  calcu- 
lated   to    cover   a    multitude   of   offenses,, 
for    once   accepted    it    opens    the   door    to 
almost  any  policy  of  spoliation  a  nation 
■might  choose  to  adopt  against  others.     It 
would  Justify  universal  war,  for  there  is 
no    great    power    today   on    earth    whose 
people    do    not    regard    their    own    gospel 
and    their    own    Institutions    as    superior 
to    all    others     and    who    would     not     be 
ready   to   believe   that    the   whole    world 
Would   be    the  better  for   their  adoption, 
i'ut,  conceding  for  the  moment  that  It  is 
defensible  for  a  nation  to  enter  upon  war 
and  conquest  for  the  purpose  of  spread- 
ing  the   gospel    and    Its   own    civilization 
over   its   neighbors,   it   is  seriously   ques- 
tionable whether  we  are  really  pt'cullar- 
ly  fitted  for  that  sort  of  work.     There  is 
some  history  which  might  throw  a  little 
light    on    that    question.     A   postulate    of 
this  policy  in   the  present  case  is   neces- 
sarily  that   we  can   do   this   work  better 
than    the     Spaniards,      whom     we     have 
driven   out.     Certainly,    If   evangelization 
and  civilizatkin   for  our  new  possessions 
were  our  only  or  even  our  chief  motive, 
we  should  not  disturb  the  Spaniards  ex- 
cept on  the  conviction  that  we  could  do 
that  sort  of  work  much  better  than  they, 
it  is  not  difficult  to  compare  the  work 
of  the  two  countries  in  that  respect.   We 
may  add  our  own  work  to  that  of  the  Kn- 
gilsh,    anil  ask    how   does   the   sum   of   it 
compare    to    what    the     Spaniards     have 
done.     The  question  must,  of  course,   re- 
fer to  human  l>eings,  not  merely  to  lands. 
To  swarm  over  empty  lands  from  which 
we  exterminate  the  thin  scum  of  savages 
or  barbarians  is  not  evangelization.  Now. 
what   strange  people,    barbarous,   savage, 
pagan,   Mahommedan,   or  Buddhist,    have 
the    hnglish    or    ourselves     civilized     or 
Christianized?     So    far    as    we    are    con- 
cerned, we  have  simply  exterminated  the 
people  we  found  on  this  continent.    They 
have   faded   away    before   our  bullets   or 
our  diseases.    The  single  case  of  Hawaii 
Is    sometimes    claimed    as    a    notable    in- 
stance   of    American    evangelization    and 
civilization;  but  we  have  simply  poisonjjd 
those    simple    people.     They    are    raploly 
dying  away,  and  it  is  only  a  question  of 
time   when   they   will   have   followed    the 
American  Indian.    This  is  our  whole  per- 
formance,   so    far   as    inferior    races    .are 
concerned.     We  have  done  nothing  what- 
ever   to   affect    the   religious   or   civilized 
standard  of  old  and  cultured  races.     The 
experience  of   the  English   is   wider,    but 
no  more  successful  than  our  own.     They 
killed    oft   the   Indians   here   as   we   have 
done  since  we  got  i>ossession.    They  are 
exterminating  the  Maori  in  New  Zealand, 
and   they   never  Christianized   him.     The 
black   man  of  Australia  fades  away  be- 
fore   the   British   settler  as   if   the   latter 
brought  the  plagpe,  as.  Indeed,   he  often 
does,    to  the  poor  native.     In    India,   the 
Englishman  came  in  contact  with  an  old, 
a  cultured,  a  highly  civilized  and  ancient 
race,    vastly    more    populous    than    any 
Euroi)ean    race    at    home.      These    could 
neithiT    be     exterminated,     poisoned     to 
death  by  Western  diseases,  nor  engrafted 
with    W  estern    civilization.       "WTiat     has 
England  done  to  change  their  civilization 
or   religion?     Absolutely    nothing.     They 
are    the   same   people,    they    worshlji    the 
same  gods,  and  they  stick  to  the  same  In- 
stitutions which  they  had  when  the  first 
Briton   landed   on    their   shores.     An    In- 
dian  never  becbmes  an  Englishman,   but 
if  the   child  of  an   Englishman   is  raised 
and  educated  in  India,  he  becomes  inferi- 
or  to   the    Indian.     The  slight   leaven   of 
British-born  and  bred  people  who  are  In 
Hindustan  makes  no  more  Impression  on 
the  vast   ma.ss   of  the   people   there   than 
a  pebble  dropped  into  the  sea  makes  upon 
the    tides.     The   British   have  built    rail- 
roads,  restored  the  old  canals,   increased 
the    crops,    established    schools    and    col- 
leges.   But  the  Hindu  remains  the  Hindu 
just   the  same.     He  has   taught    his   con- 
queror a    great  deal    more    than    he    has 
learned  from  him.    The  Indians  who  have 
recently    been    educated    in    the    Ensrlish 
schools  do  not  become  Christians.     They 
often   lose   the   religion   of  their   fathers, 
but    only    to    become   agnostics.      A    very 
wise    I<:nglishman   who  has  observed   the 
effect  of  English  education  on  the  natives, 
confess    with    regret    that    it    demoralizes 
them. 

Now,  this  is  our  record  and  that  of  Eng- 
land in  the  work  of  evangelizing  and 
civilizing  other  people.  Let  us  consider 
for  a  moment  what  the  Spaniards  have 
done.  Of  course,  we  shall  Insist  at  the 
outset  that  our  gospel  Is  vastly  superior 
to  theirs.  If  we  could  only  inject  It  Into 
our  conquered  subjects.  But.  waiving 
the  question  of  merits,  how  do  the  actual 
results  compare  In  actual  performances? 
The  Spaniards  in  tlieir  conquests,  by 
choice  or  good  or  bad  fortune,  came  into 
contact  chieflv  with  countries  of  consider- 
able population,  in  some  cases  den.«*e  pop- 
ulation, and  of  a  high.  If  alien,  civiliza- 
tion. Mexico  had  more  people  than  Spain 
when  Cortez  made  his  marvelous  march 
from  the  gulf  to  the  Aztec  capital,  it 
could  display  architectural  monuments 
that  compared  with  those  of  many  coun- 
tries of  Europe.  It  had  an  elelwrate 
though  cruel  religion,  with  a  ritual  as 
well  developed  as  the  Christian.  It  had  a 
great  domestic  commerce  built  up  without 
the  aid  of  a  single  animal  for  transporta- 
tion. Peru  had  an  e<|ually  elaborate  civil- 
ization and  a  population  almost  as  den.se. 
The  Spaniards  are  accused  of  atrocious 
cruelties  to  the  natives,  and  we  have  all 
wept  adolescent  tears  over  the  sufferings 
of  the  Montezumas  and  Incas.  But  the 
Spanianls.  after  all.  conserved  these 
races,  which  ;tre  more  numerous  now  in 
all  Sr>anlsh-Amcri<a  than  when  Colum- 
bus landed,  everywhere  except  in  the  An- 
tilles. They  Christianized  them  after 
their  fashion,  ajid  possibly  as  well  as  the 
people  were  capable  of.  '"ley  raised  them 
in  some  fashion  to  such  a  degree  that 
these  people  were  able  b.v  the  beginning 
i>f  this  century  to  throw  off  the  Spanish 
voke  and  with  the  asslstani-e  of  the  Span- 
ish rcsidcnl.s.  establish  Independent  gov- 
ernments, which  are  all  that  remain  on 
this  ontlnent  of  power  and  hope  to  its 
original  Inhabitants.  How  the  Spaniards 
a«'compllshed  this  marvelous  work  we 
need  not  ask.  They  did  it;  there  is  no 
rloubt  about  that.  Mexico  Is  almost  en- 
tlrelv  autochthonous  today.  It  has  scarce- 
Iv  r«0<).i»X»  of  pur<  Spanish  descendants  in 
Its  iMtpulallon  of  nearly  l.'i.OOO.OOO,  and  it 
is  advxncing  bv  I«aps  and  b(»unds  under 
the  careful  hand  of  Diaz  to  a  high  place 
among  the  MHtions  of  the  earth.  The 
Spanl.^h  work  In  the  Philippines  was 
somewhat  analogous  to  that  In  Spanish 
Amerl'ii.  The  Chinese  lnt»'rloperH  were 
massa<'red  off  the  Islands  several  times, 
but  the  natives  were  preserved  and  iin- 
qiiestlonablv  greatly  Improved  from  tin- 
ronilltion  of  savagery  In  which  the  Span- 
ianls fotniil  them.  They  were  slowly 
building  up  a  tlvlllzatlon  of  their  own. and 
Ihe  vi-rv  capacllv  for  successful  revolt 
against  the  Spanish  yoke  which  the  peo- 
ple havi'  recent  I  v  exhibited  was  .Hily 
another  proof  as  In  the  case  of  the  Mexi- 
c.ins  and  South  Amerl<-Hns,  of  the  vast 
Improv.'ment  whiih  had  been  made  in 
their  character  since  the  Spaniards  took 
them  in  hand. 

If  it  were  a  mere  (luestion  whether  we 
or  lh»  Spaniards  were  best  capable  of 
preserving  and  Improving  an  Inferior 
race  or  subtects  whom  we  had  conquered, 
ccrtalidv  lliis  history  would  have  consid- 
erable weight  in  the  controversy.  It 
would  seem  that  the  i'astlHan,  whatever 
mav  be  his  other  faults,  was  singularly 
adapted  to  take  can-  of  Inferior  races,  to 
reach  Ihc^lr  heard'  and  their  minds,  to  get 
down  to  their  level  if  necessary,  ami  to 
lead  them  gentlv  and  slowly  upward  with- 
out shock  hv  sudden  change,  until  they 
aoprouch   the  status  of  our  own  clvUizu- 

Miit  we  have  no  such  mission  as  llie 
reverend  gentlemen  would  Impose  upon 
us.  Our  only  mission  on  this  earth  as  a 
great  people  is  lo  look  after  these  United 
States  of  America,  and   the  only  mission 


of  our  government,  clearly  set  forth  In 
our  national  charter.  Is  to  look  after  us 
and  our  Interests.  If  the  PhllipplneH  are 
a  good  thing  for  us  to  have,  solely  on  our 
own  account,  we  should  keep  them.  If 
not,  we  should  let  them  go  and  govern 
themselves.

AMERICAN   SHOES. 

New  York  Sun:  A  report  of  the  Ameri- 
can consul  at  Edinburgh  to  the  bureau  of 
foreign  commerce  of  tne  state  depart- 
ment represents  the  British  manufactur- 
ers of  boots  and  shoes  as  disturbed  by 
the  manifest  superiority  of  American 
boots  and  shoes  to  the  British  article. 

"It  must  be  candidly  admitted,"  says 
one  authority,  "that  their  (the  American) 
manufactures,  for  beauty  of  style,  hand- 
some appearance  and  perfection  of  fit. 
excel  ours."  Thev  also  excel  those  of  any 
other  nation.  The  French  novelists  are 
fond  of  describing  the  well-booted  feet  of 
their  heroes  and  heroines,  but  Paris,  like 
everv  other  foreign  city,  is  full  of  enor- 
mously ugl.v  shoes.  The  most  exquisite 
specimens  of  the  French  shoemaker's  art 
have  not  the  grace  of  the  best  American 
make,  and  when  the  common  shoe  of  Paris 
is  recalled,  the  memory  shudders  at  it. 

Those  thousands  of  bonneted  or  hatted 
or  bare-headed  girls  and  women— where 
did  they  get  those  hopeless  shoes?  Those 
little  clerks,  happy  in  a  sack  coat  and  a 
silk  hat,  from  what  museum  of  cobblers 
did  they  extract  tliose  wabbling  and  form- 
less shoes?  We  have  known  men  to  fiee 
from  Paris.  They  found  it  only  a  vast 
procession  of  shoes  that  should  never 
have  been  made,  that  looked  as  If  they 
never  had  been  made,  as  If  they  had  been 
thrown  together  and  given  to  the  wrong 
person.  There  are  rods  of  good  shoes  In 
Paris,  many  of  them  on  foreign  feet. 
There  are  miles  of  shoes  there  that  are  a 
mistake. 

The  English  shoes  of  the  better  type  are 
thoroughly  respectable  and  doubtless  of 
good  principle,  but  the.v  have  not  the  per- 
fection of  their  American  brethren.  The 
sturdy  shoe  for  all  weather,  the  shoe  for 
long  walks,  rains  and  fogs,  the  athletic 
shoe,  the  sporting  shoe,  used  to  be  best 
made  in  England,  but  that  time  is  past. 
Everything  that  foot  can  desire  for  its 
covering,  from  bath  slippers  to  the  pomp 
of  pumps,  from  shoes  of  swiftness  to  shoes 
of  strength,  is  more  handsomely  and  well 
made  in  this  country. 

Here  almost  everybody  insists  on  hav- 
ing shoes  that  look  well,  fit  well  and 
wear  well,  and  even  the  cheapest  shoes 
must  be  of  good  architecture.  Everybody 
being  as  good  as  everybod.v  else,  wants 
as  good  shoes.  And  the  .American  manu- 
fjtcturer  Is  now  reschlng  out  for  the  feet 
of  the  rest  of  the  world.

Jan.  28.— Tom  Salmon, 
former  president  of  the  Red -Lodge 
Miners'  union,  who  killed  Superinten- 
dent O'Connor  of  the  Rocky  Fork  Co.il 
mine  for  discharging  him,  and  who  was 
subsequently  repudiated  by  the  mem- 
bers of  the  union,  wa.s  hanged  at  Red 
Lodge  at  daybreal*..  Salmon  died 
game.  He  refused  to  accept  spiritual 
consolation,  saying  that  he  "wanted  no 
minister,  priest  or  sky-pilot  to  shuw 
him  the  road  to  heaven."  His  last 
words  were:  "If  any  of  you  follow  my 
body  to  the  cemetery,  do  not  uncov<?r 
your  heads  and  take  chances  on  getting 
pneumonia.

A  minute  and  a  half  after  leaving  hi.s 
cell  Salmon  was  dangling  in  the  air.

Richard    Croker    Says    Only 
the  Anti-Expansionists

"I  have  faith  in  America's  capacitv  to 
do  anything  that  any  other  nation  "can 
do— and  to  do  things  that  no  other  nation 
could  do.  " 

"What  wc'Uld  you  think  of  an  alliance 
with  Englatid.  or  some  other  power,  to 
carr.v  out  th«'  American  policy?  ' 

"1  am  opposied  lo  such  alliances,  and  so 
far  as  1  know.th.e  sentiment  of  every  man 
in  the  political  organization  to  which  I 
belong  IS  opposed  to  him.  And  I  will 
say  this,  that  ms'  mind  is  perfectlv  open 
to  consider  evenU?  and  conditions  as  they 
may  develop,  anc  if  av  any  time  it  ap- 
pears that  expansion  meant  alliances 
with  England  or  any  other  European  pow- 
er I  would  be  optosed  to  expansion. 

"My  opinions  in  favor  of  expansion  are 
bared  upon  the  ast  umpiion  that  no  power 
could  interfere  with  us  and  no  combina- 
tion could  be  made  against  us  neces.^^iiai- 
Ing  an  alliance  with  any  European 
power." 

"England  seems  to  think  an  alliance 
with  her  would  be  necessary?" 

"England  decelN-es  henself.  It  is  not  the 
first  time  she  has  made  miscalculations 
about  America.  America  in  the  past  has 
not  heeded  her  menaces  as  in  the  civil 
war  or  her  cajoleries,  as  In  other  epochs, 
and  in  my  judgment  it  is  those  who  are 
in  favor  of  expansion  who  are  the  strong- 
est bulwai-k  against  the  danger  of  any 
foreign  alliance. 

"I  notice,  however,  among  the  oppon- 
ents of  expansion  the  names  of  men  who 
have  Ijeen  generally  to  the  front  favoring 
measures  toward  making  American  senti- 
ment trustful  and  favorable  towards  Eng- 
land."

These  meetings  are  for  all  mothers  inter- 
ested in  the  question  of  purity,  obedience 
and  truthfulness  of  childhood,  and  the 
best  methods  to  be  pursued  In  the  home 
to  obtain  them.  It  js  the  aim  of  the  U'. 
C.  T.  r.  to  make  tliese  gatherings  as  in- 
structive and  benetidal  as  po.sslble.  Every 
motner  in  the  city  who  Is  interested  in 
this  question  Is  invited. 

An  able  paper  on  "The  Importance  of 
the  First  Seven  Years  of  Child  Lite."  waa 
read  by  Mrs.  K.  K.  Brlggs.  She  presented 
the  thought  that  most  children  are  to^vn 
naturally  truthful  and  have  to  be  taught 
to  tell  falseh«M>dH;  also  many  children 
learn  thtlr  Hr.st  le.sson  In  gambling  by 
playing  marbles.  From  this  small  b-- 
KinnlnK  in  early  childhood,  some  of  the 
worst  criminals  In  our  prisons  can  trace 
then-   first   sin. 

A  brief  discussion  followed  the  readiuR 
of  the  paper.  Mrs.  Gra.v  said  that  chil- 
dren l<)ved  purity  and  the  environment 
thrown  around  the  child  life  usually  de- 
cided his  future.  Mx  God  first  in  the 
heart  and  the  child  will  grow  up  pure  and 
truthful.  Mrs.  FIndley  considers  that  the 
duties  t)f  motherhood  are  alwa.vs  a  one- 
sided question.  ^Vhy  not  teach  the  b  lys 
the  sacredness  of  fatherhood?  Mrs. 
Holt,  thought  we  must  show  by  our  own 
life  what  we  want  them  to  become.  They 
soon  discover  any  weakness  in  our  charac- 
ter. 

The  paper  on  "Suffrage."  by  Mrs.  Find- 
ley  that  was  to  have  been  given  early  in 
the  day,  was  read  at  the  ck»se  of  the  dis- 
cussion. Mrs.  I-'lndley  introduced  her  sub- 
ject by  saying  the  principle  that  "all  gov- 
ernments derive  their  just  power  from  the 
consent  of  the  governed"  has  been  great- 
ly emphasized  in  the  discussion  of  colonial 
expansion.  For  }'&  yeara.  that  principle 
has  not  been  apidled  to  one-half  of  the 
pt)pulation  of  our  own  country.  For  WWJ 
years  men  have  b^en  governing  the  world, 
and  now  it  Is  far  from  being  well  gov- 
erned. Perhaps  if  women  were  allowed 
lo  help  It  would  be  imj)roved.  at  least  It 
could  not  be  worse.  Mrs.  FIndley  has  a 
new  "Declaration  of  Independence." 
which  she  thought  would  not  be  out  of 
place  at  thi.'<  Xinw.  when  there  was  so 
much  discussion  on  expansion,  etc.  It  is 
as   follows: 

"When,  in  the  course  of  hiunan  events. 
It  bef'omes  neces.snry  for  the  women  of  a 
country  to  cxpri  ss  their  dls.>»atIsfa«-tiori 
with  existing  con-lltions,  a  decent  re8|»eet 
to  thf  opinions  of  men  ro<|ulres  that  lh»y 
."^hould  state  the  causes  of  their  dissatls- 
iiution. 

"We  hold  tliese  truths  to  be  self-evl- 
<l>'iil,  th;ii  men  ,iiid  women  nro  crcitt'-d 
••ipial;  that  the.\  a?e  endowed  by  lh< 
fr^Hior  with  «'titnln  Inalienable  rights 
— among  these  are  life,  lll>(rrl.v  ami  the 
liurHiiH  of  hapiiliiess.  'I  lial  lo  «e<!ure  th*-se 
rights,  governnii'iils  are  instltultMl,  ilerlv- 
liig  tlieir  Just  powi'rs  from  the  eonsent  ol" 
the  governed.  Thai,  whenever  an.v  gov- 
ernment becomes  destructive  of  these 
ends.  It  is  the  rigid  of  the  people  to  alter 
It.  and  lo  inlrodiiee  such,  iww  prUi<l|>les 
;iH  will  eomluee  to  their  safety  and  hapjii- 
iiess.  Prudence,  indeed,  will  dictate  tluii 
^governments  long  establlshe<l.  shouhl  imt 
l)e  ehariged  fo.'  light  and  transient  causes; 
and,  all  experience  hath  shown,  that  wo- 
men are  more  disposed  to  suffer,  than  to 
right  themselves  by  reforming  the  go\ - 
ernment  to  whhli  they  are  accustomed. 
To  piove  the  Injusllee  to  which  we  are 
subjected,  let  these  facts  be  submitted  to 
a  ciindld  world: 

"First— Those  of  us  who  are  property- 
holders  have  been  taxed  without  the 
right  of  having  any  voice  In  making  the 
laws  relating  to  our  property. 

"Second— In  nearly  every  state  In  the 
I'nion.  the  legal  status  of  women  Is  on  a 
par  with  that  of  criminals.  Insane,  Inbe- 
clles.   paupers,  and  children. 

"Thlrd-The  foreigner  who  comes  to  oui 
shore  unable  lo  speak  our  language,  and 
Ignorant  of  our  Institutions,  ha.«  be<'i] 
given  the  right  to  vote  Vkiihin  six  months, 
while  we,  native  born  eitUeris.  speaking 
the  language,  an<l  unilcrstanding  the  cim- 
ti»mM  of  the  land  are  refused  this  priv- 
ilege. 

"Kourth-  Illlleinte  men.  unable  lo  write 
their  own  niime,  and,   of  n(«eeHslty.   Ignor- 
Miil    of   llie   issues   Involved,    arc    gl\-4'ir    the 
biillol,    while  idueuled   mid   illtelllgetll    W  * 
men  »ir<'  refn.sed  H.

"Seventh— Uur  daughters  may  be  ruined 
viflth  Impunity  at  ages  varying  from  S  to 
IS.  The  men  who  ruin  them  are  allowed  to 
go  soot-free,  and  we,  to  whom  this  is  a 
matter  of  such  vital  Importance,  have  no 
volee  nor  vole  In  the  exeeutUm  and  i)as- 
sage  of  new  laws. 

"Ftn-  all  of  these  things  we  have  no 
reilress  exce|)t  by  Indirect  methods,  |)e- 
litloii,  protest,  and  the  elevation  of  moral 
standards.  Our  repeated  v>rutestK  have 
been  met  with  Indifference;  our  petitions 
have  giuie  Into  the  waste-basket.  Tii 
view  of  these  things,  it  would  seem  that 
the  time  Is  ripe  for  us  to  declare  thai  we 
are,  and  of  right  ought  to  be,  free  and  In- 
tleiM-indent  W(»men;  that  as  such,  we  have 
full  power  to  vote,  make  laws  and  do  all 
other  things:  that  free  and  lndei)endeui 
citizens  may  of  right  do." 

STARTING  UP  AGAIN. 


Interest    in   the   Naval   Re- 
serve Shows  Signs  of 
Reviving. 

The  Mlnne.fola  naval  reserve  iUi>a. 
Which  has  been  somewhat  negle»ied 
since  last  spring.  Is  starting  up  again, 
and  it  Is  expected  that  before  long  m 
effort  will  be  made  to  get  recognition 
from  the  state.  NotbirTfi:  definite  has 
been  done  as  yet,  but  some  of  the  lead- 
ing members  of  the  Duluth  re.serve  have 
been  talking  the  matter  over,  and  it  has 
been  decided  to  prepare  a  bill  for  pre. - 
entation  to  the  state  legislature  au- 
thorizing the  organization  of  a  body  of 
naval  reserves  in  connection  with  the 
state  militia.  Some  changes  in  the  or- 
ganization of  the  state  militia  wiK  be 
necessary  before  the  legislature  ad- 
journs, and  it  is  not  believed  that  it 
will  be  difllcult  to  get  the  state  to  recog- 
nize the  reserve. 

The  old  National  Guard  regiments  are 
plunged  in  a  state  of  profound  apathy, 
and  it  Is  somewhat  doubtful  Avhether 
they  are  likely  to  get  -out  of  it  or  no'.. 
The  Twelfth  and  Fourteenth  are  rar- 
tlculaily  unorganized,  and  the  Tliii- 
teenth  will  have  had  enough  military 
service  when  it  gets  back  from  Manilla 
to  last  it  for  awhile.  If  the  state  Is  to 
have  any  National  Guards  at  all,  some- 
thing will  nave  to  be  done,  and  tho.se 
who  ire  favoring  the  organization  of 
the  naval  reserves  feel  that  it  Is  no 
more  than  right  that  so  long  as  ihe 
dough  boys  have  had  a  show,  the  naval 
reserves  should  be  given  a  place  in  the 
state  militia,  whether  as  substitute  f<'r 
one  of  the  old  regiments  or  as  an  entire- 
ly nev.-  body. 

The  state  will  not  be  to  any  great  ex- 
pense in  the  matter.  It  will  have  tii 
furnish  armory  and  uniforms,  as  well 
as  per  diem  for  the  men  in  case  they  are 
called  out  or  sent  to  encampment  or  on 
a  cruising  tour.  As  poon  as  ihe  state 
gives  its  recognition  the  navy  depart- 
ment will  furnish  boats,  arms  and  ac- 
couliements,  etc. 

Not  only  in  Duluth  but  elsewher,'  in 
the  state  has  there  been  interest  In  the 
matter.  St,  Paul,  Minneapolis  and  a 
number  of  minor  places  located  ih\ 
bodies  of  water  will  form  naval  rescrv'^ 
bodies,  and  the  infiuence  back  of  them 
will  help  to  get  the  desired  measures 
through  the  legislature.

Judge  Kdson.     The  motion  was  refused.

Just  l>efore  the  evening  adjournment. 
Ca»ey  waived  further  examination,  and 
was  committed  in  default    of    $250  bail. 

This  morning.  White.  Faulkner  an! 
Suitor  were  held  to  the  grand  Jury  on 
the  charge  of  stealing  a  ton  of  flour 
from  the  Noyes.  This  lot  was  taken 
about  6:30  o'clock  on  the  evening  of 
Nov.  26.  the  day  before  the  lot  was 
stolen  that  Watchman  Paul  testified 
that  Casey.  Gisselman  and  Hay  took. 
Paui  testified  that  White.  Faulkner  and 
Suitor  put  the  flour  .Jn  one  of  Thomas 
Tcwillion's  wagons  and  took  It  to  Tre- 
vlllii^n's  grocery  and  sold  It  to  him. 

Detective  Ben.«on  testified  that  all 
three  defendants  told  him  substantially 
the  same  story.  Capt.  Singer  callt"! 
I  hem  into  his  ofRce  in  witness'  presence 
and  asked  them  if  he  had  given  them 
j»ernussion  to  take  any  of  the  flour,  and 
they  said  no,  but,  they  said,  others  had 
taken  flour  and  they  thought  that  they 
were  entitled  to  some,  and  that  the 
amount  they  had  taken  was  about  their 
share. 

The  crime  charged  in  this  ^ase  is 
grand  larceny  in  the  second  degree,  liut 
in  view  of  the  fact  that  it  was  taken 
from  a  vessel,  which  would  make  it 
grand  larceny  in  the  first  degree,  the 
bail  of  Suitor  and  White  was  made  $250 
additional  to  that  which  they  ar?  under 
in  the  copper  case,  and  Faulkner's  ball 
•vas  fixed  at  $.'iOO.  as  he  had  nit  been 
placed  under  bonds  in  any  of  the  other 
eases. 

All  of  the  defendants  went  to  jail  in 
default.

AMUSING 

True  to  His  Nature  He  Absol- 
utely Denies  the  Wright- 
Davis  Deal. 


HAS  DENIED  BEFORE 


Was  Equally  Vehement  in  the 

Winnipeg  Case— Story 

of  the  Deal.

The  sale  of  the  Wright-Davis  company 
interests  to  the  Great  Northern  railroad 
people  was  the  talk  of  all  Duluth  yes- 
terday afternoon.  President  Hill  ab- 
solutely denies  the  deal  In  St.  Paul,  bui 
this  occasions  no  surprise.  Mr.  Hill 
has  always* l>een  one  of  the  best  "de- 
niers"  In  the  Northwest.  It  is  interest- 
ing to  recall  just  now  that  when  the 
t::astern  Minnesota  railroad  acquired  the 
old  Duluth  &  Winnipeg  property  Mr. 
Hill  persistently  denied  that  he  was  ac- 
quiring the  property  up  to  almost  the 
day  when  his  road  took  charge!  and  Mr. 
Grover,  the  counsel  of  the  road,  is 
about  as  adept  in  the  art  of  denylnK 
as  Is  Mr.  Hill.  Mr.  Grover  said  in  u 
St.   Paul  paper  yesterday: 

"There  is  absolutely  no  truth  in  the 
story.  The  Great  Northern  has  not 
thought  of  buying  that  property.  It 
never  has  negotiated  for  It,  nor  is  it 
likely   to  do  so." 

President  J.  J.  Hill  of  the  Great  North- 
ern said  to  a  Globe  reporter  that  "the 
report  is  made  of  whole  cloth.  It  is  an 
Invention  from  beginning  to  end." 

The  lnformati<m  came  to  The  Herald 
from  a  source  which  proves  it  to  be  true 
beyond  question.  It  Is  said  also  that 
Rtx'kefeller  wanted  to  get  the  property 
and  expected  to  get  it  on  his  own  terms, 
not  suspecting  that  Mr.  HIU  was  after 
It. 

The  indei^endent  mine  owners  arc 
much  r  leased  with  the  deal,  and  while 
they  do  not  know  that  it  means  any 
thing  for  t'nem  or  that  the  Great  North- 
ern will  help  the  owners  who  are  out- 
side of  the  Rockefeller  and  Minnesota 
Iron  company  combination,  they  feel 
that  it  looks  as  though  it  might  be  a 
help  to  them.  They  figure  that  J.  J.  Hiil 
will  not  be  likely  to  build  a  railroad 
into  the  Iron  country  without  going 
after  some  of  the  iron  ore  traffic  besides 
that  from  his  own  properties.  The  iron 
ore  traffic  is  enormously  remunerative, 
so  much  so  that  attempts  have  recentiv 
been  made  through  the  railroad  and 
warehouse  commission  to  get  the  rates 
reduced  so  as  to  give  the  independent 
mine  owners  a  shcyw.  This  proceeding; 
fell  through  owing  to  a  lack  of  interest 
on  the  part  of  those  who  were  putting 
up  the  funds.  The  independent  owners 
are  now  wondering  whether  Jim  Hill 
will  not  be  a  better  agent  In  the  reduc- 
tion of  rates  than  the  state  railroad  and 
warehouse  commission.  He  will  have 
for  his  road  the  product  of  the  Mahon- 
ing and  the  Longyear  and  Bennett  prop- 
erties, but  it  is  felt  that  he  will  be  quite 
likely  to  make  a  drive  after  some  of  the 
profits  out  of  other  traffic,  and  if  they 
know  Jim  Hill,  the  Independent  owner.< 
think  there  is  little  likelihood  of  his  en- 
tering the  combine. 

The  control  of  the  Wright  &  Davl.« 
Interests  has  been  in  the  hands  of 
Amml  W.  Wright,  of  Alma,  Mich.,  and 
the  sale  was  made  through  him.  He 
Is  about  80  years  of  age.  and  it  was  his 
desire  to  have  his  holdings,  as  well  as 
those  of  the  estate  of  C.  W.  Wells  and 
F.  C.  Stone,  of  which  he  is  executor, 
settled  UP  as  soon  as  possible.  The  es- 
tates are  heavily  Interested  in  the  prop- 
erty, and  he  therefore  negotiated  the 
sale  In  order  to  place  his  holdings  and 
those  of  the  estates  In  cold  cash.  It  is 
also  said  that  some  of  the  younger  men 
who  are  interested  in  the  property  were 
rather  opposed  to  the  sale  on  the  ground 
that  the  profits  on  the  concern  were 
enough  to  warrant  a  demand  for  18.000.- 
000  for  Its  holdings.  Mr.  Wright's  wishes 
went,  however,  and  the  sale  was  the  re- 
sult.

INSTITUTION 


That  Dtiluthians  Have  Reason 
to  Feel  Proud  of.  The  Duluth 
Business  University  as  Seen 
By  Our  Reporter. 

There  is  one  Duluth  institution  thai 
has  forged  steadily  ahead  since  its  in- 
ception, and  that  is  the  Duluth  Busi- 
ness University  and  College  of  Short- 
hand. Established  eight  years  ago.  the 
scope  of  its  work  and  the  number  of 
pupils  and  instructors  have  constantly 
increased,  until  recently  it  was  found 
necessary  to  make  considerable  altera- 
tions in  the  third  floor  of  the  Ingalls 
block,  where  it  is  located,  to  make 
room  for  further  improvements.  It  now 
occupies  the  entire  floor,  and  it  has  ex- 
cellent, well-furnished  and  well- 
equipped  quarters.  A  Herald  reporter 
yesterday  paid  the  institution  a  visit, 
and,  under  the  direction  of  W.  C.  M.'- 
Carter.  the  principal  and  proprietor, 
viewed  the  various  departments  and 
saw  the  existence  of  the  worth  that  has 
led  to  the  success  of  the  institution. 

The  first  things  that  strike  the  visit- 
or's notice,  after  the  roominess  ami 
commodlousness  of  the  quarters,  are 
the  excellent  lighting  and  the  hand- 
some furnishings.  The  rooms  in  which 
the  120  students  are  working,  under  the 
direction  of  the  six  specialists  who  com- 
prise the  faculty,  are  all  well  lighte«l 
and  airy,  and  the  furnishings  are  tasty, 
substantial  and  hand.some.  The  cost 
cf  the  equipments,  $5000.  may  give  some 
idea  of  this.  For  instance,  over  two- 
thirds  of  the  floor  Is  covered  with  hand- 
some Brussels  carpets.  Three  janitor.-^ 
are  kept  constantly  employed,  and  at 
all  limes  the  rooms  are  kept  scrupu- 
lously clean  and  neat. 

The  cheerful  and  industrious  appear- 
ance of  the  pupils  seems  to  Indicate  the 
pleasure  it  must  be  to  work  in  su<'h 
pleasant  quarters,  and  after  seeing  th? 
surroundings  there  is  little  cause  for 
wondering  at  the  statements  that  some 
of  the  pupils  come  as  far  as  .^00  miles, 
and  that  in  Duluth  and  Superior  aloiij 
there  over  300  graduates  of  thi.s  institu- 
tion, holding  leading  positions  In  busi- 
ness circles.  In  future  a  medai  system 
will  be  introduced,  ana  costly  gold  and 
silver  medals  will  be  awarded  to  the 
graduates  obtaining  the  highest  aver- 
age standing  at  the  final  examinations. 

Starting  from  the  principal's  office,  in 
the  center  of  the  floor  and  at  the  head 
of  the  stairs,  a  few  glimpses  of  t-he  col- 
lege will  be  sufficient  to  show  the  ample 
facilities  at  hand,  and  the  most  excel- 
lent arrangement  of  those  facilities. 
Back  of  the  principal's  office  Is  the 
store  room,  in  which  are  the  necessary 
books  and  supplies  for  the  various  de- 
partments systematically  arranged  with 
a  view  to  readiness  in  case  of  need.  In 
the  superintendent's  office  is  a  board, 
with  keys  for  the  puplLs'  desks.  There 
is  a  key  for  each  pupil,  and  an  extra 
one  for  the  office,  so  that  each  pupil 
may  keep  his  effects  by  themselves. 

The  largest  department  of  the  build- 
ing is  that  of  business  and  banking,  oj- 
cupyln.:?  large  quarters  at  the  front. 
There  are  ample  facilities  for  every 
class  of  transactions.  Overhead  Is  an 
elaborate  carrier  system  running  be- 
tween the  various  departments.  Around 
the  sides  of  the  room  ar^  handsome  fix- 
tures, devoted  to  various  branches  of 
business  such  as  jobbing.  freighi. 
v\  hole.sale,  commission,  etc.  Through 
the  room  are  the  desks  of  the  pupils, 
busily  working  at  their  tasks. 

Through  a  wide  hall  and  cloak  rooms 
to  the  departments  of  short  hand  and 
typewriting  Is  but  a  step,  and  here  an- 
other large  body  of  students,  equally 
well  situated,  are  found.  The  short- 
hand room  is  at  the  back  of  the  build- 
ing, while  the  typewriting  room  is  be- 
tween the  hall  and  the  shorthand  room. 
In  every  room  the  lighting  and  furnisli- 
ings  are  all  that  could  be  asked.  In  the 
typewriting  room  there  are  twenty-onv- 
typewriters  for  the  use  of  the  pupil«. 
Just  off  the  hall  leading  to  the  short- 
hand room  is  a  recitation  room,  in 
which  classes  In  mathematii-s  and  other 
studies  are  kept  busy. 

On  every  hand  were  evidences  of 
pros|)erity,  and  equally  apparent  wer" 
the  signs  of  excellence  that  give  a  broad 
foundation  for  this  prosperity  and  en- 
sure it  permanence.

PERSONAL  TAX  JUDGMENTS. 

Clerk*s  Office  Will  Set  Them  Out  In 
Short  Time. 

As  soon  as  the  office  of  the  clerk  of 
the  district  court  gets  through  with 
the  task  of  getting  out  the  delinquent 

real  estate  tax  list,  which  will  be  early- 
next  week,  a  list  of  personal  property- 
tax  judgments  will  be  made  out  and 
turned  over  to  the  county  attorney.

TALKED  ON 
BOYCOTTS 

Address  By  B.  Siiberstein  to 

the  Trades  Assembly  on 

Boycotting. 


A  COMMITTEE  NAMED 


To  Arrange  For  an  Early  Con- 
ference With  the  Busi- 
ness Men. 


Thi"  Trailes"  assembly  last  evening 
took  the  initial  «lep  toward  a  twtier  un- 
derstanding between  organized  labor 
and  the  business  men  by  appointing  a 
committee  of  five  to  meet  a  committee 
from  thv  '  "  -s  men  to  discuss  the 
bv>y«.olt   «,  .  This  action       was 

taken  as  the  result  of  an  appeal  by  B. 
Siiberstein.  who  addressed  the  :is- 
serably  on  the  subject. 

Politics  engaged  the  attention  of  the 
assembly  for  a  time  also.  It  was  de- 
cided to  oppose  J.  P.  Johnson,  in  the 
First  ward,  on  the  ground  that  he  vio- 
lated his  I'!  "tsf  by  voting  against  the 
S-hour  dii  ;tion.      (leor^e  Tis-her 

will  be  o;.:  uw.  it  was  decided,  in 

case  it  shaii  bf  ascertained  that  he  i-''  in 
the  same  boat  with  Alderman  Johnson. 
The  question  of  opposing  Alderman 
Simpson  on  the  same  ground  was  dis- 
« iissed.  but  on  the  statement  of  W.  K. 
McEwen  that  he  had  not  been  eleited 
on  an  S-hour  platform  and  thai  Mr. 
Simpson  had  voted  against  the  S-h-uir 
resolution  under  the  misapprehension 
that  It  provided  for  ten  hours'  pay.  it 
was  de«'ided  not  to  place  him  under  the 
ban.  In  di.«cusHing  the  question,  Mr. 
McKwen  said  that  he  would  be  placed 
ir  lewhat    embarrass^ing    position

Suiipsua  was  decided  on.  b«'- 
ing  a  member  of  the  committee  in 
whose  hands  such  action  would  be  and 
also  chairman  ..f  the  Populist  city  com- 
mittee as  well  as  one  of  Mr.  Simpson's 
leading  supporters  personally,  and  that 
he  would  have  to  resign  from  one  eom- 
rrittoe  or  the  rtther. 

Sillxrstein  spoke  at  length  on  the

a«  a  friend  of  organized  labor,  he  said, 
to  see  if  the  assem''ly  could  not  adopt 
some  other  method  than  the  boycott  to 
attain  its  ends.     An      agreement       had 
been  presented  to  him  that  already  has 
been  signed  by  a  number  of  the  business 
men    for   a    reialiiitory    boycott   on    the 
unions  declarin:?  boycotts.     He  had  al- 
ways been  a  friend  of  organized    labor:

ly.     Mr.   McEwen      said       that   he 
KH'-w  that  Mr.  Sill>er8leln  was  interest- 
ed  in   the   laboring  men   as   well   as  in 
liusiness  and  the  city,  and  he  said  that 
he  was  glad  to  see  that  Mr.  Siiberstein 
was  not  on<'  of  those       who       thought 
ihat   members  of  organized  labor  were 
nd  staid  in  the  background 
rh<m  without     understand- 
rluni.     Th.'  lal>jr     unions     were  as 
;y  inlert'Sted  in  the  city  as  the  busi- 
u.ss  men.     The  former  had  their  homes 
-V  r.-.  and  th.-ir  interests  were  at  stake 
If  the  I  usiness  men  l»rought     in 
■-'T   labor   they   must   expect   to   do 
-  on  the  pauper  plan.  He  should 
.<!  to  meet  a  committ'.-^;  of  busi- 
ness  mfn   and   talk  over     the     matter. 
Organized  labor  was  not  trying  to  t»>ar 
down  the  city.  t)ui  to  build  it  up.    Th^ 
greater  the  prosperity  of  the   laboring 
men  the  greater  the  prosperity  of  the 
citv. 

The  boycott  business  was  terrible. 
■*aid  Mr.  McEwen.  "It  is  war.  and  war 
is  hell."  All  union  men  dread  the  word 
boycott.  Some  of  the  unions  may  in 
certain  instances  have  been  hasty,  but 
the  policy  of  the  Trades  assembly  had 
always  been  lo  bold  it  back.  The  em- 
ployers had  been  resjjonslble  in  many 
if  not  In  most  ca.ses  by  their  aggresslvf. 
radical  and  pugnacious  methods.  The- 
speaker's  interests  were  at  stake  here. 


and  he  would  be  glad  to  have  a  commit- 
tee oi  the  business  men  and  laboring 
men  set  together.  All  that  was  wanted 
was  fair  play. 

The  laboring  men  imagined  themselves 
aggrli'ved  as  well  as  the  business  men, 
said  the  speaker.  The  business  mt  a 
had  been  a.i  hasty  in  forming  their 
opinions  as  the  laboring  men  had  been 
accused  of  being,  or  the  business  men 
\U)uk!  not  have  misjudged  the  laborin;? 
men  so.  The  tendency  was  to  force 
wages  down  to  the  lowest  tigure  paid, 
and  the  employes  had.  of  course,  re- 
sisted reductions.  Self-preservation  was 
the  first  law  of  nature.  The  employers 
In  certain  caf^es  had  been  arbltrarj-.  and 
so  the  laboring  men  had  asked  thtir 
friends  not  tj  patronize  them,  and  this 
was  tailed  a  boycott  and  a  great  howl 
was  raised.  That  was  all  a  boycott  wa:i. 
The  matter  ought  to  be  made  right,  and 
the  assembly  was  as  eager  as  any  that 
It  should  be.  In  conclusion  Mr.  Mc- 
I-Twen  moved  the  appointment  of  a  con- 
ference committee. 

President  Kriz  said  he  wished  to  re- 
mind the  assembly  that  Mr.  Siiberstein 
must  be  in  favor  of  union  principles,  as 
he  was  the  pioneer  in  the  early  closing 
movement,  and  Delegate  Patterson  of 
the  engineers  .said  that  Mr.  Siiberstein 
deserved  the  gratitude  of  the  assembly 
for  his  friendly  interest. 

Charles  Leytze  said  that  nobody 
dreaded  a  bovct)tt  more  than  he.  and  he 
was  willing  that  a  fair  committee 
should  investigate  every  boycott  in  the 
city.  Labor  had  certain  rights,  which 
capital    sometimes  forgot. 

Thomas  Savard.  of  the  Waiters'  union, 
then  addressed  the  assembly  in  regard 
to  th.>  l>oycor.ts  on  Mrs.  Fish's  and  iht 
F^ethel  restaurants  and  the  Watson  in- 
cident. As  to  the  latter.  Mr.  Savard 
stated  that  his  union  believed  that  the 
story  of  the  assault  originated  with  the 
buslni-^ss  men  who  were  circulating  the 
petition  for  a  law  against  boycotts  as  a 
basis  on  which  to  act.  As  to  the  boy- 
cott on  Mrs.  Fish's  restaurant,  he  said 
that  the  union  had  women  member--* 
who  were  trying  to  earn  a  decent  living. 
Mrs.  Fish  paid  from  $3  to  $3.50  per 
week  and  contended  that  that  was  all 
she  ought  ti>  pay  because  she  closed 
Sundays.  lUit  she  had  a  good  trade 
and  there  was  no  reason  why  she 
should  not  pay  the  union  scale.  Her  em- 
ployes have  not  come  and  stated  th^it 
they  had  a  grievance,  because  If  they 
did  they  would  be  discharged.  The  wait- 
ers had  a  right  to  a.sk  their  friends  t  > 
stand  by  them  in  this  matter.  Recur- 
ring to  the  Watson  incident,  Mr.  Sa- 
vard said  that  Mr.  Watson  claimed  at 
dlfffcient  times  that  he  went  Into  the 
restaurant  at  7.  7:15  and  7::;i)  and  up  lo 
as  late  as  S  o'clock  on  that  evening. 
"We  have  evidence."  said  Mr.  Savard. 
"to  show  that  his  face  was  not  dis- 
figured at  10  o'clock  that  night  and  that 
at  that  hour  he  was  considerably  under 
the  influeuce  of  liquor."  The 
union  had  but  one  picket.  Instead  of 
three,  at  the  restaurant  that  evening, 
and  he  was  not  a  tighter.  The  pi«:ket 
had  waited  on  Mr.  Watson,  with  a 
committee,  to  see  if  Mr.  Watson  could 
identify  him.  but  Mr.  Watson  said  that 
he  had  never  seen  the  picket  before.  The 
union  had  offered  Mr.  Watson  every  in- 
ducement to  prosecute,  and  had  offered 
to  pay  the  expenses.  Mr.  Watson  had 
refused,  and  he  had  refused  to  sign  an 
affidavit  either  that  he  had  or  had  not 
been  assaulted  in  front  of  the  restaa- 

After  some  further  discussion  of  tne 
boycott  question.  Mr.  McEwen's  motion 
was  unanimously  carried.  Mr.  Siiber- 
stein said  that  he  believed  this  would 
end  the  trouble.  He  said  that  he  was 
glad  that  h(  had  visited  the  assembly. 
as  he  had  learned  a  great  deal  more 
than  he  could  otherwise  in  a  thousand 
year*. 

The  committee  was  appointed  by 
President  Kriz  and  consists  of  W.  E. 
McEwen.  Henry  Dworschak,  Charlc.^ 
Leytze.  Thomas  Savard  and  R.  E.  Pat- 
terson.

There  will  be  no  co-operative  tailor 
shop  in  Nev  York.  The  Social  Reform 
club,  which  Included  society  people  who 
were  to  invest  $."ii,fK>0  In  the  fenterprt.se. 
and  the  unionists  disagreed. 

The  bishop  of  Hereford  has  been 
advocating  In  the  Times,  of  London, 
the  creation  of  a  court  of  arbitration 
between  employers  and  employes,  with 
power  to  cr-mpel  both  to  accept  its 
award  in  all  disputes. 

"The  candy  business  in  this  country 
is  assuming  constantly  increasing  pro- 
portions." Mr.  Lownev  said.  "Taken  all 
in  all.  about  $100,000,000  capital  is  in- 
vested in  this  branch  *  f  manufacture 
alone,  and  it  has  l>een  said  that  Ameri- 
cans spend  more  money  each  year  on 
candies  and  other  sweets  than  on  beer, 
wines  and  liquors  combined." 
The  Ne«    York  Mutual   Musical  Pro 


tective  union,  which  for  over  ten  years 
refused  to  affiliate  with  trade  unions, 
on  the  ground  that  Its  members  were 
artists  and  had  nothing  In  common 
with  mechanics,  has  decided  in  favor 
o#  joining  the  American  Federation  -tf 
Labor.  The  union  has  recently  left 
the  National  League  of  Musicians, 
which  had  been  fighting  against  the 
trades  union  idea. 

Chinese  laundries  are  again  made  the 
subject  of  legislation  by  a  bill  Intrj- 
duced  by  Assemblyman  Egan  of  New 
York.  His  measure  provides  that  every 
laundryman  shall  furnish  a  receipt  to 
patrons  which  shall  specify  In  English 
the  kind  and  number  of  gr«)ods  deliv- 
ered. Violation  is  punishable  hy  $10 
fine  for  the  first  offense,  $20  for  the  sec- 
ond and  $50  for  each  subsequent  viola- 
tion. The  bill  applies  only  to  cities  of 
the  first  class.  ^ 

The  New  York  police  board  has  de- 
cided to  abolish  the  mechanics'  squad. 
The  policemen  on  this  squad  are  car- 
penters, painters,  plumlters  and  tin- 
smiths, and  they  have  l>een  employed 
chiefly  making  repairs  to  station 
houses.  Charles  Brewer,  a  patrolman, 
is  in  charge  of  the  carpenter  shop  it 
headquarters.  According  to  a  new  rule 
adopted  by  the  board,  "no  officer  or 
patrolman,  other  than  doorman,  shall 
be  detailed  or  assigned  to  perform  any 
repairs  or  mechanical  work."  Outsldo 
workmen  will  l)e  employed  hereafter. 

A  bill  aimed  at  railroads  and  In  favor 
of  wt>rkingmen  was  put  In  the  bill  box 
of  the  New  York  assembly  last  week. 
It  provides  that  "every  railroad  corpor- 
ation organized  or  doing  business  In 
this  state  shall  he  liable  for  all  dam- 
ages sustained  by  any  person,  includ- 
ing employes  of  such  corporations,  in 
consequ'^nce  of  any  negligence  of  any  of 
its  agents  or  any  mismanagement  of 
its  engineers  or  other  employes,  when 
surh  negligence  or  wrongs  are  in  any 
manner  connected  with  the  use  and 
operation  of  any  road  on  which  they 
shall  tie  employed;  and  no  cimlract 
which  restricts  such  liability  shall  bo 
legal  or  binding."  Mr.  Redlngton  in- 
troduced the  bill. 

I   informed   you   last   week,   says   the 
London  correspondent  of  t'ne  New  York 
Timei*,  of   the  creation  of  a  federation 
of  employes,  including  the  greatest  firms 
in  all  branches  of  industry,  with  the  in- 
tention    to    fight    the    intolerable     an. I 
growing  demands  of  the  trade   unions. 
The  confirmation  of  this  news  has  not 
been  hmg  In  coming.  Two  of  the  strong- 
est and  most  aggressive  unions  are  the 
boilermakers'  and  the  plasterers'.     The 
latter  has  apparently  decided   to   bring 
a  conflict  upon  Itself.     During  the  past 
year  the  building  trade  enjoyed  remark- 
able prosperity,  every    man    connected 
with    it   being    in    full   employ  at   high 
wage.".      This    state  of    affairs  has  led 
the  plasterers  step  by  step  to  Increase 
their  demands  to  the  point  which  finally 
compels     the     employers     to    fight.      It 
may  interest  both  the  employers  and  the 
employt'd  in  .Nmerlca  to  learn  the  causes 
which,  unless  the  men  retract  their  de- 
mands, will  have  brought  another  great 
industrial  struggle  upon  this  country.  I 
will  give  a  few  examples.     Recently  an 
employer    decided    to  construct  certain 
partltbms  of   plaster   blocks.      Both  the 
plasterers  and   the  bricklayers  claimed 
that  this  Work  rightly  belonged  to  them. 
Both  their  unions  Informed  the  employ- 
er that  whichever  men  he  employed  the 
others  would  strike.     He  offered  to  ar- 
bitrate,   but    the    offer      was     refused. 
Thereupon  he  closed  his  works  while  the 
unions    settled    the    matter.       As    thf»y 
failed  to  do  so  he  gave  the  job  to   tlie 
plasterers.     Whereupon  the  bricklayers 
struck,  and   for  nine  months  he  could 
not  get  a  brick  laid.     Then   the  brick- 
layers gave  way.    Again  the  bricklayers 
struck  because  one  good  workman  was 
laying  more  bricks  than  th^  union  per- 
mitted.    TTnion  rules  now  allow  a  man 
to  lay  only  400  bricks  dally,  whereas  tiie 
employers  state  that  ten  years  ago  1000 
daily  was  the  rate.    The  union  publlsiies 
regularly  a  blacklist   of  emplovers  for 
whom   all    their   men   are  forbidden   to 
work.     If  a  unionist  assists  to  procure 
work  for  a  non-unlonlst  he  Is   fined  5s 
for  the  first  offense  and  lOs  afterward. 
In  one  instance  the  council  of  a  union 
Issued  instructions  that  on  no  account 
must  the  men  accept  the  introduction  of 
words    "skilled."    "superior,"    "inferior" 
or  "non-unionist"  Into  the  rules  agreed 
upon  with  their  employers.     So  power- 
ful   has   the    Plasterers'    union    become 
that   It  positively  fines  employers   who 
infringe  the  trade  union  rules.    For  ex- 
am-^'le.    the    Ctiventry   branch  reported: 
'"We     have    withdrawn     our     members 
from  the  firm  of  C.  Oray  Hall,  owing  to 
the    bricklavers    doing     the    plastering, 
and  had  the  firm  fined    C5.     The  Plas- 
terers' union,  moreover,  limit.-?  the  num- 
ber of  apprentices  to  one  aporenticp  to 
seven  workmen.     The  immediate  cause 
of  the  pending  struggle   is  that  on  the 
promises  of  a  firm  of  London  builders 
named  Higgs  &  Hill  a  delegate  of  the 
union    called    and    gave   notice   to   the 
foremen     that     unless    they  joined    the 
union  by  a  certain  date  all  the  employes 
of  that  firm   would  be  called  out.     Th? 
foremen.  I  must  explain,  were  previous- 
ly members  of  the  unl<m.   and  even   if 
they  joined  It  now,   thev  would  not  be 
admitted  to  the  union  deliberations.  Tl^e 
foremen    refused,   and    every    plasterer 
was  called  out  by  the  union,  and  thus 
the  nresent  situation  has  been  precir.i- 
tated.  The  plasterers'  wages  have  never 
been  ."o  high,  probably  averaging  no-.v 
.^5  cents  an  hour,  while  many  men  who 
have  struck  In  obedience  to  the  union 
orders  are  skilled  workmen    who    have 
served  t'pe  same  firm  twentv  years  and 
are  earning  from  $15  to  $20  a  week   in 
a  country   where  the  cost   of   living    is 
much   less   than   in   America.       The   in- 
fatuation of    the    men    may  be  further 
judged    from    the    fact    that    the    whole 
weight  of  serious  ofTiciUl  trade  unioni.<m 
is  against    them,   John    Burns,   for  ex- 


ample having  denounced  their  action, 
while  even  the  Socialist  Labor  paper 
condemns  their  policy  as  foolish  and 
advises  the  union  to  order  them  back  to 
work. 


CAN  FRANCHISES  BE  TAXED? 

Supreme  Court  Will   Determine  the 
Question  at  Next  Term. 

St.  I'aul.  Jan.  28.— A  batch  of  tax 
cases  against  the  Duluth  Gas  and  Water 
company,  Hartman  General  Electric 
company.  West  Duluth  Water  and  Light 

company  and  West  I>uluth  Electric 
company  have  been  set  over  until  next 
term  of  the  supreme  court,  with  an 
order  for  reargumenl  on  one  point,  and 
that  is  a  point  of  considerable  interest, 
determining  in  effect  whether,  under 
present  laws,  a  quasi  municipal  corpor- 
ation can  be  taxed  on  its  franchise. 

To  get  at  the  value  of  the  franchise 
the  St.  Louis  county  authorities  took 
Into  consideration  the  amount  of  the 
bonds  and  the  estlmatt'd  value  of  the 
stock  as  expressing  the  total  value  of 
the  property.  Then  whatever  was  not 
real  estate  or  specific  property  must  be 
the  value  of  the  franchise. 

The  trial  court  held  that  the  com- 
panies had  the  right  to  offset  the  amount 
of  the  debt.  The  city  objected  that  Ihe 
whole  value  of  the  property  might  be 
covered  by  bonds,  that  the  company 
could  Issue  bonds  to  Its  own  membeis 
in  a  sum  to  leave  the  value  of  the  fran- 
<hise  less  than  nothing  under  that 
rule. 

The  supreme  court  has  ordered  a  re- 
argument  on  this  point,  referring  to  sec- 
tion 1530  of  the  general  statutes  of  1894. 
which  sets  forth  how  the  property  of  a 
corporation  is  to  be  listed,  and  requires 
a  return  of  the  market  value  of  the 
stock  and  of  the  amount  of  the  bonded 
and  the  floating  debt.  The  question  is 
whether  deducting  the  funded  debt 
leaves  a  fair  and  equitable  basis  of  tax- 
ation; whether  including  the  funded 
debt  involves  double  taxation,  and 
whether  the  funded  debt  does  not.  in 
fact,  indicate  the  value  of  the  property 
by  the  stock.  It  is  to  be  argued  the  first 
week  of  the  April  term.

ceived from  U.  S.  Grant.  Jr.,  through  his 
political  manager.  Milton  J.  Green.  $S>00 
as  a  gift  and  $750  as  a  loan;  that  Wright, 
prior  to  his  election,  deceived  John  D. 
Spreckels  and  W,  S.  Leak  to  secure 
their  support  for  the  speakership,  stat- 
ing that  he  was  unpledged  to  any  sena- 
torial consideration:  that  by  promising 
to  vote  for  Robert  N.  iH«lla  for  Unlteu 
States  senator  he  secured  Bulla's  sup- 
port for  the  speakership;  that  by  the 
acceptance  of  Grant's  money  and  by  the 
solicitation  of  Daniel  M.  Burns*  influ- 
ence to  insure  his  election  as  sneaker, 
Wright  led  each  of  tho.se  candidates  for 
United  States  senator  to  expect  his 
vote. 

The  report  further  states  that  Milton 
J.  Green,  the  duly  appointed  and  ace  •.' ti- 
lted agent  of  U.  S.  Grant,  Jr..  expended 
large  sums  of  money,  exceeding  in  tho 
aggregate  $20,000.  but  the  exact  amount 
of  which  is  to  the  committee  unknown 
to  secure  the  election  of  a  RepubUcan 
legislature. 

The  committee  finds  that  D.  M.  Purns, 
Robert  N.  Bulla.  W.  H.  D.  Barnes  and 
the  other  senatorial  candidates  except 
Grant  expended  no  money  and  promised 
no  patronage  to  promote  their  respective 
candidates. 

Th-  committee  of  investigation  recon-- 
"^^"ds: 

First— That  the  conduct  of  Howard  L. 
Wright,  .speaker  of  the  assenibly,  as 
above  set  forth,  be  held  to  be  reprehen- 
sible in  an  extreme  degree,  and  that  no 
mere  censure  on  the  part  of  the  assembly 
can  meet  the  requirements  of  justic". 
but  that  the  matter  of  adequate  punish- 
ment be  left  entirely  to  the  assembly, 
without  recommendation  from  the  com- 
mittee. ,.^  _  , 

Second— That  the  expenditure  '  f  Inrge 
sums  of  money  in  aid  of  the  candidacy 
of  a  United  States  senator  In  the  man- 
ner above  set  forth  is  wrong  and  repre- 
hensible. In  that  It  Is  calculated  to  cor- 
rupt morals,  to  debauch  the  political 
system,  to  deter  poor  men  of  ability 
from  entering  upon  a  senatorial  cam- 
paign, and  to  give  to  the  rich  an  un- 
warranted and  unjustiflable  advantage 
over  men  of  equal  ability  and  quali.i- 
cations  but  of  limited  means. 

Third— That  the  receiving  of  money  ny 
legislative  candidates  from  probable 
senatorial  candidates,  either  directly  or 
Indirectly  in  aid  of  their  own  candidacy, 
is  reprehensible  for  the  same  reasons. 

The  report  was  made  a  sotclal  order 
for  tomorrow  prior  to  taking  the  vote 
for  United  States  senator.  The  vote 
for  United  States  senator  yesterday  re- 
sulted similarly  to  that  of  Thursday.  The 
effect  of  the  committee's  report  is  var- 
iou.sly  estimated.  Some  insist  that  it 
will  tend  to  break  up  Grant's  forces, 
while  Grant's  friends  insist  that  it  will 
only  bind  them  together  closer  than  ever 
before.

Several  small  and  badly  scared  speci- 
mens of  the  genus  "Young  America' 
were  arraigned  In  Judge  Edson's  court 
one  day  not  long  since  on  the  charge 
of  breaking  glass  In  street  lamps.  The 
delinquents  were  firmly  convinced  that 
the  gates  of  the  penitentiary  were  yawn- 
ing for  them,  and  Judge  Edson  and  the 
attaches  of  the  court  took  care  not  to 
remove  the  impression,  on  the  theory 
that  a  good  scare  would  be  more  efli- 
cacious  as  a  deterrent  than  fine  or 
imprisonment.  The  judge  looked  un- 
compromisingly severe,  and  the  couri 
officials  wore  an  expression  befitting 
the  gravity  of  the  occasion.  The  small 
wretches  trembled  as  they  looked  at  tha 
judge,  and  cowered  as  they  surveyed 
Court  Officer  Jensen's  six  feet  or  more 
of  height  towering  over  them,  the  otfi- 
cer  apparency  just  w  ailing  for  the  word 
to  drag  them  off  to  a  dungeon.  Then 
they  glanced  longingly  at  their  parents, 
who  had  accompanied  them  to  court,  as 
If  taking  what  they  felt  sure  was  a  last 
look.  , 

In  measured,  official  tones  cierk  Lloyd 
lead  the  charge,  it  being  set  forth  that 
they  had  .severally  wilfully  and  ma- 
liciously broken  sundry  lights  of  glass  in 
certain  street  lamps  In  the  city  of  Du- 
luth then  and  there  being,  contrary  to 
the  peace  and  dignity  of  the  state  .if 
Minnesota.  It  had  never  occurred  to 
the  accused  that  the  heaving  a  dornick 
through  a  pane  of  glass  was  as  bad  ab 
all  that,  and  their  sobs,  which  they  hud 
checked  as  they  listened,  broke  out  witn 
redoubled  vigor.  Between  sniffs  they 
acknowledged  their  guilt  and  threw 
themselves  on  the  mercy  of  the  court. 
The  court  usually  has  a  little  mercy  on 
tap  for  small  boys  to  be  judiciously 
dealt  out  on  proper  occasions.  A  small 
fine  just  about  enough  to  cover  the  cosi 
of  a  pane  or  two  of  glass  apiece  was  in- 
flicted, and  the  boys  were  given  a  cer- 
tain time  in  which  to  earn  It,  and  they 
departed  in  chastened  light  hearted- 
ness. 

"Perhaps  I  should  have  been  more 
severe  on  them,"  remarked  the  judgt 
after  the  case  was  disposed  of  and  he 
had  descended  from  the  judicial  throne, 
"but  regard  must  be  had  to  the  instincts 
of  boy  nature.  Now.  when  I  was  a  boy," 
he  continued,  growing  reminiscent,  "I 
remember  well,  there  was  a  vacant 
house  that  was  just  a  good  throw  from 
our  potato  patch,  and  the  windows  of 
that  house  had  an  irresistible  fascina- 
tion for  all  the  boys  In  the  neighbor- 
hood. They  used  to  stand  In  our  potato 
patch  and  fire  at  the  wlndows^I  gues^ 
they  must  have  thrown  half  an  acre  of 
potatoes  through  them — and  I  confess  1 
used  to  get  a  little  Interested  myself.

There  Is,"  and  the  judge 
waxed  eloquent  as  he  spoke,  "a  fascina- 
tion about  the  disappearing  pane."

He  was  In  that 
potato  patch  right  at  that  minute. 

"You  have  evidently  tasted  the  in- 
toxication of  the  disappearing  pane, 
judge,"  remarked  a  listener. 

"Well,"  reidled  the  judge,  "there  was 
one  boy  I  knew  who  was  really  a  re- 
markable thrower,  and  I  used  to  stand 
near  him  frequently  in  order  to  observe 
the  degree  of  accuracy  of  which  the 
human  arm  is  capable  in  hurling  mis- 
siles."

SIR  EDWIN  ARNOLD. 
This  is  a  Picture  Taken  Reciently  of  the  Grand  Old  Englishman  Who   is  More 
Than  Enthusiastic  in  His  Love  For  America. 


Sir  Edwin  Arnold,  t'ne  English  poet 
and  author,  is  said  to  be  in  extremely 
poor  health  this  winter.  He  rarely  at- 
tends large  entertainments,  and  is  al- 
most constantly  under  the  care  of  a 
physician  and  his  beautiful  Japanese 
wife.  His  last  appearance  at  any  great 
public  function  was  over  two  months 
ago.  when  in  spite  of  his  illness  he  at- 
tended a  reception  in  London  and  de- 
livered an  address  in  which  he  ex- 
pressed his  love  for  America,  and  the 
hope  that  the  Anglo-American  alliance 
would  be  consummated. 

Sir  Edwin  does  little  or  no  literary 
work  In  comparison  to  former  years, 
even  neglecting  his  favorite  hobby- 
Japan. 

Sir  Edwin,  though  outwardly  indiffer- 
ent, is  claimed  to  never  have  fully  re- 
covered from  the  disappointment  of  not 
having  been  appointed  poet  laureate  of 
England  to  succeed  Lord  Tennyson.  He 
was  knighted  by  the  queen  years  ago 
for  his  extraordinary  literary  ability, 
and  is  still  a  great  favorite  with  her 
majesty,  notwithstanding  the  rumors 
that  she  was  displeased  at  his  selection 


of  a  second  wife  from  "the  England  of 
the  Pacific,"  as  he  calls  Japan. 

While  an  Englishman  of  the  truest 
type,  bubbling  over  with  patriotism, 
Sir  Edwin  is  very  fond  of  America,  so 
fond,  indeed,  that  his  first  wife  was  a 
woman  of  American  extraction. 

The  present  Lady  Arnold  was  before 
her  marriage  Miss  Watanabe  Sama,  of 
Japan.  She  is  a  sweet  little  woman, 
with  a  laughing,  merry  face,  which  has 
taken  on  a  rather  grave  expression 
from  recent  anxiety.  Life  in  England 
has  rid  her  of  much  of  the  almost 
sacred  reverence  in  which  Japanese 
women  hold  their  husbands,  without 
destroying  the  sweetness  of  her  dis- 
position or  making  her  careless. 

Sir  Edwin  and  Lady  Arnold  live  in 
the  most  unostentatious  manner  for 
persons  of  their  wealth  and  social  posi- 
tion, and,  though  visitors  to  their  apart- 
ments are  treated  pleasantly  and  gen- 
erously, they  indulge  in  no  lavish  en- 
tertainment whatever.  The  distinguish- 
ing feature  of  their  home  is  the  draw- 
ing room,  which  is  over  100  feet  in 
length,  and  can  easily  accommodate 
as  many  persons  as  a  small-sized  hall.

Business  Conditions  In  Even 

Better  Shape  Than  a 

Week  Ago. 

New  York,  Jan.  28.— R.  G.  Dun  &  Co.s 
weekly  review  of  trade  says: 

The  country  is  in  a  stronger  position 
than  a  week  ago.  Remarkable  strength 
in  its  industries  is  an  important  but  not 
the  chief  element.  Public  confidence 
in  the  business  of  the  country  and  in 
its  securities  has  been  tested  to  an  un- 
usual extent  by  the  sudden  fall  in 
stocks  and  the  subsequent  rise.  Confi- 
dence in  the  value  of  wheat,  corn  and 
cotton  has  been  shown  by  the  markets, 
and  at  rising  prices  the  world  buys  be- 
cause it  has  to  buy.  The  vast  supply 
of  unemployed  capital  has  been  shown 
impressively,  and  the  new  and  start- 
ling independence  of  foreign  money 
markets  fixes  attention.  The  lumber 
movement  Is  unusually  large  for  the 
season  with  prices  of  low  grade  sharp- 
ly advancing.  Railroad  earnings  and 
tonnage  have  shown  surprising  gains. 
Treasury  receipts  are  gaining,  and  a 
vote  on  the  peace  treaty  has  been  fixed 
for  Feb.  6. 

Wool  grows  weaker  because  forced  by 
speculation  a  year  ago  to  prices  which 
the  market  for  goods  could  not  sustain, 
and  has  been  much  embarrassed  in  try- 
ing to  sustain  ever  since.  Western 
bamkers  begin  to  advise  speculative 
holders  to  sell. 

Pig  iron  has  risen  at  Chicago  because 
of  higher  freights  from  the  South  and 
at  Pittsburg  a  shade  for  Bessemer  and 
grey  forge  because  of  growing  demand, 
but  for  the  moment  the  rise  of  2  per 
cent  in  pig  is  exceeded  by  the  rise  of 
2  per  cent  in  products.  The  pressure 
for  many  products  is  such  that  the 
works  are  able  to  make  their  own  quo- 
tations and  rails  and  bars  at  Pittsburg 
and  wire  nails  have  slightly  advanced. 
Nails  are  advanced  by  the  combin- 
ation, pipe  works  are  crowded  and  ne- 
gotiations progress  for  their  consolida- 
tion, as  also  in  bridge  building. 

Failures  for  the  week  have  been  224 
In  the  I'nlted  States  against  342  last 
year  and  thirty- three  in  Can.ida 
against  thirty-four  last  year. 

Bradstreefs  says:  The  apparently 
steady  rise  In  the  tide  of  general  busi- 
ness has  l>ecn  divei-sified  this  week  by 
an  outburst  of  speculation  interest  in  a. 
number  of  staples,  n«)tably  cotton  and 
wheat,  which  heretofore  have  regis- 
tered steady  gains  on  actual  consump- 
tive demand  rather  than  on  the  devel- 
opment of  marked  bullish  speculation. 
Large  transactions  and  buoyant  prices 
have  been  features  in  these  staples  and 
signs  are  »i(»t  wanting  that  sympa- 
thetic though  smaller  movements  In  a 
number  of  other  lines  are  either  under 
way  or  contemplated.  Exceptional  in- 
dustrial activity,  particularly  In  the 
Inm  and  steel  trades.  Is  another  fea- 
ture of  note  and  here.  too.  price  ad- 
vances are  all  but  general,  rettectlrifr  so 
far  as  can  be  seen  chiefly  the  urgency 
of  consumers'  requirements,  the  claim 
in  fad  being  made  that  .speculation  has 
not  as  yet  entered  into  the  buying"  in 
this  branch  of  industry.  The  same 
claim,  however,  can  hardly  be  made  as 
regards  a  number  of  movements  toward 
consolidatl<»n  in  this  and  other  Indus- 
tries where,  in  fact,  movement  toward 
combination  is  described  as  approach- 
ing ylrtual  craze.  In  the  regular  chan- 
nels of  distributive  trade.  conditions 
continue  in  the  main  satisfactory,  the 
volume  of  spring  orders  at  most  mar- 
kets being  unprecedented  compared 
with  any  precedihg  year  at  this  time. 

Business  failures  are  fewer  in  number 
aggregating  246.  against  262  last  week.

1897.  Business  failures  for  the  Dominion

the  Woman's  Temple  and  making  It  a 
memorial  to  Miss  Francss  E.  Willard. 
is  bending  all  Its  energies  to  making  a 
great  demonstration  at  the  Temple  on 
Feb.  17,  the  first  anniversary  of  Miss 
Wlllard's  "heavenly  birthday."  Its 
plan,  which  is  to  divide  the  $800,000 
necessary  to  free  the  building  from 
debt  Into  80.000  shares  of  $10  each,  is 
meeting  with  hearty  endorsement  and 
co-operation.  It  is  expected  Ihat  thou- 
sands of  dollars  will  be  pledged  before 
Feb.  17.  although  so  short  a  time  Inter- 
venes between  now  and  then;  but,  in 
any  case,  the  work  will  be  pushed  with 
vigor,  and  the  young  people  are  as- 
sured that  the  entire  sum  will  be 
pledged  l)efore  the  close  of  1899.

JUDGE  or  ELECTION  JULED. 


George  Colter,  of  St.  Paul,  Charged 
With  Ballot  Frauds. 

St.  Paul,  Jan.  28.— Under  an  Indict- 
ment for  niaking  fraudulent  election 
returns.  George  Colter,  a  well  known 
local  politician,  who  was  judge  of  elec- 
tion in  the  Fourth  ward  last  November, 
was.  late  yesterday,  arrested,  and  is 
now  in  the  county  jail.  The  Australian 
secret  ballot  system  Is  in  use  here,  but 
in  the  counting  of  the  votes  Colter  is 
alleged  to  have  read  Improperly  the 
markings  in  order  to  Increase  the  totals 
of  those  whom  he  favored.  An  eleotlon 
contest,  with  a  recount  of  the  votes  In 
his  precinct,  showed  a  discrepancy  of  41 
votes  on  one  office  and  less  differences 
on  others.  The  case  is  considertnl  as  of 
particular  importance,  as  showing  that 
the  Australian  system  cannot  prevent 
fraudulent  counting  of  the  votes.

This  seems 
stringe  in  view  of  the  fact  that  there  are 
possibly  more  "hogs  killed  In  Chicago  and 
Kansas  City  than  In  any  other  two  places 
in  the  world.

Fashion  has  a  variety  ol  enticing 
charms  at  all  times  ami  seasons;  but 
there  is  noihins  else  quite  so  fast-injit- 
ing  after  all  as  her  uncertainty,  says 
the  New  York  Sun.  Never  to  b«  quite 
sure  of  what  is  coming  next  adds  a 
zest  to  the  pursuit  of  fashionable  dress 
which  nothing  else  can  ever  ghe;  and 
now  that  we  are  comfortably  s^Uled  in 
our  minds  as  to  what  is  the  correct 
thing  for  our  best  winter  gown,  summer 
silks,  piques,  batistes.  organdl<'s  and 
the  sheerest  lawns  blosfom  out  In  the 
shops  without  any  regard  to  tempera- 
ture or  present  needs  of  dress. 

Winter  materials  are  piomptly 
switched  off  on  a  side  track  when  these 
dainty  gauzy  things.  whl;h  we  sliall  not 
need  for  five  months,  appear  on  tiie 
scene,  and  we  as  promptly  respond  with 
II  growing  interest  in  stminier  clothes, 
which  is  at  least  a  credit  to  our  Ameri- 
can propensity  to  get  anead  of  every- 
thing, even  ourselves.  Reduced  prices 
are  another  feature  of  this  .=eason. 
which  makes  shopping  doubly  interest- 
ing. With  miles  of  summer  shirt 
waists,  striped,  plaided  and  .'potted. 
stretched  out  on  one  side,  bar>;.iins  in 
winter  shirt  waists  on  the  other,  and 
tempting  novelties  in  thin  mt,terlals, 
which  every  woman  loves,  lined  up  in 
fetching  contrast  against  reduced 
leng^ths  in  wool  goods,  we  can  easily 
foresee  the  result.  No  rertections  on 
the  wisdom  of  the  shopkeeper  ar«?  neces- 
sary: he  knows  his  prey. 

Stripes  of  various  widths,  both  de- 
cided in  color  and  visible  only  in  the 
-weave,  predominate  in  all  the  nv^w  cot- 
ton dress  goods  brought  out  for  early 
inspection:  but  flowers  and  dots  are 
mingled  with  the  stripes  in  a  great 
variety  of  designs.  Pretty,  dainty 
batistes  in  plain  colors,  and  white 
striped  with  a  color,  can  be  bought  for 
50  and  60  cents  a  yard,  and  then  there 
are  embroidered  batistes;  and  Swiss 
muslins  in  all-over  small  scroll  designs, 
waved  bayadere  stripes  and  polka  dots, 
which  are  charming.  A  new  silk  and 
linen  material  for  gowns  and  shirt 
waists,  shown  in  a  variety  of  stripes 
and  colors,  is  very  fine  and  glo.-*sy,  and 
costs  from  52  t^  ?:;  a  yard.  The  batiste.* 
this  seas  m  are  rem.'xrkable  for  their  di- 
versity in  texture  and  design:  so  that 
when  you  ask  for  batiste  you  ire  not 
at  all  sure  what  will  materialize.  But 
everything  which  can  be  classified 
under  that  name  is  generally  pleasing. 

Rather  small  patterns  prevail  among 
the  new  China  silks  and  satin-finished 
foulards,  some  of  the  prettiest  being 
polka  dots  of  varying"  sizes  grouped 
together  with  scattering  dots  between 
groups.  Among  the  new  silks  of  the 
heavier  kinds  there  are  moires  antique, 
gloss>e  taffetas,  shiny  brocades  prettily 
shaded  In  varying  tints  of  one  <^oior  for 
evening  wraps  and  gowns:  Venetian 
silks.  French  silks  with  dots  and  nar- 
row chenille  stripes,  and  bengalines 
with  a  soft  small  cord  almost  like  gros 
grain.  Crepons  are  here  again  among 
the  black  goods.  in  nt  w  weaves,  or 
puffs,  rather,  for  they  hive  the  appear- 
ance of  being  l)lown  up  in  small  hlisters 
cf  different  sizes.  _ 

There  are  also  a  new  drap  d  <?te  with 
silk  loops  all  over  it.  silk-dotned  mo- 
hairs, serviceable  camel.-^'  hair  in  mixed 
i-olors.  cheviots,  creped  cloths  and  nov- 
elty goiKls  from  Vienna,  which  :ire  very 
desirable.  Delaines  and  challies  are 
prettier  than  ever,  and  exactly  the 
•  thing  for  the  clinging  skirts  nnd  soft 
effects  which  are  the  special  feature  of 
fashion.  In  robe  dresses  there  is  a 
pretty  variety  of  French  challies  in 
dainty  plain  colors  decorated  v.lth  ap- 
plications of  lace.  This  is  In  festoon 
designs  around  the  bottom  of  tlie  skirt, 
which  is  all  shaped  and  made  leady  to 
finish  at  the  bottom  and  attach  to  th«? 
I>and.  Sprays  of  lace  are  r-attered 
over  the  skirt  above  the  festoons,  and 
material  for  the  bodice  is  decorated  In 
the  same  way.  Both  W»'>v  »"d  wb'j^ 
lace  are  used,  but  the  Tvhite  gives  the 
prettier  effect  on  the  pale  tints  of  blue. 
pink,  and  mauve.  The  variety  in  cot- 
ton robe  dresses  of  batistes  and  sheer 
lawns,  trimmed  with  embroidery  and 
lace,  is  also  very  tempting,  as  the  trou- 
ble of  making  them  up  is  simplified 
so  much  by  the  finishe<l  skirt,  which 
reqnires  nothing  but  a  band.  The  satin 
finished  crepe  de  chine  Is  another  ma- 
terial which  is  very  popular,  and  al- 
together lovely  in  the  new  .sheath 
skirts,  which  seem  to  have  come  to 
stay  for  another  season  at  leas-t. 

Just  how  all  the  pretty  sumntr  fab- 
rics are  to  be  made  up  Is  a  mutter  of 
conjecture  at  the  moment,  but  it  Is 
pretty  safe  to  say  that  uur  thin  gowns 
will  )>t-  cut  with  a  train,  thit  over- 
dresses will  tlourish.  an«l  that  ruffles 
of  every  kind  and  desflptlon  will  add 
their  soft  frciufrou  to  the  vai->ing 
mo»l«4  of  decoration.  With  th"  scant 
.skirts  and  gauzy  mateiials  rutTles  are 
almoKt  a  neressity  to  give  the  tiarc  an  I 
hold  the  skirt  ont  around  the  feet. 
Whatevr    the    overnkiits    and     tunic.'* 


may  become  later,  they  have  no  per- 
ceptible ■efr**ct  on  the  figure  yet.  to 
far  as  broadening  it   Is  <■  uii.   for 

they  fit  jnst  as  cl.isely  ^  '^>v  thv 

hips  as  the  skirt  unilerueaih,  and  If 
they  are  made  very  long,  alnvusl  cov- 
ering ihe  s?kirt.  they  take  veO'  little 
from  the  height. 

Summer  gowns  and  h.nv  to  fashion 
them  may  be  a  very  Intere.mlng  side 
of  fn.shlon  in  January.  l>ut  the  evening 
and  reception  losiumes.  the  general 
variety  in  dress  for  the  various  social 
functions  now  in  full  swing,  are  driv- 
ing the  dressmakers  frantic.  Net  dres- 
ses of  all  kinds  seem  to  have  the  lead 
for  party  and  dinner  gowns,  and  there 
is  practically  no  limit  to  the  use  of 
lace.  Black  evening  gi)wns  of  trans- 
parent stuff  are  quite  as  popular  for 
>oung  ladies  as  for  matrons.  Black 
nets  are  handsomely  embroidered  with 
paillettes  and  frills  of  narrow  ribl^on. 
the  true  lovers'  knot  being  cne  of  th.* 
favorite  patterns.  If  this  dseign  Is 
not  carried  out  In  the  embroidery. 
it  is  made  in  velvet  and  used  as  a  de- 
coration for  the  skirt  and  bodice. 

Moire  silks  are  very  fashionable  for 
evening  gowns  in  all  the  pale  colors. 
ChlfTon  Is  much  used  for  trimming,  a 
pretty  effect  being  made  on  the  white 
gowns  by  IntrtHlucing  a  deep  rose  pink 
around  the  shoulders  and  making  a 
short  drooping  sleeve  of  the  r^lnk  chif- 
fon. Sonie  of  the  party  frocks  are  lined 
with  batiste  instead  of  silk,  but  this  is 
not  a  feature  of  net  dresses,  which  are 
supplied  with  a  silk  lining,  a  silk  or 
satin  skirt  over  this,  and  a  third  one  of 
net.  Gray  is  very  popular  for  dressy 
gowns  of  every  sort,  and  strikingly 
pretty  is  gray  net  over  gray  silk.  Wavc>d 
bands  of  pray  silk,  embroidered  or  hand 
painted  in  colors,  a  portion  of  the  pat- 
tern being  traced  with  frills  of  gr.^y 
babv  ribbon,  trim  one  gray  net  skirt 
above  the  knee.  A  ruche  of  net,  edged 
with  the  ribbon,  finishes  the  bottom. 
Silk  bands  encircle  the  bodice,  and  tUe 
yoke  of  net  is  covered  closely  with  silver 
sequins.  The  sleeves  are  transparent 
;ind  trimmed  to  match  the  biKlice. 
Plain  white  mous.«eline  de  sole,  trimmed 
elaborately  with  lace  bands,  or  spot  ltd 
mousseline  over  white  satin  is  pretty 
for  the  debutante's  gown.  Very  artis- 
tic, too.  are  the  gowns  of  black  Chan- 
tilly  over  white  or  a  color,  the  rose 
lint  being  especially  pretty.  Jet  pail- 
lettes sewn  on  the  lace  add  very  much 
to  the  effect.  One  lace  skirt  made  over 
white  has  an  inner  skirt  of  white  tulle 
spotted  with  gold.  A  tulle  sash  finishes 
the  back,  and  a  large  bow  of  spotted  red 
velvet  decorates  one  side  of  the  low-cut 
bodice.  The  belt  is  also  of  the  velvet. 
A  nov-1  gown  In  black  Chantilly  has  a 
bodice  of  white  Irish  lace,  which  ai.so 
forms  a  portion  of  the  skirt,  giving  the 
effect  of  a  coat. 

Crepe  de  chine  and  lace  form  another 
prettv  gown,  true  lovers'  knots  of  velvet 
being  the  finish.  Another  model  in  the 
same  materials  shows  a  novel  bolero  of 
crepe  de  chine  finished  on  the  edge  with 
a  chenille  ruching  like  the  skirt  and  a 
design  in  embroidery  above.  Rose- 
colored  crepe  de  chine  with  lace  forms 
still  another  model  with  lace,  which  con- 
stitutes the  under  bodice  and  upper 
part  of  the  skirt.  Ruchings  of  tulle  are 
the  finish,  and  the  bolero  Is  laid  In  line 
tuck'».  An  evening  bodice  of  tucked 
white  chiffon  shows  revers  trimmed 
with  frills  of  ribbon,  and  a  simple  waist 
for  afternoon  wear  with  tucked  yoke 
of  white  Liberty  satin  has  a  band  of 
white  on  which  are  sewn  three  rows  oj 
white  and  black  velvet  ribbon  around 
the  shoulders  and  down  the  front. 

Lovely  evening  gowns  are  made  of 
crepe  de  chine  in  white  or  pale  colois, 
and  nothing  can  be  much  prettier  for 
the  classic  style  of  skirt,  which  depends 
so  much  on  the  figure  for  success. 
Chiffon  ruches,  frills,  lace  and  embroid- 
ery are  used  for  trimming  them.  Even- 
ing gowns  in  general  are  remarkable 
productions  of  exquisite  jeweled  em- 
broidery and  hand  painting  this  season, 
but.  as  usual,  there  are  all  grades  and 
conditions  of  evening  dress. 

Brown  mousseline  de  sole  over  pink 
silk  Is  the  foundation  of  one  stylish 
costume,  with  ruches  of  the  mousseline 
for  trimming,  and  a  combination  of 
cream  lace  and  ruches  on  the  bodice.  A 
day  gown  of  light  gray  cloth  embroid- 
ered with  chenille  in  an  eldelweiss  pat- 
tern shows  one  of  the  pretty  new  models 
for  early  spring. 

Everv  wcuian  of  taste  T^.ves  pretty  un- 
derwear. She  has  every  opportunity  of 
gratifying  her  most  luxurious  inclina- 
tions in  these  day.s.  for  each  succeedins 
di^I'lay  of  undersvear  Is  a  little  finer 
and  more  elaborately  trimmed  than  the 
on-  before.  The  workmanship  is  finer. 
Infinitesimal  tucks  not  wider  than  a 
small  cord  alKiund.  and  In  the  hnest 
garments  these  are  put  In  by  hand. 
Lace  Insertions  are  set  In  squares,  <lbi- 
mond  points  and  diagonal  and  -siraisht 
rows,  medallions  of  embroidery  are 
used  and  applique  work  in  lace  Is  a 
part  of  the  scheme  of  decoration  In  un- 
derwear. The  spring  fashions  in  this 
department  are  not  yet  in  sight:  but 
how  they  can  produce  a  variety  more 
elegant  In  detail,  more  charming  in 
effect,  than  we  already  have,  is  one  of 
I  the  mysteries  of  this  progressive  age. 
The  latest  petticoats  of  silk  or 
batiste  are  cut  to  fit  the  hips  like  the 
gowns  which  cover  them,  and  short 
petticoats  as  well  have  this  same  shape. 
Miles  of  ruffling  and  lace  are  used  in 
the  frou-frou  around  the  feet,  but  the 
top  must  be  as  scant  and  plain  as  pos- 
sible. Tne  upper  skirt  is  vandyked  or 
scalloped,  as  the  case  may  lie.  and  fin- 
ished with  a  ruffle  of  lace,  or  the  wide 
flounce  Is  scalloped  and  trimmed  be- 
low. Chlfftin  liounces  with  tiny  ruches 
on  the  edge  trim  some  of  the  silk  skirts 
of  light  colors.  Bows  of  colored  ribbon 
adon.  the  heading  of  the  white  tloumes 
on  the  white  silk  skirts,  and  anythln.y; 
which  makes  them  attractive  and  ex- 
pMi.Hlve  seems  to  cast  a  spell  over  all 
womankintl. 

The  sea.ion's  corset  cover  is  a  most 
fascinating  little  trlHe  made  of  thin 
sheer  batiste  or  nainso..k.  with  iiarrt.w 
lace  Inst-rtlon  encircling  the  wai.^l 
either  In  straight-around  rows,  point.-, 
or  squares.  It  ends  at  the  waist  line 
In  a  narrow  b<»li  of  beading  embioid- 
erv.    through   which   ribbon   Is   run   and

adjusted  to  Ihe  figure  around  the  shoul- 
ders in  "the  same  way.  except  that  the 
beading  Is  lace  and  very  narrow.  It  Is 
made.  too.  after  the  French  model,  with 
no  seams  cx.'ept  under  the  arm.  The 
Lclero-shaped  corset  cover  is  very  much 
liked,  since  it,  too,  does  a.way  with  any. 
superfiuous  material  at  the  waist.  A 
pretty  model  for  a  ni.ghtgown  has  an 
Empire  waist,  made  by  gathering  the 
malt  rial  in  a  sort  of  scant  puff  between 
two  rows  of  embroidered  Insertion.  A 
lace-edged  frill  forms  a  collar  which 
ends  in  ribbun  rosettes  on  either  side, 
and  the  sleeves  are  short.  Many  of  the 
gowns  are  made  with  short  sleeves, 
which  consist  of  one  puff,  with  one  or 
two  lace-edged  frills  below;  and  .some 
of  them  are  well  gored  and  cut  with  a 
little  train.  The  nightgown  liked  by 
some  women  for  winter  wear  Is  made 
of  albatross,  and  as  prettily  trimmed 
with  lace  as  the  thinner  gowns.  Some- 
thing called  a  boudoir  nightgown  is  of 
pale  blue  silk  of  the  washing  variety. 
It  is  made  with  a  sort  of  shaped  s.i\irt 
set  on  to  an  upper  part  formed  of 
tucks,  alternating  with  rows  of  inser- 
tion. The  yoke  is  of  lace  and  tucks, 
finished  with  a  frill  of  lace. 

One  article  In  the  lingerie  department 
which  is  every  woman's  deligat  is  the 
mafinee  tea  jacket,  or  dressing  jacket, 
whichever  you  choose  to  call  it.  These 
garments  range  In  style  from  the  plain 
Geisha,  with  the  large  sleeves,  up  to  the 
possible  limit  of  extijavagance  In  ma- 
terial and  trimming.  The  Geisha  la 
usually  made  of  flannel,  and  possibly 
cashmere,  but  there  is  a  tempting  dis- 
play among  the  other  jackets  of  Li- 
berty silk  trimmed  with  lace  and  frills 
of  ribbons  and  the  prettiest  confections 
of  silk  and  chiffon,  besides  no  end  of 
pretty  designs  carried  out  in  fine  white 
batiste  made  with  fancy  yokes.  Jackets 
and  petticoats  to  match  in  both  silk 
and  fine  English  nainsook  are  one  of  the 
fashionable  fads,  and  if  your  corsets 
match  your  petticoat  you  are  indeed  up 
to  date  in  the  matter  of  underwear. 

The  cotton  shirt  waist  has  made  its 
annual  appearance.  Some  say  the  shirt 
waist  is  especially  suited  to  the  needs  of 
the  poor  woman,  but  experience  has 
proved  that  her  rich  sister  finds  just  as 
much  use  for  it.  There  Is  nothing  start- 
llngly  new  about  the  first  display  of 
waists.  For  the  most  part  they  are 
made  of  fine  ginghams  and  cheviots  in 
delicate  colorin.gs,  and  are  somewhat 
less  fancy  in  design  than  those  of  last 
year.  Most  of  the  materials  are  striped 
either  vertically  or  in  Bayadere  effect. 
White  waists  promise  to  find  even 
greater  favor  than  formerly,  and  some 
of  the  shirt  waist  girls  have  already  de- 
clared their  intention  of  wearing  no 
other.  The  white  waist  certainly  has 
some  advantages.  It  does  not  fade,  and 
as  a  rule  takes  starch  well,  which  tho.se 
made  of  too  soft  gingham  refuse  to  do. 
On  the  other  hand,  white  is  not  so  be- 
coming generally  as  some  of  the  soft 
shades,  and  It  Is  especially  trying  in 
thick  cotton  goods,  such  as  are  used  in 
the  swell  waist.  Most  women  who  last 
season  tried  shirt  waists  made  of  wash- 
able silk  say  that  they  will  never  wear 
cotton  ones  again.  The  silk  waists 
seem  extravagant  to  one  who  looks  no 
farther  than  first  c-ost.  for  silk  at  less 
that  7".  cents  or  $1  a  yard  cannot  be 
depended  upon  to  wash  well.  But  suc.i 
.'^ilk  wears  at  least  three  seasons  and 
does  not  fade  in  the  least.  Added  to 
this,  it  has  the  merit  of  being  soft,  cool 
and  becoming,  and  is  to  be  had  in  the 
most  exquisite  colorings.  The  plain 
silks  make  quite  dressy  waists,  wiiile 
those  that  are  striped  have  no  end  of 
style. 

Colored  handkerchiefs  are  really  com- 
ing Into  vogue  again,  it  seems.  It  Is 
so  reported  every  now  and  then,  ar.d 
they  are  to  lie  seen  in  the  shops,  but 
women  are  actually  beginning  to  carry 
them  now.  The  hamlkerchief  itself  g.n- 
erally  is  of  fine  uhlte  linen,  but  it  is 
embroidered  In  colors.  A  pretty  design 
has  a  wreath  somewhat  larger  than  a 
silver  dollar  embroidered  in  two  colors 
In  one  corne-.  Violets,  forget-me-nota. 
daisies  and  arbutus,  in  t'neir  natural 
colors,  have  first  place  in  these  designs. 
Other  pretty  handkerchiefs  have  single 
flowers  scattered  a'l  over  them,  or  ar- 
Vanged  so  as  to  form  a  broad  border 
Inside  of  the  narrow  hem.  Handker- 
chiefs of  pale  blue.  pink,  green  or  lilac 
linen,  checked  with  a  contrasting  shade 
are  considered  quite  smart  with  sport- 
ing costumes.  Conservative  people  pre- 
fer pure  white  linen,  plain  or  set  off 
with  a  bit  of  dainty  embroidery  or  fine 
lace.  ^^^

NOISE  HUNTING  IN  LONDON. 

Difference  Between  the  Recreation 
(here  and  That  in  tnited  States. 

1  huve  an  American  friend  here  who 
got  tired  of  hiring  furnished  apartments 
and  paying  for  furniture  which  he  could 
never  own.  says  a  writer  In  the  Provi- 
dence Journal.  Houses  are  ver>'  much 
cheaper  In  London  than  in  New  York, 
one  American  correspondent  lives  beauti- 
fully In  Chelsea,  a  part  of  London  at  JluO 
a  year  rent;  another  pays  $360  rent,  aiid 
another  lives  In  Karlscouri.  in  L«>ntion,  In 
a  line  house  for  which  he  pays  JtHK)  rent. 
Kor  my  part.  I  havt'  paid  for  varlou.s 
h(  uses  $15,  $22,511  and  $30  a  week,  but  have 
alwavs  hired  furnished  houses.  Who- 
ever "hires  a  furnished  house  pays  no 
taxes,  or  "rates."  as  they  call  taxes  over 
here,  but  if  vou  take  an  unfurnished 
house  you  must  r>ay  the  ward  or  parish 
rates,  which  are  usually  estimated  at 
about  one-third  as  much  again  as  your 
rent,  so  that  If  you  agree  to  pay  $600  rent, 
you  must  really  part  with  $S00,  including 
the  rates.  .     , 

Well,  my  friend  looked  over  ma.ny 
houses,  and  at  last  settled  upon  one  at  a 
rental  of  $500  a  year.  It  was  very  spa- 
clous  and  beautiful.  He  did  not  admire 
the  gas  lixtures  or  the  old-fashlonc4  gas 
stoves  or  the  gas  burners  that  were 
stuck  In  the  grates  to  avoid  the  use  of 
coal,  but  he  thought  to  put  up  with  them, 
since  the  house  itself  was  just  what  he 
wanted.  While  he  was  bargaining  for 
the  house,  he  got  a  small  education.  He 
found  that  wiien  he  spoke  of  "leasing 
the  house  it  was  taken  to  mean  that  he 
wanted  it  for  seven  years,  with  the  right 
to  renew  the  bargain  on  the  same  terms 
for  another  and  another  term  of  seven 
vears:  "seven,  fourteen  ana  twenty-one 
years"  is  how  they  express  it.  He  also 
found  that  a  lease  carries  with  it  an  obli- 
gation to  i.ut  the  house  in  repair  at  the 
end  of  the  term.  One  hundryd  and  fifty 
pounds,  or  $75*),  was  wliat  the  house 
agents  told  him  he  must  pay  for  repairs 
on  surrendering  the  dwelUng.

The  man 
said   that    these   things   were   worth   $100, 
and    It    suited    my    friend    to   buy    them. 
Even  strips  of  wood  to  keep  the  draught 
out  of  where  the  floors  joined  the  walls 
were  included  in  this  new  bargain.    That 
b'ing  concluded   mv   friend   looked   about 
him  and  discovered  that  he  had   to  buy 
fenders   for  all   the  fireplaces,    fire   tongs 
and  pokers,   hooks  to  put  in  the  closets, 
bell  ropes  to  work  the  bedroom  call  bells, 
and,  reallv.

1  am  told  that  In  New  lork  It  is  better 
to  rent  an  unfurnished  house  than  a 
f'lrnlshed  house.  They  say  that  if  a  New 
Yorker  tries  to  rent  a  furnishe<l  house 
the  presunintlon  Is  that  he  Is  hard  up 
and  will  stand  very  close  bargaining. 
Here  in  London  there  Is  no  such  feeling, 
because  all.  except  the  very  rich,  are  in 
the  habit  of  renting  their  houses  furnish- 
ed. These  are  almost  a  nomad  peopie. 
They  live  In  town  In  the  season,  which 
Is  the  middle  of  summer.  After  they  go 
lo  the  sea  shore  or  to  the  south  of  France, 
or  to  their  country  houses  for  the  autumn 
shooting  and  again  at  Christmas  time.

«s  he  knows  how  and  points  out  the 
cracks  and  kicks  and  dents  and  scratches 
that  he  sees  as  he  looks  at  each  articie. 
The  landlords  agent  seems  very  lethar- 
Slc.  He  shows  no  curlo\islty  or  interest 
In  what  Is  going  on.  but  loafs  through  the 
job  as  if  his  duties  were  perfunctory, 
lint  oh.  dear  reader,  you  should  see  that 
same  man  when  your  lease  has  expired 
and  he  is  seeing  what  damage  you  have 
done.

MME.  PAlTLAIli^K,  OF  PARIS. 
She  Shot  an  Editor  Because  of  an  \nsuJting    Article    Which 

Wrote  Concerning  Her  Husband. 

Great  Interest  has  been  manifested  la 
the  trial  of  Mme.  Pauimier,  wife  of  M. 
Pauimier,  a  well-known  member  of  the 
chamber  of  deputies,  Paris,  who  shot  M. 
Oliver,  of  La  Lanterne,  last  September. 
becau.se  of  an  article  rellec-ting  on  her 
husband.  A  notable  feature  of  the  q.x\):\^ 
was  that  the  judge  gave  permission  to 
thd  advocate  of  Mme.  Pauimier  to  issue 
tickets  for  places  in  the  court  room, 
and  the  result  was  that  an  immense 
crowd  of  fashionable  Parisians  wert 
present  to  listen  to  the  proceedings. 

The  trial  was  extremely  exciting  from 
beginning  to  end,  and  it  is  said  that 
Mme.  Paulmier's  comparatively  light 
sentence  is  due  to  the  touching  reference 
which  she  made  to  her  daughter  while 
on  the  witness  stand.  She  testified  that 
Mile.  Pauimier  was  young,  talented  and 
of  unquestionable  social  standing. 

The  jury  acquitted  Mme.  Pauimier. 
but  the  court  coridemned  her  to  pay 
15.000  francs  in  civil  suit  for  the  ma~ 
terial    injury    sustained    oy    M.    Oliv^-.

The  affair,  like  mo.st  of  the  other  French 
disturbances  of  the  present  time,  was  a:. 
outcome  of  a  dispute  concerning  Capt. 
Dreyfus.  M.  Pauimier  is  in  favor  of  i-e- 
vision,  and  wrote  an  article  to  that 
effect,-  it  is  claimed.  Then  there  ap- 
peared an  answer  in  I..a  Lanterne  which 
so  excited  Mme.  Pauimier  that  sho 
procured  a  revolver,  went  to  the  office 
of  La  Lanterne,  and  after  a  few  words 
with  M.  Oliver,  fired  at  him  six  times, 
four  of  the  bullets  taking  effect.  M. 
Oliver,  however,  is  said  to  have  had 
nothing  at  all  to  do  with  the  arlicl,;. 
A  duel  has  since  been  fought  by  the 
real  wiitor  and  M.  Pauimier  without 
very  serious  injury  to  eitlier  combatant. 

M.  Oliver's  condition  is  still  grave  and 
all  hopes  lor  his  complete  recovery  have 
long  sinno  been  dispelled.

Stale  Auditor  Dunn's  biennial  report 
to  the  state  legislature,  recently  or- 
dered puhlistied  l>y  that  body,  contains 
some  figures  that  are  of  Interest  to  Du- 
luth.  For  instance,  it  shows  that  the 
state  received  from  the  tonnage  tax  on 
vcs.sels  (2193.63  for  the  year  ending  July 
31.  1897.  and  $2274.73  for  the  following 
year,  M.  st  of  this  comes  from  this 
county,  and  under  the  law  the  county 
is  entitled  to  half  of  this  tax.  The 
largest  payments  were  made  by  th  » 
Bessemer  Steamship  company,  which 
paid  $14a!).87  each  year. 

The  Oliver  Mining  company  paid  the 
state  as  royalties  on  ore  mined  on  state 
lands  for  the  two  yc»ars  ending  July  31. 
1898,  $51,446.89  on  20.'i.787  tons.  Ore  re- 
moved from  state  lands  up  to  July  31. 
1898,  was  as  follows:  Biwahik  Moun- 
tain Iron  Ci)mpany.  16,026  tons,  $3906.4^ 
royalty;  Mis.sabe  Mountain  Iron  com- 
pany, $31,323.90  lor  125,296  tons;  Oliver 
Mining  company.  $.'20.501. «^l  for  SS2.007 
tons.  The  state  is  evidently  doing  well 
with  Its  mineral  lands.  lieceipts  for 
mineral  leases  ;'.nd  contracts  on  state 
lands  amounted  to  SSl.W  during  the  two 
years  ending  July  31.  189S, 

An  interesting  table  shows  tlie  per- 
centage of  state  taxes  collected  in  the 
various  counties  during  1896  and  1897. 
As  taxes,  .utside  of  city  assessfhents, 
arc  paid  in  a  lump,  the  same  percent- 
age would  apply  to  city,  county  and 
schoc>l  taxes.  In  1896  the  high^'.-t  per- 
centage of  state  taxes  were  paid  in  Fill- 
more county,  w  here  the  percentage  was 
97.  The  lowest  was  Pine  county,  where 
only  48  per  cent  of  the  taxes  were  col- 
lected, and  the  average  over  the  state 
was  8*)  per  cent.  Ccdlectlons  in  St.  Louis 
county  were  62.3  per  cent,  in  Lake 
county  64.5  per  cent,  in  Cook  county  ,^0,7 
per  cent,  and  in  Itasca  county  71,2  p-^r 
cent.  In  1897  the  highest  percentage 
was  97.2.  in  Steele  county,  the  lowest, 
43.1,  In  Kanabec  county,  the  average 
was  80.5  per  cent,  and  St.  Louis  county 
paid  6.3.8  per  cent.  Cook  44.2  per  cent. 
Lake  71.3  per  cent,  and  Itasca  66.9  per 
cent. 

The  table  showing  the  balances  of 
state  taxes  and  state  school  taxes  due 
the  slate  from  the  various  counties  does 
not  show  up  well,  as  the  lai'iTest  ijal- 
ance  due  from  any  county  Is  that  due 
from  St.  Louis.  This  balance  was  $221,- 
064.51  in  1896.  and  on  July  31,  1898,  It  had 
increased  to  $247,756,64. 

An  alistract  from  the  tax  lists  for  189t) 
and  1897  shows  that  St,  Louis  county 
has  the  largest  numlier  of  acres  of  land 
outside  if  town  lots  under  taxation  of 
the  counties  of  the  state.  It  had  1,218,- 
828  acres  in  1896.  and  1,281,603  acres  in 
1S97,  It  also  had  the  largest  acreage 
valuation.  $14,360,716  in  1896.  and  $14,- 
2."t(',476  in  1897.  The  average  value  per 
.:  re  was  $11.31  in  1896  and  $11.12  in  1S97. 
In  each  year  there  were  fourteen  coun- 
ties in  the  state  which  had  higher 
averages.  The  value  of  town  and  city 
lot.s,  including  structures,  was  $24,056,- 
2J>3  in  1S96.  and  $24.198..-98  in  189;.  This 
(ouniy  was  third  in  the  state  in  this 
i>spe<t.  the  counties  in  which  the  Twin 
Cities  are  hn-atcd  being  tirst  and  sec- 
ond. The  tot.il  valuation  for  purposes 
of  tax.uion  was  $4:!,.=;.S7,31 1  in  1S96,  and 
143,488,705  in  1S97.  The  average  rate  of 
taxation  in  this  countv  was  27.7  mills 
in  18%.  and  28.3  mills  in  1897.  This  is 
fairly  large,  but  there  were  nineteen 
counties  with  higher  averages  in  1896, 
and  twenty-four  in  1897, 

The  personal  pr.iperty  valuation  of 
the  <ounty  is  third  in  the  state,  of 
course.  The  valuation  of  Hennepin 
'•ounty  was  $'20,180,503  in  1S96,  and  $21.- 
6I2.1S5  In  1897,  that  of  llam.sev  ctjunty 
was  $15..",S4.(M)S  In  1S96.  and  $16.';34,984  in 
1N97.  and  that  of  St.  I.,ouis  count.v  was 
$5,487,664  in  1896,  and  $5,16<J,:;59  in  1897. 

The  average  taxable  value  of  lands 
in  this  county  has  ranged  from  $2,49  in 
1^80  to  $11.12  in  1*^97.  The  latter  Is  n.t 
the  highest  figure,  however,  for  In  1890 
the  aver.'ige  taxable  value  of  lands  in 
this  county  was  $14.20  per  acre. 

The  total  taxable  valuation  of  the 
county  was  $2,474,367  in  1875.  and  $13.- 
8>7.705  in  1897,  This  is  Ijy  no  means  the 
hichest  figure,  however,  for  in  1893  the 
taxal)le  j'roperty  of  the  county  was 
valued  at  $r,:i, 455.899.

strange  as  it  may  seem  the  Wyo- 
ming's Urientai  battle  is  an  almost  un- 
recorded chapter  of  our  naval  annals, 
though  it  ranks  even  higher  in  point  of 
daring  and  success  against  overwhelm- 
ing odds  than  the  defeat  of  tlie  Ala- 
l>ama  by  the  Wyoming's  sister,  the 
Kcarsarge,  says  the  Washington  Post. 
Put  the  Wyoming  never  was  in  very 
great  luck  as  a  naval  star.  She  had  her 
part  throughout  the  <'ivil  war  in  all  the 
hardest  of  blcK-kading  and  cruising  ser- 
vice, and  fought  well  when  she  had  the 
chance,  but  she  did  not  have  the  luc-k 
of  getting  into  the  papers.  She  was 
sent  off  at  the  same  time  as  the  Kear- 
sarge  to  cruise  for  that  scourge  of  the 
seas,  the  Alabama,  and  just  missed  her 
by  the  merest  chance  on  two  occasions 
in  the  China  seas. 

It  was  in  1863,  toward  the  end  of  the 
dual  reign  of  the  tycoon  and  the 
mikado,  when  Japan  was  in  the  throes 
of  civil  war  and  the  forces  of  the  rebel 
princes  were  resistingr  t<i  the  last  the 
passing  of  the  old  feudal  system.  The 
prince  of  Nagato  was  one  of  these,  and 
from  his  tln.v  kingdom  that  fronted  on 
the  straits  of  Simonoseki  he  declared 
himself  U>rd  paramount  cf  everything 
in  sight,  including  the  neighborini? 
.seas,  from  which  he  took'generous  toil 
;u!  did  ever  the  pirate  chiefs  of  Tariffa. 
He  had  laid  violent  hands  and  liot  shot 
uj«)n  the  vessels  of  various  powers,  in- 
cluding (Jreat  Britain,  France,  tlie 
Netherlands  and  the  I'nited  States. 

Meantime  Prince  Xagato  throve  and 
flourished  by  the  straits  of  Simonoseki. 
and,  failing  one  day  to  wring  tribute  of 
blackmail  by  any  other  means  he  fired 
on  the  American  mei«iiantman  Pem- 
bri.-ke  and  killed  a  couple  of  her  crew. 
i"'here  was  another  cliidomatic  protest 
of  the  "combined  foreiJjn  representatives 
to  the  Japanese  government,  and  Com- 
mander McDugall,  who  happened  to  be 
in  ix)rt  with  the  Wjoming,  suggested 
that  if  the  mikado  ciuld  not  take  a 
fall  out  of  his  rebellious  subject  the 
Wyoming  could  and  would  without 
much  urging.  This  siiuck  the  govern- 
ment as  a  gcHMl  thing  and  an  eaty  way 
out  of  the  international  difficulty;  so 
•McDougall  was  given  carte  blanche  to 
settle  accounts  with  the  prince  of 
Nagatc*  in  behalf  of  all  the  i>ov.ers  con- 
cerned, and  he  forthwith  sailed  away. 

It  was  the  middle  of  July  when  the 
Wyoming  found  heiseli"  in  the  .straits  of 
Simonoseki  and  in  sight  of  the  shore 
batteries,  which  were  a  part  of  the 
prince's  defenses  to  seaward.  Before 
.she  had  time  to  open  on  the  batteries, 
two  Japanese  gunboats  loomed  up,  one 
ahead  and  one  astern,  in  the  narrow- 
straits,  and  presently  a  third  came 
cruising  out  from  tlie  neighlxnin.c 
islands.  It  was  a  nasty  place  for  a 
light,  .McDugall  being  without  charts 
or  pilots.  an<l  the  <jdds  were  more  thai 
enough  fc-  Xelson  himself,  being  forty 
eigiit  guns  (rf  the  th'-ee  Japanese  ves 
sels  to  the  twenty-six  of  the  old  Wy- 
omirg,  to  ."ay  n.ithinai:  of  the  batteries 
f)n  shore.  There  was  still  a  chance  to 
run.  barring  some  danger  of  grounding 
in  the  narrow  channels  among  the 
islands,  but  the  idea  did  not  seem  to 
have  occurred  to  anyone  aboard  the 
frigate. 

Working  to  windward  of  the_ nearest 
.Japanese  the  Wyoming  opened  at  hmg 
range,  and  worked  down  (^r\  her  till, 
when  clc.se  aboard,  there  was  nothing 
i^f  the  enemy  standing  left  above  decks. 
The  other  two  vessels  had  come  up  in 
tile  meantime  to  and  en- 

gajred  the  American  en  either  side,  bui 
she  lay  to  and  gave  them  J«hnt  for  shot, 
port  and  .«tarboard,  till  her  gunner.'- 
were  smoke  blind  and  the  flame  of  th» 
guns  no  longer  served  to  light  the  bat- 
tle cloud  that  rolled  in  white  billows 
over  the  smcvjth  wat<»rs  of  the  straits. 
It  was  desperate  woi  k  In  the  shallow 
water,  but  the  Wyoming  was  the  best 
ver.^el,  and  she  outmaneuvered  her  two 
oppi.)nents  fn.m  start  to  finish,  though 
twice  aground  and  once  afire,  with  as 
many  men  knocked  out  from  splinters 
and  heat  as  from  the  enemy's  shot. 

Fighting  themselves  out  of  one 
smoke  patch  into  another,  llie  three 
ctmibatanls  circled  around  like  two 
crows  and  a  kingbird,  till  they  had 
drirted  down  in  range  of  the  shore  b^t- 
terlc-s,  which  gayly  took  a  hand  in  the 
game;  i>ut  McDugall  ran  acro.ss  the 
l.ows  of  one  of  the  enemies,  raiied  liei- 
as  he  went,  and  left  her  a  Moating 
wi-cck.  and  then  turned  his  attention  to 
the  batteries.  The  Wyomin.^'s  men 
ligged  the  smith's  fot.ge  on  deck  and 
tos.sed  hot  .«hot  Into  ihe  w<»rks  jishore 
till  they  set  th«-ni  afire,  and  the  s.ldiers 
fled,  and  the  other  Japs  on  (he  leiuain- 
ing  ciuisrr,  decidiiig  enough  w.is  .is 
good  as  a  least,  follnwed  ihcir  example 

So  M  Dugall  mended  his  ligging  ami 
l»atche<l  Ills  Indwark."-.  and  meanwhil' 
.sent  word  to  the  ri-c-alcifiant  prii>< c  t<> 
roinc  down  and  settle,  or  he  woiil»l  sail 
inlatid  ami  shell  the  royal  ]ialai-c  abuiit 
its  royal  owner's  «'ars. 

The  prince,  who  was  no  less  dlscroM 
than  Ciil,  Cr<Kkctt's  eindi,  came  dov\  n 
pri'inptly.  and  of  the  rc^sulting  indem- 
nity $3iK»,oitO  fell  to  the  lot  of  the  I'niied 
Stales,  It  was  man.v  years  ber«)r«»«  this 
money  got  into  the  treasury  of  (I.e 
Inited  Stales,  but  meantime  the  stal- 
deparlment  had  charge  of  It  and  had 
invested  it  so  well  that  there  was  a 
veiy  litt'Je  short  of  $2,00(>.(K»t)  finally 
turned  over  to  the  governmenl.  Avhich, 
after  all,  was  pretty  good  pay  for  one 
day's  fighting  with  a  loss  of  only  live 
killed   and  six  wounde«l. 


Strange  Life  Led  by  a  Her- 
mit in  the  Wilds  of 
Nicaragua. 


Once  In  a  great  while  a  modern  Rob- 
inson Crusoe  may  be  found  who  from 
temporary  force  of  circumstances,  as 
shipwreck  or  other  causes,  is  compelled 
for  a  time  to  imitate  this  well-known 
character  of  fiction,  but  It  is  seldom  that 
a  voluntary  hermit  of  this  sort  can  be 
found,  says  the  Philadelphia  Times.  Yet. 
among  the  Impenetrable  tropical  jungles 
of  Ea,'-tern  Nicaragua  there  lives  an 
American  Robinson  Crusoe  fortified  In  a 
tall  elx>  tree  with  a  man  Friday  In  the 
shape  of  an  ebony-hued  female  Carlb  and 
two  Chinese  servants.  His  name  is  Samuel 
Wilderson  and  lie  hails  from  Louisiana, 
where  he  has  left  a  wife  and  family  be* 
hind  him  before  coming  to  this  unlnhab- 
lt<  d  strip  of  country  to  rebuild  his  for- 
tunes. The  house  or  tree  fortress  Is  ele- 
Viited  forty  feet  above  the  ground  and  is 
Iniprfgnable  to  the  attacks  of  wild  beasts 
and  most  poisonous  reptiles.  Here  safely 
ensconced  in  his  leafy  embrasures  he 
can  command  a  view  of  all  approaching 
Interlopers  and  order  them  away  and  In 
addition  to  this  is  freed  from  the  petty 
and  at  times  very  Irritating  annoyance  of 
ants,  tarantuliis  and  cent»pc»des  that  in- 
habit the  ground  and  render  life  unbear- 
able to  the  iidiabitants  of  tropical  coun- 
tries. 

Kven  the  dreaded  shagras  and  pestilen- 
tial swami>  fevers  hovering  over  the  de- 
caying vegetation,  which  render  the  coim- 
try  fcr  a  |)art  of  the  year  at  least  an  un- 
inhabitable waste,  cannot  ri.^e  so  high 
and  leave  him  dwell  In  spelc»ndid  Isolation. 
This  Crusoe  fears  not  the  troublp  which 
befell  the  celebrated  giant  who  lived  at 
the  top  (if  Jacks  beanstalk,  for  the  wood 
of  the  ebo  is  as  hard  as  iron  and  will 
tu:h  the  edge  of  the  sharpest  ax.  Long 
before  any  marauder  armed  with  any 
cuiting  instrument  could  make  a  dent  six 
in 'hes  deep  in  the  trunk  of  his  improvised 
fortress  t'rusoc  with  his  rifle  pointed  out 
of  his  kitchen  window  would  be  able  to 
drive  away  or  render  bors  de  combat  the 
Uii'st  daring  Intruder  were  he  a  native 
savage  or  some  other  adventurer. 

Tie  is  regarded  by  banana  planters  along 
the  Rama*rivcr  as  a  crank,  some  of  them 
dccliiring:  "Dh,  he's  ijcrfectly  harmless 
if  you  let  him  alone"  while  others  will 
vouch  for  the  truth  of  the  statement  that 
his  house  Is  filthy  and  he  never  had  a  de- 
cent meal   up  In  his  tree. 

The  house  is  situated  on  a  bank  over- 
looking the  Itama  river  about  100  yards 
hack  In  the  woods.  I'^rom  the  river's  edge 
to  the  ton  of  the  bank,  a  distance  of 
about  fifty  feet,  round  wooden  blcx;ks 
imbedded  In  the  bank  form  a  rude  stair- 
way up  the  bluff  which  is  composed  prin. 
cip.illy  of  black  deep  muck  and  has  been 
formed  by  the  action  of  the  river  In  cut- 
ting out  a  path  through  the  soft  yielding 
soil. 

The  house  itself  Is  three  stories  In 
height  and  the  ebo  tree  runs  up  through 
its  center  to  the  roof.  The  structure  itself 
Is  solidl.v  built  of  wliiusawed  lumber  and 
is  painted  white.  It  is  reported  to  have 
cost  the  owner  $3.">00  cash  in  addition  to 
months  of  hard  personal  labor.  The  lower 
rstory  is  tised  as  a  kitchen,  the  middle 
story  as  a  living  ronm  and  the  upper  as  a 
baihrooni.  To  supply  the  bath  tub  rain  Is 
caught  from  the  roof  In  barrels  located  In- 
side of  the  house  and  the  tropical  rains 
are  so  heavy  and  so  frecjuent  that  there  is 
seldom  a  short  8upr)ly  in  the  barrels. 

To  reach  the  house  you  travel  up  in  a 
hoisting  cage,  which  is  rather  an  ingeni- 
ous arrangement.  A  roi>e  is  attached  to 
the  cage  anci  passes  over  a  pulley  In  the 
kitchen  to  which  is  suspencled  a  heavy 
iron  weight  at  the  other  end.  When  the 
owner  enters  the  cage  his  weight  about 
counterbalances  that  of  the  Iron  and  by 
a  hand-to-hand  pull  the  cage  glides  uij 
and  the  weight  goes  <lown.  To  descend  the 
operation  Is  reversed.  Rumor  has  It  that 
the  rooms  are  furnished  In  an  exceeding- 
ly simple  style,  that  there  are  few  arti- 
cles of  luxury  and  no  carpets.  A  plain  pine 
table  in  the  sitting  room  and  several 
chairs  and  cots  complete  the  ecjulpment. 
Down  in  the  kitchen  the  cooking  utensils 
show  signs  of  anthiulty,  and  could  be 
wondrously  improveri  In  appearance  and 
even  eapacity  by  the  erosive  action  of  a 
Utile  lye,  wood  ashes  an<l  soft  soaj).  As 
It  Is,  unless  the  gorilla-faced  Carib  Ama- 
zon soon  sets  to  work  upon  them  they 
will  gradually  thicken  and  lose  their  car- 
r>  ing  caiiacity. 

Wilderson  built  his  house  on  the  theory 
thiit  fevers  would  not  assail  him  so  far 
;cbove  tlu^  c^arth.  .So  far  neither  the  dead- 
Iv  miasma  aor  the  c-hills  have  laid  their 
dread  hand  upon  him  and  his  theory  has 
a  respectable  standing  in  that  community 
as  a  consequence.  The  onlv  danger  that 
seems  to  threaten  him  is  tne  ever-recur- 
ling  possiljllity  of  an  anaconda  or  boa 
constiic-tor  wandering  in  tlirough  one  of 
the  windows  on  a  dark  night  and  carry- 
ing off  cither  the  housekeeper,  one  of  his 
Chinamen  or  himself.  Poas  have  a  fancy 
for  life  among  the  limbs  of  the  el><»  trees 
and  if  hungry  would  perhaps  be  tcmpUd 
to  regale  themselves  with  a  little  dark 
meat  In  the  shape  of  the  cook.  The  par- 
ticular trunk  which  supports  the  house 
Is  four  feet  in  dlainc:t.er  and  is  aldeci  In 
sustaining  the  weight  of  the  house  by 
four  slender  supporting  columns  placed 
at  the  corners  of  the  structure.

THEY  DUG  THE  TREMCHES. 

Why  General    Wheeler's   Exhausted 
Soldiers  Continued   Their  Work. 

When  the  American  line  had  fought 
its  way  to  the  top  of  the  hil3s  at  El 
Paso  and  San  Juan  and  Carijey,  Gen. 
Wheeler  Issued  an  order  th.at  every 
command  should  dig  trenches  in  prep- 
aration for  the  conflict  that  he  knew 
would  break  out  again  in  the  morning., 
says  the  Atlanta  Constitution.  But  the 
soldiers  had  thrown  away  moat  of  their 
trenching  tools  during  the  fierce  rlrt^ 
charges,  and  as  darkness  fell  upon  the 
scene  of  battle  they  threw  themselves 
upon  the  ground  and  went  to  sleep 
from  sheer  exhaustion.  Adjt.  Hood  of 
the  Rough  Riders,  noting  this  condi- 
tion of  affairs,  rode  over  to  G«n.  Wheel- 
er's tent  and  Informed  the  good  old 
veteran  that  the  men  were  played  out. 
Wheeler  at  the  time  was  lying  upon  his 
cot,  more  dead  than  alive,  but  there 
was  a  smile  upon  his  lips,  and  his  never 
failing  good  nature  twinkled  in  his  eyes 
when  Adjt.  Hood  .said: 

"General.  I'm  afraid  our  men  can't 
dig  the  trenches." 

"What  men?"  asked  the  general. 

"The  cavalry  division."  said  the  ad- 
jutant. 

Gen.  Wheeler  sat  up  in  bed  and  began 
pulling  on  his  boots. 

"Send  me  the  n\an."  he  directed. 

"What  man?"  asked  the  adjutant. 

"The  man  who  can't  dig  trenches." 

"But  it  is  not  one  man;  it  is  many 
men.      They  are  just  played  out." 

"But  you  can  surely  find  one  man 
who  says  he  can't  dig  the  trench.  I 
only  want  one.  Go,  get  him  and  bring 
him  to  me." 

"But  there  are—" 

•I  don't  care  how  many  there  are.  Go. 
get  me  one." 

The  adjutant  had  never  faced  such  a 
man  as  Wheeler  before,  and  he  did  not 
know  just  what  to  make  of  the  conver- 
sation. The  little  old  general  was  as 
smooth  and  suave  and  courteous  as 
could  be,  and  Hood  had  nothing  to  do, 
but  to  ride  back  to  the  line.  In  some 
way  he  managed  to  round  up  a  colored 
trooper  belonging  to  the  Ninth  cavalry, 
and  brought  him  back  to  the  division 
headquarters.  He  stood  looking  sheep- 
ishly at  the  ground  when  Wheeler  ad- 
dressed him. 

"Are  you  the  man  who  .says  he  can't 
dig  these  trenches?"  asked  the  gen- 
eral. 

The  negro's  feet  shuffled  uneasily  on 
the  ground.  "I'se  one  of  'em  boss,  but 
there's  a " 

The  general  stopped  him  and  walked 
out  of  his  tent.  "You  can  go  to  sleep 
now,  my  man.  and  I'll  go  up  and  dig 
your  trench  for  you.  When  the  sun 
comes  up  tomorrow  morning  the  Span- 
iards are  going  to  open  on  us,  and 
every  man  who  isn't  protected  is  not 
only  in  danger  of  being  killed,  but  will 
be  unable  to  help  maintain  our  own  po- 
sition. The  trenches  have  to  be  dug, 
and  if  you  are  unable  to  dig  yours  I'll 
just  go  out  and  do  It  for  you.  Where's 
your  pick?" 

With  the  most  businesslike  air  In  the 
world  Wheeler  slid  into  his  coat  and 
turned  toward  the  big  cavalryman.  The 
latter's  eyes  opened  as  he  saw  the  pro- 
ceedings, and  they  began  to  bulge  out 
when  the  general  motioned  him  to  lead 
the  way  to  his  camp.  For  half  a  min- 
ute his  voice  stuck  in  his  throat,  and 
then  he  said:  "Boss,  you  ain't  fit  to 
dig  no  trenches.  If  they  done  got  to 
be  dug  I'll  just  naturally  do  it  myself. 
I'm  dog  tired,  but  that  ain't  work  for 
you." 

Wheeler  stopped  and  looked  at  the 
man  with  a  flicker  of  amusement  in  his 
eye.  "I  know  it  isn't  work  for  me  to 
do."  he  said,  "but  I'm  going  to  need 
soldiers  in  the  morning,  and  I  am  going 
to  save  your  life  if  possible.

"No\v, 
you  go  find  me  another  man  who  can't 
dig  the  trenches." 

The  adjutant,  bowed  and  rode  off.  He 
never  came  back.  In  the  morning  the 
trenches  were  dug.

NEW  WAR  ROMANCE

Rider. 


He  Was  Nursed  Back  to  Life 

By  an  Old 

Love. 


Fifteen  years  seems  a  long  time  to 
wait  for  a  l»ride  and  yet.  were  it  not  for 
tho  late  Hispano-Amerlcan  war,  Carroll 
Hume,  of  Company  L,  of  the  Rough 
Riders,  who  was  wedtied  to  Miss  Mabel 
White  in  Wichita,  Kas.,  a  short  time 
since  would  still,  in  all  probability,  lie 
waiting  to  claim  his  promlised  bri'de. 
They  were  married  at  the  residence  of 
tho  bride's  father,  and  that  event 
marked  the  final  chapter  in  a  story 
stranger  than  fiction,  which  required 
fifteen  years  to  coneummate — fifteen 
years  of  romance,  bravery,  constancy, 
crime  and  tragedy  before  two  loving 
and  faithful  hearts  were  made  one. 

In  1882  Mabel  White  was  a  charming 
little  lass  of  15.  with  skirts  ankle  high 
and  a  heart  full  of  love,  hope  and  hap- 
piness. Hume  was  20  years  of  age,  a 
si'wteenth  part  Cherokee,  and  his  father 
was  a  member  of  the  Cherokee  legisla- 
ture. This  mattered  nothing  to  the 
little  maid.  His  skin  was  as  white, 
clear  and  smooth  as  her  own,  and  he 
loved  her  with  all  the  flush  of  a  first 
passion,  and  she  worshipped  and  trust- 
ed him. 

Her  father  was  a  clergyman  who  had 
spent  many  years  among  the  Chero- 
kees,  teaching  them  of  "the  peace  that 
pas.seth  understandSng,**  and  instru- 
mentally  aiding  them  in  the  attainment 
of  the  high  standard  of  civilization; 
which  thl.s  tribe  has  today  reached. 
Among  other  things  he  taught  her  that 
it  is  not  always  the  race  that  makes 
th<?  man,  l>ut  the  spirit  TTithin  the  man. 
and  in  this  she  had  a  perfect  exemplifi- 
cation In  her  handsome,  straightfor- 
ward and  upright  Indian  lover.  They 
would  wander  off  among  the  trees  and 
flowers  ir.'  her  father's  grounds  and 
plan,  as  all  young  lovers  do,  of  a  happy 
future.  Life  seemed  so  sweet,  so  dear 
to  them,  the  sky  bo  bright  and  the  air 
so  pure.  Then  of  a  sudden  all  was 
changed. 

In  an  evil  hour  Hume  succumbed  to 
the  one  curse  of  the  Indian's  existence — 
liquor.  There  is  that  in  the  blood  of 
th'i  Indian  which  boils  and  bursts  from 
control  under  the  influer>ce  of  fire- 
water. '  A  Cherokee  plus  a  quart  of 
whisky  is  a  human  fiend.  One  night 
Carroll  Hume  was  invited,  while  unde:- 
the  delicious  influence  of  love's  intoxi- 
cation, to  drink  to  the  future  health  of 
his  future  bride,  and  before  the  evening 
had  passed  he  had  Imbibed  a  score  of 
toasts.  Then  trouble  began  to  brew. 
The  natural  suspicion  of  his  Indian 
nature  was  aroused,  and  a  quai.el  en- 
sued with  Harry  Ford,  a  fellow  tribes- 
man, whom  Hume  aceused  of  being  too 
attentive  to  Miss  Mabel.  There  were  a 
few  angry,  passlima'te  words,  a  quick 
exchange  of  blows,  a  pause  and  an 
agreement  to  go  out  in  the  open  and 
"fight  ill  out  like  men." 

In  the  moonMght  they  silen'tly  passed 
from  view,  and  after  measuring  off  the 
agreed  distance,  two  shots  were  heard 
follow-ing  almost  instantaneously. 
Hume  was  unscathed,  but  Foi-d  lay  still 
and  cold  on  the  damp  ground  with  a 
bullet  hole  through  his  hear"!. 

The  shock  sobered  Carroll  Hume  and, 
with  a  realizing  sense  of  what  he  had 
done,  his  first  impulse  was  to  surrender 
himself  to  the  authorities;  but.  with  a 
reallring  sense  of  the  severity  of  the 
Cherokee  laws,  he  determined  that 
fll.i?ht  was  his  only  recourse.  He  had 
killed  a  man  in  a  fair  and  square  fight, 
but  justice  would  not  look  at  it  in  that 
light.

Amid 
tears  she  instantly  gave  it,  and  after 
plighting  eternal  vows  he  slunk  away 
with  the  mark  of  Cain  on  his  brow,  an 
outcast  on  the  face  of  the  earth.  His 
little  sweetheart  was  heart-broken,  for 
he  had  passed  completely  out  of  her 
life,  and  for  fifteen  years  .she  heard 
nothing  of  him.  She  was  sent  away  to 
school  and  returned  a  matured,  culti- 
vated woman  of  beauty  and  grace.  Of 
Hume  nothing  had  been  heard  since  the 
night  of  his  flight,  but  Mabel's  heart  re- 
mained true  and  trusting,  and  many 
w(?re  the  disappOirtted  suitors  who 
claimed  her  hand,  only  to  be  kindly  and 
courteously  rejected. 

After  many  years  of  traveling  in  one 
gitise  or  another,  through  most  of  the 
civilized  world,  Hume,  with  a  heavy 
heart  and  a  conscience  that  would  not 
down,  tletermined  to  come  back  and 
surrender  himself,  if  only  to  obtain  a 
glimpse  of  his  cherished  youthful  Idol. 
He  was  debating  this  weighty  question 
in  Mexico  when  the  war  with  Spain 
ivas  declared,  and  with  the  first  call  for 
volunteers  his  wavering  resolution  wa.s 
formed,  and  he  hastened  back  to  enlist 
and  fight  for  the  honor  of  the  nation. 

To  himself  he  said:  "Here  la  the 
chance  for  honorable  expiation.  No 
one  will  remember  me  now.  Besides.  I 
am  so  changed  I  can  go  to  the  territory 
and  enlist  there,  and  maybe  hear 
.something  about  Mabel." 

A  short  time  afterwards  he  was  at 
Muskogee,  an  enlisted  man.  A  week 
later  he  was  made  a  lieutenant  in 
Troop  L  While  the  regiment  was  still 
recruiting  at  Muskogee,  Hume,  walk- 
ing down  the  street  one  day,  came  face 
to  face  with  the  woman  he  loved.  She 
had  changed  greatly.  and  he  was 
heavilv  bearded,  but  recognition  was 
mutual  and  immediate.  Unfortunately 
she  was  not  alone,  and  feared  to  im- 
peril him  by  a  public  recognition;  so 
with  mute  greetings  they  went  their 
separate  ways.  The  next  morning  his 
troop  left  for  the  front,  and  without  a 
word  being  interchanged  they  wore 
pjirted  again.  He  went  through  the 
Cuban  campaign,  fought  desperately 
and  was  severoiy  wounded  and  carried 
in  a  delfpious  cnndition  to  the  hospital, 
whore  his  life  for  a  time  was  despaired 
of.  At  last  he  regained  consciousness 
to  find  his  left  arm  gone  and  a  pair  of 
soft,  velvety  hands  working  over  tue 
bandages  "covering  a  multitude  of 
healing  wounds  and  brui.ses  and  a  ten- 
der voice  cautioning  him  against  ex- 
citement. The  shock,  however,  was  too 
much  for  him  and  he  fainted.  The 
voice  and  hands  belonged  to  his  long- 
bist  and  much  desired  sweetheart.

Immediately  after  meeting  him  In 
Muskogee  sh<>  had  taken  the  train  to 
TimF'a  and  offered  herself  as  a  volun- 
teer Red  Cross  nurse.  She  had  fol- 
lowed him  almost  to  the  field  of  battle, 
and  when  he  was  wounded  and  tossing 
In  delirium  had  begged  the  privilege  of 
assisting  in  caring  for  him.  His  recov- 
ery from  that  moment  was  rapid,  and 
lids  enal>lod  him  to  rideaffain  with  the 
Rough  Riders.  When  these  desperati! 
lighters  were  mustered  out  of  the  ser- 
vice he  went  back  home,  was  quietly 
married  to  the  girl  of  his  heart,  and 
pi-epared  to  face  the  Impending  trial 
for  manslaughter. 

While  he  will  have  to  stand  trial  for 
the  duel  of  fifteen  years  ago,  the  wit- 
n-'8se,s  are  now  dead,  and  as  the  story 
of  his  and  Mabel's  heroism  is  so  well 


known,  the  general  feeling  is  strongily 
in  his  favor,  and  It  is  not  difticult  to 
predict  that  a  mild  verdict  will  be 
given. 


PARIS  EXPOSIflON  FEATURES. 

American     Electricians    Will    Be    In 
Evidence,  and  Possibly  Players. 

Americans  are  to  have  some  of  the 
most  novel  /eatures  at  the  great  ex- 
position in  1900,  and  application  has 
been  made  for  space  in  which  to  erect 
a  splendid  theater  and  roof  garden,  to 
be  called  the  American  theater..  Thi s  is 
to  be  given  over  to  American  vutide- 
ville,  drama  and  opera  by  American 
artists  of  the  first  rank.  Negotiations 
have  been  opened  with  Richard  Ma,nH- 
field.  actor;  Nat  Goodwin,  -comeilia/n; 
Lillian  Russell,  comic  opera  singer,  for 
performances.  It  is  proposed  that  the 
attractions,  the  operas,  the  actors,  the 
scenes  and  the  costumes  shall  be  thor- 
oughly Ameriian.  John  Philip  Sousa 
has  been  asked  to  conduct  the  roof 
promenade  concerts. 

Our  electricians  are  to  be  much  in 
evidence  at  the  exposition,  for  Amer- 
ican .electrical  machinery  manviifactur- 
ers  are  to  jirovide  electrical  machinery 
valued  at  11,000.000.  Edison's  wonder- 
ful electrical  show,  which  created  such 
a  sensation  in  18S9,  will  be  represented 
with  the  addition  of  his  later  triumphs. 

America  will  have  the  largest  foreign 
display  at  the  exposition.  Germany  and 
Russia  have  each  appropriated  $1,250,- 
000  and  England  SnOO.OOO,  but  this  coun- 
try, while  It  has  not  yet  appropriated 
its  full  sum,  will  give  its  check  for  ar. 
amount  far  in  advance  of  these. 

American  artists  are  to  be  rept*- 
.sented  in  the  building  of  painting  .and 
statuary,  and  the  process  of  mechanical 
electricity  and  civil  engineering  will  be 
also  well  represented.  The  products 
of  the  earth,  agriculture,  horticultnrc, 
forestry,  the  chase,  fisheries,  placer 
mining,  food  stuffs  and  metallurgy 
have  all  received  attention  from'  the 
American  exhibitors,  and  exhibits  of 
decorations  and  furnishings,  includ- 
ing textile  fabrics,  chemical  Industry, 
threads,  yarns  and  tissues,  will  aUso  be 
shown.  We  will  have  an  immense  de- 
partment of  hygiene  and  one  of  public 
and  organized  charities.  It  will  be  in 
all  ways  a  magnificent  exhibit. 

At  the  World's  fair  all  of  Jackso/i 
Park  and  the  Midway  Plaisance,  740 
acres  in  all~were  devoted  to  the  erx- 
hiblt,  but  Paris  can  only  give  half  of 
this  space.  Unfortunately  it  is  decid- 
ed to  erect  the  exposition  buildings  in 
the  very  heart  of  the  city,  and  therefore 
it  cannot  be  spread  out  as  at  the 
World's  fair. 

The  Paris  commissioners,  on  bfcing 
urged  to  hold  the  exposition  on  the 
outskirts  of  the  city,  replied  that  the 
facilities  for  urban  travel  were  so  lim- 
ited that  it  would  be  impossible  to 
transport  the  people  to  the  fair.  It 
would  be  absolutely  necessary  to  erect 
it  in  the  heart  of  Paris. 

It  can  be  imagined  how  great  is  the 
need  of  space  from  the  fact  that  two 
and  a  half  acres  of  ground  have  been 
made  by  filling  along  thtf  banks  of  thp 
Seine.  The  gardens  and  terraces  on 
both  sides  of  the  river  will  be  utilized 
and  there  will  be  exhibits  on  each  side. 

Spanning  the  Seine  and  commanding 
a  view  of  the  exposition  will  be  a  new 
bridge  to  be  known  as  the  Pont  d'Alex- 
andre  III.  The  corner  stone  of.  this 
bridge  was  laid  by  Czar  Nicholas  on 
Oct.  19,  189:i.  Each  end  of  the  bridge 
will  be  made  a  dream  of  loveliness.  Pa- 
vilions, where  will  be  received  the 
kings  of  the  earth,  are  to  be  erected 
along  here,  and  the  repijbllc  of  France 
will  hold  royal  court. 

Several  of  the  palaces  have  begun  to 
rear  their  heads  and  others 
are  rapidly  Ijjeing  constructed.  The  most 
imposing  buildings  will  be  the  two 
fine  art  palaces,  which  are  being  built 
on  the  site  of  the  old  Palace  de  I'ln- 
dustrie.  These  are  to  be  known  as  the 
Grand  Palace  des  Beaux  Arts  and  the 
Palais  des  Petits  Arts.  The  sum  of 
$5,000,000  is  being  expended  on  their 
construction.  The  Grand  Palais  holds 
the  finest  productions  of  France  and 
the  Petit  Palais  holds  the  exhiWts  of 
foreign  exhibitors.  American  works 
will  be  exhibited  in  the  Petit  Pe.lais. 

The  Crystal  palace,  lighted  by  electri- 
city, will  be  a  novelty,  not  only  in 
beauty,  but  in  electrical  workmanship.

WAVED  A  RENFED  FL\G. 


Stearns  County  Republicans  Sued  In 
a  Justice's  Court. 

St.  Paul.  Jan.  28.— While  the  average 
Republican  orator  is  facile  princeps  in 
the  art  of  "waving  the  old  flag."it  seems;, 
from  the  records  of  the  courts,  that  u.^ 
is  not  always  particular  about  waving 
a  flag  that  is  bought  and  paid  for,  out 
can.  as  occasion  demands,  wave  any  old 
flag,  borrowed,  stolen  or  rented. 

In  a  iittle  back  office  in  the  Court 
block,  overlooking  the  ruined  aiidito 
rium  of  the  Davidson  Grand  Opera 
house,  there  was  enacted  Wednesday  i.i- 
closing  scene  in  a  drama  which  had  iis 
"prologue  during  the  presidential  cam- 
paign of  1896.  Justice  of  the  Peaci- 
Smith  has  his  office  there,  and  it  was 
there  that  there  came  up  for  trial  the 
suit  of  T.  R.  Willwerscheid  vs.  Alvah 
Eastman. 

Willwerscheid  is  a  sign  painter,  living 
In  this  city.  Eastman  is  an  editor, 
prominent  in  the  councils  of  the  Repub- 
lican State  Press  association,  and,  by 
the  mercy  of  President  McKinley,  di  -.t^'.  - 
ing  $4500  a  year  or  so  out  of  the  people 
in  the  St.  Cloud  land  office.  Willwer- 
scheid did  not  paint  any  signs  for  East 
man's  newspaper  office,  for  that  wouid 
have  been  a  personal  matter  with  Alvah. 
B'lt  li.r-ing  the  campaign  of  ISl":  Stearn.s 
county  was  a  battle  ground,  packed 
with  a  German  constituency,  which  naJ 
always  been  overyhelmlngly  Demo- 
cratic, but  which  was  believed  to  be 
favorably  disposed  to  the  sound  money 
platform,  and  both  sides  were  claiming 
the  victory.  Eastman  was  the  chair- 
man of  the  Republican  committee 
there. 

Willwerscheid,  it  happened,  was  in  St. 
Cloud  turning  an  honest  penny  building 
arches  and  decorating  the  Stearn;- 
county  capital  in  honor  of  jCathoIi- 
schenstag,  t.he  same  festival,  by  the 
way.  which  has  recently  been  brought 
into  the  notice  of  non-Catholics  by  some 
sensational  disagreements  in  Assump- 
tion parish  In  this  city.  St.  Cloud  was 
in  gala  attire.  Arches  spanned  the 
main  thoroughfares,  and  the  loyal  Ger- 
man Catholic  merchants  had  theii 
fronts  festooned  with  bunting  and  ban- 
ners. 

About  the  last  day  of  the  celebration 
William  Jennings  Bryan  came  along, 
and  the  local  Democratic  committee 
emblazoned  the  town.  Willwerscheid 
furnished  the  flags  and  such,  and  in  the 
exuberance  of  some  silverite's  enthus- 
iasm a  Roman  candle  was  shot  through 
one  of  the  evergreen  arches,  burning  it 
like  tinder. 

The  Republicans  saw  that  something 
must  be  done  to  offset  this  outburst  of 
Bryanesque  enthusiasm.  E.  E.  Lytton, 
president  of  the  Sound  Money  club,  or- 
dered Willwerscheid  to  deck  the  sound 
money  headquarters  far  and  away  above 
the  glories  which  had  been  shown  by 
the  Democratic  committee,  and  Lyt- 
ton's  request  was  countersigned  by 
Eastman  ^s  chairman  of  the  local  Re- 
publican committee. 

But  the  sound  money  club,  while  its 
money  was  sound  enough,  .seems  to 
have  been  Iti  on  a  "short  bit."  Instead 
of  securing  a  real  old  star-spangled  ban- 
ner of  its  own.  which  might  be  treas- 
ured in  the  legends  and  archives  of  the 
town  alike,  it  was  content  to  rent  a 
Hag  from  the  St.  Paul  painter.  But  the 
latter,  fearful  lest  the  ensign  might  be 
ruined  by  a  Roman  candle,  this  time.  ,r.- 
stcad  of  some  arch,  insisted  on  a  guar- 
antee that  the  flag  would  be  returned 
intact  or  a  forfeit  of  $25  paid.  The  flag 
was  never  roturnod.  and  the  $25  was 
never  paid  until  last  Wednesday.

Eastman 
had  as  his  counsel  no  K*ss  eminerit  an 
advocate  than  ycnator  Ridley  R.  Brok- 
er of  St.  Cloud,  for  the  Rcpublicait 
hosts  of  the  quarry  city  were  shaken 
to  the  core  when  It  was  charged  that 
the  local  cominlltee  had  failed  to  pay 
for  the  flap.

But  the  venerable 
Howard  averred  that  while  the  flats  « n 
the  buttresses  w^re  yellow,  that  the 
flags  which  were  there  first  had  tiaras 
in  the  yellow  field,  and  the  sound  money 
Hag  did  n«>t  bt»ar  this  emblem.

Petticoat  of  Peter  White's  Grand* 
mother  Provided  the  Stripes. 

According  to  a  tradition  which  has  been 
handed  down  in  the  family.  Mrs.  Ste- 
phen White,  grandmother  of  the  Hon. 
Peter  Wnlte,  of  Maniuette.  is  the  woman 
from  whose  red  petticoat  the  stripes  wore 
made  wl.ich  entered  into  the  llrst  Ameri- 
can  Hag.  as  it  l.s  now  known. 

This  interesting  bit  of  family  history 
iji  related  by  Mr.  White  as  supplementarj- 
to  a  history  printed  on  an  oleojjraph  of 
the  origin  and  History  of  the  Stars  and 
Strl|>es.  published  by  Capt.  Wallace  Fos- 
ter, of  Indianapolis,  and  sent  to  the  pub- 
lic library  here  from  which  it  was  ob- 
tained by  the  Mining  Journal. 

The  historical  sketch  makes  mention  of 
Mr.  Whites  Krantifather  and  speaks  of 
the  early  history  of  the  Hag  as  follows: 

*■  'The  first  recorded  legislative  action 
by  the  American  congress  in  session  at 
Philadelphia.  Pa.,  for  the  adoption  of  the 
Stars  and  Stripes,  was  In  resolution  of- 
fered Saturday.  June  14.  1777.  as  follows-; 

•'  'Resolved,  that  the  flag  of  the  thin, 
teen  I'nlted  Slates  be  thirteen  stripes, 
alternate  red  and  white;  that  the  unlox 
be  thirteen  stars,  white  In  a  blue  lield. 
representing   a    new    constellation.'   ' 

"Although  this  resolution  was  not  offi- 
cially promulgated  by  the  secretary  of 
congress  until  Sept.  3,  1(<7.  it  seems  well 
authenticated  that  the  first  flag  holsteA 
as  the  Stars  and  Stripes  was  unturled  by 
Capt.  Stephen  White,  on  Friday.  Aug.  0. 
1777,  over  Fort  Stanwix.  commonly  known 
as  Fort  Schuyler,  then  a  military  post 
on  the  present  site  of  the  city  of  Rome. 
Oneida  county.  N.  Y.  This  flag  was  ha.stlly 
constructed  irom  a  soldiers  while  shirt, 
an  otfleers  biue  overcoat  and  a  woman's 
red    petticoat." 

Though  this  sketch  does  not  mention 
whose  |)ettlcoat  it  was  which  furnished 
the  re«l  in  the  lirst  Stars  and  Stripes  ever 
Hung  to  the  breeze,  it  belonged  to  the  wife 
of  the  gallant  officer  who  first  sent  aloft 
the  banner  of  the  Infant  republic.  Her 
share  in  this  dramatic  bit  of  national  his- 
tory is  one  of  the  proudest  traditions 
handed  down  In  the  White  family. 

Tne  oleograph  which  contains  this  his- 
tory and  which  Induced  Mr.  White  to  sup- 
plement Its  account  with  this  interesting 
tradition,  is  a  remarkably  handsome 
work  of  art  and  doubly  valuable  for  its 
pa'rlotic  interest.  It  is  beautifully  illus- 
trated  in  ten  colors. 

The  picture  features  of  It  are  two  Amer- 
ican HaRs  crossed,  falling  In  graceful 
folds  down  the  border  about  a  third  the 
wav  down,  one  Hag  representing  the  orlg- 
ina"l  emblem  with  the  thirteen  stars  and 
the  thirteen  stripes,  the  other  the  banner 
oflhflS  with  thirteen  stripes  and  forty- 
live  stars. 

In  the  center  at  the  crossing  of  the  two 
fliigs  is  an  American  eagle  with  wings 
outstretched.  WashluKton's  coat  of  arms 
and  the  crest  rest  on  the  crossed  flags 
immediately  finder  the  eaarle.  Other 
W;;shlriKloiilaii  emblems  are  tnee  mblem 
emblazoti  on  his  coai-h.  his  book  plate  and 
his  first  and  bist  watch  seal.s. 

Views  are  also  shown  of  the  front  and 
reverse  sides  of  the  copper  cent  of  1791 
with  Washington  medallion  on  one  side 
and  stars  on  the  reverse. 

Helow  the  pictures  comes  the  letter 
press.  The  Hrst  section  gives  the  origin 
of  the  ilag.  This  sketch  Is  derived  from 
the  researches  of  a  patriotic  Knglish  gen- 
tleman who  made  a  personal  examina- 
tion of  the  engraved  brass  plates  In  the 
parish  churches  at  Brlngton  and  Sol- 
grave.  Kngland.  where  the  ancestors  of 
Washington    lie   buried. 

The  second  seotion  about  twice  the 
length  of  the  origin,  deals  with  the  his2 
torv  •»f  the  flag.  This  history  is  in  con- 
cist-  form  but  includes  nearly  every  in- 
teresting detail  concerning  the  Stars  and 
Stripes  in  the  more  than  a  hundred  years 
they   liiive  served   ;i.^  the   iiatiiiii;il   cmolem. 


"I  did  not  siand  to  lose  a  cent.  I  had 
everythiug  my  own  way  in  the  tobacco 
deal,  and  the  way  matters  stood  I  couid 
not  come  out  behind. 

"It  waB  simply  a  case  of  stock  in- 
vestment, buying  at  a  low  figure  and 
selling  much,  higher.  I  hiad  a  great  deal 
of  stock  on.  hand,  the  price  went  high,  1 
s>ld,  land  J  couid  not  lielp  making 
money." 

As  he  saiid  this  a  smile  played  on  the 
grim  features  of  that  prince  of  plun- 
gers, James  U.  Keene,  who  has  made 
and  lost  more  fortunes  in  Wall  street 
than  any  other  man  who  ever  rushed 
into  the  miielstrom  of 'speculation. 

He  waa  sijeaklng  to  a  New  York  World 
r?porter  abtput  his  latest  coup,  his  gigan- 
tic deal  in  American  Tobacco  company 
stock.  Tha-t  deal  was  closed  recently, 
and  Mr.  Keene  Is  credited  with  hav- 
ing made  ta  million  and  a  quarter  out  of 
it. 

>Thu«  Ja'mes  R.  Keene  is  <again  on  top 
of  the  heap. 

.For  years  this  man  of  indomitable 
pluclc  h'a.'3  been  flghting  with  his  back 
to  the  wall.  During  that  time  he  has 
made  phen:>mehal  winnings,  but  nvosl 
of  the  n^oney  had  to  go  to  pay  debts 
made  Ijn,  former  deals.  A  little  more 
than  a  year  ago  he  made  $2,000,000  in 
two  mqnths  by  cleverly  rr^anlpulating 
the  sugar  market,  but  even  that  uid 
not,  it  ifl  believed,  put  him  entirely  upotv 
hla  feet.  With  the  milliDn  or  more  that 
he  has^innde  out  of  Tobacco  his  friends 
claim  h«»  Is  away  out  of  debt,  and  fu- 
ture succfjss  seems  secured.        * 

Mr.  K^ine  talks  lightly  al>out  making 
a  milliOOT  and  a  quarter;  apparently  he 
thinks  no  more  about  It  than  a  farmer 
might  a'oout  a  gDod  horse  trade.  H^ 
says  he  ■did  not  atand  to  lose  a  cent, 
and  whei  the  inside  facts  about  thj 
specuteti»'>n  are  known  it  is  readily  seen 
that  h»e  <lid   not. 

Tobacco  trust  stock  has  riften  from 
par  to  1B4.75  and  gone  tumbling  back 
again  tp  11.5.50  within  a  few  months. 
Wall  street  was  astonished.  "Outsid- 
ers" wi»re  at  a  loss  to  account  for  a 
decline  <v.f  39V4  points  in  the  shares,  or 
a  shrinkage  of  $7,000,000  in  the  value  ot 
the  S20.OfliO.000  of  common  shares  of  the 
tobacco  trust.  It  m«ant  ruin  to  many 
and  a  fortune  to  James  R.  Keene.  Now 
it  appeaos  that  intrigue  and  revenge 
figure  la  the  atory  of  the  memorable 
slump. 

A  yetan  ago,  in  company  with  H.  C. 
Terrell,  O.  H.  Payne,  representing  the 
t'tandard  Oil  trust.  James  H.  Duke,  now 
president  of  the  Arm  of  Moore  &  Schley. 
Mr.  Keent-  set  out  to  obtain  control  of 
the  American  Tol)acco  company.  This 
was  accom'pllshed  late  last  s>pring. 

By  that  time  Mr.  Keene  owned  be- 
tween  75,000  ami  100,000  shares  of  the 
company's  stoc.'.c.  The  greater  portion 
of  the  rem.iiind*  r  was  in  th'e  possession 
of  the  four  othisr  men.  Mr.  Keene  got 
his  stock  at  Jnflde  figures,  buying  it  at 
private  sale  oonslderably  below  par.  The 
heavy  purchases  made  by  these  five  men 
naturally  sen^.  the  stock  booming,  and 
even  when  It  had  reached  the  highest 
figure — 154.75— dealings  were  heavy. 

There  is  sal<I  to  have  been  an  agree- 
ment that  none  of  the  five  men  in  the 
deal  should  sell  any  stock,  at  least  until 
negotiations  th?;t  had  been  started  with 
the  mianufacturers  of  plug  tobacco 
ahould  have  been  completed.  They  were 
tr>-lng  to  force  fJie  plug  tobacco  mianu- 
facturers  into  th>eir  combination. 

Rumors  of  this?  greater  combination  o: 
tibacco  interests  and  the  prospects  of 
pla^^ing  the  e..tire  trade  on  a  more  prof- 
itabJe  basis  were  allowed  to  leak  out, 
and  the  effect  on  Wall  street  was 
gratifying  to  the  iiolders  of  the  trust  s 
stock. 

Mr.  Keene  was  laJl  this  time  holding 
on  to  his  75,000  or  more  shares,  and  he 
supiioeed  that  the  other  four  men  were 
doing  the  same.  But  Jim  Keene  is  a 
shrewd  man—no  cleverer  speculator 
ever  operated  in  the  street— and  one 
day.  with  the  quick  perception  which 
twenty  years'  experien<;e  in  Wall  street 
has  given  him.  he  discovered  that  some 
one  was  sellimg  large  blocks  of  "To- 
bacco." 

Within  an  hour,  it  is  said,  he  had  de- 
termined that  three  of  tlie  men  allied 
with  him  had  succumbed  to  the  temp- 
tation to  unload  at  the  pi>evaillng  high 
figure,  and  were  doing  so  without  noti- 
fying him. 

Mr.  Keene  was  caught  napping  while 
in  a,  similar  combination  several  years 
ago.  but  he  was  not  to  be  caught  thi.^ 
time.  He  always  acts  promptly.  Within 
live  minutes  after  he  had  made  this 
discovery  his  agents  on  the  floor  of  liie 
stock  exchange  had  received  orders  to 
sell  American  Toba<co  without  re8er\e; 
to  sell  all  they  could. 

At  almost  the  highest  figure  touched 
by  the  stock  Mr.  Keene  disposed  of  his 
entire  holding.-*,  and  he  did  It  so  quickly 
that  the  men  who.  it  is  alleged,  sought 
to  take  advantage  of  him  did  not  re- 
alize what  was  happening.  He  pocket- 
ed liis  million  or  more  and  then  watched 
the  market  go  to  pieces,  shares  falling 
oft  from  15  to  ?10  a  day.  When  the 
I>rice  got  down  to  11.5.50  he  is  credited 
with  having  made  another  profitable 
coup.  He  "whlpsawed"  the  game  and 
made  money  going  and  coming.  Dur- 
ing the  panic  to  sell  stock  at  the 
lowest  figure  his  brokers  took  all  that 
was  offered  over  a  controlling  Interest 
at  from  113  to  115.  and  as  a  result  the 
stook  bounded  upward  and  the  shrewd

speculator  is  again  holding  a  big  block 
of  it. 

Mr.  Keene  made  his  fortune  in  West- 
em  mines.  He  was  worth  $6,000,000 
when  he  came  to  New  York  in  1877.  He 
was  on  his  way  to  Europe  in  search  ot 
health,  but  could  not  resist  the  tempta- 
tion offered  in  New  York  for  profitable 
investment  and  staid,  allying  himself 
with  Jay  Gould. 

His  fortune  grew  to  $15,000,000  In  a 
few  years,  but  he  lost  every  dollar  in 
the  early  'SOs  in-  an  unfortunate  attempf 
to  corner  the  wheat  market. 
4  He  has  made  and  lost  at  least  four 
fortunes  in  Wall  street  and  on  race 
horses  since  that  time. 

He  is  an  unpretentious  man.  He  does 
not  even  have  an  office  of  his  own.  but 
usually  spends  his  business  houis 
around  the  ticker  in  the  office  of  Talbot 
J.  Taylor,  30  Broad  street. 

WHERE  THE  SILVER  GOES. 

Thousands  of  Dollars*  Worth  Belong- 
ing to  Millionaires. 

People  who  think  that  all  the  mass- 
ive and  beautiful  table  silver  which 
adorns  the  tables  of  New  York  mil- 
licnaires  in  winter  is  also  in  evidence 
in  Newport  in  summer,  or  wherever  the 
millionaires  happen  to  be,  are  mistaken, 
that  is,  generally,  says  the  New  York 
Times. 

There  is  now  being  filled  for  one 
family  a  J^OOO  order  for  silver-plated 
ware  "for  summer  use.  The  question 
comes  here  from  the  typical  American, 
who  is  supposed  always  to  ask  the  cost 
of  everything:  "If  the  plated  silver 
for  summer  use  costs  $6000.  what  must 
the  solid  silver  for  winter  'have'cost?" 
Eut  that  is  another  story. 

Thi.s  plated  set  will  include,  of  course, 
all  the  large  dishes  for  fisn  and  roasts, 
as  wc<Il  as  the  smaller  articles,  knives, 
forks  and  spoons.  It  will  be  elegant  iii 
de.sign.  beautifully  made,  and  of  the 
bo.^t  plate,  as  the  money  value  will  in- 
di.^ato.  The  artistic  work  almost  equals 
thai  .'f  the  solid  silver.  It  is  being 
made  by  one  of  the  oldest  and  large.-;t 
firm.s  in  New  York,  where  the  New 
Y<irk  iiiilllonaires  have  been  going  for 
a  sent'ration  or  two.  The  grandchil- 
dren of  the  generation  which  Hrst  pur- 
chased its  silver  there  are  now  buying 
silverware  or  plate  and  storing  the 
solid  silver  for  the  summer. 

This  is  the  season  when  much  silver 
got>s  into  storage.  The  summer  is 
m.uc  a  migi-atory  season  than  the  win- 
ter, and  even  with  large  hou.'sos  open  in 
the  country,  or  at  some  watering  place 
they  have  not  the  permanence  of  the 
winter  residences,  and  a  large  amount 
of  silver  in  the  house  means  more  or 
less  anxiety  not  only  for  its  loss,  but 
tho  apprehension  of  the  presence  of 
buiglars.  so  the  use  of  plated  ware 
means  one  more  form  of  summer  relax- 
ation. 

The  business  of  storing  silver  began 
as  oarly  as  the  civil  war.  The  old  firm, 
tlien  <b)wn  on  lower  Broadway,  as  a 
special  favTjr  to  its  customers,  took 
tht'ir  silver  in  charge  at  the  time  there 
was  so  much  excitement  In  New  York 
w  ith  the  draft  riots.  It  wai?  a  relief  to 
the  owners,  and  the  firm  was  very  glad 
t  I  accommodate  them.  Then  one 
family  told  another,  and  finally  there 
was  a  developing  business  in  storing 
articles  of  value.  It  had  all  been  done 
for  aecommodation  in  the  first 
place,  but  when  the  firm  moved  into 
new  quarters  it  took  up  the  matter  Ir 
earnest  with  large  safes,  trunks,  and 
compartments  in  its  vaults,  where  th^ 
owners  could  feel  secure  in  regard  to 
the  safety  of  their  valuables,  and  at  the 
same  time  get  anything  or  everything 
at  short  notice  when  It  was  desired. 
\  large  force  of  clerks  Is  employed, 
with  many  men  In  the  storage  depart- 
nient.  to  carry  tni  this  branch  of  work 
Hlone.  and  the  polishing  .room  is  do- 
voted  largely  to  cleaning  and  putting 
the  silver  In  order. 

Silver  is  all  listed  before  it  Is  put  m 
storage,  and  then  Insured  for  any  .sum 
the  t>wner  desires.  The  butler  of  the 
house  sometimes  takes  onarge  of  the 
listing,  but  frequently  it  Is  done  by  a 
man  who  is  sent  for  that  purpose.  Jb- 
Knows  his  business  thoroughly,  and  he 
not  only  makes  out  the  list,  but  takes 
with  him  everything  neces.sary  for 
pa.-king  and  transporting  the  silver. 
Sometimes  a  neat  little  leatni.--boun«l 
book  is  printed  with  the  silver  listed 
and  carefully  arranged  under  proper 
headings.  ,,         ,       ,,^ 

Cleaning  and  repairing  silver  Is  also 
more  of  a  business  than  people  mlgbt 
think.  It  would  seem  to  the  ordinary 
observer  that  sHver  In  careful  hands 
and  where  there  was  a  corps  ol  sei - 
vants  to  |y>ok  after  It  would  need  but 
little  attention,  but  (hat  Is  not  the  case. 
There  are  frequent  dents,  bruises. 
s<-ratches  and  stains  when  sHver  Is  in 
frequent  use  that  require  the  attention 
of  the  silversmith,  and  in  houses  where 
there  are  large  quantities  of  silver  thcr. 
Is  more  or  less  of  it  always  receiving 
attention.
